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ANDERSON, John,— was, on the 24.* of February 
1693, appointed captain of the Hawke firefliip^ 
one of the veflels fent in that year, under the command 
of fir Francis Wheeler, to the Weft Indies. He'w^s very 
foon afterwards removed into the Quaker Ketch. Having 
never, during the reign of king William, attained aay 
higher command than that of a fmall frigate, in which he haa 
no opportunity of diftinguifliing himfelf, it is by no means 
wonderful that there is not any mention made of him 
till after the acceilion of queen Anne, when we find him 
captain of the Referve, a fourth rate, loft off Yarmouth, 
^^^ in the Great Storm, November the 27th, 170J. Captain

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the Other thirty-fix giins, andhad very Cpiritedlyrefolved to 
encounter them; but that both unhappily efcapcd, as well 
fromthewatltofc<:)udu£tasofproperdirciplineinhisofH.ers 
and men : it was refolved, by fir WiMiam, to endeavour 
at repairing this misfortune by fending the Briitol and 
Folkftone, two fourth rates, in queft of the above-n»en- 
tioncd encnay*. The Engl ifh mips very foon overt»x)k 
thofe they were in purfuii of, and with them a number 
of merchant- (hips under their convoy. Thefc captain 
Andcrfon is faid to have been much more eager lo iecure, 
than he was thofe who efcorted them : five or fix of the 
former were taken, while the (hips of war, which were 
the principal objed of his purfuit, efcaped. On his re- 
turn to Jamaica he was immediately put under an arrcft 
by fir William, and foon afterwards tried by a court- 
martial for this mifcondufl. He was fentenced to be 
difmificd from his comiTiand, and is faid, by fome, to have 
been declared incapable of farther fervicc. 

This. fen icnce was, however, not rigidly carried into 
execution, for, on the 12th of April 1707, he had half- 
pay granted him, as a fuperannuated captain uf a fourth 
rate. This penfion he enjoyed till his death, which hap- 
pened on the 15th of April 1724. 

ATHY, Richard, — was appointed commander of the 
Canterbury, by fome called a (loop of war, but mnft pro- 
bably a Hore-lhip, on the ^ift of May 16Q3. He was 
promoted to this command by fir Francis Wheeler, hav- 
ing gone out under that admiral to the Wc(t Indies as 
fecond lieutenant of the Advice, of foiiy-iwo gmis, be- 
longing to his ftjuadron. Rciiirntng ir^m.ihis itahon in 
the enfuing autumn, he was, not long after his arrival in 
£ngland, promrtcd to the command of the Mermaid 
frigate. We find this vcffcl to have been employed as a 
Cniifer during the whole of the year 1695. Thefc par- 
ticulars, fcaniy as they arc, are all we have been able to 
colleS relative to this gentlemun, except that he was im- 
happily kilted, fome little time after this, in a duel, fought

ATKINS, James, — was made firft lieutenant of the 
Reftoration, of feventy guns, in the year 1692. On the 
lith of December 169J, he was promoted to the com- 
mand of the Greyhound. In this veflel be continued till 
the month of May or June 1695, when he was removed 
into the Katherine ftorefhip. He afterwards returned 
back to his old fhip the Greyhound, which he commanded 
during the year 1696. Nothing farther relative to him 
has come to our knowledge, nor have we even been able 
to difcover the time of his death. 

AUDLEY, Robert^ — was appointed lieutenant of the 
Greenwich, by lord Dartmouth, on the 30th of Oftober 
x688. On the 29th of November following he was re- 
moved to the fame ftation on board the Tyger, by com- 
mifEop, granted alfo by lord Dartmouth. We find nothing 
more of him till he was promoted, on the nth of No- 
vember 1693, to be made commander of the Lightening 
firefliip. Thefe are the only particulars concerning him 
known to us, except that he unhappily fell iaa duel on. 
the 28th of Febrnaxy 1 696. 

BLAKE, Thomas, — the fon of captain John Blake, an 
old commander in the firft Dutch war, was appointed 
captain of the Canterbury ftorefhip on the 14th of De- 
cember 1693. It is a very fingular circumftance, and 
highly deferviog remark, that we have every reafon to 
believe this gentleman continued in the fame veflel dur- 
ing his life, a period of ten years. He was unhappily 
loft in this fiiip, at Briftol, during that tremendous hurfi- 
canc generally known by the nai^ie of the Great Storm, 
on the 27th of November 1703, He was much ofteemed 
by fir Richard Haddock ; and it is certainly no llender 
proof of a man's real worth, to have been countenanced 
by fo good an officer, and fo intelligent a man. Sir 
jkichard, in a letter to his fon Richard, then a captain in 
the navy, laments the unhappy fate of this gentleman in 
the following familiar, artlefs, and (imply pathetic man- 
ner — " Poor Tom Blake was drowned, at Briftol, in the 

A 3 Canter- 
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Canterbury ftorefhip. A more fincere, and, perhaps, more 
juft eulogium than the mod elegant and well-turned pane- 
gyric from thepen of the hiflorian. 

BREHOLT, George, — was, on the 22d of May 
1693, appointed commander of the Grenada bomb-ketch. 
On the 25th of September following he was promoted to 
the Pearl, a frigate of thirty guns ; from the latter of 
which dates only, he took rank as a captain in the navy. 
We have no other intelligence relative to him till the 
month of March 1703-4; at which time he commanded 
the Charlotte yacht, which veflel was then employed on 
the Dublin (lation, and it appears for the exprefs purpofe 
of attending the lord lieutenant. We fuppofe captain 
Breholt to have continued in the (ame command as long 
as he remained in fervice, as we do not find any farther 
mention made of him, except that he is (aid, in rear- 
admiral Hardy's lift of the navy, to have died on the 24th 
of June 1741, in Green wich-hofpital. Admitting this 
intelligence to be true, we have to obferve by the way that 
he was not there with the rank of captain. 

BUTLER, Thomas, — ferved in the beginninfi; of the 
year 169^ as fecond Ueutenant of the London, nr John 
Afliby's- ffag fliip. From this ftation he was promoted, 
on the 3d of OSober in the fame year, to the command 
of the St. Julian Prize. In 1696 he was captain of the 
Dunkirk, of fixty guns, one of the (hips belonging to the 
main fleet \ and continued in commiflion, as commander 
of a two-decked ihip, during the peace, which took place 
not long afterwards. On the acceflion of queen Anne he 
was appointed to the Worcefter. This (hip, which was 
a third rate, was, as we believe, wholly employed as a 
cruifer, in the Channel^ and round the Britr(h coaft. In 
this occupation captain Butler appears to have been par- 
ticularly diligent, aftive; and fortunate *, having captured 

feveral

perfon can deny, but that every thing was effected which the feveral 
clrcumfiancci attending it would -permiu 
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fcveral very valuable prizes, and tbtne privateers of c6n-» 
fiderable force, which had done much previous mifchief 
to the Britilh commerce *. About the vear 1706, he wis 
again appointed to command his old mip the Dunkirt, 
and fent to the Mediterranean not long afterwards. While 
employed on this ftation he had, in I708, a fignal oppor- 
tunity of diftinguilhin?. himfelf, which he appears to hava 
very eagerly embraced^ 

Being detached, by fir Edward Whitaker, to batter fort 
Fornelle, on the iOand of Minorca, in company wifli 
captain Fairborne, who at tRat time commanded the Cen- 
turion, he behaved, as well as his brave afTociate, with 
fo mpch fpirit and gallantry, that the fort was, after a very 
obftinate refiftance, compelled to furrender. A footing* 
was by this fuccefs fi^ft eftabliihed on the ifland, and the 
landing of the troops and fafe anchorage of the tranlportrf 
fecured, circumftances which led to the complete reduc- 
tion of the whole country immediately afterwards. He 
continued to command the fame (hip till the year 171 1, 
when he was appointed to fail, under the command of lir 



"An exprers came to WbUeball, from commodoit Butler, captan 
of her maicAy's fhip the WorceAer, dated in the bay oF Cborbourg 
the 8th of April, with an account, that having received advice, that 
aboBt thirty-five fail were come out of St. Malo, be ftoodover with hia 
own ihip, and b«r majefty s (hi pa the Dunwich and Maidfione, to Cape 
Cartwnght, and got fight of them. The Maidftone,. being; foremoft« 
chafed twenty-one fail of them into Cherbourg, with two fmall ihips 
of war, their convoys, one of twenty and the other of twenty*two 
suns. Captain Butler then made a fignal to the Danwich to (land 
tn to the fouthward of Graodance bay, while the commodore himfelf 
Hood in to the north end of it, and chafed the French commodore, a 
fliip of twenty- two guns, and another frigate of fourteen, with eight 
fail of merchant-men, which were all deftroyed, the commodore and 
two more being barnt, and the reft funk.

A privateer 
of eight guns, was taken afterwards by the Maidftonc, between Mone* 
ville and Cherbourg. Commodore Butler foon after took a fmall 
ketch; and, with her majeOy's (hips above-named, came to anchor 
before this place, and faw the twenty-three fail before-mentioned 
hauled in clofe under the caftle.**

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Hovenden Walker^ on th^ expedition againfl Quebec ai^ 
the pjovlnce of Canada. During the pafTage of the foua* 
dron to fiofton^ unluckily for captain Butler, it fell in 
Tfith a fmall ftiip, to which he imtnediately gave chace; 
and, after having ran out of fight of his companions, 
captured ; but did not again rejoin the fltet till its arrival 
at Nantaflcet. This condud vras, however, a mod fla- 
grant violation of his admiral's orders, by which he wa» 
enjoined never to chace without a flgnal, and in no cafe 
whatever to hazard lofmg fight of the fleet. This breach 
of thity was rendered the more reprehenfibie, by captain 
Butler being one of the commanders appointed, by the flag, 
to repeat alXfignals, for the purpofe of keeping the tranf* 
ports better together. 

Sir Hovenden Walker, immediately on his arrival at 
Bofton, convened a court-martial, by which captain Butler 
being found guilty of having *' amufed himfelf in taking 
the laid fmall veflel, and preferving her for his private in- 

^tereft, contrary to the common good oC the expedition, 
and in direA oppofition to all order and naval regulations 4" 
>vas confequently fentenced to be difcharged, and dif- 
mifled from his command. He never appears to have 
been reinftated in the fervice; and as we nnd ourfelves 
totally incapable of defending, or even palliating fo violent 
a breach of difcipline, we can only lament that an old 
officer, who had on every former occafion acquitted hin>- 
felf fo honourably to his own reputation, and fuccefsfulhr 
to the fervice of his country, fhould be fo far forgetful 6i 

. both, as to iofe, as it were in an inAant, the juilly earned 
honours attendant on a faithful fervice of fo many years 
continuance. He llirvived this event many years, not 
dying till the 24th of July 1727. 

CARTER, William, — ^was appointed, by fir Francis 
Wheeler, to be commander of the Owners Love firefhip, 
on September 18, 1693*. We know nothing farther

C LEMENTS, John,-— was the fort of the captain John 
Clements of whom we have given a ihort account, vol. i» 
p. 279. We are happy in being able to feize this oppor* 
lunity of correding an error, or rather fupplying ao 
omiffion made in it. The death of captain Clements the 
^Ider is there faid to be unknown as to the time when it 
happened, as alfo that no particulars of his life cofild be 
colieded later than the year 1698 \ by fubfequcnt infor« 
matL'.)n we are now enabled to fupply this deficiency-— he 
was appointed lieutenant-governor oi'Greenwich-hofpital 
in the year 1704, and died during the following year in 
this honourable (lation. 

John Clements, his fon, ferved, in the year 1693, as 
firit lieutenant of the Biitannia, the (hip which bore the 
flag of the joint commanders-in-chief. He was on the 
1 3th of July, in the above year, promoted to the command 
ot the Portfmouth frigate, which was afterwards wholly 
iiationed as a crulfer in the Channel. He was employed 
in this fpecies of fervice, and in the fame veflTel, till the 
month of July 1694, wlien, being at that time in com* 
pany with the Canterbury, he fell in with a large French 
fliip moimting thirty-fix guns, |i>ound from St. Maloe's to 
Marfeilles, vfith a valuable cargo, confiding principally 
of fugar. The enemy ^endeavoured toefcape; and the 
.better 10 efTecl if, fired their (lern-chace guns, without 
intermiflion, at the purfuers. The Portfmouth, being 
the headmofl, had very nearly got up with them^ 
when, as it were as a lalt effort, they fired all their after- 
moil guns that bore, accompanied by a volley of fmall 
iliot, one of which unhappily took place and occafioned 
liie indant death of captam Clements, he being the only

CROW, Leonardy«»the brother of captain Jofiah Crow 
of whom we have already given fome account *, was ap^ 
|x)inted commander of the Machine firefliip on the nth 
of January 1693. This veflel was one of thofe belong- 
ing, during the enfuing fummer, to the main fleet. No 
farther mention is made of him till after the acqeflion of 
queen Anne; and it is, from many circnmftances, to 
be concluded, he never attained the command of any ibip 
cf confequence till that time; however, in 1702, he was 
promoted to the Shrewfbury, of eighty guns. In the 
month of July following he was one of the members of 
the court-martial aflfembled for the purpofe of trying fir 
John Munden, and in a fhort time afterwards accompa- 
nied fir Cloudefley Shovel, who was fent out with a rein- 
forcement to the fleet under fir George Rooke, which had, 
juft before the arrival of this additional flrength, attacked 
and taken Vigo. 

In 1703 hie attended his former commander on the 
expedition to the Mediterranean, undertaken, as it was 
laid, for the relief of the Cevenois. In the following 
year, fliil remaining in the fame fhip, he very confjncu- 
oitfiy diflinguifhed himfelf at the battle off Malaga. Sir 
George having taken notice, in his Journal of the adion, 
that, ^* owing to feveral fhips of the different divifions^ 
being obliged to quit the line for want of fhot, the weight 
of the action fell on his own fhip, the Royal Katherine^ 
the St. George, the Shrewfbury, and Eagle. Indeed, the 
lofs of men t fuftained by thofe fhips, in this great en- 
counter, fully proves the truth of lir George's aflertionii 
After the return of the fleet into port, captain Crow was 
removed into the Portland, and fent to the Weft Indies, 
where he died on the 9th of September 1705. 

Some people have afferted he was difmifled the fervxce 
in the year 1702, he then commanding the Dartmouth.

DAWES, Philip*, — ^was, in 1692, appointed lieute- 
nant of the Falcon, of thirty-fix guns, one of the fquadron 
fent, under the command of fir Francis Wheeler, to the 
Weft Indies ; and, on the firft of July 1693, was appoifital 
to command the fame veftel as fucceflbr to his captain, 
Nathaniel Brown, who died a few days before: but we 
have fome, although not pofitive, reafon to believe his 
rank, as a captain, was not confirmed till the 13th of Sep- 
tember 1695. In the early part of this year he com- 
manded the Machine firefhip, and was, not long after- 
wards, promoted to the command of a (hip of the line, 
inHhofe name or ftation we are not acquainted with : it was, 
however, put out of commiflion at the enftiing peace : and 
no farther mention is made of this gentleman, but that he 
was difmifTed the fervice, at Jamaica, by the fentence of 
a court-martial, held there on the 27th of June 1710, 
His particular offence does not appear : all that is tranf* 
mitted to us is, that he had been guilty of fome mtfde- 
meanours and irregularities. At the time of bis difcharge 
he commanded the Crown. 

DESBOROUGH, Charles,— having, in 1693, *>«€« 
appointed firft lieutenant of the I>over, at that time com- 
manded by captain Crofs, behaved with much fpirit in 
an adion with a French privateer, taken by that (hip off 
Cape- Clear in the month of June. He was, as a very 

f roper reward for that conduct, appointed, on the 7th of 
uly, commander of the (hip he had been fo inftrumental 
to the capture of. It is moft probable he never either

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attaincS the command of any powerful flvip, orwasewr 
employed in any fervice where he had an opportunity of 
diftinguifhing himfelf, his name never occurring aftei this 
time, even in any line of battle where the names of the 
feveral commanders arc given. No farther mention is' 
made of him, except that be commanded the Fubbs yacht, 
at the time of his death, on the 8th of March 1722* 

DOVE, Francis,— was, on the 7th of January 1693, 
made captain of the Pearl prize, a fmatl frigate of eigh- 
teen guns, Rationed, during the enfuing fummer, to pro- 
teSt the fifhery oflF Yarmouth. How long he continued 
in this veifel is not known, but before the conclufion of 
the war he was advanced to the command of a (liip of the 
line. Being put out of commidion after the peace, 
.which was concluded at Ryfwic, he had no other 
appointment till the year 1699, when he was made captain 
of the Garlifle. This ibip was unfortunately blown up 
in the Downs, by fome unknown accident, on the 19th 
of September 1700, all the crew then on board unhappily 
periihing : but captain Dove him felfefcaped this fatal Aroif e 
being on (bore at the time. He was, not long after the 
acceliion of queen Anne, made captain of the NalTau, of 
• fevcnty guns, one of the ihips fent to Vigo with fir Clou- 
defley Shovel, whom healfo accompanied in the following 
year to the Mediterranean, on his expedition to the relief 
of the Cevenois. 

In 1704 he ftilt continued commander of the NaiTaii, 
and was engaged, under fir George Rooke, both in the 
attack of Gibraltar and the engagement with the French 
fleet off Malaga. In the latter encounter he was one of 
the commanders compelled to quit the line merely for want 
of fliot to continue the action* This being an oden- 
iible breach of duty, a court-martial was ordered to be 
convened for the trial of captain Dove, and fuch other 
brave men as were unfortunately in the fame predicament 
with him. The enquiry ended,as in the condua of a gallant 
man it always muil, much to his honour. Fully, and in the 
ft rifled fenfe of the word, acquitted of every part of the 
charge, which appears to have been preferred only for 
form fake, and for the better prefcrvation of the rules and 
difclpline of the navy, he continued in that fervice, 
irom which he could never be faid to have been fufpended, 

and 
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and was principaliy, if not nvholly employed on the Me-- 
diterranean ftation. We find frequent mention of his 
name as being in that part of the world, although , from 
the general poverty of events which attended the naval ope- 
rations in that part of the world after the memorable en- 
gagement juft mentioned^ we have nothing to relate but the 
bare circumftance of his having been thus occupied. 

Retiring from the line of adive fervice, he was, in 
1716, appointed commiflioner of the navy, refident at 
Plymouth, an office he continued to enjoy till his death » 
which happened on the 12th February 1726. . 
• FOGG, Chriftopher, — v/as, on the 24th of January 
1693, appointed to command the Mariana Prize, a veiFei 
employed only to attend the mufter-mafter of the fleet. 
Captain Fo^ is, indeed, faid to have taken rank, as a 
naval commander, from the 8th of September 1692; but 
if fo, wc have been totally unable to find out what particular 
(hip he commanded. Wc hear nothing of him after this 
time till the* year 1695, when we find him captain of the 
Oxford, and employed in convoying the trade bound from 
Newfoundland to Spain* He was, almoft immediately 
afterwards, promoted to the Northi^mberland, of feventy 
guns, one of the ihips belonging to the main fleet;. After 
the peace at Ryfwic he was, for a confiderable time, out 
of conuniflion: \^u% on its being deemed neceiTary, in 
1 701, to fend a ftout fquadron to the Weft Indies, under 
the command of vice-admiral Benbow, captain Fogg was 
appointed to command the Bredah, on board which ihip 
the commander-in-chief hoilt.d his flag. I'he feveral 
previous events which led to, and took place during the 
engagement iVith the French chef d'c^fcadre, Du Calie, 
Jiaving been already given at length in the life of Mr* 
Benbow *, it is needlefs to enter a fecond time into any 
detail even of fuch part of tl rencounter as Mr« Fogg was 
jnore materially connected wiih. 

On reviewing that account it will appear very evident 
that the captain behaved with the utmoft coolnefs and true 
fpixit during that long encounter, which was rendered 
partially defperate by the infamous defertion of thofe 
commanders whofe adherence, in any degree to their duty,

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"would have rendered viAory certain and deciiive. The 
captain did not, however, wholly efcape cenfure, al» 
though he appears to have been little deferving of it, ex- 
cept on the ground that no coftfideratiott whatever might ta 
infiuence the mind of a private commander , even for a jingle 
moment^ to fiverve from thatfiri6l line of duty which alone can 
render him reffeSfabUjioth in the eyes of his fellow-countrymen 
and all the reft tf the world. From the condu£t of many 
of the commanders engaged in that bufinefs little co-ope- 
ration of any kind, except in flight, could be expe^ed 
from them. They were hardy enough to deliver their 
fentiments openly againft continuing the engagement, in 
fomething like a council of war, called by the admiral on 
the occafion : and thofe who continued true to their truft, 
of which number captain Fogg was one, were fearfuh left 
ihould they not appear to coincide with the delinquents 
in opinion, thefe might not be content with afiing 
timidly only, but, converting their cowardice into treafon, 
decidedly join that enemy whom they hitherto had only 
hefitated to oppofe. 

It was, however, thought necefTary, by vice-admiral 
Benbow, who, while- he extremely loved and valued his 
captain, was alfo highly jealous of his country's honour, 
that his condu3 in formally figning a paper in which he 
declared againft a continuance of the encounter, ihould 
undergo the enquiry and legal inveftigation of a court- 
martial. The admiral himfelf bore the moft honourable 
tedimony to his great courage and gallantry; and the 
plea, as above dated, ufed by him in juftification of this 
alledged breach of duty, were together held fo exculpatory 
that, although he was fentenced to be fufpended from the 
fervice, it was, as a kind of palliative to this decifion, 
added, that fuch fufpenfion mould not take place till 
prince George, then lord high admiral, fhould have made 
xnown his pleafure as to its being carried into execution. 
We have every reafon to believe this puniihment which, 
although amorig the fiighteft in the whole code, muft be 
a grievous mortiftcation to a brave and honourable man, 
was wholly remitted. No farther mention is niade of 
icaptain Fogg, except 'that he died commander of the 
Rupeit on ^ 24th of November 1 708* 

HAMILTON, 
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HAMILTON, Lord Archibald, — was the feventh and 
Toungeft fon of William and Anne, duke and duchefs of 
Hamilton* Having entered very early in Jife into the 
navy, and pafled through thofe neceifary fubordinate Na- 
tions which it is neceflary all meh, however high their 
rank, fhould progrefCvely fill before they attain a com- 
mand, he was, in the beginning of the year 1693, appointed 
firft lieutenant of the Duke, the fliip on board which 
rear-admiral Mitchell had hoifted his flag. He was from 
thence promoted, on the 17th of September following, to 
be commander of the Sheernefs. In this VefTel he had 
little or no opportunity of diftinguifhing himfelf ; but ia 
the latter end of the following year, being promoted to 
the Litchfield, as no man met with greater opportunities 
of diftinguiihing himfelf in th^ petite guerre, fo did no 
one ever exert himfelf more to improve them. He was 
not, however, exempt from encountering thofe occafional 
ilrokes of misfortune which have chequered the lives of 
the braveft, and mod fuccefsful commanders. The mod 
material of thefe befel him in the month of Auguft 
1695, he having, at difierent times between the 17th 
and 21 ft, chaced four large privateers; all of which, 
through the intervention of fome unferefeen and irreme- 
diable accidi^nt, efcaped him *. 

In the month of January following, fortune made hira 
fome amends, he having captured a veiy large privateer 
belonging to St. Maloe's, called the Tyger, mounting 
twenty-four guns, and fevefal other prizes of inferior 
note. In the month of April, being ordered to 
cruife off the coaft of France, he fell in with a fleet of 
fixty merchant fhips oflF Cherbourg. He captured five of 
them, and drove feveral others on (hdre. We find no- 
thing material relative to him between this time and the 
peace at Ryfwic ; after which, his fhip being put out of 
coramiflion, he does not appear to have been appointed to 
any other till after the accef&on of queen Anne, when he 
was made captain of the Boyne, of eighty guns, one of the

time he held this command. 

On the return of the fleet to England he was removed 
into the Eagle, of feventy guns, and accompanied fir C* 
Shovel to the Mediterranejm in the following year, where, 
of the little that was done by that fleet, his lordfhip was 
among thofe who held the mofl confpicuous (hare *. In 
the year 1704, failing again for the Mediterranean 
under fir George Rooket, he bore a very diftinguiflied 
part both in the aflault of Gibraltar, and the memorable 
battle off Malaga. His great expenditure of (hot on the 
former occafion, compelled him to quit the line towards 
the end of the latter adion, merely for want of the means 
of any longer annoying the enemy. Sir George Rooke, 
in his private journal J, mentions the Eagle as one of the 
fhips which fuilaincd the heavie(t part of the action till two 
hours before night, when it was obliged to be towed off. 
In this defperate confli6l the Eagle had fixty-five men killed 
and wounded. But though fir George was, as we have 
already noticed, very ready to pay every poffible private 
tribute to his lordftiip^s gallantry, and he alfo was per- 
feftly \Vell convinced of the neccflity of the meafure, the 
rule of the fervice rendered it indifpenfibly neceli'ary that 
his condu£t, as well as that of the reft of the commanders 
who were, we can hardly fay unhappily, in the fame pre^* 
dicamcnt, fliould undergo the regular inveftigation of a 
court-martial. It is almofl needle fs to add, they were 
mod honourably acquitted. Lord Archibald continued in 
conftanl fervice ; but owing to the poverty of events which 
followed through the war, after the defeat of the count 
De Thouloufe, without having it ever 'n his power to 
diftinguifli himfelf in the manner his former conduS gavc^

Tlif? editor of ^t John Leakeys lifc^ who .certainly it rather hiafled 
ill fir Tjiomas Hardy's dis&vour, has, nevenhelefs^ candour enougb 
fo maip the following remark on this occafion. 

*' It naturilly occurs ui>on this trial to obferve, how vexadons anJ 
froublcfome the merchants have frequently been, and may be to the 
o€ieersof the navy ; for when their endt of gain are ix>t folly anfwereja 
diea follow heavy complaints, and, ng||)t<or wrong, fome perfon mnft 
lUffejr to appeafe them. If the admiradtv caufe tne ftri^efi inquiryp

' Campbell, who has given the above cafe almofi verbatim, as hie 
account of the foregoing affair cdhdudes very properly. 
*" ''There never was, perhaps, a more jufl fentencf than thia, or pro*

A^ tQ C9pt^n Stephen Maftin, to whom, according tq 
}i/li. JL^9, (if Thomas was bguriaufy preferred, thpugli 
IV) n)9n pofleflisd an higher diara£ler, which he always 
^aajptajni^; Tct, at the time alhided to, he wais, ac* 
fconling to ihe cuftoipa of the fervice, a much lefs likeijr 
perfon tp hp appointed to fo hish a ftation, in rank equu 
to a rear-admiral, than fir Thomas. The .date of tha 
)atter gentleman's iirft commiffion, as a captain in ths 
yu^vyi we have almidy given* Cq;>taio Martin did not 
attam the Came tank till the month pi March 1702, up^ 
wards of nine years after him ; fo diat the compliment 
p^d topaptain M^tin, for fuhmttivg to ferve under fit 
Thoaaaf, is too &r ftrained, to do that gentleman, whom 
it is intended to honour, any credit. 

The moil probaUe fiate' of the cafe is, that fir Joh% 
{x»ke, being well acquainted with fir Thmnaa's fiifficient 
|ibilitie$ to Undertake fo hig^ a truft, either .aAually dkl 
plake choice of him on th^ occafion, or, at worft, moft 
^Ordially acauieCced in the lecommendation faid to have 
)>een eiceited in his favour. The event fully eftabHfhea 
the truth of this fuppofitbn, the moft cordial confidence 
appealing to have always fobfifted between them ; a con* 
fiifence that ceuM not have ari&n, had their mutual friend* 
fliip been cooled, in the fn^eft degree, by the interven* 
jfion of a compulfi.ye connexion, or a pnrate preference 
given to i^y other perfop ae fitter to hold the ftatioa 
alluded to. 

Sir Thomas did not oficiaUy take upon him Ae dtitiet 
of his Aation till the fleet arrived at Lift)on. The dri* 
cumftances which prevented him were fiich as, in onr 
ppinion, reflet on him ibc hieheft honour, notwithftand- 
^g Mr. Leake exprefles himlelf of a very different opi<» 
pion* tiayioR^ as may naturally be fuppofed, muck 
p|iyai|6 biifini£ to arrange and fettle, pvevtous to his un^ 
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4ertaking a diftant voyage, it was agreed between fir J» 
I^eake and himfelf, that he fliou}d join him from Ply* 
piouth. Sir Thomas having concluded his private con- 
cerns, was on his way thidier, when he received hiforma* 
tion that fir John, and the fleet, had proceeded dchfvn 
Channel the day before. In this dilemma he pmdentfy 
lind inftantiy determined to remedy his former delay as 
much as pcffible. The Burford was then faying in tht 
Sound under orders to join fir John; and fir Thomas 
going on board failed imniediaTeFy for Lifbon, to which 
port be fuppofed fir John had prooeeded. He arrived 
there feveral days before the admiral, and on thtK jundion» 
£rft found, to his utter aftonifliment, his fomer informa- 
tion falfe. . * 

; The fleet having* taken on board, at Lifbon^ fuch ne« 
Cfiflaries as were immedhUely needed, it was refolyed, m 
a council of war, to proceed without <lel^y for Vado, in 
order to convcyv frond thence a large V)4y of cavalry de« 
, iUned for the fervice of the enfuing campaign in Catalo- 
fiia. Sir John, foon after his anrival, difpatchoi fir Thomas 
to wait on the confoit of the arch-<luke Oharks, at that 
time contending for the crown of Spun, to learn her 
ipreafure relative to the embarkation of herielf and fuite, 
iK^hich it was refolved ihould be convoyed to Spain- by the 
firttifh fleet. He returned from his embafly on the 9th 
of June^ with her majefty's refolution to embark, in ten or 
twelve days, juft without the city of Genoa> which (he 
determined not to enter, becauie the republic had refufed to 
tcknowlege her as qu^en of Spain. 

Sir Thomas was appointed to receive her majefty ; and 
iir John having, on this, occafion, removed his flag from 
the Albemarle to the Cornwall, ordered him to take uixder 
ibis command the Albemarle, with four other ihips of the 
line, and a yacht for that purpofe. The queeri having 
embarked on the 2d of July, the admiral re-hoifted his 
Hag on board the Aibemarle, and foon afterwards failed 
for Barcelona, where fir Thomas had the honour of re« 
ceiving a valuable diamond ring as a prefent from her 
majefly, the then queen of Spain, in teftimony of ber high 
efteem and approbation of the care, attention, and refpe^ 
he bad (hewn her during her (hort voyage. Nothing 
lHaterial occurs relative to fir Thomas during hif 
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ttmtimiance in the Mcditerran^n With the major pifl <oi 
the fleets with which he returned to England in the tnbnt& 
ofOaoben ' 

We find no mention made of fit Thomas after thi| 
time till the banning of January 1710-11, when he wat 
promoted to bo rear-'admifal: of the blue. We have no 
other way of Accounting for this non-employment/Avhicli 
we believe to have been the cafe, but from fir John Leake's 
having himfetf been in the fame predicament* Mr* 
Xeake% account confirms us iii the propriety of this fug* 
«ci^on> for he quaintly^ and feemingly for^tful of his 
Mvere animadveirion on fir Thomas's fortner appomtment, 
faysy that >^ when that admiral (fir John Leake) was on 
the 26thof January 1 710-11, nominated admiral-in-chief 
of her majetty's fleet for the third time, he made choic4 
of hisl>FOmer-in-law, Captain Step. Martin, to be his firft 
captain m tie r$om of fir Thomas Hardy ^ who had lately ietni> 
piade rear^adimml of the Hoe." 

The firft command fir Thomas was invefled with, after 
his promotion, was of a fquadron of four fmall fliips of 
the line, and as many frigates, deflined for the blockade 
of Ehmkirk. Having hoifted his flag on board the Can* 
terbury, of fixty guns, he arrived off the above port on the 
2ift of May, and immediately ordering three of his light 
ihips into Flemiih road, they drove into the harbour two 
privateers of twenty guns each, and a dogger of eighty' 
)vhich, with fome difficulty, effeded their efcape, covered 
by .X vcTf heavy fire, which the enemy openal from thdr 
pier heads', on their purfuers. There were at this time 
four fhips of fijqty guns each^ and two frigates, laying in> 
the harbour difmantled, befides a fmall fquadron wbicb 
lir Thomas.foon after received information was fitting for 
fea. To intercept this, as well as a convoy that was 
daily expedled from Bretagne, now became his principal 
objeds. Both, however, efcaped his vigilance; not 
from any want of adivity or diligence in himfetf^ 
but from a flrbng foutherly and fouth-weft wind, which 
obliged him to quit his ftaticm and put into Yarmouth 
roads,, tiere he was laying on the oth of Auguft^Jwbea 
be^ received orders to convoy the outward-bound :RufGa 
£eet to the northward, as far as the Orkneys, and theo 
return with thevtm<^ftexpeditioii into the I)owns> adirice 
. I being 
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fcetw tooeived at hoode that the FVend^ mVal j^lzaii/ 
pe oaijs, was ready to put to feft firom Dunkirk, with oM 
two-decked ihip and three frigates* Sir lliomas having 
CKecuted the firft part d his otders, bjr coavojring the 
IhiiSa fleet as far as the SbetlaAd iflands, and then making 
• detachHfeilt fuffident to prote& them to their dcftined 
fott, returned w,ith the remainder to the Downsy from 
whence he Was immediatelir aftctwudis ordered to £al to 
the weftward, in fearch of UCrCafle. Here he #as agaiil 
as unfuccefsful as he had been when employed beforft 
Dunkirk^ the enemy efcdping; aiid the fomll fqm^ 
droO) commanded I>y l)e Satis, taking the ctMottunky ^ 
iki% abfence, flipped (M and fejl in with the Vtrginia fleets 
eapturing fixteed out of twenty^two fltips^ wmeh com* 
yofedit. 

No part, howevei^^ of this nusfortune ^as inipfUted eith^ 
to the mifcbndu^ or negligence of fir Thomas % who put 
into Plymouth, with his fquadron, for the winter, on the 
9,^ of October, in the folbwlng tear he wias continued 
hi the fame command, and failed, from Plymouth on thd 
Sth of January, with a fquadron of fix fhips. He at firft 
met with nothing either v^ry niemorabte or fuccefsftdi 
his good fortune being cokifined to the capture of three or 
frar inconfiderdble prizes in the month of February. 
The mofl remarkable event %hicb marked this.cruift^ 
yras the fecond efcape both of Du Cafle and Trouiir^ 
whofe fouadronshe was principally ftationed to intercept^ 
but whidi were happy enou^ to elude his utmofl vigilance s 
severthelefs, it is but juflice to him, fo declare he ufed 
every effbrt that ability and a^ivity could poflibly fu^efl) 
and, as Campbell very fairly observes, contintiisd' to aA 
offedu'ally, and take all the care in his power to diflrefsl 
the enemy in their naval concerns, till his diligence in thii 
tefpeA was fuperceded by the conclufton of the peace* 

The moiith of Augnft produced a fceAe fomewhat moro 
ConfeqUential : he fell in with fix fhip^ ^uid a Tartan, to 
which he immediately gaVe chace'. The largeft of ibefd 
feoifted a broad white pendant, and threw out a filial for

die ie{t to form a lino, on the ruppofition > as they afterwanb 
confeffed^thsit their pnrfuers were four fluCbing privat&ers3| 
and two prizes. On a hearer approach, finding their niti- 
take, thevhawled ctofe to the wind, and crouded ^t the fail 
^Jiey. cauld*. hoping to- efcape. . Their utmoft etfpjft^ ^ 
rae£k this pi|MrfK)ire were in vauy for about five o'clock fir 
Thotoas was clofe up with the cpmmanding iK*^, callej 
ittc GriflBn^ a veifel of Ibrty4bur guns. She hao been in 
the king's iervice^ but was at the present time lent, )if 
him, to the merchants, and was bound to Vera Cruz wita 
a very valuable cargo of bale goods. The che\^liec 
D*Aire, a kpigbc ot the order of St* Louis, ,her com* 
iXiaoder, .itnaiediately brought to^ and fent his boat, witfi 
the firft lieutenant and other officers, on boafd the flag^ 
to inform' fir Thomas, that, before he (ailed from firef^ 
be had received an account from Paris, purporting tliat 
in a few days the queen of England's pals would be feht 
him; but that the wind* becoming fuddenly fair, he wzg 
advifed not to lofe fo good an opportunity of .proceeding 
VP«ll on his voyage^ to wait for what could only,- in xhrn 
(ituation of a#airs at that timey be confidered as a mert 
matter of form« 

S]rThomas,howeveFi withmuchjuftice^ told the Fr^cti 
<^cer, that as the Griffin had no pafs, he certainly (hbuld 
confider her as a legalprize, and accordingly fent his firft 
lieutenant to take pofleffion ; he himfelf, with the reft ot' 
his fquadron, continuing the cbace. This he did witii 
iuch iticcefs, that out of the remainder, three were cap* 
tured, and one blown up juft as her commander had given 
orders to firike. One of the (hips captured producing 
the queen's pafs^ was immediately releafed.

lieu of their jitft prizes, a fum of money far inferior to 
their vjiUie. An ill compenfation to thofe brave mdp who 
bad taken them^.^nd ana£t of ridiculous tendemefs to an 
fpetpy. who had^ mmt^ the want of the pafs totally out 
of the queft loh, lufncien tly (hewn by their conduiTiri 
lEortiung fail and (drawing Into, a line, that, although to 
.^ '^:c , ' ' . " a fupcrior 
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d fuperior force they were ready to p\esA In ignorance kt 
iioftilities, yet they were at the fame time pexteAly read/ 
to a£t offenfively againft thofe whom they thought them* 
Cblves able to cope with* ^ 

The peace at Ryrwic taking place immediately afte#^ 
the foregoing event, fir Thomas ftruck his flag aiid ha^ 
no other appointtnent during the reign of ^ueeh Anne. 
At the acceffion of George the Firft he ftiU continued 
rear-admiral of the blue, and w^s in fo high ah eftima- 
tion, both for political integrity arid profemonal ability^ 
that, at that dangerous and critical time wJien none but 
men, whofeprinciplesand general conduA were thotoughlj^ 
Imderftood} and placed far beyond the reach of fufpiciofi;;^ 
cur envious malice, could. expe6l to^ be fingled out for a 
command, this gentleman, who has been fo much afperfed 
by Mr. Leake, was invefted with that at Plymouth, iri ordef 
to forward the equipment of a fquadron, left Frahcei 
or any other foreign bower, Ihould attempt fome thing id 
favour of the pretender* 

In the year 17*5, it was judged necfeffary to fend i, 
powerful fleet into the Baltic, under the cdhimand of fir 
John Norris*: fir Thomas was appointed at the famtf 
time his fecond in command. The events of this expedi- 
tion were totally uninterefting ; but fuch as they wertf 
they will he found related in the life of the commander* 
in-chief. No mention whatever is made of firThomas^ 
who is faid, in a variety of MS. minutes relative to th^ 
tranfadions of the navy, to have been, in the following 
ytZTy iUfmtffed the fervice. If the above information is 
really true, we profefs ourfelves totally at a lofs to account 
for this treatment. His former condu£l never appeare<!t 
to have deferved it; and his continuance in iervice tihder 
the new fovereign fufEciently prove him to have beed 
thought not to have merited it, even by thofe who were moft 
likely to have examined the former c6ndu£t of thofe they 
employed with a fufpicious and warv eye. During thd 
laid expedition in which he appears to Qave1)een emplo]^ed ^ 
there is not the fmalleft trait of any part qf his behaviour 
that could, in any degree, tender warrantable fo harfli 
and violent a meafure: neverthelefs, from the 'muU^> 
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itpiicity of concurrent tdlitnonies, We believe it to have 
Leen adopted* From th^ fame kind of information 9t 
that on vrhich we formed our foregoing opinion, we like- 
wife learn that he wa$ afterwards iicfton^ t» fii^ rank^ 
and promoted to be vice-admiral of the red, mod probably 
by the (auamc capricious party that deprived him on the 
former occaiion. He does not, however^ appear tjo have 
ever been, after this time, called into aidive fervice>' 
but to have died, in retirement, in the month of Au*- 

We have only to 'obferve Ihortly oh the life of thisgrn* 
tleman, that few men appeat to h^ve ferved more repu- 
tably, to have waked for promotion with lots impatience^ 
or to have been longer before he received it. 

HILSLEYy FranciSy-^was^ on the 3d of January 
1693, mside captain of the Phoenix firelnip. He Was 
very foon afterwards removed into the Owner's Love, alfo 
a firefliip; tn which veflel be died on the ftil.of I^ay ibtl* 
lowing. 

HOCKADAY, William,— from bcing> in 1693, thiitl 
lieutenant of the Britannia, on board which (hip the joint 
admiralS'iti-chief, Killegrew^ Delaval, and Shovel hoifte 4 
their flag, was promoted, on the 20th of September, to be 
commander of the Vulcan fifefliip% No ot))er mention 
is, on any occa^on, made of him> except that we have feen ^ 
Ms* note relaftive to his death, which is faid to haVe hap* 
pened on the a3d of OSober t^^* 

HORNE> or HERNE> John> — from being id lieutenant 
bf the Oxford) a fourth rate» was promoted^ oh July ai» 
16193, to the command of the Hunter fire(hip» He never 
attained the command of a (hip of the line till fome con- 
fiderable time after the acceflion of queen Anne, nor is the 
fmalkO: mention ever made of him ; a circuipftance, con- 
fidering his rank in the fervice at that time)^ little to be 
pondered at. In 1704 we find him captain of th^.Cen- 
flirion, of fifty gunS) one of the (hips, under Hr p. Rooke^ 
Ht the battle oS Malaga^ in which he bore a diftinguifhed 
palty notwithftanding he commanded a (hip little calcu- 
lated, (Vom its inferior fize, to (land the (hock of (o rude 
|m encounter. His gallantry was immediately afterwatdii 
Rewarded with the command of the Grafton^ of feventy 
guns, in the room of fur Andrew Leake, who was killed 
VOJL.

HUNTINOTONjohn,-^h3Cvi.ng, in 1693, fcrvcd 

is firft lieutenant of the St. Michael/ of ninety guns, at 
that time commilnded by (ir JoKn Munden, was, on the 
t2th of December in the fame year/ prompted to be cap- 
tain of the St. Vincent fireOiip; we believe he conti^' 
nued in this veflel many years, ai we Have nd proof of 
his having held any other command ; and we know hini 
to have continued in commiflion, at leaft, till the end of 
the war. Nothing is faid of him after this time, either int 
hiftory or any of thofe documents we have been able to 
procure. 

JULIUS, William^'j-was, on the loth of June 1693, 
Appointed commander of the Cheder, of forty-two guns,- 
9t that time in the Weft Indies^ under the command of 
fir Francis Wheeler; He continued on the fame ftation 
after the principal part of the fleet had teturned to Eng-^ 
land with tfie admiral^ being left behind, together with 
fomc of the fmaller fliips, for the better protection 0/ 
commerce* In the month of April 1694, being cruifing 
oiF Dominic^i he fell in ivlth^ and drove on ihore^ a larg^ 
French privateetj moimting eighteeh giins. The teflel, 
almoft' immediately afterwards^ took nre, and blew up; 
her crew unhappily perifliing^ except a v€ry fmall number^ 
which were faved by the Chefter's boati. Captain Julius 
had, in a fliort time after this, the good fdrtune to take 
feveral valuable prizes, and with this fuccefs returned to 
England about the clofe of the fame year. 

Early in the following fpring, ftill remaining in the 
CUfefter, he was employed to cruife in the Channel, undef 
the of^rs of ftr Cloudefley Shovel ; but does not appeal 
to have iftet with any opportunity of diiUnguifhing him-* 
fifilf worth i-etouiitingj In 1696 he was promoted to the 
Colchefter, a targe fourth ritte, and again felit io the Weft 
ffldies under the command 6f the admirals, Neville and 
Mees* He was concerned ih a!I the little land enterprifes^ 
lukder Mr. Mees*, which took fAace. and were rather 
ammerottSy during this expedition; Remaining behind 
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in the Cokhcfter, after the reft of the fleet returned to 
Enghuid) he unhappily fell a vi£liini in the following year» 
to the climate, which had, in the preceding one, been fo 
remarkably fatal to fuch a number of his cotemporaries. 
His body was brought back to England and interred in 
Weftminfter-abbey *. 

KI DWELL, John* — Nothing is known to us, rela- 
tive to this gentleman, but that he was appointed com- 
inander of the Julian Prize, a fmall frigate, on the toth of 
June 1693. ^^ mention b made even of the time of hil 
death. 

KIRKTOWN, or KIRKTAINE, Robert,~was» on 
the 23d of November 1693, made commander of the 
Roebuck firefhip. He was quickly promoted to fome 
4tip of fuperior confe^uence ; but in which he had no 
opportunity of diftinguiihing himfelf. In 1695 we find 
him captain of the Roebuck, a fourth rate, then employed 
to entile in foundings* He had confiderable fuccefs in 
this kind of fervice, having captured fome privateers^ 
which, notwithftanding they were not formidable in point 
of forces had done much mifchief to the Britifh Com* 
merce. Towards the tlofe of the year he was fent to the 
Mediterranean, under commodgre Moody, to convoy the 
outward-bound Turkey fleet. He continued in the Me- 
diterranean as a crUiier after his return from this fervice; 
and, in the month oi Auguft followins, made prize of a 
Yery valuable ihip, outward*bound, from Marfeilles to 
Martinico, mounting twenty guns. On his return to 
England, and his original occupation as a cruifer in 
foundings, he had the good fortune, in the month of Sep* 
tember 1697, to capture a French frigate of twenty-four 
guns. The peace at Ryfwic taking pbce inunediately 
after this time, the Rochefter was put out of conmiiffion; 
and he had no other appointment till after the acceifion of 
queen Anne*

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Immediately on the prorped of a lupttire with Prmctf 
in 2 jo2f captaih Kirktown was appointed to the Pljmouth, 
of iixty guns, one of the (hips foon afterwards fent, under 
iir George Rooke, againft Cadiz. Early iii the follow- 
ing fpring he was promoted to the SuflPoik, a tMrd rate^ 
one of fir Cloudefley Shovel's fleet in the enfuing fummer, 
on kis expedition for the relief of the Cevenofs. Con- 
tinuing in the fame veflel duriM the year 1704, he very 
'much iigntflifed himfeif, under w George Rooke, both in 
the aflault of Gibraltar, and the battle oiF Malaga, which 
prefently fucceeded it. In this engagement he himfelf* 
as well as his Hrft, fecond^ and third lieutenants, his 
mailer and his boatfwain, were all feverely wounded; 
This accident compelled him to retire, for a (hort time, 
from the fervice, in order to procure die better re»* 
eftablifbment cf bis health. We hear nothing of him 
after this time till we Bnd him, in 1707, captam of the 
Defiance, one of the fquadron, uhder fir Thomas Hardy, 
appointed to convoy the outward-bound Lilboh fleet ; a 
f>articular account of which fervice has already been given 
■in the life of ttelt coiiimander. As no mention is made 
of him after this time, it is mod probable he retired from 
thlK fervice on a penflon. He died on the 9th of July 
1718. 

LAWRENCE, LAWNCB, or LANCE, James, ^ 
was, on the 12th of January 1693, ^pointed commander 
of the Charles fircfljip. After the return of fir G. Rooke's 
' fouadron from the Mediterranean he was promoted to the 
itneernefs, a fri&pte Rationed as a cruifer in the Irifh fea, 
in company with the St. Aiban's and Virgin's Pri2e, conl- 
manded by the captarhs Gillam and Hales % whofe xnt" 
lanchoty fate he beheld but could not prevent, in the 
beginning of the month of January 1693-4, he performed 
ft ^iece of fervice too memorable and gallant to be paiftd 
over' m filence. He fell in with two French privateers, 
fkkc mofmtfng thirty-two the other twenty-four gimsf off 
the moutfi of the rrver Kilmare, rn whkh they had juft 
before feized two prizes^ one of them a very valuable fhip 
from Barbadoes. Captain Lawrence immediately en- 
gaged them both for five hours> when night came on> and 
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di6 eBCOtoy* liappy in that advantage^ crowded all the laM 
Ihey Gould to efcaps : this the Sheernefs wfls not able t^ 
prevent, ^oogh (he had fiifbined but little damage in the 
light. The two prizes, feparated in confequence ct this 
encoiknier from their captors^ and were very foon after wardk 
retaken by diflerent ihips. Soon after his return into 
poit he was promoted to the ReTerTe, a fourth rate, em* 
cloyed alfo as a cnitfer, but on a different ftation^ from 
tJlhant to Cape Clear. In the beginning of the month 
of September he took, in company With the Forefighit, a 
large privateer belonging to St. Maioe*s, mounting twennr- 
^ight guns. This was a prize of confiderable conle*- 
qMepce, her force not only being fo great as to render any 
xnercfaant-fhip (he fell in with an eafv conqueft, but (he 
was aUb one of the fined failing vcfleis at that time fitted 
out of France, not having been captured till after a chaC4^ 
of upwards of eighteen hours. 

Captain Lawrence was, not long after this time, re-^ 
moved into the Experiment, and fent to the Weft Indies, 
where he unfortunately died, in the very prime of life, on 
the 15th of September 1695. 

LITTLETON, James, — was the great nephew of 
fir Thomas Littleton, baronet, of whom boyer makes the 
foUowing honourable mention, which we have thought it 
proper to infert, as beine materially cpnneded with the life 
of tnis geatlenian*. He was, on the 27th of February

* ** Od the ill of January <Iied fir Thomas Littleton, baronet, 
whefe father bore both. bit aames. Having tn elder broither, he wat 
pot an apprentice to fir John Moor, citiien, and fometime locd mayor 
«f London, with wbom, hairing continued for foinc time, during which 
Ws eltler brother died, hit Ather, with (ir John's confent, took him 
away, and cave hifn a liberal education, fo that, in 1688-9, ^^ became 
fnember of the convention parliament, for Woodflock, in Oxford* 
ihifc, and one of the manaoen^of the houfe of commoott at a fttt con- 
ferooce held with the lorat«f boat tbe vrorda abdicated and deferted, 
wherein be acouitted himfeU with applaure.

We hear nothing more 4f 
is gentleman till the beginning of the year 1895, fi4iea 
he commanded the Portland, of fortv-eight guns, one of 
" the Ibips employed, under fir Cloudefley Shovel, in th* 
Channel fervice. He was removed foon after this into 
the Bonadvcnture, of fifty guns, in which fliip he was 
employed to ctuife, for die protedion of trade, in the 
German Ocean. He met with fome fuccefs, principally 
in capturing the linall French privateers who infefled that 
fea. He very foon afterwards returned back to his oM 
ihip, the Portland ; in which he was fcni, in the enfutng 
fudimer, to Newfoundland; and from thence failed, to- 
wards the clofc of the year, with thofe veflcls that were de- 
Ained for the Mediterranean. Having efcorted Ifaem to 
their fevcral porta in fafety, he prepared to return to Eng- 
land with fuch Ihips as were ready to accompanjr him. 
In his palT^e down towards the Streights he put into 
Algiers, where he waa received with die higheft refpe3. 
After a very fhort Hav at this pon he repaired to C^iz, 
and from thence to fjigland, where he anived the beg^n> 
aing of May, 

In the monthof January i698.9, he was ordered to the 
Eafl Indies, under the command of commodore George 
Warren, who was fent thither to fupprefs a very formid- 
able band of pirates, who had fettled on the ifland of 
Madagafcar, and had long inftfled thofe feas. The com- 
modore dying not long after his arrival on the (lation, the 
CCHnoiaod devolved on captain Littleton, whafe fpirit and 
afiivity, in deftroying feveral of their principal ihips and 
vefiels, laid the firil foundation of their fuppreDion, which 
a proclamation of pardon, very timely ilTued, to fuch 
onendeis a; fiiould voluntarily furrender, bv totally dif- 
liniting and making each man jealous of his fellow, quickly 
afterwards completed. This bufinefs being happily con- 
cluded he returned to Europe : and, on the commence- 
ment of the war with Fran<:e, in 1702, was appointed

rlo mention is made of this gentleman, relative to the 
0ation on which be was emjployed, during the yepu* 1704, 
moIlprobablyitwasi^theCnanncL We find but little no- 
tice taken of nim after this time till the yeaf <7l^i when k^ 
was appointed commodore of the Weft India £auadion. 
He was, notwithftandins this fUence relative to him, con- 
ftantly employed in aAive fervice, principally, if not 
wholly in the Mediterranean, where the torpid mode of 
jCarrym|; on a naval war, induced bv the conduA of the 
enemy m the fame part of the world, may well aixoupt

world. He failed from St. Helen's on the 14th of Auguft^ 
and Arrived at Jamaica on the ad of November, without 
having met with any remarkable occurrence • during 
hh paffage. CanypbeH beftows the following juft cfico^ 
fnitim on this appointment. *' This gentleman was ex- 
ceedingly well qualified for that ftatiom ; he had all thte 
abilities and experience that couW be drifted f&t in aleai- 
^officer, and yet was as ready to aflt and receive advice as if 
fee had neither." . The cbmmodOfe-sftrftftcp, after he had 
J>rovided for the fecurity of trade,- 1>y appoirifing fuch 
convoy as was rcquifite for the Jhips ftat wer6 then Hdtn 
for Europe, was to fend the Roebiick and Notiftwh, twt> 
Ihips which he found in the Weft Indies^ to re<50nnoitite 
the port of Carthagena, where, as it wtts rcportiei,^^ fqiw- 
dron of fix fhips of the line had arrived a fbprtlithfe before. 
This htteHlgence was quickly gifcovercd to be falfe. 
Captain Hafrdy, the fenior officer of the (hips jtjft mch-

On the a3d of May, a prize^ taken by captain Vernon^ 
of the Jerfey, afforded more accurate intelligence of the 
motionsand force of the enemy. This veflel haid failedfrom 
Port Louis on the aoth, in company with Du Caffe, wha 
had proceeded, with three fhips of two decks, and tw9 
frigates, for Carthagena, where two French Ihips, one 
of %fty and another of forty-four guns, had arrived about 
ten days before, all of them intend^ to efcort to the 
Havannah, and from thence to Cadiz, the commodore's 
h€|»d-for prize. The Jerfev was immediately re-dif- 
patched to lea to ffain fome farther intelligence, and to look, 
ifpoffible, into the harbour of Carthagena, Capt. Vernon 
cfieAed this fervice on the 28th of June ; and returning to 
Jamaica on the 4th of July, brought the commodore ad* 
vice that there were twelve (hips and five fmall floops in

were equipped were, the St« Michael of feventy^four, the 
Hercules of fixty, the Griffin of fifty, the Spaniih vice* 
admiral of the galleons, which mounted lixty guns, aH 
brafs, and two fmall frigates.

Jseved much lefs vahnbk than was cxpedled, Ou Caffe 
aving,. for better iecurity, and through fufpicion, as it 
SB faid, of her commander, removed all the public treafiiFc 
«& board hid own feip, fo that only an inconfidexaUe 
lyKntity o£ fpecie, belonging to privaJe perioni, was fowid 
ia ber. It appears,, fcon the commodore's own letter, 
that (he. r^uadron had only one man killed and fix wounded 
Bi this ^counter ; and Campbell informs us, in a note^ 
that although the commodore himfelf, as well m aM Eiffi- 
tJh. hi^prians, have treated the foregoing as an incmiS. 
■teiable caiMm«> a Dutdi author infiifts the two prizes, to> 
geihetwith their cargoes, were worth one hHndredthoufanii 
founds.

ever, was to di'ipateh to England, under a proper efcort, 
aH the mercham-fhips that were laden and ready to fail.

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the dune month, to his cruifing ftation. He had nat locj 
beeu at fea before he received information, from the 
captain of the Medway's Prize, that the mafter of a trad-» 
ing veflel had juft before depofed, on oath, before Jox4 
Archibald Hamilton, at that time governor of Jamakat 
that a French fleet, confiding of eighteen (hips of war^ 
with a number of tranfports, full of troops, under theif 
convoy, had juft before arrived at Martinico, intended, 7» 
it was generally fuppofed, to attack the Wed India iflands. 
4 Induced by this information, which was afjterwards 
found to be totally falfe, Mr^ Littleton prudently deter- 
mined to return to Jamaica, for the better defence of that 
ifland ; and monf. Du Cafle, in this unhappy interval, for*- 
tunately for him, got into the Havannah^ an efcape it 
would have been impoflible for him to have effetle^^ 
without an a^ion, had not the firitifii fquadron bceii 
thus feduced) to quit its ftation. This difappQiri^ 
fiient, grievous as it muft have been to the commodox^ 
4id not entirely blaft his hopes of ftill. ruining the French 
armament : he accordingly returned, and cruifed for • 
confiderablo time off the liavaanah, but without obtsdii- 
jng that happy reward his bravery^ indefatigable induftryv 
jgnd adivity, jufUy merited. 

' Although the commodore had thus failed in the grant 
<^je& of his hopes and wifhes, the Jbips under his com- 
mand had feldom been fo fortunate under any former 
officer in the fame part of the world. Nothing at all 
memorable took place after this time during his conti- 
nuance on the fame ftation. He was relieved, in the 
month of July, by fir Hovendcn Walker, and a force much 
fuperior to that which he himfelf had commanded. Sooa 
after fir Hovenden's arrival he faileci for England in the 
Defiance, the fhipon board which he had carried his pen- 
dant during his precedinjg command ; this was in the month 
of Auguft 1712; a large fleet of merchant-ihips returning 
with him, under i|is convoy, which he conduced to Eng- 
land in the greateft fafety. It is but juftice to Mr. Lit* 
tleton to add, in this place, the remarks made by Di^ 
Campbell, on his condu6l during the time he remained 
on th^ ftation before-nientioned *. After his return to

JUFfued. It is more worthy of remark, as nothing coul<f 
ave been a ftrpi^r indication of the high opinion en* 
tertained, by the fovereign and his minifters, oi Mr. Lit* 
tletco's woith^ than fuch fpecies of indulgence* 

On the rft of Februstry 171^, beiog iiot long after the 
•cceffion of king George the Firft, he Was promoted to 
4e reaf-admiral of the red, on the removal ot fir Thomas 
jfiarAy^ and appointed to ferve in that ftation on board Ae 
4eet nicit to the Baltic in 1717, under the chief command 
4iS f%f George Byng» The feveral circumftgnces attending 
'Ihk expedition being remarkably trivial, little notice was 
-taken of it even in the life of fir George *, h that it is 
4ptalljr vnneceflaFyt^ enter into any farther detail on tfifis 
occaUon t. On the 15th of March 1717, he vtcasadvanced 
'to be vice,admiral of the bhie ; as he was, on the 7th of 
-March in the enfiiiRg year, to be vice-admiral of the 
vsliite. He does not appear, however, to have ever gOM 
to fea. In the year 17 19 he was appointed firft captain 
or captain of the fleet to earl Berkeley, who had an 
extraordinary commiilion from the king to hoift the lord 
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aothing that the merchants thouj^ht requisite, either for the fecudty 
ef their trade in thofe parts, or ror the fafe convoy of fuch finps at 
fcem time to time wene fenc home ; fo that, dtrrtng aialbv at Junaica* 
cbcfe were few or no psmplaiats, but everv body liudiea tp.miiid hia 
Avm boGneis, and to difciiarge, when ^lled upon, his duty in the 
public fcrvicc.** 

And again, ** wc noxv return to the Weft Indies, where wc left 
commodore Littleton, with a fmall fquadron, protefting the tiadc and 
annoying the enemy as much as hhjlrtngtk would pcimit.'*

LOADES, Edmund, — from being fecond lieutc^^ ^ 
the Britannia, the admiral's flag (hip, in the year i6A3^» 
on the 1 2th of July, promoted to the commanr ^^ 
Saudadoes frigate. We hear nothing of him *' ^Aic 
time till we find him, in 1695, commanding the -^'^^y^ 
a fourth rate, in the Mediterranean, under admi/^'^'^ 
this being a (hip of tliat clafs beil fuited for ^^P'm 
vi£hiallers and veiTels laden with neceiTaries f<r ueet^ 
captain Loades appears to have been principallP'^y^ 
in this kind of fervice.

From t^tline of the bufinefs that was intrufted to 
him It ma^y j^ admitted, that thofe requifites which 
wc have jt^crf, ^s neceflary in fo delicate a commif'* 
.Con, hane Iky ^o means multiplied beyond what the 
nature of t\f^ aflually demanded. This extraordi- 
nary care oip^rt of government was, in the higheft 
degree, <»ki4ble ; and not only the mercantile part, 
but the nati^jargc, appeared fully fenfible of It. But 
although tbe^odore paid the higheft attention to the 
coUeAion o^^uch private property as the feverai 
owners wcfc^j willing to remove, he only brought 
Iioine about UfioQfand pieces of eight { and this was 
chiefly on acc^f the two Eaft India companies, for 
private perfoi^ noi ^blc, at that time, to convert 
their property money, from the great fcarcity of 
fpecic which flgj at Cadiz, and was likely to con- 
tmue till the airf the flota.

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Spaniards to reap is little advantage zs poflible from the 
neceflity of this fuddfeh rebioval. Such (lores, indeed^ a$ 
could not be takeh away wer^ of coiirfe di(pofed of to 
them, and at a price confiddrably uitder their real value ; 
this, though it might eafily have been forefeen, ^ould liotl 
considering all the circumftances, poflibly be avoided. 

The commodore having proceeded thus far in his (:pm« 
initiion, fent, asa conclufive (Iroke, avefTel, into the hatl 
.bour of Cadiz, for the purpofe of bringing out two En^ilh 
hulks which had been ufed, during the preceding war^ 
for heaving down fuch (hips as flood in need of it. As 
it was impoflible to navigate vefTels of that defcriptioa 
lack to England, they were towed out to a Cbnflderable 
diibate and there funk, to prevent a future enemy from 
^erivrng axiy afliftance of tne fame nature from them* 
While the Englifli (hips lay at anchor in the Bay of Bullsp 
where the commodore was obliged, by a ftrong weflerlj 
wind to put in, a French fquadron, which was driven in 
by the fame inconvenience, appeared very anxious to (eize 
the firft poflible opportunity of (hewing fome extravagant 
infult to Mr. Loades and his fmail force ; this he prudently 
took care to prevent by putting to fea, chuCng rather 
to brave the inclemency ot the weather^ than riik being 
charged as the iirft ciaufe of a war, by ftayib^ to receive 
that affmnt vAiich would unavoidably involve nls cOuntrjr 
inQne« 

Soon after the accefiion of queen Anne, captain Loades 
was appointed to the Warfpight, of feVehty gUn&, one of 
the (hips fent, towards the end of the year 1702, under 
fir Cloudefley Shovel, to reinforce fir GeOrge Rooke. 
He ferved under the fame admiral, during the following 
year, on hfs expedition to the Mediterranean ; and when 
the fleet was on its return to England, he aflifted the 
captains, Norris and lord Durfley, in capturing the 
hazard, a FVench (hip of war mounting iifty-two guns *• 
In the following year he again failed lor the Mediterra- 
.liean, under the command of (ir George Rooke. He was 
Rationed to lead the van of (ir Cloudefley Shovel's divi- 
iion, who appears to have very juflly conceived an high 
opinion of him. At the battle off Malaga he behaved

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"With the moft diftinguifhed gallantry*, and is particulorlf 
marked by fir Cloudeflcyy in a private letter written by 
hiiki, giving an account of the adion. Captaix) Loaded 
appears to have been always^ after this time, employed in 
the Mediterranean, principally alfo in fuch divifions of 
Che fleet as were under the immediate command of admiral 
Shovel, who was remarked for never forfaking the intereft, 
or waving the friendfhip of that man whofe behaviour he 
bad once approved, and taken notice of. 

From the poverty of events which attended the naval 
operations of this period we meet with nothing relative 
to this gentleman worthy of recording, except that, in 
1705, he was fent to reduce the town of Denia, while the 
main bodyof the fleet was emploved in the Htgc of Bar-» 
celona. This fervice he efieAualf^ performed ^ and was, 
in 1706, pitched upon, by his friend fir Cloudefley, to 
command the Aflbciation, of ninety guns, the fhip on 
board which he hoifted his flag as commander-in-chief of 
the Mediterranean fleet. This was a fatal honour to 
captain Loades,he having experienced the fame melancholy 
end which attended his gallant patron.' It is almoft need- 
Icfs to repeat, that the Aflbciation was lofi, upon the 
rocks of Scilly, on the 22d of Oftober 1707 ; not one of 
the crew furviving this melancholy difaftcr, which, from 
its magnitude and confequence, might be truly called a 
national calamity. 

LUMLEY, Henry,— was appointed captain of the 
Fortune firefliip on the 22d of March 1693- It is very 
lingular that no other mention is made of this gentleman, 
except that, in 1707, he was one of the members of the 
court-martial, held for the trial of fir I'homas Uardy« 
Captain Lumley died fometime in the year 1720* 

LYTCOTT, or LYDCOTT, John,— was appointed 
to command the Rupert Prize, a frigate of twenty guns, 
on the 23d of January 1693. This veflel wis at firil 
employed folely in attending the muftcr^mader of th€ 
fleet, but in the following year was converted into a cruifer i 
in this fervice captain Xytcott was very fuccefsful. tn 
the month of May he at one time brought in thfce veflels 
laden with naval ilores for France. This activity wa^

His diligetice and attention to thefe emplo3rment8, wherd 
it waa iaopoSible for him to acquire fame, were not ne^- 
leAed' by thefe wfae were at the head of the naval adma« 
ntftiatfte^ fo that, ia the folfewingyear, be was promotod 
to the ccMnmand of a ibip of the line and font td the Weil' 
Indtet» where he fell a vidim to duit almoft peililential 
difeafei which,, induced by the change of climate, proved 
fe iMiarkaUy £tfaly during this year, to fiich a nomber of' 
brave cdikiniandbss. He died on the 4th of June 1697. 

MOIIGAN, Williaaa.^The nam* of tM geHtlemaif

bet no farther mention is ceer made of him. 

P£TT, Phineas.^The Aaoie of this gentleman is welt 
known to the liival wofld» his anceftors and velativM 
hihring bean, fucceffively^ buttden of the royal navy for 
near a century. Captam Pett's name i^, we know not

outward-bound Turkey fleet. While on his paAgc w 
the Meditsrranean he took two valuable prizes. No 
Olhei notice is taken of him except^ what we would fain 
fupprefs. ConvideJ, io the year 1699, of the mod deteft- 
ablc of all crimes, he was, mod dcfcrredlv, fentenced' 
tb the mod infamosa of alt puoiJhments, Flying hts na- 
tive country, which might jullly difdain to acknowledge 
him for a citizen, he flew into France, where, if it werC' 
poflible for him to (uperadd any thing to the black cata- 
togoe of his crimes, he encreafcd that horrour xnd detef^ 
tation every man muil feel againfl fo strocious a c^arac- . 
ter, by entering into the enemy's fervtce. Tlie diviite - 
vtingcance ap^ared to purfoe him thither, for, iii the year 
£711, he was taken, by the Jihropton Court, aAing n' 
thai-time a/ecami captain of the Thouloule, s Ftendi 
fiwp of war of fifty guns. ■ .; ■ ; 

The meafkire of his offences was not rik complete ; he* 
fwml meaiw t6 ^t>on board a Gcnocfc uiip laying in tht 
harhourof-M&htMt, ifiiithcr he was 'carried ar a prifoner, 
and cfcaped,, Jcv'this tune, that juft puniOiment his acco- 
mulated crimes delerved. Nevcrtheleft, divine^ iufticc i» 
faid to haveov'en&£ka.luia-atUft, infli&ecLby the hands 
o^ tliofc to wtipn^ej\e4 for.fuccour.

We believe him, however, to havc^ 
een only an ading captain, and not to have taken rank till a' 
confiderable time afterwards, for his name is omitted in 
an official lift, bearing date in February 1699, of thofe 
who had pver commanded (hips of the line before that 
time. We' find no mention whatever made of tl^is gcntle- 
faian; Kor have we even been able to proctire any account 

f|f the fliips he commandied. It is mod probable, for 
boie reafon to us unkru^wn, he never had anv command 
Jdftcr he quitted the Humber. Ho had a pennon granted 
him, but in what jehr is not knoi^n, as (;iptain of a 
thirdi-ate. This he enjoyed till his death, which hap- 
pened on theift of AprU 1725. 

STAPLETON, Rbbert',-^wa$,' on the ijtli of Jan*;* 
'ary 1693, appointed com'mander of the St. Jofeph firefhip. 
He is'almoR in the fame pcedicament as the gentleman 
laft mentioned, nothhig being known of him but that he 
cornmanded a two-deCKed ihip at fome unknown period 
diirmg the war. About the year 1701 he was made'cap- 
lain of the Jerfev ; in which (hip he died, at New York, 
t)ti the aoth of December 1702.

D a STEPNEY, 
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^STEPNEY, Thomas, — in 169a, cQimnanded th# 
Ooodwin Prize, and was, on the 27th of December 
^693, appointed captain of the Dolphin frigate. Ho 
cbhtiniiea t6 command this veflel during the whole of* the 
thfee fucceecfeig veirs, and was principatly f&itioned as a 
cruifer in fhe Irlfii feai or occafionally employed in con« 
voying the trade from £n^1and to Kinfale and Dublin, lu 
fuch kind of fcryice nothing very interefting could be ex- 
uded to occur* Towards the latter end of the year 
^696 he was proffl6t6d to the Oxford, of fifty guns, and 
tent to Newfoundland with captain Whetftone, who com* 
maaded the Dreadnought. When on their return from 
thence, in the month of November, with a number of 
merchant (hips under their convoy, they encountered % 
dreadful (lorm, in which the two (hips were feparated^ 
and the Oxford, with feveral of the convoy were iSri^ to 
have been conipelled to bear away for Cadiz. We ap* 
prehended this information to be, in part, erroneous, anJ 
that the Oxford was adually ordered to make for that 
port inilead of returning diredly for England. Be this 
as it may, captaiA Stepney arrived fafe at Cadiz on tba 
1 2th of Decehiber. 

Not long after his return to £ngland he was removed 
into ihe South Sea CaiUe frigate, and ordered, in the year 
1699^ for Jamaica, in company with the Biddeford, coin«> 
manded by captain Searl. Thefe two veflels were both 
unfortunately lod on Point Bague, near the ifle of Aih; 
but the officers and crew, or at leaA the major pan of 
them^ were happiW favedt. After his return tp Eng* 
land, on tlie acceflion of queen Anne, he was appointed 
captain of the Hampihire, of fifty guns, one of tne fqua« 
dfon fem, mrder fir Cloadhsfley Shovel, to Vigo, towxMt 
the ck>fe of the year 1 702 ; and to the Mediterranean^ under 
the fame admiral, bi the foHor^fng year. In 1704, as 
well as I705, he was employed to criiife in (he Channel. 
We hear nothing of him after this time, notwithftandiag 
we believe htm to have been conftantly in comnntflioai and 
moft probaMy employed in the Meditefn^ean, tilf tijm

9nd having put into the j-oad of Hieres» found a very vat 
luable French ihip laying there, from ^cimderoon* mounts 
irig fifty guns, TjHe encfny had^ for better fecurity^ 
(lawled the veflel clofe in (bore, where it was protected by 
three veryconiiderable batteries. Thefe the adiplpil im* 

fediately ordered to be attacked by H detachment of 
ngUfli and Putch frigates, put under tl^e conmiand of 
captain Stepney, The afl^ult ^ommenced» 4md was con^ 
^u£t^ with fo n^uqh fpifit and vigour, that the epemy.waj 
ijpi a very fliort time, driven out both of tV |hip itielf m 
the lower of the threip forts, by which it was more naitw 
Cularly defended. The bo^ts of die aflailants initantly 
Cpwcd.on bdpid tbefhip to take polFelTion ; this thp enemy 
haid.foreleien, and pfovided foi^, by laying a ^rain of pawdet 
to the m^zjpi?, with a piece of flow ^ultc^ at thea)4 of it. 
It not bem£ perceived by thofe who boarded the luppofed 
pri66^9 the jhip blew up very foon after they had jentereq 
It ; .by which accident tnirty*iiYe of the brave captors were' 
cither killed or wouoded.

qiptaiirof the Carcafs bomb ; from which yeflfcl he wasi

In "the month of March 
T'695-6',' he Was ordered to join the fquadron, under fi'^ 
^Ilbudeflcy' Shovel, deftined to attack Calais, and other

TAYLOK, Thomas, — was appointed ^commander of 
the Nonfuch, a fifth rate of thirty^fix guns, on the 25fbaf 
November 1693. Nothing can be more irkfome than the 
total want of information relative to the life of a brave 
and unfortunate man, till we* come to de&rib^ the event 
which put a period to it. This is exadty the cafe with 
regard to captain Taylor. It is not pofftively known 
even on what fervice tne Notifoch was employed during 
the beginnii^ of the year 1604: from fome ciroumftances 
we indeed fuppofe captain Taylor to have been ftationed 
oiFtbe coaft ox New England, where we know this ihip

with tbem four French men of vrar, the btagefl of aboot feventy guot,

(crvice he was engaged. During the peaco which fuc- 
ceeded it, he appears to have held no commiflion, nor do 
wekiMwany tmne abont him till the rear 1704, at whk^ 
time he commxnded the KincAon, of fixty ?iins. This 
fhip wai one of thofe compding ihc m;iin fleet nndcr fir 
GeoTfe Rooke, wtnch ef^ed the conqufft of GHirallaT^ 
fend m a fcw 6»rs afterwards defeated the Fiendi fleet ' 
ttndcr the coubI De Thoioufe off Malaga. 

In both of thefe enterprifes captain A3on ^ts eon- 
temed: his expenditurt of fliot in the firft of them w?i 
fb ^reat, that before the conclufion Of the latter'he yia% 
Mligcd. merely from want of ammunition, iq quit the 
Kne. During that part of the zftion in which he bore » 
ffiare, no man codM have «xeried himfelf more ; fo( 
though hjs Aip was among thofe which w«re the wor^ 
catciffatcd in the fleet for fnch an encounter, he had rhred 
©f his oflfcers, atid fixty of hi* crew killed and wounded. 
Mtsfonduil was, in common whh that of his brave co^ 
tsmporaries who. had unformnately been in the fame pre-. 
drcament, enquired into, after his return to England, hy 
* pourt-martial ; and it is almoll iteedtcfs to add, he was 
tfiofl honourably acquitted. As foou as this event had 
taken place, he was promoted to the Grafton, of feventjr 
gpns, and fent in The fotlowingyear to the Mediterranean, 
Mida- Ihe oommMtd of ^r Cloudtfley ShoMl. Whenj 
that admiral retimwd to England with a part of , the fleet, 
daptain Afton waa one of the commandcis ordered to 
continue on tbc Spanifli flaiion, under the crdcn of 
■ fir 
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fir JakB Lcake# The drcumftaQces attending tht» ptHod 
cf naval ktvict were, in general^ very uninterefting* The 
confidence of his admiral, and his particular approbatioA 
of Mr* Avon's conduA, both which he tcqumd in the 
higheft degree, ncceflarily form ever^ thing we can fw 
concerning him; for otberwife nothing more material 
occurs, than his (hip being one of the fleet fent to Cadix^ 
where fir John LeaKe hoped to have furprifed the gallcont 
in that port, and his havme been one of the hoftages ex# 
changed with the viceroy of Majorca, nending the arran^ 
Qient of the terms on which that iuand was to be mr* 
tendered to the allies. 

Towards the end of the year 1706 the Grafton wis 
found to be in fo bad a condition, that it was necefliiry it 
ihould return to England for a repair ; which being com* 
pleted, captain AAon was orderea, under the command of 
commodore WyU^ hi the Roval Oak, to convoy to a 
certain latitude, the leet bound to Lifbon and the Weft 
tndies. They failed from the Downs on the ift of May^ 
and had proceeded on their voyage no farther than Oiin^ 

fenefle, when on the following day they fell in with the 
)unLirk fquadron, under the count De Forbin, confifting 
of ten (hips of the line and four fmaller veflels. Againu 
ihefe very iinequal odds captain Adon, and his bn^ve afla» 
ciates, for a long time contended ; but being at laft un* 
happily killed, together with a very confideiable part of 
his crew, this noble (hip wm compelled to furrender to 
the enemy ; who, from the Shattered ftate of their prize^ 
ind their own lofs, mig^t be faid to have gained but little 
aidvantage from their conoueft, except the honour, if any 
vidory under the circumftances of the prefent, could be 
fuppoied to haive conferred one. 

ANDERSON, Kenneth, — in the ytu 1693^ ferved as 
(econd lieutenant of the Duke, of ninety guns, at ^t 
lime the flag (hip of rear-admiral Mitchel : he was, on 
the loth of rebxiMkry 1694, promoted to the command of 
the Charles firelhip* Kotbing farther is known of this 
gentleman but that he was un&ppily killed in the ^tna 
firefliip^ and the veflel taken on the 1 8th pf April 16^7. 
We can find no particulars any where related concerning 
this a^ioo, or the lofs of the (hip itfelf ; were it .not for 
the difagreetpent of iho d^es^ we ihould fuppofe the (hip 
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» hi'W bi^h tlic Blaze firefjiip captured An the ^th bf May, 
as we; >{ia^e alrelady felkte4 in the memoirs of captain' 
Synibhds, * /' ' ' * ' ' . 

ANDREWS, rfaac, -i- Is a gent!emairi as little known' 
ifi.iKe feWtcc as the fotegoihg. He fefved in the year 
1693^ as fccorid lieutenant of the Sover/cign, a firft rate,' 
«fidef.Tiir-!admiral Aylmer. He was, on the 4th 6f Dc-* 
ttmber-x6iJ4, appointed captain 6f the* Rupert Prize. 
He ricver appeats to have attained any hi^er command* 
than that of a frigate, or to have been employed in any 
ifcrviceWftrth Commemorating. At the commencement 
of the fecond w^r with France, he was appointed to the* 
Otter ; in which veflcl he had the misfortune to bt taken 
by two French frigatcis,' and died in France fooft after* 
tirards, on the 2»8th of July 1702. 

BELL WOOD, Roger, — was, bri the 17th of Jjinuary 
t694, appointed cap^am of the Pirfnbfoke^ Very fevr 
particulars are knowh relative tothisgentheman alfo. He 
appears \o have been very highly efteemed both by admirat 
Ruflel and fir Qoudefley Shovel, but particularly the for- 
mer : for having been.removcd from his ccjmmandoti fome 
frivolous, and unknown account, Mr. Rulfel, in a privatd 
letter written by him to fir Cloudefley, dated the 15th of 
December 169O, highly laments the former treatmbnt of 
Captam B.c.llwood, and nopcs, that as officers at that critic' 
cal time, when a French inv^flbn was impending, were 
much wanted, his conflant IShvardneft to go on any fer- 
▼icc which he might be oVd^red to ti/ideftake, would; 
added t6 his, admiral RiifTcrs Endeavours, prove a fuffi- 
cient recommendation to procure him a r«inftatenient in 
command. • '','['' 

The admiral, in this htjpe, defir^ him to repair 
to lir Cloudefley at Portfmoiith ; nor was he deceived in 
ttj^'for captain Bellwood was, rmmcdiately afterwards, ap- 

tointed captain of the Sunderland, and (cm to the Weft 
ndics under the orders of commodore Mces/ This com- 
mand proved very unfortunate ttJ^im^ as well as to many 
others of his worthy cotemporari6s. Not long after his 
arrival on his ftation he cohtradcd a bilious fcver^ which 
Mt that time raged with a violence little inferior to a 
peflitence ; and had there been no other iippediment td 
the operations of this f(^uadroB| would have totaUy prevented

BOWtE$> Edi/VMy — was appointed ctotain o^ 
the Play Prize on ,thc i8th of Oftober 1694, and died in 
Ihe command of ftie fame veflel>'in theT Weft Indies^ oti 
the fjth of Jaiitiary ^nfuin^. ' 

MJVANT, Thomas, — a chai^afr as little known d 
Ae former, was, on the 12th of Febr'uary 1694, appointed 
commander of the 'falcon,, of thirtv-fix eunsi and ^diei 
captain vf this velfel on the ift of 'May foUowlrfe'. ' , * * 
. CALDWELL, WiHiam.^The firft comriiiffibji, zi 
far as we have been able to find; that thi^ geirleman evrf 
received^ was; in the month of ^piii 1693, to be firft 
lieutenant of the Richmond frijate, which at that tim<^ 
was under orders to proceed for New York. On thi{ 
aad- of January 1694, being almoft immediately after hit 
return, he was promoted to the command of the. Lizard^ 
a- fixth rate, of twenty-four guns." ' Nd other mention J^ 
made of him till toward the end of the year 1695, when( 
#e find him commanding the Aoglckek^ at that tiQie eni- 
ployed on the Irifh ftation. He tontihued captain^'of thif* 
ihip, and (fome trivial intervals es^tepted) ih the fam^ 
quarter, tiH the conclufion of the war, having by his dill* 
gehce' and adivity captured many' priz^, fome of them 
privateers of no inconiiderable force. " ' * * 

• This ftfip being put out of commiffion at \he conclu- 
fion of the war, he does not appear to have beeri re-ap^ 
pointed to any fhip till after the acceflion of queen 
Anne, when, on the return of the fleet from the 'expedi- 
tion againft Vigo, he was appointed to commkna tte 
Torbay of eightv guns. He ferved in this (hip, on . the 
Mediterranean Uation, during the two following years^ 
firft under the command 6f fir Cloudefley' Shovel, and 
4fterv<^rds of fir G. Rooke. At the battle oA^Malag^i he 
Very eminently diftinguifhed himfelf as one of the fecondf 
to rear-admiml Byng: It is ho Irfs fingular than true,' 
fhat we find no mention whatever made of this gentle^ 
man after ihe above-memioned time. His having been 
emjployed, during the remainder of the wzt, principilty, 
if not entirely on the Mediterranean ftation, may, pro* 
kably, account for this onhxterefting interval.

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We find, in fliort, no notice taken of him, after this 
rime, liirhc wu advanctd to theraabof' rcar-adniral of 
<be wlutc, a fiomotion which took place cai the I4lh of 
Vtkzmry 1716. tin the naonth of March, m ike foUow- 
fng >eir, m wat appointed fecond tn coBunaild of ■ 
powerful fleet, at that time fitting (01 the Baltic, ondor 
the c(»nniand of fir Geo^ %ngi and on drii Koeont 
was promoted to be rcar-aamiral of ttie eed. Tb* 
complexion of the times rendi-red it expedient to diit 
patch Gi George before the whole of hit forc»wu eqwp- 
pcd ; and it doee not appear that Mr. CildwoUacoompt- 
Kcd him, at was intended. He did not long Airvive nil 
Kutcr advancement, dving on the i7tli of O^ober 1718. 

CHi^^f^, Edwar^ — in 1693, commanded tW Aid- 
lorough ketch, a vc4fcl of ten guns, on the Kew York 
flation. He b &id^ in two or three MS. papers, t* 
ktve taken rank, as a naval comnunder, from the a7th 
c( Bibrch 1 691 ; but we can find no certain proof t4 kit 
havii^ held any comnijlioii, ntiiling him to it, till he 
was, on the 20th uf Jaanary 1694, apiwiBted comnasdes 
of the Charles gallcjr. We find nothing reLiled of hintr 
durieg the reim of king Wtllixm, cxccpl that, in 1695, 
he commandea the Korwich, of Qfty gtios, rac at the 
fiipe cnploved in the Genaaa Ocean, ;»nd-nn(ler the 01'- 
ien of nr Cloudcfley Stiovcl, 10 hli levecal UttU enpedi- . 
tioos undertaken aguaff the French portt. Daring thC 
peace he hckl no commiiHon. Affcr the acceffisn tt 
qoeen Aone, die fiift iotoffludon we have received lelnttve 
to him is, that, in i7o6,lie was appointed to censnand the 
Kingfton, in whkk Hup be died, in the fallowing year* 
at Jamaica. 

CLE ASBY, Thonias,~rerved at firH lieutenant of tkc 
Albemale, of ninety guns, in the year 1693. On tb» 
36th of rAff, 1694^ he was promoted to be comtnandeK 
of Ac Vulttire fireQiif . We hear nothing of him afles 
this time till we find him captain of the Mary gdtey* 
i fifth rate, one of the Ihips fotu.in 1697, under capuioii 
afterwards fir John Noraisy to Newfoundland } but oeii^ 
denuhed on fome puticular fervicc, was not oik of tkat 
fainoos council at wai which, out-voted by the land- 
oAi^cers; dctcrmined-to wait tbeattack of the SteAeh in tb« 
kadhHii of St, John's. ~ He never appears (o have attained 

the 
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the command of any fhip ftiperior to the Mary during th0 
reign of king William ; nor is it known what lhip.he was 
captain of, or in what fervice he was employed, after the 
acceflion of queen Anne. He retired irom the fervice 
towards the clofe of that rei^n, and was appointed a cap- 
tain in Greenwich-hofpltal m the year 1^14 : having held 
this appointment four years, he was promoted to be lieu* 
tenant-governor of the fame, an advancement he did not 
long live to enjoy, dying on the 23d of July in the fame 
year. 

CLEMENTS, George,*— was appointed third lieute- 
nant of the Viftory, a firft rate, in 1693. He was pro- 
moted, on the 1 8th of July 1694, to be captain otth^ 
Eflex prize, tt was his misfortune to be employed oa 
fuch unprofitable fervices that no mention whatever i;; 
made of him during the reign of king William ; nor di j 
he ever, fpr the fame period, command, any fhip larger thai^ 
A fifth rate. We are alfo perfeAly in the dark both as tc? 
the veflels he commanded and the fervices He was particU7 
Itrly engaged in, till we find him, in the beginning of 1 707^ 
commander of the Hampton Court, of feventy guns. Th^ 
obvious remark, which we have already had too frequent 
occaQon to make, we muft here again repeat, that it ha^ 
been the unhappy, fate of a multitude of brave men, to be 
almoft totally unnoticed, till the nation, informed of the 
various circumftances which led to their deaths, then, firft 
lamented the worth that had been, as it were difregarded^ 
and condemned its own ingratitude for the innocent 
negle£t. 

About the latter end of April, in the.yearjuft men- 
tioned, captain Clements was ordered to put himfelf 
under the command of captain Baron Wylde, of the 
Royal Oak, who was appointed commodore of the con- 
voy fent with the outward-bound fleet to Portugal, anj 
the Weft Indies. The fevcral general circumftances 
preceding the fight, as well as thofe which* happened after 
it had commenced, have been already fufficiently related 
in the lives of'captain Wyld * and captain Adon ; but therp 
is a material occurrence attending the death of captain 
Clements too fingular, and curious to be omitted. He 
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■was mortally wounded by a fliot in the belly» which \tt. 
received Tome time after the cEiga^.ement began; but, 
ncverthelefs, in that dangcrons and difablcd flatc conti- 
nued the fight with the utmoft rcfolution, till he himfeif 
was become fo faint with ihe angnifh of his wound and 
lofs of blood, as to be totally incapable of farther exer- 
tions. His fhip was by this time alfo, reduced to a mere 
wreck, and two hundred of the crew, among whom were 
the greatell part of ihe officers, lulled or wounded, To that 
the furrendcr was inevitable. Soon after the enemy had 
entered their newly-acouin-d and dearly-earned prize, a 
young midfhipman, whofe name we very much lament 
our inability to recover, taking an opportuniiy of iha 
confufion which prevailed at that time, and (he greater 
attention of the enemy to the plunder than the care of their 
prifoners, caufcd his poor dying cnmmander to be con* 
veyed through a port-hole into the longboat, which hap- 
pened to be a-(lcrn. He himfeif followed, with fevetl 
Others of the crew: they concealed theiT)felves under the 
thwarts, as well ar they could, till the Hampton Court, 
and the enemy's fquadron had drifted fo far with the flood 
as to render it fafc for them lo take to their oars, when 
by a very happy, but almoR incredible exertion, ihey 
reached Rye on the 3d of May, the dav after the unfor- 
tunate encounter juft mentioned. Captain Cleitieni^ 
died in the boat. 

CLEVELAND, William,— commanded the Dili- 
gence brig in the year 1693 : he was promoted from this 
veircl to be a captain in the navy, and appointed to th« 
Catherine ftore-lnip on the i3ih of February 1694. In 
the following year we find him commanding the Medway, 
of fixty guns, and employed in the Channel fquadron^ 
under the orders of lord Berkeley of Strattoti, and fir 
Cloudefley Shovel. In the enfuing winter he went out 
10 the Mediterranean tinder commodore Moody, who was 
Tent to convoy the outwvrd-bound Turkey and Streight's 
fleet to their fevcral placf s of dellination. On his return 
to England in the fummer, after this fcrvice was executed, 
-he was ordered to cruife in the Channel, mnd met with 
confiderafole fuccefs in capturing feveral of the enemy's 
|>nv3teer«, both on this and the Irilh ftation, whither Iw 
WW ibon afterwards fent. He continued on the Irifk 
flagon 
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iklion as long as the war continued ; and on the 30th of 
April 1697, ciFeded a much more confequential fervice 
to his co^mtrv than any we have hitherto feen him per«> . 
form. He lell in with a large French private (hip of 
war, about eighteen leagues to the north-weft of Scillr. 
This vcffcU which was of a force little inferior to a (htp 
of the line, mounted fifty carriage guns, and had more- 
over ten or twelve patararoes, with a chofen crew of near 
four hundred men. It was called the Pontchartrain, and 
being a remarkably fad failing veflel wa^ not overtaken 
till after a very long chace. The Medway at laft getting 
up, began the a£lion about fix o'clock in the mornings 
with a very fpirited cannonade, which the enemy iitm 
reli(hing, attempted to give a fudden turn to the conteft, 
by boarding captain Cleveland and attempting to decide 
the conteft hand to hand. The French commander. 
Dotwithilanding the favourable opinion he had entertained 
of the vigour and prowefs of his crew, was difappointed 
in the hope he had formed on this occafion. He experi* 
enced fo determined a refiftance, that he was obliged to 
iheer off and decide the conteft in the ordinary manner. 

The engagement was maintained, at the diftance of 
mufket-{hot, with the greated fpirit and bravery on both 
fides for near three hours, when the French feeling at laft 
their inferiority, attempted toefcape. This the Medway^ 
who, comparatively ipeaking, had fuftained but little 
damage in the conteft, took care to prevent, and, after a 
(hort, but ineflfedual laft effort, the enemy's (hip was coo* 
tent to furrender about ten o'clock, having had near fifty 
of her crew killed, and almoft as many defperately 
wounded ; while on the other hand the lofs ot the Medway 
mounted only to five men killed, and ten or twelve 
wounded, few of them dangergully. The Medway was 
put out of commiflion foon after the peace at Ryfwic^ 
and captain Cleveland had no other commifBon till after 
the accefiion of queen Anne, when he was appointed to 
(he. Montague. In this fliip he accompanied fir Clou* 
defley Shovel to Vigo, and was afterwards appointed one 
of the convoy to the homeward-bound Oporto Beet. He 
veturned to England with his charge about the latter end 
of January, and in the beginning or March following was 
ordered to accompany, to a certain Utitude9 noe^^Klaiiral 
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Qiaydon, who had juft. before been invefted with th^ 
W^tt India command. • The Dquadron failed from Ply- 
mouth on the 13th, and rn five days afterwards fell in 
tjrkh a fnxall French fquadron, of four fliips of the line, 
ujider the well known chef d*efcadre Du Cafle, who was 
returning from the Weft Indies in aftate of equipment 
little calculated to withftand an attack. 
►. Captain Cleveland, who. led the van of the Englifh 
f^luadron, very Spiritedly began the adion by engaging the 
f^noioft.of the enemy's line, but wa!s almoft immediately 
oftUed off by fignal from Mr. Graydon, who conceived 
Iximfelf precluded, by his orders, from hazarding any ex- 
tianepus encounter *• This affair has been already fully 
4Hcu({ed, and the particulars of the adion related in the 
life of Mr. Graydon t. Captain Cleveland having ful- 
fiUed his inftru£kions by accompanying the vice-admiral to 
tfie proper latitude, returned to Plymouth, where he ar- 
rived in fafety about the latter end of April. As foon as 
he had taken on board a fufiicient recruit of provifions 
and water, he was again ordered to fea, in company with 
the Orford, commanded by captain Norris, with whom he 
Was to cruife in fouadings for a few days, till the fleet, then 
ordered for the Mediterranean, under the command of (ir 
Cloudefley Shovel fhould be ready to fail. Both thefeT 
l^rave men were fuccefsfui, captain Norris in a Very 
&ort time after he left Falmouth having captured, in a 
very fmart a&ion, a French (hip of no mean force, and 
captain . Cleveland a fecond, of inferior confequence 
indeed :(, for the enemy in order to lighten the (hip and fa- 
cilitate their efcape, chofe rather to throw their guns into 
the fea than truft to a refiftance, or defence, which, to do 
^em juftice, their inferiority muft have rendered futile*

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Captain Cleveland bavrr.g immediatlErly \ arfVerirswds 
joined the fleet, failed for the Mediterranean, where mv 
thing in the fmalled degree memorable occurred-either to 
hihi, or, with the mofi trivial eleceptioo,'aiLXOtberQf the 
officers engaged in that fervtce/ In 1704 b^.T^uTiied tp 
the Mediterranean under the command of. fir .G. iRook^t^ 
and bore a very a6live as well 'as confptcnons part, b^iUi 
in the aflault of Gibraltar and the battk off Mals^a^vhicH 
followed, not long after. He was one of thofe c6n» 
manders, who, in the latter engagement being dbligtd to 
quit the line for want of fhot *, a daficiency occafioncd 
by his former expenditure before. Gibraltarv was after* 
vmards tried by a court-martial, whicH'did ampk'ju&iee td 
his bravery and merif, by acquitting him in the mod bo«- 
nourahle and unequivocal manner. We do not, how«> 
ever, find any mention made of him in the fervicc, after 
this time, till the year 1710, at which time he commanded 
the Sufiblk, one of the fquadron on the Mediterranean 
fiation. 

In the month of May, being then cruifing oflFMeflina^ 
under the command of vice-admiral Baker, he had the 
good fortune to capture a large French ibip of war, cal^ 
led Le Galliard, pierced for fifty-fix guns, but mounting, 
when taken, only thirty-eight* This little fuccefs, trivial 
as it may appear when compared with thofe more fplen^- 
dUdadions which happened in other quarters of the world, 
made no mean figure where it took place, owing to that 
genual want of intereft which, after the year 1704, per- 
vaded all the operations oHnaval war, if they may be faid 
to deferve that name, on the ftation of which we are now 
fpeaking. After this time we are again ignorant as to any 
particulars of this gentleman's life till the year 171 6, when 
he accompanied fir J. Norris, who was fent with a fleet into 
the Baltic to chaftife the infolent conduS of the Swedes. 
When fir John returned to England in the month of No- 
vember he left Mr. Cleveland commodore of a fquadron, 
confifting of feyen Ihips of vi^r, with orders to ad in con-

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jundton with the Danes, who were eqaally concerned in 
the expe^ed rupturCi and to render the proper prote£Uon 
to the trade and commerce of the allied nations. 

He went no more to Tea after his return, but in tho 
year 1718 was appointed comptroller of the (tore-keepef 
of the navy's accounts; an office, in which he continued 
till the year 1773; when he retired altogether from public 
life, on a peniion fuitable to his rank and fervicet. Ha 
died on the 9th of June 1735- 

DOUGLAS, John, — having, in 1693, ferved as fourth 
lieutenant of the Duke, a fecond rate, on board which 
Ihip Mr. Mitchell carried his flag as rear-admirat of the 
blue in the main fleet ; was afterwards promoted to be 
kcond lieutenant of the fame Ihip ; and was from that 
ftaiion advanced, on the 2ili of December 1694, to bs 
captain of the Phoenix firelhip. No farther notice is ever 
taken of him, but that he died in England on the i6th of 
November 1697, not holding, at that time, any command. 

EATON, or EYTON, William,— is laid to have 
been, in the early part of his life, a commander of much 
note in the merchant's fervtce. He afterwards dif^inguilh* 
edhimfelfveryconfpiciioiiflyas commander of a private fhip 
of war, employed, according to the cuftom of thofe times,- 
to cruife againft the Spaniards in the South Seas. This 
pradice, which indeed had nothing to recommend it but the 
paltry hope of enriching a few n&'ive enterprifing tndivi. 
duals, was not lone after abolifhed by the interference 
of government. While thus employed captain Eaton, as 
■well as many other men of cArafter and virtue, his co- 
temporaries, though engaged in a fcrvicc • not the 
moft honourable in the world, always ftridly maintained 
the reputation of an honed, and truly liberal, as well as 
gallant man. He at laft entered into the navy, and, after 
pafling throueh the neceiTary fubordinaie ft^uions, became, 
in the year 1693, firft lieutenant of the Olibry, of nineiy 
guns. He was promoted from this Nation, on the I3tn 
of February 1694, to be captain of the Jnfef^ firelbip.

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He had not, however, the fame opportunity and fuccefs 
in making himfelf remarkable in the royal navy that he had 
while formerly employed in a more humble (lation. He 
continued to command this veflTcl till the month of Au- 
guft 1695, when he was removed, at his own requeft, 
into fome other fliip \ the Jofejph, as it is ftated in an 
official report of the condition of the fleet, made by fir C. 
Shovel, to the board of admiralty, not being fit to be con- 
tinued in commiffion. No farther mention whatever is 
made of him, except that he died in the Weft Indies 
commander of the S.udadoes Prize, fometlme in the 
month of November 1698. 

GRANTHAM, NaMianiel,— was, in 1692, appointed 
firft lieutenant of the Warfpight, of fcventy guns, which 
fhip was, at that time, commanded by captain Caleb 
Grantham. He continued to hold the fame ftation till 
the year 1694, when the Warfpight was obliged to be 
put 'out of commiflion, and taken into dock for a com- 
plete repair. This, perhaps, was rather a fortunate ad 
of iieceility for Mr. Grantham, who was promoted, on 
this occafion, by commiflion, bearing date the 13th of 
Auguft 1694, to be commander of the Seahorfe. No 
farther mention is made of him during king 
William's reign; nor is this v^onderful, as we alfo 
find he never, in that period^ commanded any (hip of 
greater force than a fixth rate. On the re-commence- 
ment of the war with France, after the acceflion ofqucen 
Anne, he was appointed to command the Bonadventure^ 
of forty-«ight gun5, and fent to convoy an outward-bound 
fleet of merchant-ihips. This we are very forry to fay is 
the only mention we ever find made of him ; hence it is 
moft probable that, either from infirmities or fome other 
caufe, which we have been unable to inveftigate, he re- 
tired altogether from the fcrvice not long after this tirne^ 
He is faid to have died in England on the 17th of No^ 
vember 1723, 

HOLYNiAN, Robert,— in 1693, was appointed firft 
lieutenant of the captain, a third rate, commanded by 
captain Francis Wyvill. He was promoted from thence, 
on the 8th of February 1694, to be commander of the 
Owner's Love firefliip. No notice is ever afterwards 
taken of him during the rei^n of king William ; but it is 

p 4 known 
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Enownj indeed, he never obtained any confequential com- 
mand. Immediately after the accellion of queen Anne 
wefindhimcaptainof the Dragon, of fifty guns. He was 
for Tome lime employed as a cruifer in the Channel, an 
occupation in which he met with much fuccefs. In the 
month of O^Sober he was detached, on fome trivial fcr- 
vice, from the fquadron under the command of fir Clou-, 
defley Shovel, which had been difpatched to Vigo, and was 
novi' on its return from that port. "He fell in foon after- 
wards with a French fhip of war, mounting upwards of 
feventy guns. Notwilhltanding the great dilparity of 
force, captain Holyman prepared to defend himfelf with 
a fpirit ihdt defcrved a better fate, and an antagonif^ 
whofe fuperiority would not have defied conqueft. 
, From what we have premifed, it mull be obvious to all,, 
that the greaied exertions, on the part of captain Holyman, 
Shd his people, were indifpcnnbly necelTary, to preferve 
tliem from captivity : thefe were not wanting, and confe- 
ouently produced the defired efFe6t. The enemy, how- 
ever, was not repulfed but with the lofs of the bravo 
commander apd twcniy-five of his crew, who wer« 
filled. 

The action took place on the 13th of Oflober. The 
lieutenant, whom we fuppofe to have been Mr. Fotherby, 
of whom we fhall have an account to give hereafter, con- 
tinued the a^ion for fome time after the death of his 
brave commander, till the French were at lafl content to 
decline anv farther fonleft. 

HOLMES, Robert, — was appointed fecond lieutenant 
of the Burford, of fevenly guns, in the year 1692. In 
1.693 he was promoted to be fitft lieutenant of the York, 
offixtyguns. On the 15th of Oflober 1694, he was 
promoted to the command of the Pearl frigate, a veflel 
employed, during that, and the following year, on the Irifh 
Ifalion, for the protedlion of trade from the depredations 
of the. fmall Frepch privateers. He appears to have \ieen 
iingularly aflive and attentive to the duties of this very 
unenviable occupation, an occupation in which it w^s im- 
pbftible to acquire renown, or even avoid calumny, except 
by the moft rigid attention. Capt. Holmes was very fucccn'- 
ful in protedling the coafling trade of Ireland, a fervice in 
Vhichhe was almoft conftantly employed, or in attending it 
7 f^wo 
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from port to port ; he had moreover the good fortune to cap- 
ture fome of the enemy's fmall privateers, prizes, although- 
of no material confequence to the event of a war, but 
neverthelefs afford very fuflScient proof of a commander** 
diligence. . We do not find much notice taken of him* 
after the year* 1695 : and it is very fingular, his name is 
infcrted in one only of the lifts of naval commanders, 
which have been at different times colleSed, and with the' 
greateft care, from the official papers. In 1696 he 
accompanied commodore Mees to the Weft Indies,* 
where he died fometime in the month of. May in the 
following year. 

TESSON, James, — was appointed commander of the 
Winchelfea on the 7th of February 1694. No farther 
mention is made of him during the reign of king William, 
and we have every reafon to believe he never, during that 
period, commanded anv other veflel. The acceffion of 

?ueen Anne produced but little alteration, for we do nor 
nd any information concerning him, except that he died 
at Barbadoes on the 27th of February 1707-8, being at 
that time commander either of th^e Portland, or the Green-' 
wich. 

LAKE, or LEAKE, Thomas, — was, on the 26th of 
September 1694, appointed commander of the Speedwell. 
We have not been able to procure any other information* 
relative to him, except what we derive from rear-admiral 
Hardy's lift of naval officers : from this we learn that 
this gentleman, on what account is not mentioned, re- 
ceived the honour of knighthood from queen Anne. No 
notice is taken of the time of his death. 

LINDSEY, William, — was, on the 29th of May 
1694, appointed commander of the Play Prize, and died 
in the command of the above veffel on the i6th of Oftober 
following. 

LLOYD, David, (2d) — was, on the 30th of Oftober 
1694, appointed commander of the Experiment frigate* 
Others infift his fir ft commiffion, as captain of this veffel, 
does not bear date till the 15th of September in the fol-

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lowing year ; and we rather believe the former date to be t 
miAake. In 1697 he was appointed captain of the FaU 
mouth, and Tent to the Weft indies in the following year, 
under Mr. Benbow. Kidd, the pirate, became about 
this time very notorious, and a variety of finall 
vclTels were equipped to purfue him. One of thefr, a 
floop, captain Lloyd voluntarily offered his fervice to 
command, but foon afterwards fell a vi£lim to his gallant 
and entcrpiifing fpirit, being drowned on the 25lh of July 
1699 : the particulars of this misfortune are not known. 

mIDDLETON, Henry,— ferved as fccond lieutenatjt 
of the St. Andrew, a firft rate, of ninety -fix guns, in the 
year 1693. On the 13th of OAober 1604, he was pro. 
moled to the command of the Falcon. Few arc the par- 
ticulsrB we have been able to colled concerning this 
gentleman, and thofe too, we are forry to fay, are very 
uninterefting *. In 1697 he commanded the Rainbow, a 
finall frigaie^rincipally employed in convoying to and from 
Ireland the (mall coaflmg veflels. After the accefllon of 

Jueen Anne, he was promoted to the command of the 
.incoln, of fifty gups. This fhip foimdered at fea on the 
a9th of June 1703 : and the captain with the greater part 
of the crew were unhappily drowned. 

MIGHELLS, James, — was the defccndant of an anci. 
«nt and refpe£lab!c family long fettled at LoweflofFe, in the 
county of Suffolk +. it appears from a pedigree of the 
Mighel's family, publilhed by Gillingwater, inhis Hiftory 
of Loweftoffe, that this gentleman was, by marriage, 
Dearly related to ihofc great and well-known naval cha- 
racters, fir I'homas Allen, rear-admiral Uiber, fir John 
Afllby, and fir Andrew Leake. Having entered early in 
life into the Navy, under the patronage of his uncle, 
fir John Alhby, and paffed through the feveral neceffary 
fubordinate flations with much credit and reputation, he' 
was, in i^93> appointed firit lieutenant of the Vidlory, a 
firft rale. On the 24th of Auguft 1694, he was promoted 
to the command of the Owner's Love firelhip. In the 
month of Deceml)er he was ordered, together with th«

Norwich, 
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Norwich and Prince of Orange, to convoy the outward- 
bound Virginia fleet to a certain latitude. Before the fleet 
had well cleared the Channel, captain Mighells's ihip 
fprung a leak, which compelled him to put back into 
port, which he happily reached, though not without much 
difficulty. He continued to command the Owner's Love 
till towards the end of the year 1696, when he was 
appointed to command a (hip of the line, which 
was unfortunately employed on fo undiftinguiihed a fer- 
vice, that we have been totally unable to difcover even 
its name. This want of information is bv no means to 
be conftrued as difreputable to captain Niighelis, when 
we confider that the moit eminent of his cotemporariet 
were uniformly in the fame predicament. In the year 
1697 he accompanied captain, afterwards flr John Nor- 
ris to Newfoundland, wnere, to his credit be it fpoken^ 
he was one of thofe fpirited commanders who coincided 
in opinion with the commodore, that it would be more 
advifeable to put to fea and attack the enemy, than coolljr 
wait their afTault *• 

During the remainder of king William's reign, after 
the peace of Ryfwic, Mr. Mighells does not appear to 
have held any command; but, after the acceflion of queen 
Anne, was appointed to command the Monk, of fixty 
euns. He was employed during the abfence of the main 
fleet, under fir George Rooke, to cruife principally in the 
Channel, and continued in the fame line of fervice, after 
its return, till the month of July 1703, when he was fent, 
under rear-admiral Dilkes, to attack a French convov 
which was reported to be laying in Cancalle Bay. A 
particular account of this tranfaflion has already been 
given in the life of that admiral t. 

In 1704 he failed for the Mediterranean under fir G. 
Rooke, and very fingularly diflinguifhed himfelf at the 
battle off Malaga. The count De Tholoufe, who com- 
manded the French fleet, had ordered monfieur Champa 
melin in the Serieux, to board the Monk. This, 
the Frenchman attempted three different times, and was 
as often repulfed, by the gallant behaviour and fleady con-

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AA «f captain Migfadts .and his clew. The Seneuir wii 
ctobled to renew her attack in confequcace of the ailift-* 
anCe fiie received from the French gailies, which took off 
the wonnded men and fupplied their place with freih un<» 
fiuigoed aflkilants« The enemy beingat lei^h difpirited 
by thefe repeated difcomiitures were content to fheer off; 
and captain Mighells-had the fatisfaSion of preierving hi» 
Aipy though with the lofs of thirty.fix men killed; he 
iiimfclf^ together wirh his fecond Keutenant^ boatfwaio^ 
and iifty*two of his people being wounded^ many of them 
very desperately, i'he French, who are remarkaUy 
dercr at palHating their own difafters, giTe die fallowing 
acconnt of this tranfa<Ekion in their relation of the en'>> 
pgement. . ** As to the centre, there happened a thing 
whkh, perhaps, was never known in a fight where a 
whole line has been engaged, and where the enemy has 
the weather-gage, whreh is, diat a (hip in the van of out 
admiral's diviiion, commanded by monfieur De Chaoip*- 
melin, thrice boarded one of the enemy's (hips which lay 
jiext him, and left her the third time, firing her on fire m 
fiveraJplaeeiy but bf najon of the great jmoke could not tell what 
iecttme of her. He was afterwards fo difabled in the eri^ 
gaeement, that he was obliged to quit the line to refit.'' 

No notice whatever is taken of captain Mighells after 
this time till the year 1710, even by thofe who might be 
thought very likely to be acquainted even with the m^A 
trivial particulars of his life. In the lafl-mentioned 
year * he commanded the Centurion ; and being on a 
cruife in the Mediterranean, in company with captain 
£vans in the Defiance, they met two lirench ihips x>f 
war of equal force with themfelves, between Almeria and 
Malaga. An a£lion commenced at eight o'clock in the 
morning, and continued without intermiilion, mofl fpi- 
ritedly maintained on both fides, till twelve at noon ; by 
which time the Centurion had upwards of fixty of her 
i:rew killed and wounded ; her rigging, mafts, and yards 
were alfo fo much difabled as to incapacitate her from 
snaking fail. The French (hips at this time declined 
liny farther conteft ; and having fuflaincd, as is generally 
ibe cafe, lefs damage aloft, were enabled to make their 
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* Oo ibe 8tb of November*- 
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4cape i»\d (belter tteitiftlves te the port 6f Mala^, 
although the Engtiih purfued M^ith all the alacrity iathei^ 
power.

in the month of November, been detached, with ftjur 
dther (hips*, from the fleet, by that admiral, to the coaft 
of Catalonia, foon after he htmfelf had failed from Bar- 
celona for Vado with the king of Spain, who juft before 
had fucceeded to the dignity of emperor ; he was on hi^ 
return to Port Mahon, the appoint rendezvous, when 
he fell in with two French fliips of the line, theCountde 
Thouloufe and the Trident. Captaift Mighells, who was 
confiderably a-head of his companions, came up with the 
former foon after feven o'clock in the evening, and be^ti 
inftantly to engage. The Frenchman defended fainnelf 
with the greateft gallantry, and the conteft was maiAtained, 
with the higheft fpirit on both fides, for upwards of two 
hours ; when the Sterling Caftle drawing near, the Count 
de Thouloufe thought proper to furrender : the Trident 
efcaped, favoured by the darknefs of the night, tbe ad«> 
vantage of light breezes of wind, and the afliftance of 
her oars. The Hampton Court had received confider- 
able damage in the encounter; her mafts. in particular 
being much wounded, and the wind ffeihening foon after 
the a£Uon, they all came by the board on* the following 
day, fo that Ibe was obliged to be towed into port by the 
Sterling CaMc- 

The peace at Utrecht being concluded foon after this 
event, we find no mention made of captain Mighdh till 
the year 171 7- 18, when he was, on the i8th of Maich^ 
promoted, very defervedly, to be rear-admiral of the bluc4 
On the 28th of the fame month he was advanced to be 
rear^-admiral of the white, and appointed fecood in com- 
mand of the fquadron, fent foon afterwards to ttie Baltic 
under the command of fir John Norris t.

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On the i^ih of December 1718, almoft tmnmliately 
•n bis return froni the Baltic, war was formally de- 
clared againfl Spain ; and the greatelt apprehenfions being 
•Rtcrtained foen afterwmnls that the enemy were at that 
time meditating an invafion of England, with the Pre- 
tender at their nead, every poflible meafure was ukcn at 
home to countrra£l and defeat their defigns. Rear-ad- 
miral Mighells was, on the 5th of March, difpatched to 
Portfmouth that he might forward the equipment of fuch 
fliipi as were fining out at that port: two days afterwards 
lie was raifed to the rank of vice-adiniral of the blue, and 
iailed almod immediately to the wdtward fecond in com- 
mand of the fquadron feni out under the earl of Berkeley. 
He was difpatched toi the coail of Gallicia, by his lord- 
fliip, foon after they had cleared the Channel. His in- 
ftruSions on this occaflon being only to procure fome in- 
telligence of the enemy's motions, he had no greater force 
than the Windfor, Antelope, and Monmouth, Having 
learnt that the Spanifh fleet, crowded with foldiers, though 
miferably deficient in almofl every article of their ncccflary 
•ppointtnenls, had been difperfed by a violent florm which 
overtook them cm their paiTage from Cadiz to the Groyne, 
be returned into port with this information ; and the ter- 
rors which had been fuddenly excited, as fuddenly va- 
niftied. 

It was immediately refolved, on the part of England, 
to retaliate this intended infult; and at leafl repay, if not 
revenge it. A ftrong fquadron was accordingly equip- 

dand put under the comtrund of the vice-admiral, who 
witn him a fleet of tranfports, on board which 
were embarked fix thoufand troops, with a proper train 
of artillery, and every other necetfary, under the command 
of lord viicount Cobham. The dcflined objeft of their 
tnack was the important port of Vigo, on the coafl of 
Gallicia. This formidable armament put to fea, from 
St. Helen's, on the zifi of September, and, after a very 
profperous paffagc, arrived on the coafl of Spain, on 
which the fleet crLiifed for three days, in hopes of being 
joined by captain Johnfon, who had been difpatched a 
fcw days before, with two fourth-rates and a frigate, in 
Older to procure iutelUgcnce. Not meenng witii him* 
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M» ^ai expefted» atid the feafoti of the year being too far 
julvanccd to admit of trifling on an hoftile coaft, or delay- 
ing any longer offenfive operations, it was determined to 
.piuh on for Vigo> the harbour of which the fleet happily 
entered on the 29th of September, old (lile. The grena* 
diers of the army were inunediately landed at the diflanoc 
of three miles from the town, without any other oppofi* 
tion than an irregular draggling fire from a body 0! pea« 
fantSy who were alfo at too great a diftance to eSe&. any 
material execution. On the following day the neceilkry 
ftores and provifions were landed, and proper meafurea 
taken for the fpeedy commencement of oSenfive operas 
tions. 

On the I ft of October the army moved forward and 
encamped in a ftrong pofition near the place; this the 
enemy obferving, and being apprehenfive of an attack 
they telt themfelves unable to withftand with regard to 
the town itfelf, they immediately began to fpike up the 
cannon on the ramparts ; and having burnt the carnages^ 
left it and its inhabitants to the care of the magi* 
ftratts, and withdrew all their regular troops into the 
citadel. The general being foon apprized of this mover 
ment lent them a fummons to furrender, a rcqui« 
fition which was immediately complied with ; and brigadier 
Honey wood was accordingly ordered, with eight hundred 
'men, to take poft there, and in Foft St. Sebaftians, wiiich 
was alfo abandoned by the enemy. On the 3d of Odo* 
ber feriout operations commenced againft the citadel 
itielf, a ketch being fent in to bombaid it, though with 
little fuccefs^ on account of the great diftance. Tht 
mortars, cohorns, and battering train were, however, 
landed on the fame evening, ana the following day from 
the fleet ; the neceifary preparations were alfo made for pro* 
fecuting the intended fiege with the utmoft vigour. At 
this period the general, lord Cobham, in compliance with 
the cuftoms of war, fent a formal fummons to the gover* 
nor, with a notification, that if he perfifted in not fur« 
rendering, till batteries were eredled, he muft then ex* 
peQ no quarter. 

The governor himfelf had been wounded during tbe 
bombardment. The oflicer ou whom the command ha4 

devolved 
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devolved, after a little tiefitation, confimted to capitulate* 
The garrifon, amounting to near five hundred meiiy 
tnarched out on the loth ; and the place being taken poiw 
(effion of by the Englifli, there were found in it a con&- 
^rabte quantity of arnis and cannon, which, it was faid^ 
Vrcre landed from the very ihips that were, in the preceA* 
irig fpring, deftined to have covered the invaiion of 
Britain. As it was deemed impoflible to maintain H 
Tooting in an enemy's country, at fuch a diilance, with fo 
Imall ft land-force, it was judged expedient to embark, 
^without delay, all the artillery, (lores, and other property 
worth removal, and to deftroy the reft. Before, however, 
thefe meafures were carried into execution, major-general 
Wade was ordered, with a detachment of the army, and 
fome fhips of war, to fail up the harbour of Vigo and 
jpeduce Ponta Vedra, a town which lav at a fmall diftance 
ftom thetice. This fervice was eife<£ted without lofs, ot, 
indeed, oppofition ; and although four mortars and twelve 
pieces ot heavy brafs cannon, together with feventy 
iron guns, two thoufand ftand of arms, and a proportion 
Hate quantity of ammunition were found there, all thefe, 
except the twenty-four pounders, which were four in 
number, were embarked, and the detachment rejoined 
their companions, at Vigo, on the 23d. 

On the 27th, every thing that was valuable, or that 
could be in any degree ferviceable to the enemy, being 
embarked, the vice-admiral with the fleet failed for 
England, where he arrived, in fafety, on the nth of 
November, having fcarcely loft three hundred men during 
the whole expedition, by the joint ravages, and caufes cff 
diminution, the fword, difeafe,'ordefertion. This blow, 
which was extremely humiliating to Spain, appears to 
liave been the laft fervice in which this gentleman was 
engaged. Having, as it is elfewhere obferved, arrived, with 
the hrgheft defert, at an elevated rank in his profeflion ; 
and being probably worn out with fatigue in the fervice 
of his country, he exchanged the tumultuous fcenes of 
-war for the more calm and undifturbed enjoyments of 
private life. In 1722 he refigned his rank as vic^ 
admiral^ and was appointed comptroller of the navy, an 

office 
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office he held till the time of his death ^, which happened 
on the 23d of March 1733-4* 

MITCHEL, john,-«-we belicre to have been, in 
i^3t appointed firft lieutenant ^f the A'ffifiance, of forty^ 
two guns, a (hip at that time commafided by captain Phi- 
neas Boivles, and ordered for Newfoundland. But the 
firil inforlnatiofi we have relative to him that we dare avef 
to be authentic is^ that on the 14th of .February 1694, he 
was appointed captain of the St. Paul iirefhip. He con^ 
tinued to comifiand this vefTel dtiring the two following 
years, and during fuch a command little can be expeded 
worth relating^ except on the mod extraordinary and 
generally known occafions^ He never appears to have 
obtained any more confequential command during the 
reign of king William ; nor^ indeed, do we in that of the 
fucceedlng fovereign^ find ahy mention whatever made of

Hcwastriedbyacourt-martial, 
held in the Downs, on the 4Th of July in the following 
year, for a very hngular offence, not only againft the rules 
of the fervice, but all dccornm, as a genileman. On 
fome trivial and inHgnlftcant difputc with his firlt liente- 
nant, he was imprudent, and violent enough to ftrikc hiin 
publickly on the qtiarier-deck, and was accordingly, not 
undefrrvedly, fentenced to be fufpended from all command, 
and to pay a fine equal to three months pay. After hav- 
ing continued under rufpenGon^ upwards of two years, 
thofe who were eotmlled with the adminidraclon of 
naval affairs at that time, in fome degree relaxed from 
their feverity, and he was put on the fuperannuated lift- 
with a penfion of 123 I. 3s. gd. per ann. being a fum 
equivalent to the half-pay of the captain of a third rate^ 

MOSES, John, — in 1693, was appointed lieutenant of 
: the Guemfey, a frigate of twenty-eight guns, at that time 
employed on the Weft India (tation under fir F. Wheeler. 
Not Icmg after his rerum from thence, he was, on the 5lh 
of March 1694, promoted to the cominand of the Qiiecn- 
borough frigate. He did not for fome years obtain any 
confecjuential cominand, being principally captain offmall 
frigates or yachts, and employed in attending king WiU 
Ham to and from Holland. Towards the end of the war, 
however, he was advanced to the command of a Ihip of 
the line, which being put out of cummiffioa after the peace 
at Ryfwic, he did not appear again in the fervice till 
after the acceflion of queen Anne, when he was made 
commander of the Anglefea, of (orty gum, and fent to 
the Well Indies, where he died od the 23d of O£lober 
1703; 

OWEN, Edward, — at the latter end of the year 1692; 
was appdiiitcd firft lieutenant of the St. Alban's, of tiftjr 
gtins, a velTel at that time and during the following year 
employed as a cruifer utider the command of captain 
Gillam. On the 7th of Aug. 1694, he was appointed cap-

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tain of the Roebuck firefllip. He never obtaihed the com- 
mand of any (hip larger than a fixth rate, or was employed 
on any memorable fervice during the reign of king Wil- 
Kam i but immediately after the a'ccelfion of queen Anne 
was promoted to the Kochefter, a fourth rate, one of the 
fliips f^ationed as a cruifer in the Channel. While thus 
occupied he difplayed the greateft aftivity, which was ac- 
cordingly rewarded with the higheft fuccefs, he having 
captured a confiderable number of French trading 
velfels of inferior note, together with two or three of 
thofe numerous privateers which at that time infefted the 
coafl, and a fmall frigate, new from the (locks, which 
was afterwards called the Rochefters Prize. 

He continued to command the Rochefter, as well as to 
be'adlively employed in the fame line of fervice, till the 
year* 1706, when he was promoted to the Medway, a 
third rate. He was immediately afterwards fent to the 
Mediterranean, on which ftation he does not appear to 
have met with any thing worthy to be related. He re- 
turned to England at the latter end of the year 1707 ; and 
in the month of June following we finct him one of the 
captains under the orders of lord Durflcy, who was com- 
mander of the fquadron in foundings, ftationed there for 
the prote£lion of the different homeward-bound fleets. 
Wr find, as the only circumftance worth relating, that 
captain Owen was difpatchcd by his lordfhip, in the month 
of July, to convoy the homeward- bound Eaft India fleet 
into Plymouth. We rather apprehend he never went to

'* On the fird inftant her majefty^t ifaip the Rochefler,^ captain 
Owen commander, brought into Forbay a re-taken fliip, called the 
Richard and Sarah, of London, captain Wilkinfon commander, richly 
laden and homcward-bourvd from Jamaica. This (hip had been taken 
on the 25th pad in lat. 51, by a privateer of St. Maloe, of eighteen gtjna 
and one hundred and fixty men, after a very fharp difpurc, which 
JaHed eight hours, in whicn (he loft her main-mad. Captain Owen 
retook her on the 3oih pad, and gave chace alfo to the privateer, but 
cpuld not come up with her.

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.lea after this time, as he died on the 8th of OAober fol- 
lowinfi, his fliip being at that time in port under repair. 

PAUL, Richard, — fcrved as firft lieutenant of the 
Centurion in the year 16931 he was promoted to (lie 
command of thejerfey on the ijd of January 1694. We 
haye no farther information concerning him, except that 
he died commander of a fhip of war, in the Well Indies, 
on the i7)h of March 1701 ; but neither the fliips, nor the 
particular fervices on which he was in the intermediate 
lime employed are known. 

PAXTON, Wentworth, — is fuppofed to have been a 
native of New England ; and entering into the royal navy^ 
was, on the 22d of January 1694, appointed commandar 
,of the Newport. He never obtained the command of any 
fliip larger than a lixth rate ; and retiring altogi^ther from 
the fervice returned to New England, where hediedfome^ 
time in the year 1736, or, as others fay> not till three 
Jears after that time. 

REDMAN, John, — was appointed ailing comitiandef 
of the Kitchen bomb-ketch either in the lader end of the 
year 1692) or early in the fallowing Ipring. On the 3d 
of O^obcr 1694, he was promoteil to be captain of the 
Loyalty. No other mention is ever made of this gentle- 
man, but that he was put on the fuperannuated lilt, with 
the half-pay of captain of a third latc, in the year 1707, . 
and died on the 29th of February 1737. 

REEVES, William, — is reported to have been the fon 
of fir William Reeves*, a commander of the greatest 
eminence during the firft and fecOnd Dutch war. The 
firft information we have of this gentleman is, that he vrai 
Appointed firft lieutenant of the New Africa in 1693 1 on 
the 1 7th of Auguft in the following year, hiving been fcnt 
to the Weft Indies, he was there promoted to the com- 
■ Riand of the Expertmcnt, a frigate of thirty-two guns ; in 
which (hip he died on the 29th of OiSober following. 

RICHARDS, Charles,— was towards the latter end of 
the year 1692, appointed firft lieutenant of the Tyger, of 
forty-two gunsi one of the Weft India fquadron lent out 
tinder the command of fir Francis Wheeler. On the 4th 
of December 1694, he was promoted 10 be captain of the

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fircdrake bomb-ketch,; and before the conclufiop of the 
war obtained the command of a[ (hip of the line. This i$ 
$l\1 the information yvc have been ab!e to procure relative 
to this gentleman, except that, in the year 170^, he wai 
fcnt to the Eaft Indies commander of the Severn ; in whi^h 
ihip he died there on the 23d of March 1703-4. 

ROFFEY, Kerrit, or Kerril,— ferved as firft lieute, 
liant of the Vanguard, a fecond rate,4h the years 1692 and! 
169J. On the 23d of January 1694, he was promote(i( 
to the command of the Griffin firefhip. He does not 
-appear to hav^ met with any opportunity of diftingy ifhing 
himfelf during the reignof king wiHiam, ah hough he cer- 
tainly was always confidered as that very deferving charac* 
ter his conduct and gallantry in the following reign proved 
him to be, for he obtained the command of a fliip of tne line 
long befo^re the ponclufion of the war, and was continued 
in conftant commHIion during the peace which fucceeded 
it. After the accefiion of queen Ann^ he was appointed 
captain of the Burford, of feventy guns^ as fucceffor tq 
fir Hovenden Walker. Accompanying fir Geo. Rookc 
to the Mediterranean in the year 1704, he wa$ prefent and 
engaged both in the afTauIt of Gibraltar and the adion 0^ 
Malaga. In the latter ^encounter he led fir Thomas 
Dilkes's divifion ; and although he was very warmly 
engaged during the whole time, his expenditure of (hot at 
Gibraltar not having been great enough to compel him to 
Guit the line, as the want of this neceflary aniioyange did 
many others, his brave potemporaries, he appears tq 
have had the good fortune of fuftaining )cfs injury thau 
any (hip of his divifion^ the SwalloW excepted/having had 
only eleven men killed and nineteen wounded* In ^705 
captain RoiFey w^ appointed to the Northumberland an^ 
fent to the Weft Indies; from whence he returned, with- 
out havine met with any remarkable occurrence, in thQ - 
month of March 1796. In 1707 we find no othc^: men- 
tion made of him but that he comtnanded the Northum- 
^rland, one of fir Thomas Hardy's fquadron', who was' 
fent out to convoy the fleet bound to Lifbon*. Captain 
^oflFey was one of the witn^ifes ^xaminedj at the court- 
inartial held in confequence of a moft violent and totally-i

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unfounded charge raifed agxinft the condud of firThonftf 
on ihM occafion, and by his fair and candid reftimonjr 
very honeftly coniribuied to the honourable acquittal of his 
rauch-injured admiral. 

Whether this honeft manly behaviour drew on him the 
refeiitment of men in power, and of thofe who were the- 
enemy's of (ir Thomas, we know not, but as we find no 
mention made of him after this time in any Command, we 
confetjuenily believe him lo have retired from the fervice, 
to which he does not appear to have again returned. He 
is faid by many, but very erroneouily, to have been ap- 
pointed lieutenant-governor of Greenwich-hofpital forae 
confiderable time before his deceafe, which happemd on 
the nth of Septembcf 1716. 

SMITH, John, — ferved as fecond lieutenant of th« 
Bredah, rear-admira! Hopfon's flag-ihip, in 1693, at the 
time he accompanied fir George Rooke, who went out to 
convoy the unfortunate Smyrna fleet. His diligent and 
proper behaviour in that flation procured his promotioHj 
on the 23d of January 1694, to be commander of the 
Mortar bomb-ketch. He was not long afterwards re- 
moved into the Hind ; atid during the time he held the 
command of that velTEi, a very fingular and unfortunate 
accident befel him : he was unhappily afflicted with an 
intermitting delirium, occafioned by a calenture, from the 
efiefts of which he had not perfeflly recovered. During 
one 6f thefc paroxyfms, if the term be allowed, he wan- 
dered fjr from his fhip, which was then laying in the 
Downs, and behaved in other rcfpefts in fo extraordinary 
a manner, that he was taken into cullody by the peace- 
ofGcers, and committed, by a neighbouring magillraie, to 
Canterbury bridewell- oir Cloudefley Shovel, under 
whofc command he had been, foon as he was informed of 
^is extraordinary circumflancc, applied for, and obtained 
hil releafe ; and having afterwards made a proper enquiry 
into the caufe as well as nature of hrs late diOempered 
conduct intcrefled himfelf much with' the lords of the 
admiralty, that captain Smith might be continued in the 
fervice. In this truly meritorious, and benevolent appli- 
cation, the admiral was happily fuccefsftil j but the obje£l 
of hil patronage did not obtain any higher command, dur- 
ing king William's reign, than 2 lixth rate. 

From 
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From the number of naval commanders of the fame 
name, we have not been able to difcriminate fo correftly 
one from the other, as to warrant us in reporting even the 
little information we have collefted relative to them : it is, 
indeed, of a nature not very interelting, confiftmg merely 
of dates when thofe gentlemen commanded diflFerent (hips. 
The mott material circumftance we find is, that the York, 
a fourth rate, loft at Harwich, in the Great Storm which 
happened in the month of November 1703, was com-, 
manded by a captain Smith ; but we are by no means 
authoriftd to ailcrt, it was this very gentleman of whom 
we are now fpeaking. Thus far, however, we are war- 
ranted in faying, that in the year 1718 he was appointed 
a captain in Greenwich-hofpital ; in 'which honourable 
retirement he died, on 15th of June 1722. 

SMITH, William, — was, in 1692, appointed firft 
lieutenant ,of the Sovereign, a firft rate, rear-admiral 
Aylmer's flag-ihip during the enfuing fummer, and under 
whom Mr. Smith continued to ferve in the fame ftation. 
On the 25th of June 1694, he was promoted to the com- 
mand of the Portland: this (hip was one of the cniifers 
Rationed in the Channel, and off the coaft of Ireland, for 
the prote£tton of trade. Captain Smith being very a£tive, 
was alfo remarkably fuccefsful, having particularly, to- 
wards the end of the enfuing year, captured feveral very 
valuable prizes. A fatal accident * put a period to his 
life and ffervices. On the 31ft of December 1695, as he 
was pairing from Plymouth-dock to the town, in the 
Weymouth's pinnace, accompanied by captain Jumper, 
who commanaed the laft-mentioned (hip, and his lady, the 
boat overfet, and captain Smith, as well as Mrs. Jumper, 
were unfortunately drowned. 

STAPLETON, John, — was originally commander of 
z nfterchant-lhip in the Streight's trade, and diftinguiihed 
himfelf fo remarkably in an adlion with a French frigate, 
that, as a reward for his gallantry, he was immediately 
received into the king's fenice* The (hip he comms^nded 
was called the Conqueft, mounting only eight guns, and 
manned with a crew of twenty men. He was bound 
home to England, from Seville in Spain, when he fell in,

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off the rock of I^ifbon, with a French frigate» czrtjing 
twenty-fi}^ guns and one hundred and eighty men. 
Captain Stapleton prepared to make the bed defence he 
could againil fa unequal a force» being refolved not to 
fubmit tamely to the enemy. Having fome fpare ports 
he was enabled to bring over feven of his guns to the fide 
he prefei^ted to his antagonift, whom he began to engage 
gbout one o'clock in the afternoon t He maintained the 
$i£lion with the greateft fpirit till feveq at night, by which 
time he had only four fpare cartridges left, his boatfwainj, 
his carpenter, and fix more of his people were killed ; no« 
thing now remained but to furrender ; his guns, however, 
being all loaded^ he refolved, as a lad efFort, to difcharge 
them at his enemies rather than yield, while he had fucli 
ready means of annoying them. His fhip took fire from 
the explofioa of her own guns; and falling immediately 
on board the frigate, had nearly fet her on iire alfo. 
Captain Stapleton taking advantage of th^s general con-> 
iiifioui efcaped with his people in the boat, and happily 
reached Liiboa in fafety, Xhc French afterwardt 
owned to having had twelve men killed and fixteen 
woundedj in this encounter which took place on the 14th 
of January 1694, 

Captain iiitapleton was, on the 26th of September 
2694, made pomma^der of the Drake, ^ fixth r4tey and 
fent to cruife off the coaft of Ireland, where he was un» 
happily ioft on the 2oth of December following, his fhip 
being caft away, he himfelf and all his cr^w periihii^. 

STEVENS, Robert. — ^I'he firft information we have 
relative to this gentleman is, that h^ was appointed cap- 
tain of the Solebay on the 17th of Auguft 1694. In this 
vefTel, which w^s one of the Channel cruifcrs, and in 
•which he continued during nearly the whole war, he much 
didinguiihed himfelf by his activity and diligence ; but in 
the month of March 1695, was weak and ralh enough to 
prefer a charge^i fo totally unfounded again d captain 
|Cerr, who was commodore of a fmall fquadron, towbidi 
the Solebay belonged, that the reputation^ which he iiad 
before defervedly acquired in the line of his profcflioa, l^ad 
fcarcely fuflSced to preferve him from that fpecies of 

fiublic ncglefi which rarely fails to overturn a mau'i 
iiture fam^ and foi^t^ne. He continued aSivcly em-» 

ploye4 
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pbyed m th^ fam^ veilfel till the year * 2697, ^hen he was 
promoted to a ihip of the linei 'whdie name does not a{H 
pear» though captain Stephens continued to command it 
during the remainder of king William's reign. 

After the ^cceflioo of queen Anne ht waa appointed t» 
one of the ihips of the line fent^ in the ye^r ^2^» ^^ ^^ 
Weft Ii)dieS| where 1^ died on the Z4ih of Fehnuuy 
following. 

30UL£» John, — ^wasy %t the latter end of the year 
1692, appointed lieutenant of the Maiy gaUey> a frigat«» 
of thiitv.four guns, which, in the eniuing fpring» waa 
fent to Portugal to convoy thither the outward-bound fleet. 
On his return from this fervice he waa appointed firft 
lieutenant of the Britannia ; and from that ftation pro« 
tnoted, on the 19th of Odober 1694, to he commander 
of the Firebrand fire/hip. Early in the following ]fear he 
was fent to the Weft Indies under the command of com* 
0iodore Wilmot, who advanced himi foon after his arrival 
tbexe^ to the cocnrq^nd of the Winchcfter, a fourth rate, 
of flxty guns. The feveral eventa which took plac^ 
during this very unfortunate expedition, have been already 
recapitulated in the life of the commodore t* The fqua^ 
dron was on its return to England, after its failure, in % 
V^retched ftate of equipment^ which was render^ mors 
diftreffing and ferious by a dreadful redu&ioa in tho 
(:rews of the dii&rept (hips, occafioped hy'a difeaCb inci-* 
dental to that climate, which at that time raged vnth 8^ 
violence little leia than a plague. 

In this wretched and diftreifed Aate they were over** 
taken by a ftorm not many days after they had quitted 
Jamaica. The Winche(|er was loft off Cape Florida; 
and captain S6ule, in ccinfequen(;e of the bodily fttigue 
and mental vexation he had undergone, died in a {ew£iya 
afterwards, on the ift of Q«^oher 1695. Cqloiiel LiW 
llngfton has been pleafed to be exceedingly fiircaftic in hi# 
^count of the lo(s of this ihip, and darkly to infmuate^

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^ wx not entirely owing either to accident or the intem- 
perance of the weather,: but it is extremely illibcnl to 
Itggnivate misfortune by attributing to it a wrong caufe; 
and the grofs abfurdtty of the imputation is a niflictent 
refutation of the calumny. 

THOMPSON, Robert,— w« appointed, in 169a, firft 
lieutenant of the Dunkiric, one of the fhips fent out to 
the Weft Indies foon afterwards, under fir F. Wheeler. 
On the 9th of November 1694, he was promoted to the 
command of the Africa, hired Ihip of war. No other 
mention is made of him, but that he commanded a (hip 
of the line during the peace. We believe this vcfTcI to 
bave been the Stafford, dne of the Streight's fquadfon 
under commodore Munden, in the year 1699. In the 
year 1703 he retired from the fervice, being put on th« 
ftjperannuated lift with an annual penfion of 91 1. This 
he appears to have enjoyed till the time of his death, 
which did not happen till the 30th of January 1728-9. 

. TRENCHARD, George, — was the defendant of 1 
«ry ancient and refpeflable family fettled in the county 
<if Dorfet. The firft information we have relative to 
him, as a navai officer, is, that on the 14th of February 
1694., he was appointed commander of the Saudadoes : he 
was promoted not long afterwards to the Roebuck, one 
of the Ihips under the command of fir Cloudeftey Shovel 
in the Channel. In this command he died, on the 21ft 
«f April [696. 

. TUCKEY, John, — was appointed fecond lieutenant 
of the Steriing Callle early in the year 1 693 : he was from 
thence promoted, on the ift of January 1694, to be cap- 
tain of the Maidrtone. He died, a« we believe, in the 
command of this fiiip on the 24th of Septeniber 1696. 

WATKINS, Robert. — The only circumftancc we 
know in any degree relative to this gentleman is, that he 
was appointed commander of the Catharine ftorefliip on 
the ijtn of February 1694*. 

* We mull cKcpt that, In 1698, be wai appoinied joini-com- 
■idioDer with caprain Delivil, to treii wiih rhe Sillciinei for the 
tedemption of fuch EngllQi capii*ci u weie in iheir poOeflion.

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WAVELL, David, — ^w^rf, on the 15* of February 
1694, made captain of the Speedwell, a fixth rate. .He 
never appears to have had any opportunity of diitinguiih* 
ing hioiielf, and not to have obtained any inore conse- 
quential command than a fmall frigate, till after the ac* 
ceflion of queen Anne, when he was made commander of 
Colcheder. This veflel unhappily foundered at fea oa 
the 1 6th of January 1703-4. The captain himfelf and 
the principal part of the prew pefifhed. ^ 

wILKINS, Michael,^-was, in the year 1693, ap« 
pointed commander, with the rank of lieutenant, of a 
fmall (loop mounting two guns only, called the German 
Spy. Although little fervice could be expected from fo 
inlignificant a veflel, Mr. Wilkins foon rendered himfelf 
very confpicuous in the line of his profefEon, by captur- 
ing two or three privateers of much larger force than 
himfelf, and by taking fome valuable merchant-lhips of 
confiderable burthen. This diligence and fpirit was re<* 
warded, on the 23d of February 1694, by his promotion 
to be captain of the Experiment ; iu which (hip he died 
on the 1 6th of Augu(l following. 

WOODEN, John, — was, on the firft of February 
1694, appointed Captain of the Blaze fire(hip. No other 
mention is made of him during the reign.of kin£ William ; 
but foon after the accellion of queen Anne he was «>- 

Jointed to the Deptford, in which (hip be died^ at ^t* 
AgOf on the 2d ot May 1704.

ADAMSON, Charles, — ^was, in 1693, appointed fe- 
cond lieutenant of the Royal Oak, of fixty-four guns; on 
board which (hip fir George Rooke immediately after- 
wards hoifted his flag as commander-in-chief of the convoy 
fent out with the Smyrna fleet. On the 2d of September 
1695, he was promoted to the command of the Suffolk 
Hag-boat ; according to other lifts of naval eflicers^ he was

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dniy ftppointedl aAing captain of this veflel, and was not 
^vanced to the permanent rank of a commander till the 
43d of January 1697, when he was made captain of the 
CJfcfcent firelhip. No other mention is made erf him, 
ffld we know him never to have obtained any more con«

^ king William. On the acccflion of queen Anne he 
trts appointed captain of the Swallow of fifty gtms. He 
did not, however, long retain the command of this veflel,

BOWLES, Valentine, — fcrved as fecond lieutenant of 
the Neptune in the year 1693 ^ ^^^ ^^ know nothing 
more of him till we nnd him, on the 3d of April 1695, 
appointed commander of the Machine lireOiip. He was, 
not long afterwards^ promoted to the Prince George, an 
hired rrigate of war; and ffom thence was, almoft 
immediately removed into the Sheernefs. He was dift 
miflTed both from the command of this (hip and the fervice 

S' the fentence of a court-martial^ held on the 27th of 
fteber 1698.

guns, at that time commanded by captain Thomas War^ 
ren. On the 2d of JUne 1695. he was promoted to tht 
command of the Swan, a fmall frigate, then under the 
orders of commodore Wilmot in the Wefl Indies; 
by which commander he was afterwards removed into the 
Terrible, a firefhip. No other mention is made of himi 
either as to his command (which does not appear to haVe 
been confequential) or the (tation on which he ferved, tilt 
after the acceflion of queen Anne; and we even then con* 
tinue for a confiderabie time before we find hiiti employed 
in any fpecies of fervice worth remembering. He wa% 
indeed, towards the latter end of the year 1702*^ appointed 
commander of the Loo, and ferlt to Lifbon with an otitwanL* 
bound convoy, under capt. Cleveland in the Montague* 

Returning from thence with fuch (hips as were ready 
to fail in the month of February 1703, the whole fleet was 
difperfed in a violent gale of wind, which happily^ 
however, was productive of no other ill confequenCe* 
Towards the end of the year 1705, he was promoted to 
the command of the Kingfton, and not long afterwards 
fent to the Weil Indies, where, in confequence of his 
Notorious mifbehaviour in the attack of the Spaniik 
galleons, a particular account of which has been^lreadjr 
given in the life of fir Charles Wager t. He was^ by ther 
ientence of a court-martial, difmilTed the fervice* Afte^ 
this time nothing relative to him has come to our knofv^ 
kdge{.

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GOTTEN, Richard, {7A)^wns appointed fifft lieofe- 
nant of the Kent, of fcvcnty gwns, in the year 1693 ; on 
the 14th of January 1695, he was promoted 10 the com- 
mand of the Virgin Prize. No other notice is taken of 
this gentleman, but that he died in the Weft Indies com- 
mander of the Referve, a fourth rale, on the 31ft of 
Oflober i]of. 

CULLIFORD, Richard The firft commiffion we 

have been able to difcover as-bornc by this sentlcman , was 
that appoiniing him captain of the Maidltone frigate, 
dated June the 9th 1695. He never obtained any more 
confequential command', or had any opportunity of dif- 
tingiiilhing himfelf ii!l after the accelTion of queen Anne, 
On the commencement of the war with France, in 1702, 
he was appointed to command the Haftings, a fifth rate, 
of thirty-four guns, and principally employed during that, 
and part of the following year, in convoying the coafting 
trade from port to port. In 1704 we find him to have 
been promoted to the Leopard, of fifty guns, and fent to 
the Mediterranean under the command of (ir G. Rooke. 
He was not, however; perfonally concerned in either of 
the two great events which rendered that expedition me-' 
morabie, not having becii ordered to afllft in the alTaiilt of 
Gibraltar, and being detached for Tcrceras, under the 
Dutch admiral Vanderdnflen.a fewdays before the engage- 
ment off Malaga took place. So little confequential was 
the fervicc in which he was employed after this time, that 
we do not find any mention made of him till the year 
1711, at which time he commanded the Hmnber, of 
eighty guns, one of the fqiiadron Cent on the expedition 
againlt Quebec, under iir Hovenden Walker. This (hip 
being too large for the navigation of the river St. Law- 
rence, was fent home by the admiral, and captain Cutli-

ford does not appear to have held any commiflion after 
the peace at Utrecht. It is moft probable he retired 
altogether froni the fervice after this time, either on half 
pay or a penfion : no notice, however, is taken of fuch x 
circumflance. He died on the 7th of May 1738. 

CUTTER, Vincent, — ^was appointed fecond lieute* 
nant of the Royal Catherine in the year 1693 : on the 
15th of April 1695, he was promoted to the command of 
the Archangel hired (hip of war, one of the veflfels under 
the command of lord Berkeley and fir Cloudefley Shovel, 
employed, as well before, as after that time, in the attack 
of the fmaller French ports. He was foon afterwards 

Eromoted to the command of a (hip of the line, which 
eing put out of commiflion when the peace at Ryfwic 
was concluded, he does not appear to have had any re- 
appointment, or, at leaft, no mention is made of one, till 
fome time after the commencement of the enfuing 
reien. 

We believe him to have been principally, if not entirely 
employed on the Mediterranean ftaiion, where, in the 
year 1706, we find him commanding the Newcaftle, of 
fifty guns : but the only mention we find made of him, 
out of the ordinary routine of fervice, is, that he was fent, 
in the month of September, to Oneglia, with a large fup- 
p^y of powder for the ufe of the duke of Savoy's .army ; 
and in the month of November following was ordered to 
Genoa, to calrry from thence Mr. Methuen and fuite, who 
was juft before re-appointed envoy extraordinary from the 
^ucen of Great Britain to the court of Portugal. He 
was, not long after this time, removed into the Elfcx, in 
the command of which (hip he died, on the loth of April 
1710. 

DAY, Thomas, — was, at the latter end of the year 
1^92, appointed firft lieutenant of the Dfagon, of forty 
guns, one of the fquadron fent, early in the following year, 
to the Weft Indies, under the command of fir Francis 
Wheeler. On the 5th of Auguft 1695, he wasprombted 
to be captain of the Saudadoes. No ofher mention, or 
notice of him whatever, is taken during the reign.of king 
.WiUiaiui but in the year 1702 we find him appoiatod 
captain of the Blackwall, a fmaU frigate; and in the 
fallowing Ipriog feat, under vice-admiral Graydon, to the 

Weft 
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Weft tndies, where be was promoted, immediately on hl8 
arrival, to the Boyne, of eight)' guns, as fuccxflbr to cap> 
tain Cranbv, who died in the month of December pre- 
ceding. Captain Day himfelf did not long furvive this 
advancement, dying in his new ccHnroand on the xd of 
Auguft 1703. 

DELAVAL, GeorgC) — is faid, by fome, though very 
erroneouny, to have been the brother of fir Ralph Dela- 
Val, knight, of whom we have already given an account*; 
*rhis gentleman was tht defcendnnt of a different branch 
of the fjme floutiihing and ancient family ) and having 
entered early in life into the navy, after rapidly pafliog 
with much credit through the feveral fubordinate Itations, 
was, on the 28th of Oflober 1655, appointed captain of 
the Oxford, a fourth ratei mounting fifty-four guns. No 
other mention is made of him during the reign of king 
William, a circumilance by no means extraordinary, when 
we confider how few opportunities of diftinguiOiing them- 
felvcs thofe officers meet with, who have the command of 
Ihips employed afi cruifers at the concluHon of a war. In 
this line the Oxford appears tp have been conftanily em- 
ployed. After the ratiHcaiion of the peace at Ryfwicf in 
1698, he was appointed to a frigate, and fent to the Me- 
diterranean, under the command of vice-admiral Aylmerd 
He appears to hdve been conllantly employed <^\ng 
the two following yean which he cpntinued.dn that Na- 
tion, in the very important office of cofnmiflioner, or 
envoy to the feveral piratical ftates of Barbary and the 
emperor of Morocco. In the courfc xif thefe delicate 
negociations he appears to have difplayed great adroitnefs 
and ability, having not only arranged and fettled a treaty 
for the redemption of all the captives belonging to tM 
Engl ifh government, that were then throughout the 
whole Turkilh territory in Africa^ but alfo taken 
the proper mcafures that it Ihould be afterwards faithfully 
carried into executioni 

Returning to England in the month of May 1700, be 
was immediately promoted to the command of th» 
Tilbury, of fifty guns, and fent back to Barbary with ft 
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large merchant-fhip, chartered for that purpofe, under his 
convoy, to receive the feveral unhappy prifoners whofe 
liberty he had been the fortunate means of procuring. He 
returned fafe with his charge to the Downs, where he 
arrived on the 28th day of February 1701-2. He conti- 
nued to command the fame Ihip till the year 1705, but 
without having any opportunity of diitinguifliing himfelf 
worth recounting, till 1704, in \vhich year he accompa* 
nied fir G. Rooke on his well-known expedition to the 
Mediterranean. Having held no part in the affault of 
Gibraltar, he made ample amends for hi? want of employ- 
ment on that occafion, by the remarkable manner in 
which he fignalifed himfelf at the battle off Malaga which 
immediately fucceeded it. The Tilbury, which, as we 
have already obferved, was only a fifty gun (hip, was but 
Jittle calculated to fuft^in the (hock of fo heavy an a£lion; 
neverthelefs, it is mentioned as one of thofe belonging to 
fir C. Shovel's fquadron which fufFered moft in that en- 
gagement. Captain Delaval does not, however, appear 
to have reaped any advantage from his exertions on this 
occafion, except the honour, for he was not promoted to 
any more confequential command till a confiderable time 
afterwards. He continued to be wholly employed on the 
Mediterranean ftation, where there was very little, or, 
indeed, no opportunity of adding to his former laurels. 

In the year 1706 we find him difpatched, by the earl of 
Peterborough and (ir John Leake, to bring home the im- 
portant news, that the fiege of Barcelona was raifed; and, 
as an additional compliment to him, his brother, Robert 
Delaval, was appointed to command the Falcon, the fri-« 
gate on board which he himfelf was ordered to proceed, 
as a pafTenger, to England. On his return to the Medi- 
terranean he was again fent ambaflador to the emperor jof 
Morocco; but' the fervices on which he was employed 
after this time were of a nature fo very uninterefling, 
that we find no mention whatever made of him till 
the 28th of March 17 18, when he was promoted to be 
rear-admiral of the white. In this Ration he accompanied 
fif George Byng, afterwards lord Torrington, to the 
Mediterranean, having hoifted his flag on board the Dor-* 
let(hire, a third rate. He bore a very di(lingui(hed part 
in the celebrated afiioaoiFSyiacufe, having fingly exigaged

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and captured one af the enemy's capital (hips, ihe SanAa 
Ifabetla. On the loth of March 1718-19, be was ad- 
vanced to be rear-adii^iral of the r^d, and after his return to 
England tve do not find him to have again gone to I'ca. 
On the l6th of February 1722, he was, very defcrvcdly,- 
promoted to be vice-admiral nf the white, an advancement 
he did not long enjoy; being unhappily killed on the 22d 
of June 1723, by a fall frnin his horie, while riding out 
for amufctnent as well as exercife, near his native place, 
Ncwcadle-upon-Tyne, in the county of NOTthumber- 
land. 

DOYLEY, Edmund, — appears, from the mformalion 
of fomc, to have been the fon, but according to the infcrip- 
liononhisgtave-ftune, ihegrand-fon of (ir W, D'Oyly, of 
Shoitilham, in the county of Norfolk, baronet. His fa- 
mily was of great antiquity, and is faid, by Camden, t» 
have been a younger branch of a moft ancient and honour- 
able rtock, bearing the fame name and long fettled in the 
county of Oxford. This divifion is faid to have taken 
place about the lime of Henry the Third, when John, fon 
of Roger D'Oyly, married Rofe, daughter and one of the 
coheirs uf fir William Danllone, of SiatFordOiire, knight, 
the defcendant of this gentleman having, in the reign of 
qUeen Elizabeth, married Anne, daughter of Edmund 
White, of Shottilham, in the cminty nf Norfolk, cfq. 
He became poilefled of that eftate in confeqitence of the 
death of Edmund White, his bruthcr-inrlaw, without 
ilfue. 

Captain Edmund D'Oyley having entered into the navjr 
at a very early period of life, was, according to fome ac- 
counts, on the 15th of January 1695, appointed com- 
m^lidcr of the Play Prize, a frigate of thirty guns ; but, 
frtai other information, which we believe to be the luoft 
authentic, this commillion does not bear 4ate till the 6th 
of February, He foon after, obtained the command of a 
ftiip of the line, but was unfortunately employed in fome 
fcrtices and ilations fo little confequential, that no men- 
tion whatever is made of him after the peace at Ryfwic. 
His fllip being put out of commillion, be was appointed 
page of honour to prince George of Denmark, On the 
profpe.Sl of a fecond rupture with Prance, he was fent t» 
the Weli Indies, commander, as webdtcvc, of the CoU 
. . . t cheAer. 
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clicfter. He there contrafled a diforder which proved 
fatal to him almoft immediately after his arrival in Eng- 
land, whither he vias obliged to return on account of his 
ill ftate of health *. 

DRAPER, John,— rwas, towards the end of the year 
1692, appointed firft lieutenant of the Mordaunt, one 
of the (hips then on the Weft India ftation. In the 
month of Auguft 1693, he was removed into fome other 
Ihip, which was among ihofe that returned to Europe 
about that time under fir Francis Wheeler. On the i8th 
of June 1695, he was promoted to the command of the 
Haftings, a new frigate of thirty-four gtms, and was, im-. 
mediately afterwards, fcnt to the Weft Indies; from 
■whence he returned with a convoy of twelve merchant- 
Aiips. He arrived in Ireland on the 31ft of December 
1695, after having encountered a dreadful ftorm on his^ 
paHage^ which completely difperfed the vefTels under his; 
protedlion. After this time he continued to be employed 
in the command of the iHme veflTel as a cruifer off the coaft 
of Ireland and at the entrance of the Englifh Channel. 
This ihip was at laft unhappily loft, off Waterfoid, on the 
loth of December 1697 ; the captain, as well as all the 
crew perifhing. 

DARLEY, Edward. — The firft account we have of 
this gentleman is, that he was appointed commander of 
the Charles firefhip on the 25th of April 1695. No* 
other mention is ever made of him after this time,^ 
except that he was, on the profpeft of a war with'

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France, in rjoi , appoinied to command one of the (hIpS 
fent out, under vice-ad iniraLBenbow, to the Weft Indies, 
where he died, on the 30th of July iyc2. 

EDWARDS, John, — was appointed firfl lieutenant of 
tfie Depiford, of fifty giins, in the month of November 
1693. He continued to ferve in the fame ftation during 
the following year; and after ha^'ing ai2ed in the fame 
capacity on board divers other fliips, was, on the 24th of 
April 1695, appointed to command the Flame firelhip. 
He continued to hold the fame ftation during the enfuing 
fummer, and mod probably till the concliifion of the war, 
as we do not find any mention made of him, in any other 
line of fervice. He continued for many years totally un- 
noticed, for we have not been able to procure any infor- 
mation concerning him till the year 1706, at which time 
be cnmmandLd th« NaOau- He had the misfortune to 
nm this (liip a-ground, which being imputed to his neg- 
lect, he was ordered to be tried by a court-martial, which 
was alTembled at Spithead on the 24th of December 
1706, and fentcnced to pay a fine of 123 1. 3 s. 9 d. being 
equivalent to a year's pay, at 6s. gd. per diem. He 
was, however, not difcontinued from his command, as 
we find him fent out to Jatnaica, in 1708, commanding 
officer of a fmall fquadron, confifting only of the Mon- 
mouth, a third rate, the Jerfey, a fourth, and the Roebuck, 
a fifth. Thefe fhips were ordered to join rear-admiral 
Wager, then comn»ander-in-chief on that ftation, who 
was, on his part, indruftcd to fend home fuch veffels as 
were not in a proper condition for fervice, under the 
command of captain Edwards, who was to remove into 
the Expedition, which had been Mr. Wager's own fliip. 
We do not find any notice taken of him after his return, 
nor, indeed, any other mention made of him, except that, 
he died, not having attained the rank of admiral, on the 
I2th of February 1726, 

ELKINS, orEKINS, Thomas.— The firft informa- 
tion wc have of this gentleman is, that he was appointed 
commander of the Ruby Prize on the 15th of April 1695. 
The different fervices and commands in which he was 
. from tinie to time employed, being very uninterefting, we 
do not find any other mention made of him till the year 
J704, at which time ha commanded the Woolwich, of 

fifty. 
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fifty four guns. He was difmifled from this {hip by the 
fcntence of a court-martial, held on the nth of April in 
the above year, a charge being exhibited againft him of 
having taken a quantity of gold du(l out of a Dutch 
Guineaman, which he accidentally met with at fea. 
Whether it was fuppofed the charge was not fufficiently 
proved, or that there were fome particular favourable cir- 
cuinftances in his cafe, which appeared toleflen his delin- 
quency, we know not, but he was, after fome time, re- 
ceived again into the fervice, and appointed captain of the 
Aldborough. His fubfequent condiift, however, in fome 
meafure proved, by inference, hi« former fentence not %0 
" have been toofevere, for falling again into fome improper 
conduft, which is not fpecially and particularly dated, he 
was, a fecond time, and finally, difmiffed the fervice, by 
the fentence of a court-martial, held on the 26th of June 
1712. The time of his death is unknown, 

ELLIOT, Stephen. — We have a very remarkable and 
honourable account of this gentleman's firft entrance into 
the navy, as well as the caufe of it. He was, originally, 
mafter of a fmall trading floop belonging to the illand of 
Jamaica, and being taken by a French frigate in the month 
of June 1694, was carried into Petit Guavas, in the ifland 
of Hifpaniola. He there learnt that the French were 
projefting an attack on Jamaica, and moft patriotically 
and (piritedly refolved to make his efcape, and give the 
neceitary intimation of the enemy's intention to-fir Wil- 
liam Beefton, the governor. He accordingly communis 
cated his defign to two of his fellow- prifoners, on whofe 
courage and fidelity he could rely, and with their afliftance 
feized an open canoe, in which they all three, after a very 
perilous voyage, reached Jamaica in pcrfeft fafety. This 
extraordinary and gallant enterprize being reported to 
king William, he not only immediately ordered a gold 
chain, of one hundred guineas value, and five hundred 
pounds in money to be given to captain Elliot, as well as 
fifty pounds to each of his brave companions, but alfo 
directed the board of admiralty to receive him into the 
navy, and give him at once the rank of captain^ waving^ 
on this occafion, that otherwife invariable rule of paffing 
the feveral fubordinate flations before he could regularly' 
luve opined that honour. 

Gj He 
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He was accordingly, on the I4.th of January 1695 ♦i 
appointed commander of the Maidftone frigate. He did 
not, however, long continue in this velfcl, being very foon 
afterwards removed into the Charles galley. Being 
ordered to cruife in the Engliih Channel, and off the 
coaft of France, in the month of November he diftin-. 
guifhed himfelf very much in the attack of a French coo-» 
voy, of fifty fmall vtflTels, near Havre de Grace, and, notn 
withflanding they were protcftcd by five private (hips of 
war of good force, he captured two, and was fo far fuccefs* 
ful as to drive a confidcrable number of the remainder on 
ihore. In the month of May 1696, he had a fecond ren- 
counter of the fame nature, but not with fo much fuccefs^ 
He was ordered to reconnoitre the port of Bred ; and be- 
ing clofe under the (hore fell in with two French Ihips of 
war, one of them mounting forty-four, the other twenty* 
eight guns, having a number of coafters under their pro#. 
teSion. The two (hips of war immediately bore dowi^ 
to, and engaged the Charles galley, and had the good for- 
tune to prevent captain Elliot from capturing any of thcij? 
charge, the merchant veffels having got fo far a-head as ta 
be in fecurity* The enemy having accompliftied their 
only moiive for engaging, were content to leave their 
fingle antagonift with, at leafl, the glory of having de-r 
fended himfelf againft two fhips, the fmalleft of which 
was nearly his own force. He was, foon after this time,, 
fent to convoy fome merchant-fhips to the Canaries, and^ 
back again from thence to England. After h^ had exe- 
cuted this fervice he was appointed to commands (hip of 
the line, but neither its name, nor ftation arc mentioned, 
although he continued captaia of the fame veliel during the 
whole of the peace. On the profpe<^ o^ a war with France, 
in 1 701, he was appointed to command one of the (hips (thq 
ScarboroughJ fent out to the We(l Indies under the 
command of vice-admiral Benbow, He died at Jamaicat

FLETCHER, John, (2dj.— The firft information we 
have of this gentleman is, that he was appointed captain 
of the Hamp"(hire on the 24th of May 1695: in the be- 
ginning pf the fpring 1697 *, he was fcnt to Hudfon's 
Bay, where he was foon afterwards attacked by a French 
fquadron which defolated the coaft and fettlemcnts on 
Ihore, and deftroyed the Hamp(hire as well as all the 
merchant-veflels that were found there. On this un- 
happy occafion captain Fletcher left his life: the date 
given of this melancholy event is the 26th of Auguft 
1697. 

GROINGE, Tohn,— was, in 1692, appointed firft 
lieutenant of the Lyon, of fifty-two guns, one of the {hip$ 
fent, in the following year, to convoy the outward-bound 
Smyrna fleet. On the 27th of December 1695, he was 
appointed captain of the Seaford ; in the command of 
which velTel he died, at fea, on the 14th of Auguft t6i)6. 

HADDOCK, Richard, — was the eldeft fon of the 
gallant and well-known fir Richard Haddock, who dif- 
tinguifhed himfelf fo much in the Dutch wars during the 
/eign of king Charles the Second. We have already 
given fome account of fir Richard, as well as of his family 
and defcentt. Mr. Haddock purfuing the fteps of his 
worthy father, and having entered early in life into the 
navy, was, in the year 1692, appointed fifth lieutenant of 
the Dutchefs, a fecond rate, fie was afterwards advanced 
to an higher ftation in the fame rank of fervice, we be- 
Jieve to be firft lieutenant of the London ; and on the 20th 
of September 1695, was promoted to the command of the 
Rye, a cruifing frigate in the Channel, While he held 
this ftation, which he continued to do till the conclufion 
of the war, he was very aftive and tolerably fuccefsfuK 
Being put out of commiflion after the peace at Ryfwic, 
we hear nothing farther of him till the year 1704, at 
which time he commanded the Swallow, of fifty guns, one

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of the fleet fent to the Mediterranean iinder fir George 
Rookc *. At the battle oiF Malaga he was ordered, by 
the commander in-chief, to lay, together with the Pan- 
ther, two frigates, and two firelhips, near a giin-fhot to 
windward ofthe Englifti line, that if the enemy Ihould 
endeavour to break through with their fireOiips and gallics, 
ihey might afl as a refervc, and be ready to repel them. 
His having been fo much farther removed from ihc fcene of 
danger than his companions, well accounts for his having 
had only one man killed and three wounded, in iliat me- 
morable engagement. 

We do not find any mention made of him, after this 
time, till the year 1707, when he was appointed to com- 
mand the convoy fent with the RulTia fleet, which was, for 
freater fecurity, to be cfcnrted as far as the Orkneys 
y a fliong fquadron, under fir William Whetflone. The 
misfortune which befel iff excited much clamour, and 
raifed, very undefervedly, no inconfidcruble murmur both 
againlt fir William and captain Haddock ^^ hut more 
particularly the former. We do not, however, find this 
gentleman ever noticed 111 the line of aftive fervice 
after this time. It is not improbable, that difguR at this 
very unmerited ill treatment might probably have occa-

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fioned this retirement. It is certainly, however, no 
flender proof how high this gentleman ftood in the opinion 
of thofe who were at that time entrufted with the admini* 
ftration of naval affairs, that he was, in the year 1734, 
appointed comptroller of the navy, an office he cohtinued 
to excrcife for the fpace of fifteen years to the univerfal 
fatisfadion of all parties and defcriptions.of men. Hav* 
ing attained a very advanced age, ill fuited to the execution 
of fo troubleforae an office, he retired on a penfion of 
300 1, a year, in 1749,' which he enjoyed till the time of 
his death, an event which took place in the month of 
April 1 75 1, at Mile-End. 

HERBERT, or HALBERT, Samuel—Nothing is 
known, of this gentleman. The only circumftance jhat 
entitles him to a place here, is, that he is faid to have been 
appointed captain of the St. Alban's on the 23d of De- 
cember 1695. 

HICKMAN, John. — The firft intelligence we have of 
this gentleman is, that he was appointed commander of 
the Firebrand firefhip on the 14th of December 1695, 
He appears to have always continued in the fame line of 
unprofitable fervice, for, after having commanded the {hip 
above-mentioned during the remainder of the war, he was^ 
on the profpeft of a fecond rupture with France, in 1700, 
appointed to the Hawke firefhip, of which veflel he died 
captain on the I2th of June 1701, * 

HODGSON, Thomas, or, as other accounts fay, 
Theophilus, — was, in 1693, appointed firfl lieutenant of 
the Royal William, at that time commanded by the earl 
of Danby. He was, on March 16, 1695, promoted to 
the command of the Qiieeiiborough frigate. In lefs than 
a week after this appointment he had the good fortune to 
capture a fmall privateer belonging to Calais, called the 
Efperance. This is the only mention we have found 
made of him. The Queenborough was unfortunately 
loft ; the captain and crew perifhing with the (hip on 
the 6th of May 1696. 

HOLMES, Robert, (-2d) — after having ferved with 
very great reputation for a number of years as a lieutenant 
of different fliips, was, on the 2d of July 1695, appointed 
commander of the Henry Prize. He never attained any 
confcquential command, as it appears be was put on th« 

I fup«r. 
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fupcrannuated lift in the year iTiii v'nh the half-pay of 
captain of a fifth rate only. The time of his death is 
uncertain. 

HOOPER, John,.— was, in 1692, appointed fccond 
lieutenant of the Vanguard, a fecond rate. We hear no- 
thing of him afterwards, till he was, on the j6lh of De- 
cember 1695, promoted lo the command of llie Penfance. 
He furvived this advancemeni but a verv fhort lime, for 
being foon afterwards removed into the Flamborough, he 
died captain of that Oiip on the i6th of September fol- ^ 
lowing. 

■ JACKSON, Richard,— was, on the 5th of February 
1695, appointfid to command the Play Prize. In the 
command of this veflel we believe him to have been fuc- 
cceded, on the following day, by captain Edm. Doyley. 
The name of the Ihip into which he was afterwards re- 
moved docs not appear ; he was fent to the Weft Indies, 
where he died on the i6th of Augull following. 

JACKSON, John,— was, on iV 3d of Anguft 1695, 
made commander of the Smyrna Faflor. No mention 
is ever made of him in the iervice ; and it is believed he 
never obtained any more confeoucntial command than that 
of a frigate. He was put on trie fuperannuated lift in the 
Jear 1709, with a penfion equivalent to half-pay. He 
died on the 25th of December 1724, or, as others fay, ■ 
1725. 

KENNEY, Thomas,— was appointed fecond lietitc- 
rant of the Hamplhirc, a fourth rate, in the year 1693. 
On the 9th of Augufl 1695, he was promoted to the 
command of the Swan, a finall fiigale, in which he ain- 
tinued during the war without having an opportunity of 
diftinguifhinghimfelf. After the acceilion of queen Anne 
hewas appointed toa fifth rate and fent to the Weft Indies, 
where he was, in the year 1703, advanced to the command 
of the Falmouth, of forty-eight guns. This (hip was taken 
by two French Ihipsof war, on the 4th of Auguft 1704, 
after a vigorous defence, in the courfe of which captain 
Kenney was killed. This circumflance has, however, 
been deemed of not ftifiicient confequcnce to be taken 
notice of by hillorians, wlio have been filcnt as to this 
engagement. 

MOORE. 
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• MOORE, Chriftopher, — was, on the 28th of Junt 
1695, appointed commander of the Mary galley, and 
unhappily died, before he had any opportunity of di(lin« 
guilhing himfelf,^ on the 29th of April in the following 
year. 

PASSENGER, William.— This brave and excellent 
commander was appointed third lieutenant of tlie Royal 
Catherine in the year 1692. After having ferved, with 
very diftinguifhed reputation, in the fame capacity on 
board different fhips, he was promoted, on the 20th of 
May 1695, to the command ot the Vefuvius firefhip : he 
4noil probably continued in the fame vefTel during the war, 
;is we do not find any mention made of him during the 
reign of king William. His advancement in the navy 
was extremely flow,^ a confiderable number of years 
having elapfed before he had any opportunity either of 
.diftinguifhing himfelf, or obtaining a command confe- 
quential enough to attract the notice of the public, by 
carrying any memorable enterprize into execution. On 
the acceflion of queen Anne he was appointed captain- of 
.the Shoreham, a frigate of thirty-two guns, and employed 
principally as a cruifer, or in occaflonally convoying the 
Coafting trade from port to port, and to and from Ireland. 

The firft information we have of him after this is in 
the year 1706, at which time he commanded the Royal 
Anne, a firft rate, on board which (hip fir George Byng 
carried his flag as vice-admiral of the blue fquadron. lie 
fignalifed himfelf in a mod remarkable manner at the 
fiege of Alicant, in the month of July, where the land- 
force, that could be fpared from the main army, being 
found infuflicient to the profecution of fo great an enter- 

J)rize, it was deemed neceflary to form a ftrong body of 
camen, confi(ting of forty picked men from every fliip in 
the fleet, to be commanded by naval oOicers, appointed by 
the commander-in-chief; of thefe captain Paifenger was 
one. The land-forces deftined to co-operate m, and 
which were indeed to have led the attack, were com- 
manded by a very gallant officer of the name of Rapin^ 
who was a major in lord Mohun's regiment. This gen- 
tleman puihed forward with the greateft expedition and 
i^irit, in hopes of having the honour of being* the firft 
perfon who ihould enter the breach. His men were at 
^ firtt 
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fiift repulfcd ; and before he could rally them, the naval 
corps, with captain PaHenger at its head, foperceded 
him in his glorious attempt; and the latter is by 
fome even faid to have been, himfclf, the fir(t man 
who mounted the breach. Thcfe authors farther add, 
that five of his boat's crew, who aflifled him in climbing 
the breach, were killed and w^ounrfed ; bm that wiih the 
remainder of hi$ people, who fcarcely amoun'ed to thirty, 
he kept the enemy at bay; and with very little other 
afliftance is faid lo have put to flight a body of four or 
five hundred men, who had fuddenly colleded on the firft 
alann, taking from them fcveral prifoners, among whom 
were two captains of horfe. Major Rapin entering the 
town immediately afterwards, at the head of his grena- 
diers, the complete reduction of this important place was 
dftfted with the lofs of only feventeen men killed. 

Thisvery fpirited and fuccefsful undertaking is among 
Ihofe deferving the greater praife, as being mads in a line 
of extraneous fervice, which, to fay the leaft of it, a naval 
officer muft be totally unaccuftomed to the condufl of". 
It is very extraordinary, although a circtimftance not al- 
together uncommon, that no mention is mad* of this 
gentleman after the above time, till the year 1717, at 
which time, high as was his rank in the fervice, he had no 
greater command ihan that of the Glouccfter, a fourth 
rate, of fifty guns, one of the fleet fent, during that fuin- 
mer, to the Baltic, under the command of his former a(J* 
miral, fir George Byng. 

He does not appear to have ever gone to fea, as a naval 
commander, after this time; but, on the 25th of Febru- 
ary 1719, retired on the very honourable appointment of 
cummiflioner of the viflua! ling-office, a itation he re- 
tained and excrcifcd, with the higheft credit, till the time 
of his death, which happened on the 10th of March 
1728.

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POULTON, or POLTON, Thomas, — was ap- 
pointed fecond lieutenant of the Kent, of feventy guns, in 
the year 1692. He was afterwards promoted to be firl^ 
lieutenant of the Cambridge ; and from that Aation ad- 
vanced, on the 7th of February 1695*, to be captain of 
the Charles galley. We find him Rationed, during the 
courfe of this year, to proteft the filhery off the C(»ft of 
SuiTex ; a fervice, in^ which he acquired all the reputation 
that could be gained in fuch an employment, by an un-* 
wearied exertion of the only faculty by which he could^ 
in fuch a ftation, poflibly gain credit, diligence. The 
mod remarkable incident, however, which particularly 
didinguiihed him was, his capturing two privateers on 
Rye, in the month of April, which had long reigned 
unmolefted, and had committed very confiderable depre- 
dations on that coaft. His laudable attention to the un*- 
profitable duties of this command, procured him to be 
promoted, towards the clofe of the year, .to the Gloucefter^ 
a fourth rate; in which (hip he was afterwards Tent, under, 
commodore Moody, to convoy the outward-bound Tur- 
key fleet. In 1698 we fiod him captain of the Weymouth, 
one of the Mediterranean fquadron, under the command 
of vice-admiral Aylmer ; but a time of peace can furnifli 
few or no incidents in the line of fervice that can profeilio- 
nally grace the life or chara£ter of a naval commander* 
Captam Poulton returned to England in the month, of 
June 1699, but fcarcely furvived his arrival, as it is faid 
by fome, although it is much doubted by others, that he, 
was killed in a duel, at Portfmouth, by Mr. Cavendiih, 
on the 20th of the above-mentioned month.. All agree 
in the time of this gentleman's death, notwithftanding 
thev differ in the mode of it. 

REEVES, Daniel, — was, in 1692, appointed fecond 
lieutenant of the Dover ; and from thence promoted,, in 
the following fpring, to the fame ftation on board the 
Vidory ; in which ihip he continued to ferve during the

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following year. On the 28th of June 1695, he was pro- 
moted to the command of the Depiford, a fourth rate. 
He did not lon^ continue in this "fliip, bting appointed, 
on the 27th of November following, captain of tlie New- 
caftle. There are fome who imagine this gentleman to 
have taken rank only from the latter appointment, but in 
this they are miflaken. Duting the time he held the 
command of the Dcptford, he was emjiloyed as a cruizer 
under fix Cloudefley Shovel, who, for the principal part 
of the time alluded to, held the Channel command, 

Thi* gentleman does not appear to have been fortunate 
enough to have met with any opportunity of difVinguilhing 
himfelf out of the common routine of fervice ; but by a dili- 
gent attention to the feveral duties of it, bnth during this 
and all his fubfequent commands, he appears to have been 
efteemed, on all occaHons, as a very deferving officer, 
having been retained in commillion during the whole of 
the enfuing peace. He died commander of a rtiip of the 
line, but too foon after the recommencement of war with 
France and the acceflion of queen Anne, to have any op- 
portunity of being more fortunate. His death took place 
on the «3d of September 1702. 

RIPLEY, William. — Tlie only particulars known 
relative to this gentleman are, that he was appointed cap- 
tain of the Royal Tranfport on the nth of December 
1695, and was unfommately drowned at Tea in the month 
of Auguft 1697, whether by the lofs of the ihip, or by 
what may be termed a private accident, does not appear. 
RWSSEL, William ".—We have no intelligence of this 
gentleman till we find him, on the I9ih of Augufl 1695, 
appointed captain of the Play Prize, a frigate of thirty- 
two guns. We do not find any other mention made of 
him, nor did he ever obtain, either during the reign of king 
William or afterwards, any higher command than that of 
a frigate. He died in the Weft Indies on the -joth of 
June 1703, being at that time captain of the Experi- 
ment, a frigate ot thirty-two guns. 

SHEERMAN, Richard, — is a gentleman of whom as 
little is known as of the preceding. The fird intelli-

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^nce we have of him is, that he was appointed captain of 
the Orford on the'a6th of October 1695 : and we have 
not been able to coIle£i any other information concerning 
him» except that he died in the Weft Indies on the i^th 
mi June 1099, being then commander of the Gloucefter. 

SWANTON, Thomas,— was appointed fecond lieu- 
tenant of the St. Michael, of ninety guns, in the year 
1692. He afterwards ferved in the (ame ftation on board 
divers other fhips ; and was promoted to the command of 
the Qiiecnborough frigate, on the 8th of May 1695. The 
early part of his fervice had nothing in it memorable 
-enough to make its way into public notice ; and he never, 
during the reign of king William, obtained any com- 
mand fuperior to that of a frigate. On the recommence* 
ment of war with France, after the acceflion of queen 
Anne, he was appointed captain of the Exeter, of fixty 
guns, and failed in that (hip for the Mediterranean, in tjie 
year 1703, under the command of fir Cloudefley ShoveL 
That admiral, when on his return to England in the 
month of September, detached captain Swanton with a fmall 
fquadron *, of which he a£led as commander or commo- 
dore, to Tunis and Tripoli, in order to renew the exifting 
treaties of peace with thofe troublefome ftates. He was 
alfo ordered, that when he fhould have executed this part 
of his commidion, he fhould repair to Scanderoon to join 
captain Jumper, who had a little time before been fent 
thither with a convoy. 

He appears to have executed this truft with equal dili- 
gence, attention, and afliduicy ; and afterwards, according 
to his inftru£tions, failed for the Levant, where he put him- 
felf under the command of commodore Juniper ; and^ it is 
believed, returned with that gentleman to England in the 
month of December following. 

We fuppofe him after fhis time, except during the year 
1704, to have been generally, if not entirely, employed 
on the Mediterranean iiation : but no mention is made of 
him till the year 1 7 1 1 , and even then in no other way than as 
having been commodore of the fquadron fent, with a 
reinforcement of troops for the army in Spain, from Vado 
bay to Barcelona. The 'peace at Utrecht b^ing con-«

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duded very foon after this, -it is not to be wondered diat 
we do not find any mention made relative to hiih in the 
line of fcrvice. 

In the year 171; he was appointed commilHoncr of the 
navy, refident at Plymouth ; from which very honourable 
Ration he was, in the following year, advanced to be 
comptroller of the ftorc-keepers of the navy accoimts; and 
from thence promoted, in 1718, to be comptroller of the 
navy. This highly honourable office he continued to fill 
till the time of his death, which happened on the 17th of 
Jamtary 1722-3. 

SYmOnDS, John, — was appointed third lieutenant 
of the Elizabeth, of feventy guns, in 1692, We do not 
know what intervening commilTions he held between this 
time and the 7ih of December 1695 •, when he was ap- 

Siointed captain of the Vulmre firelhip. He was very 
ixin afterwards promoted to the command of a (hip of the 
line, and continued to be employed in that Itatlon during 
the enfuing peace. We do not find any oiher mention 
made of this gentleman, except that he died at Barbadoes 
on die 19th of January 1700, being at that time com- 
mander of the Jerfey. 

THATCHER, Thomas,— in the year 1693, ferved as 
firft lieutenant of the Oxford, of fifty-four gtms. We do 
not know any thing more of him till the igih of Oflobcr 
1695, when he was promoted to the command of the 
Biddeford. He died in the Wefi Indies on the 20lh of 
Atigud 1697. in what particular (hip does not appear. 

TOLLtT, Anthony. — This very brave, and, in fome 
refpcAs, unfortunate man, was, at the latter end of the 
year 1692, appointed firflljeutenant of the Forefight, of 
forty-two gtms, a (hip employed, during the enfuing year, 
on the Virginia ftation, whither (he proceeded with a 
convoy. As this is the firft information we have rela- 
tive to this gentleman) fo atfo have we not been able to 
learn any thing farther concerning him (ill we find him, 
on the 23d of March 1^95, appointed csptain of the Sea- 
horfe, a fmall frigate of twenty-four guns. He did not 
long remain in this vellel, having, by his diligence and 
aftivity To far recommended himfelf to the notice of men

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in power, that he was very foon promoted to the com- 
inand of' a (hip of the line; but oeverthelefs docs not 
appear to have had any opportunity of introducing him- 
felf more publicly into notice, by any of thofe brilliant 
atchievements which are, in general, indifpenfibly necef* 
fary to the acquifition of popular favour. He continued 
to command a (hip of the line nearly during the whole of 
the enfuing peace ; and we believe him, among other fer* 
vices, to have been employed, for a part of that time, 
on the Mediterranean ftation, under Mr. Aylmer* 

As he had no diftin^ifhable command for many years 
after the accefOon of queen Anne, but on the contrary 
appears to have been condantly employed on ferviccs in 
which it was next to an impouibility tor him to acquire 
renown, it is by no means lurprirmg that we do not find 
any mention made of him by hiftorians. His principal 
employment appears to have been, that of convoying the 
coafting trade from port to port, or cmifuig in the Chan- 
nel. The mod confcquential fervice in which we find 
him engaged, during this uninterefting period, was, in the 
month of September 1705, at which time he was captain 
of the Kingsfifher, a fmall fourth rate. He then a6ted as 
commodore of a fmall* force, which was ordered to con- 
voy the homeward-bound £aft India fleet ; a duty he very 
diligentljr and fuccefsfully fulfilled. 

Sometime in the courle of the following year he was 
.mod defervedly promoted to the command of the Aflurance, 
a third rate. He continued varioufly employed, and in no 
.very memorable fervice, till the month of March 1708-9. 
He was at that time commodore of a fmall fquadron, hav- 
ing under their convoy a fleet of merchant-Qiips, home- 
ward-bound from Ireland, when he unfortimately fell in 
with that well-known French commander, Du Guai 
Trouin, who had under his command a force much fupe- 
rior to that of the EmHOi. -Captain Toilet's fquadron, 
when he failed from Cork on the 25th of February, con- 
fifted of the Aflurance of feventy guns, the Sunderland of 
fixty, the Hamplhire and Anglefea of fifty guns each : he 
was afterwardsjoined by the Aififtance, alfo of fifty guns,

England : but the Sunderland and Angtejca having loft 
company fonn afterwards, he became much inferior to the 
French commodore, who had with him four fhtp* of two 
decks, his own mourning feventy-fix guns. Campbell 
has infertcd an account of this aftion, taken, as it is faid, 
from captain Toilet's own papers, bat which is nothing 
more than a copy verbatim from the narrative of the 
aflion, given by Lediard in a note; and which itfelf is 
nothing but a modification of the Gazette, No. 4.521, with 
the terms anti Janguagc fomcwhat poTilhed and amend- 
ed. The letter itfelf giving the original account is dated 
on board the AlTurancc, in the Hamoze, March the 3d, 
1708-9, and is to the following cffeil : " On Sunday 
Uft, failing from Ireland, the Anglcfca and Sunderland 
loft company with us, and went away with fomc part of 
our fleet. Ycfterday morning, about five o'clock, we faw 
four fail ftanding after us, we fleering away E. by N. 
the Lizard then bearing about N. N, E. diffant, by cfti- 
mation, about eight leagues. About fcvcn they came 
within random fhot and then brought to. We then made 
a fignal for the Hampfhiie and Affidance to draw into a 
line, and another for the merchant- lb ips to bear away> 
which they took no notice of. 

*' About eight they bore down to us, having made the 
fignal for a line ; and when they came within mufket- 
(hot hoiflcd French colours. The commodore, who was 
in a (hip mounting fewnty guns or upwards, came rang- 
ingalongour larboard-fide, and fell on board us, fo that we 
engaged yard-arm and yard-arm for almofi the fpacc of 
half an hour ; during which he plied va fo warmly with 
fmall Ihot, that he cut off mofl of our marines and ieameit 
quartered upon deck ; he aftir that, put ofF and fell foon 
after on board again on our lee-ijde ; firft ranging on oiir 
bow, and then on our qiiarter. We fired Upon him, with 
the utmoft vigour, our upper-deck and part of our fower- 
deck guns, fo that wc obliged him to quit us once more, 
Itanding away a-head of us towards the mcrchant-fhtps ; 
then the three other fhip% of forty and fifty giios each^ 
came ranging along our fide, firingfeveral broadfidcslnto 
u', and aftrr that bore away as th«formef. Thedamags 
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'We received vha very great, having our fbip's fide,* in a 
great many places, fliot through and through, our (hrowdis 
and back-ibys cut Co pieces, asalfo our main and falfe- 
ftay, (now called the preventer^ftay) which, if not timely 
feen, had occafioned the lofs of our mad ; our fore-fail 
and fore-top-fail were torn to pieces, the bed bower cut 
away by their fliot^ one of the flukes of the fpare anchor 
fhot off, and the- fmall bower by the enemy's boarding 
driven through our (hip's bow. We endeavoured with 
what difpatch we could, to fix our rigging, wiiich took up 
fome time, and bent a new fore-fail, and fore-top-fail ; 
after that, we all bore down to fecure what merchant- 
(hips we could, expeSing likewife to engage the enemy 
again, which they*declined, (landing away to cut off* part 
of our convoy, which might, if they had regarded our 
fignal, have got in ihore and been fecure. Some w« 
brought in here, and, when engaged, faw others bear 
away for Falmouth, fo that we are not certain how many 
they took. The^difpute lafted about two hours, in the 
beginning of which our captain was w6unded upon deck, 
whither he was carried in a chair, having, for almoft four 
months, being fo ill as to be unable to go out of his 
cabin. 

** Our firft lieutenant was fliot in the leg, which he got 
drelifed and returned to his charge on the deck : our fecond 
was killed, as were alfo feveral of the French (refuge) 
officers, that we brought with us from Ireland, and fome 
of them wounded. We are not certain how manv. of 
our own men were killed and wounded, not having been 
able to mufter the remainder ; but believe our lofs has 
been very greaty-the adion having been fo fcvere, and the 
&arpne(s of the whole having lain upon our (hip, which 
makes us believe the Hampftiire anfi Aifillajice hav? not 
received any material damage. 

*' P. S. Captain Tudor, who commanded the Aflift- 
ance, is dead of his wounds. This (hip (the Afiurance) 
had twenty-five men killed, and fiftv-three wounded, 
fotne' of them mortally. In the Hailipfliire were two 
kflled and eleven 'iVDunded; in the. Afliftance eight killed 
and twenty-one wounded. The French officers who 
^vere on- board greatly diftingulfced themfclves, and by 
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their gallantry contributed very much to the preTc 
ofthefhip*." 

Capfain Toilet was, as appears by the foregoing ac- 
count, wonnded in the adion, and is fuppofra by mcdk 
people to have died in confeqiiencc, vcrv Toon afterwards r 
this, however, we believe to be a mt(uke; he certaioljr 
furvJved and lived for fome yean, although he docs not 
appear to have returned to the feirrce : and it is not im- 
probable, that the injuries he received on this occaTioo 
might ultimately caufe his death, the prccife thnc of which 
it unknown. 

URRY, William.— We find nothiog faid of this gcn^ 
tlcman till he was, on the 5th of September 1^5, ap- 
pointed captain of the Swallow, of fifty guns. He does 
not, howp'er, appear ts have taken ranic from this time* 
as captain of a fourth rate, his name being omitted in aif 
official liJl of commanders of that clals, made out at the 
conclunon of the peace. He was appointed to fome (hip, 
the name of which docs not appear, and unfortunately ac- 
quitted himfelf fo ill, that, according to tha moll favour- 
able accounts, he was difmilfed the fervice. Others treat 
this matter much more feriouQy, and infill he was afiually 
condemned to fuffcr death, but afterwards pardoned. Ttw 
particulars of the oSence itfelf are no where politively 
mentioned ; fome perfons affirming it was a mere neglcA 
of duty onh', otherwlfc a poficive want of fpirit. 

WARD, John, f2dj — was, on the 27th of May 1695, 
appointed captain of the Lyme. No other mention is 
made of him till the year 1700, at which time he com- 
manded the Canterbury galley, one of the fmail fquadron

They even acknow1ed)ied that ibeir fhipt wcie moA 
rojffhly treated, infontucb, that had the force of their opponenlt been 
ever fb litllc llronger, it wouM have been extremely difficult for then 
10 have efcaped. 
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Wt flurt time ftationed in the Streights under commodore 
Munden. The moft» and indeed osly remarkjd>Ie cir- 
<:umftance vrt have been able to meet with, relative to this 
gentleman's naval life is, that in the year abogi^e*men« 
tiooedy he brought to Eogiand an envoy extraordinary 
from the Tripoline flates, with a prefent of Barbary horfes 
for king William. ' No mea^on is afterwards made of 
him in the fervice, nor ^o w.e believe him to h&ve held 
any other commiflkxi/ He retired altogether from adlive 
life in the year 1705, with a penfion of 91!. C€. a year, 
being equivalent to the half pay of that day giveh to the 
commander lof a iixth cate. «e £ed on the 191% lof Ja- 
nuary f 717. 

WARELL, ior WORRELL, John,— was appointed 
commander 4of the Adventure on the 9th of Apn4 1695; 
but, accord'ijig to another account, which we believ^e to be 
authentic, did not take rank as a captain in the navy till 
the 23d of December following, when he w.a5 ^ppomted 
10 the Chatham. He was retained in commiflion we jbe- 
lieve during the whole of the enfaing peace, hoing ^* 
pointed^ in ^697^ to command <he Soriings, of thirty-two 

Siiu^ md tfent to Newfoundland in the following year, 
e fiirled fmn ilience as convoy to the fliips bound for 
the Mediterranean^ and conduced them with much at- 
tention to Leghorn, where he arrived in fafety towards 
the latter end of November* He continued in the Medi- 
terranean for a confiderable time, but we have not been 
able, to learn anything fartherof iiiin during the xemainder 
«f king William's reign. 

Nor were the fervices in which he was employed, after 
she acceilioQ of c^ueen Aa;ine, in any degree more memor- 
able; for although w^ Jiaye reafon to believe he was con- 
ftantly in commLflion, we find no other mention pia((e of 
him, except that he^ied in the Wefl Indies on the 0th of 
Pecember 1706, ^eang at that time commande;^ of the 
Crown. 

WELBY, Jofeph,— was, on the a6t*h of February 
1695, appointed captain of the Lizard, a fixtV rat^. He 
was immediately ordered out as a cruifer in the Iriih feat 
where, by his diligence and adivity, he met with gieaj 
fuccefs againft the enemy's privateers. He yiras for a very 
^ort time, in the month 01 May following, removed lOtQ 
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the Jolly Prize, a fmall frigate taken not. bng befott 
from the French; but reAimed his foimercommandbcfen 
the end of June*. He was (em to the Medhemocan 
early in the following year, and was unhappily loflrXitf 
Toulon, on the 31ft of May 1696, his wnole crew pe- 
rilhing with him. 

WHITAKER, Samiiel,i-is fimpofed to be ihe brother 
of fhe well-known fir Edward W.hitaker. He enlexed 
very early in life into the itavy { but. we' have no informal 
tien of his having received any commiHion titt the litter 
end of the year loga* when he was appointed fecond lieu- 
tenant of the Elfex. On the 15th of June 1695, he was 
promoted to the cotnmand of the Lark. This Ihip was, 
during the remainder of the year, attachsd to the fquadron, 
commanded by fir Cloudeiley Shovel, in the Channel ; 
and, in 1696, employed in the fame Ibition as an attend* 
ant on the main fleet, under the command of the lord 
Berkeley of Stratton. Soon after thit time he was pro- 
moted to a fmal) fhip of the line, which be continual to 
c<»nmand during nearly the whole of the enfuing peace. 
Nut long afier the accelTion of queen Anne he was made 
captain of the Nottingham, of fixty guns. ' In this Ihip he 
accompanied £ir George Rooke to the Mediterranean in

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*hfe year 1704* In this expedition he bore a very diftin* 
guUhed fliare, having (liewn the greateft gallantrj' both in 
tile afiault of Gibraltar , and the battle off Malaga which 
took place foon af^er. The fervices on which he vrzsy 
after this tttne, employed^ were not confequential enough 
to entitle them to any .particular relation, even were we 
more accurately acquainted with their nature than we 
really are. His merit was, however, confpicuous enough , 
even in that quiet fphere of duty in whicn he moved, to 
attrad the notice and attention of fir Cloudefley Shovel, 
who did him the honour, in the year 1706, to procure his 
appointment to be captain of the AlFociation, of ninety 

funs ; on beard which (hip he (the admiral) hoided his 
ag as cotnmander-in-cbiet of the expedition to the Me- 
tiiterranean, principally dedined againft Toulon. This 
moil honourable patronage was, however, in this prefent 
inftance, an unfortunate one, captain Whitaker having 
experienced the fame unhappy fate which befel his admi« 
ral, upon the Scilly rocks, on the 23d of OSober 1707* 

WORTHINGTON, Samuel, — was, on the 28th of 
September 1695, appointed commander of the Virgin's 
Prize. His naval life was unhappily but of fhort duration, 
as he was drowned, at Ha^rwich, on the i6th of October 
(697^ being at ^t time commander of the Poole. 
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ARRIS, Robert.— The firft intelligence we meet with 
relative to this gentleman is, that he was appointed, at the 
latter end of the year 1692, to be firft lieutenant of the 
St. Andrew, a fecond rate. He continued to ferve with 
much reputation, and principally, we believe, on board the 
£nne (hip, tiH the 28th of April 1696, when he was pro« 
motcd to. the conimand of the Mermaid. We believe 
him not to have quitted this fliip till the conclufion of the 
war ; after which he moft probably continued unemployed 
till the rc-commenccment of hoftiUties with France, after 
tbe acceiSon of queen Anne. 

H4 He 
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He was, not long after that event took place, appcnated 
to command the Pembroke,' of fixt^ gunsi and, m 1703, 
accompanied flr Cloiidedey Shovel to the Mediterranoeui. 
He was difpatched by that admiral| together with the 
Tartar, commanded by captain Cooper, with a Aipply of 
arms, ammunition, and money, to the relief of the 
Cevenols, and to concert mearnici with their chiefs for 
tbeir farther fupport at a future time. Theft fhips quitted 
the fleet at Altca, dnd flood in to the gulph of Narbonnc* 
having On board two French pilots, who were fuppofed to 
be ejctrcmely welj acquainted with the coall, ud three 
French refugee gentlemen, who went on board the Beet 

Eiirpofcly to facilitate the comtqunication between the 
ifUrgents and the allied fleet. 
^ As the difappotntment which took pi»ce in this expedi- 
tion was highly grievous to the nation, we cannot, per- . 
haps, do a greater jiinice to the character of ciplaii) 
Arris, than by giving a fuccinA account of the ^hole 
iran'fad^ian, ^om which it will very evidently appear 
Ihe failure W^s bv no means owing tq captain Arria, or to 
thf commahdcr'-in-chief t<inilelf, but to a train of mifma- 
hagement and delays at honoe, added toaireafonable ittr 
tetligence, through which the «ncmy had perfcd ^now,> 
ledge of the whole intended plan of operations, 

On the 4th of September, the Tartar and Pembroke, 
■who had parM from the fleet a few days before, took a 
Tartan, iicar Ivica, of about eighty tons burthen, laden 
with corn and other copimoditie^. The mailer, who wai 
by birth a Frenchman, and a native of Agde, a town fitu^ 
aicd near the gulph of Narbonne, being brogght on board 
the Pembroke, frankly told captain Arris, and his F'Tcnch 
paflengers, th%t he was perfeflly well acquainted with Uy; 
nature of their expedition ; and that when (le wag la(l at . 
Agde; which was not long before that time, the marfhal 
ije Montreval, with feveral engineers, came'^o furvey that 
Cnaft; but not being able', on the fpur ojf tke occafJon, to 
raife fuch fortifications as were deemed tifcelTary for its 
defence, that general had ordered all per(bns, capable of 
bearing arms, to repair to certain rendezvous, which bs 
afligned them, as iboo as iiny alarm-guns fhould be fired 
from fort Brcfcou. 
' ■■ ■ ■ Th^ 
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The mafter farther added, that all Lower Languedoc 
was in the ^reateft confternation, from an appreheniioa^' 
that the allied fleet would land a body of tiH>ops in that 
country and relieve the Camifards. This account .e^-* 
jcecdingly furprifed both the Englilh commanders and 
the JFrekich meflengers ; they both began to doubt much 
the fuccefs of an expedition, of which it now appeared 
the French had long nad notice, and had taken fufficient 
jcare to fecure themfelves from the confequences of an- 
attack. On the iithof September the Pembroke and 
Tartar hact the good fortune to capture three French 
Tartai\eS| and on the t5th of the fame month entered the' 
jgulph of Narbonne. 

The pilots which had been provided for them proved 
fo intolerably unfkilful and ignorant> that the ^nglifli 
captains were obliged to commit, in a great deme, the, 
charge of the fliips to their prifoners, particularly Trophy,' 
the mafter^ whom they had firft taken: induced on the 
i>nc fide by promifes, and on the other by threats, th^T" 
proved very faithful Xo their truft, and were fingularly 
ufeftil.' On the 17th they paflTed Narbonne, Vias, and 
Beziers ; but as foon as the Ihips came in fight of Agde, 
four guns were fired from fort Brefcou to alarm the inha- 
bitants, who immediately aiTembled, well armed and ftf 
very formidable numbers. When they arrived off the 
port of Cette, two French ^llies made towards the Etig^ 
lifh (hips, upon which captain Arris immediately ftdodolT 
from the (hore, hoping to draw the enemy after him; buf 
the French perceiving this feint, took to their oars arid 
immediately made the beft of their way back to the port. 
Pn the fame day captain Arris held a council, at which 
captain Cooper, the three French gentlemen, and the 
ilots aflifted, when the following refolution was agreed 
n : 

** September 17, 1 703, at nine in the morning, at ^ 
confultatioh held on board her maiefty's (hip the Tartar, 
In the gulph of Narbonne, off A^e, it is refolved, that, 
as the wind is now W. S. W. it is beft for the (hips to 
anchor between Port Cette and Pequai, and if we believe

The wind ihiftii^g foon afurwards to the fouth-wefl, 
afu} falling almoft to a calni, the £n^li(h fbips wcre'un- 
ai>l& to reach ^heir place of deftioation that, night; the 
Tratai*, therefore, was ordered to make fail and ftand af 
clofc in towardi th6 more at poflible; whicK thjtt Ijwp 
accordingly did, and the next day came to, in ten fathom, 
Vater, ai did ihe Pembroke in thirteen, being at that time 
abo(it two miles diftant from the land : ihey there madp 
the iicceflary fignals, m they were du-eded by their feccct, 
inllrn^ioDa in tlie hand-writinff of lord Nottingham. 
The French {^miCTariei findtng the fignals were not 4n> 
. ^^led, propoled to captain Arris, that they lyould tliecor 
^Ires go cipfe to the ftwrc to procure intcIHgence, if 
fo^ible, provided he would furnitlf thcnt with a boit, 
^clUmfjuted and armed for that purpoie. This Iptritcd 
tidtt being eagerly accepted, the boat was ordered to be 
^i^4y hy break of day i and the Tartar wat alio intended 
to be fent Di> for their better prote^ion, ag doTc to the 
ibo^e a; her draught of water would permit. When the 
IppOMtcd time arrived it unluckily fell dead calm ; and the 
two galfiei:, already mentioned, having got out of the 
|npld>aad laying on their oars ready to intercept any boat 
fhfit Qioutd attempt to approach the land, it was not 
Ihaught advifeable to profecute the enterprizei and » 
iecondcnuncilrwhichwasimmcdiatclycotivened on board 
|he Pembroke, came to ihe following refolution :

^* At a confukation. held on board her majefty's (hip 
Pembroke, this i8tb day of September^ it was the opinioa 
of the pilots not to venture in. (bore agaimfor kar ^ 
the many alterations of the wind, which now take place^ 
added •^ to the fear of that ten>pe{hious weather nfuai af 
this time of the year. This opinion being confirmed hj 
the tefUmooy of the French prifoners, the captains. Arris 
and Cooper,' having advifeo with the aforefaid French 
sentlemenv in relation to the aforefaid pilots, opinion^ 
have thought .-it xieceilary to make the beit of their way 
to the general lendezvous, (ince nothing more could h^ 
attempted. Witoefs our hands." See page i as. 
- In confequence of the foregoing refolution, the,Pem«> 
brc^e and Tartar failed for Leghorn, where they arrjve4 
on the 23d of September, after having encountered a vi«* 
blent fioon while working out of the gulph of Lyons* 
As foon as the Pembroke and Tartar joined the fieet^ 
captain Arris made a report of the expedition to the 
admiral. Mr. Portales, and Mr. La Belliere a^fo, wh^ 
had been eye-. witnefles of tht csaptain's good.condqd and 
2eal in th^t fervice, having afterward waited on fir 
Cloudefley, he told th^m '< he was very well fatisfiej 
with what they had done fmCe they had made tl)at gulph, 
which was before looked upon as unapproachable, acceA- 
fibld and eafy for all undertakings. And though (adde4 
the admiral) you have not fucceeded in the deiign of giv* 
}ng relief to oar friends, the Cevenois, yet they will fee 
we have been as good as our word. I aoigiiro the more 
glad of your dtfcovcry, becaule it will be eafier in futurf 
to relieve them that way, if we fend a fquadj-on.eaxly.into 
fhe gulph." Such was the end of an expedition, of 

which 
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wfitch the tBofl fanguine hopes and expedttions had been 
fonned in England ; but wc certainly have fecn that nu 
part of its failure can be imputed to captain Arris. 

He waa foon after his return ts the fleet, fent by the 
admiral, with commodore Swanton^ to Tripoli and Tunis. 
From thence iheT afterwards pfticeeded to Scanderoon, 
according to their inftrudions, xnd joined captain Juniper, 
wtth whoiji they returned to England in the month of 
December. Captain Arris appears to hare been after 
this time, except during the year 1704, principally em- 
ploye^ on the Met^Krranean uationi where the fam^ po> 
Veny of events, which deprived fo many of his brave co- 
temporaries of any opportunity of didinguilhing them- 
selves, extended the fame baneful influence to fpirited and 
eager gallantry in his cafe alfo. We hear nothing of 
him afterthistimetilltheyear 1711, when he commanded 
Hk Devonftiire of eighty gnns, one of the Aiips fent out 
under fir Hovenden Walker, on hii unforttmate expedition 
agaihft Canada. When the fleet was about to enter the 
nver St. Lawrence, capuin Arris removed into the 
Windfor, which was only a fixty gun (hip ; and the fol- 
lowing reafon is given by lir Hovenden for this meafuref 
' which mi^ht otherwife appear extraordinary. 
' " It bcmg the o{»nion of every body that the Humber 
and Devonfhire were too big to venture up the river as 
far as Quebec, people generally reprefcnting the naviga- 
tion of tnat river as very dangerous, I therefore ordered 
them home, and have hoided my flag in the Edgar; and 
the general going on board the Windfor, captaia Arris 
weiit to command her." 

Nothing could certainly have been a greater eompli- 
iment'to captain Arris than fuch a renKival, when the 
catrfe of it is properly confidcrcd. He returned to Eng- 
land with fir Hovenden in the month of September; aiui 
it is not at all necelTaiy to enter more into tne account of 
that expedition, of which a full detail has already been 

S'ven in the life of that admiral*. We do not believe 
is gentleman ever went to fea after his return to Eng. 
land ; and inrt^i^ he appears to have entirely quitted tne 
line of adive (ervice, being, on the 20lh of December iq

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that year, appointed a cotnmiffioner of the vidualling 
office. This iUtioD he continued to hold till the time of his 
death, which happened on the 7th of January 1719. 

BROWN9 Kichard, — was, in the beginning of the 
year 1693, appointed fecond lieutenant of the Centurion, 
a fourth rate, at that time employed as a cniifer off the 
coaft of Scotland. We hear nothing of him after this 
time till the fourth of May 1696, when he was promoted 
to the command of the Hawke fireihip. No other notice 
whatever is taken of hil^ during the reign of king Wil- 
liam ; nor indeed do we find him, after the acceuion of 
queen Anne, commanding any very confequential fhip, or 
employed in a fervice memorable Enough to be particularly 
recorded. He died on<be 12th of Nov. 1706, being at tluut 
time commander of th/c Hazard, a fliip of war mounting 
fifty-two guns, taken a few years before from the 
French by captain, afterwards fir John Norris. 

CAVE, Clempfon, — was, in the year 1692, appointed 
firft lieutenant ot the Tyger Prize, a fourth rate. After 
having ferved in the fame ftation on board one or two 
other ihips of the line, he was, on the 3d of OSt. 1696, 
appointed captain of the ElTex Prize* We do not nnd 
any other notice taken of him during the reign of king 
William, nor did he in that period ever obtain the com- 
mand of any (hip larger than a frigate. No mention 
whatever is, indeed, ever made of him after his firft ap- 
pointment to the rank of captain in the navy, not even to 
communicate to us the time of his deatfi. 

COOPER, John.-^We know nothing of this gentle- 
man till he was, on the 29th of January 1696*, appointed 
captain of the Penfance. His rift in the fervice itielf 
was remarkably flow, and the nature of his appointments 
perfe&Iy unintereilin^, for we do not find tne fmalleft 
mention ever made of him till the year 17x1 ; at which 
time he commanded the Swiftfure, one of the fquadron 
fent out, under fir Hovenden Walker, on the unfortunate 
e:xpedition againft Canada. Before the fquadron entered 
the river St. Lawrence^ it was held neceflary to fend

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liome the Humbcr "and Devonfllife, two Ihips'or ei^i^ 
|uos,"Wh!ch were thought too Iirgc to encounter the £.r- 
ticullki of fo dangerous and intricate a navigation^ C^ 
this occafion he' removed ■ from the Swiftfure ■ into the 
Devonfliire. Hoftilities being fufpended not long after 
this time, by the peace concluded at Utrecht,. -we heir 
nothing farther relative- to captain- Cooper till the year 
1720,' at which time hecommandcd the Suffbilc, of fevcnty 
guns, one of the fleet then under orders for the Bahic. 
The leading particulars • of the expeoition, as well as 
. thofe political rcafons which induced the equipment of this 
force, have been already given inthelifeof firj. Norrist... 
We do not find captain Cooper to have ever gone agahi 
fO Tea after his return td England, where be oied on the 
lith of September 1728. 

CRANBY, John, — was, in 1692, appointed third 
lieutenant of the Norfolk. After continuing fome years 
in the fame rank, and being promoted to be firfl lieutenant 
of one of the HM-fbips in the year 1695, he was advanced, 
on the 25th of September 1696, to be commander of the 
Humber firefhip. Early in the following year he was 
made captain ol the Dunwich, and fent, under the com- 
mand of commodore Norris, to Ncwfonndland. He was, 
■while on that (lation, one of the naval officers who, jointly 
' with thofe of the army, compofed the council of war, in 
which it was decided a^ainft puiting to fca and feeking to 
attack the French. Captain Cranby, however, appein 
to have been of a very different opinion, having voted 
againll that refolution, and feeming to have aited uien, as 
well as on every other occafion, with the mod becoming 
fpirit. 

He was ferit home by the commodore in a tew days 
afterwards^, with the account of his fituation, and early

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40 j^e.pext ytxr was achrancecl lo be captain of the PooI«» 
of forty gansy one of the ftiips xetained in commiffion 
xiOtrnthftandihg the peace at Kyfwic* In the^b^inning 
of the enfuing fummer he ^as ordered (or the Nf editerra- 
' nein, together with other (hips, for'the punx^e of over- 
, awing and retraining the depredations of the SaHetines, 
and other, piratical dates ot Barbary. On his palTage 
thither he fiell in with a part of the Spaniih flpta^ ..home- 
watd'-botmd from the Weft Indies., It had juft before 
ei\countered a dreadful ftorm, in which one of the pr!n- 
, cipal fhips had foundered with an imdienfe treaAire oo 
boa'rdi kfid the reft had been much feparated and reduced 
to the greatfeft diftrefs. Captain Cranby exerted himfdf 
in the higheft degree to relieve their wants, in as great an 
extent as pnulence and attention to the prefervation of 
his own ptople would poilibly permit him; and to his 
tiimely fuccour the remainder of this vahiable fleet was 
principaiUy indebted for its fa£e arrival at Cadiz not long 
afterwards. 

Captain Cranby himfelf had the misfortune to be over- 
taken a few days after by a Violent gale of wind» 
which be was fortunate enough tp weather, thou^ noc 
without fo much damage to his mafts and rigging, that 
he was obliged to put into Cadiz to refit, and wail fortu- 
nate enough to reach that port on the 4th of June. Hav- 
ing re-equipped his diip, he failed fior the coaft of Bar- 
bary towards the latter end of the fame month i but does 
not appear to tuive me( with any occurrcace worthy of 
being commemorated during the time he continued on that 
ftation. He remained th^re in the fame, we cannot fay 
ina^ive, but little memorable fervice, both this and the 
following year. We hear nothing of him after his arri- 
val in England, whither he returneck in the year 1700, 
except that, when the fleet Was on its return from the

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expedition againfl Cadiz, in the year iJoZf he was prcv- 
moted to the commiiu) of the Bc^, of eighty gton *, as. 
fucceflbr to lord Archibald Hamilton, who was icnwved 
into the Eagle ;. this was an honour he unfortunately did 
not long furvive, dying on the 19th of December in the 
fame year. 

DRAKE, John, — During the years 1692 and 1693, 
ferved as firll lieutenant of the Mary, of fixty-two gons. 
He was, in 1 694, promoted to the fame flation on board a le- 
cond rate ; and was, on the 15th of January 1696, appointed 
captain of the Seahorfe. In the following year he, u 
well as the gentleman of whom we laft gave an accouot, 
accompanied commodore, afterwards fir John Norrit, to 
Newfoundland : but during the time he was thus onplc^^* 
we do not find any thine in his conduft more worthy of 
remark, thaif that, at trie council, to which we have 
alluded in our account of the laft-mcntioned gentleman, 
he was totally of a dilFerent opinion from him, voting 
that the fleet ftiould wait the enemy's attack, inltead m 
fpiriledty feekins; them at fca, as the commodore himfelf 
wifhed. Captam Drake did not long furvive this eventf 
dying on the 22d of November 1 697, 

DYER, Nicholas,— was, in the year 1693, appointed 
lieutenant of the Sapphire, a fi^h rate, one of a fmall 
fquadron Rationed, ourine that year, to follow the orders 
or the lord lieutenant of Ireland. On the Irth of De- 
cember 1696, he was promoted to the command of the 
Dolphin; and being in a (hort time after advanced to be 
captain of the Lincdn, died in that veflel at fca on the 
- 4.th of June 1697. 

FISHER, Ihomas, — is known only as havit^becn 
' appointed commander of the Truekive bomb-ketch in the 
year 1695. He wai promoted to be captain of the Mer- 
maid'- frigate on (he nth of April 1696, and died in the 
"Weft Indies on the 7th of March in the following year. 

HOPSON, Edward,— fuppoM to have been the bra. 
ther of vice-admiral Or Thomas Ht^Mi, (^ whom fome 
account has been already given t. The firA information 
we have concerning him is, that in the year 16931 he

ierved uni^^er that atdmiral as ftrft lieutenant of the Bredahy 
6f (rxty-tWo guns, durine the time he accompanied fir 
George Rooke in c(JftV?)ying the outwaitl-bound Smyrna 
fleet. It is not improbable he continued with his gallant 
relation till he was proAioted to the rank of captain, but 
of this we have no proof to be pofitively relied oli» Oa 
the 24th of July 1696, we find him promoted to the 
command of the Thunderbolt, a fmafl trigate, employed 
during that and the following year, as a cruifer m the 
irifh fea. No other mention is made of him during; the 
teign of king Williim. On the acceflion of queen. Amie, 
and the re-commencement df war with France, he was 
appointed to command the Mary, a fourth rate, under 
rcfar-admiral Beaumont, who had hoifted his flag on 
board that fhfp as commander of the fquadron fitted out 
to block up the port of Dunkirk. 

The melancholy &te of that worthy admiral, as well as 
of his fhip, has been already related*: but captain 
Hopfon was not perfonally involved in that great and 
hational misfortune, farther than the grief he muft natu- 
rally have felt at the untimely lofs of fo many brave men^ 
ti lofs ftill enCreafed by that of hit commander alfo, a 
'man whom he, with the greatefl juftice, both refpefted 
and revered. Captain Hopfon, together with the purfer^ 
were both, happily for them, on fhore at the commence- 
ment of that tremendous hurricance, welT known by the 
pre-eminent name of the Great Storm. And thus it wa« 
they efcaped experiencing its dreadful tfk&s, which 
^oved fatal to all the perfons who were on board the 
Thip, one man only excepted, who was, almoft miractf- 
loufly, prefervcd. 

D*uring the remainder of the war obtain Hopfon ap* 
pears to have been principally, if not wholly, Rationed 
in the Mediterranean. It is moft probable, that after the 
fite dreadful misfortune, a new (nip, called the Mary^ 
^as immediately bui]t, and the command given to him, 
as a particular compliment, for, in the year 1706, we 
imd him captain of a (hip of that name on the laft-men- 
tiohed (lation, and in which he continned during the re- 
mainder of the war. The inadive, (Iuggi(h, and totally de- 
feb(ive condu£t, oh the part of the enemy, which they uni- 
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fbrmljr adopted io that ijiucrter of the world, prerented 
captain Hc^fon, in common with the reft of his brave 
cotemporaries, from cSt&m^ any fervicc fuflicientiy 
memorable to dererve particular recital. This cir- 
ciimftance, added to the peace, which was concluded at 
Utrecht in the beginning of the year 1713, prevents our 
&ying any thing farther relative to him till the year 1 715, 
Mncn wettnd him capain of the Burfond, of feventy guns, 
one of the fleet piu under the command of flr John Nor- 
ris, for the Baltic. We meet with no infomution con- 
cerning him after this time, til! the year 17 191 when he 
was, on the 8th of May, very defervedly promoted to be 
rtar-admiral of the blue. He hoifled |iis flag an board 
the Dorfctihirc in a few days afterwards, being appointed 
fecond in command of the fleet then tinder orders, liLe 
that in which he lafl: (erved, for the Baltic. No mention 
is made of admiral Hopfon in any account given of this 
very unintereding expedition, nor is it even poliiivdy 
known whether he accompanied fir John Norris thither. 

In the following year, however, Oill having his flagoa 
board the Dorfetlhire, he was again ordered for the Bal- 
tic under the fame commander-in-chief: but the force 
dcflined for that fervicc being much more formidable 
than it had been in the preceding feafon, an additional 
fla^-oflicer (R. A. Hozier) was appointed to a command 
in It, who being fcnior to Mr. Hopfon, he confequently 
became third in command. This fleet confined of twenty 
fliips of the line, and a proportionate number of frigates 
and fmall vedelsi but the events of this expedition were 
tKA, in aoy degree, tnore interefling than thofe of the laft 
had been. In 1721 he failed, for the third time, to the 
Baltic, in the fame ^tion, and under the fame comman- 
ders ; with whom he alfo experienced a naval campaign as 
dull andjintnterelHnffas the former. 

On the 16th of February 1722, Mr, Hopfon was pro- 
inotcd to be rear-admiral of toe red ; but we do not beHeve 
him to have been again employed till the year 1726, when 
he was appointed to command a fmall fqnadron, con- 
fiding only of four or five fliips, ordered for Gibraltar Ir 
order to fruflratt any fudden attempt that might be made 
by the Spaniards on that imporiant place. On his 
paflage tbitber he was overtaken by a violent gale, which 
thattcied 
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fbattered fQme of his (hips in fo great a degreei that he 
was obliged to put into Liibon to refit. He failed after 
this was efFeded for the Streights^ whe^ he joined, and 

Eut himfelf under the orders of flr John Jennings, who 
ad been fent out a ihort time hefote with a fquadnon of 
nine ihips of the line ; and the appearance of fo formid-* 
able a force, ready for the indant commencement of 
hoAilities, had at lead the good effect of inducing the Spa- 
niards to wilh avoiding them. 

On the return of flr John Jennings to England, Mr. 
Hopfon was left behind commander-in-chief on that fta* 
tion ; and on the r9th of April 1727, was advanced to be 
vice-admiral of the blue. The condu^l of the Spaniards 
becoming, towards the end of this year, wonderfully 
equivocal, and bearing every appearance of menacing, if 
not aAuaily intending ho{ltlities, fir Charles Wager was 
ordered for Gibraltar with a fouadron of fix (hips of tho 
line, where he was to take -Mr. Hopfon *| and his (hips 
under his command. A variety of events, although not 
of a very intereding nature, took place, as we have already 
related in the life of fir Charles Wager. The diflFerence 
was at lad put into a proper train of negociation ; but 
this was occafionally interrupted, by new and unforefeen 
objedions almoft daily IlarteJ on the part of the Spaniards* 
To guard againft any accident that might happen in cale 
of a renewal of hoflilities, it was deemed prudent to order 
Mr. Hopfop to fail for the Weft Indies, a ftatton which 
the death of fir Francis Hofrer) in the month of Augu(l 
preceding, had left without an admiral. In purfuance of 
thefe inftrudions Mr. Hepfon, having his flag on boanl 
the Lion, failed frOm CibraUar bay on the 17th of Ds* 
cember, and arrived fafe at Jamaica on the 29th of Janu- 
ary. During his paffage out, that is to fay on the 13th of 
the laft-mentioned month, a promotion of flag officers 
was declared at home, and Mt. Hopfon was advanced to 
be vice-admiral of the whiter

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The fqiudroh he found in the Weft Indies hdviig'becn 
put, by the afliduity of Mr. St. Loc, the fetiior cftpiam on 
that (lation, in the belt condiiion for fervice, cirfumftanccs 
in that part of the. world wauM sdmit, the vice-admiral 
Itaving fliifted his flag on board the Leopard, failed, on 
the 4.th of February, to cruifc off the coaft of New Spain. 
The Spaniards being perfeflly upon their guard, and 
keeping their galleons and other valuable fhips in port; 
the Engiifh government on the other hand having iflbei 
DO order for the aftual commencement of hofti'ities, th» 
only memorable circumftance we have to relate, as having 
taken place, is, the continuance of that dreadful mortality 
of which we fhall have fart her occalion to fpeak of in our ac- 
count of fir F, Holier^ and on which we have only to re- 
mark, in this place, that, tg the eternal difgrace of an impo- 
tent, bafe, and cowardly adminiftration, the lives of four 
thoufandofourbeft reamen,of fifty lieutenants, eight or ten 
captains, and two admirals, were tnotl miferably and dif- 
graccfully facriftccd. This number was far greater than 
might have been expefted to have fallen glorioufly by the 
fword of thecncmy in the molt bloody con telt, and whofe fate 
would thenonlyliavc excited the compallion, inftead of rouf- 
ing the indignation of that generous nation which they were 
were fent to defend with their fwords, not overwhelm 
with forrow and mourning, for the bloodlefs and ignoble 
k)fs of fuch a inultitude of brave men. The admiral him- 
fclf fcarccly furvived his arrival three months : in the be- 
ginning of May he contra^lcd a fever, the imiverfal as well 
as fatal difonler of the climate ; tn the violence of which, 
the Hrength of his conftimtion yielded after a (bort illnefs- 
of five djys. 

He died on board the Leopard, off the Grand Bru, on 
the coaft of New Spain, on (he 8th of May 1 728. 

HOSIER, Sir Francis. — This gentleman was appointed 
fourth lieutenant of the Neptune, a fecond rate, in the 
year 1692. After a progrcllive promotion through the 
different llations in that rankf till he became, at tall, lirfl 
lieutenant of a fiag-fhip, we bi:lieve the London, we find 
him, in l6()5, commanding a fmall vefTel, called the Potif- 
mouil) Prize; but he had not the permanent ra^k of cap- 
tain till the year 1696'; when he was, on the 27th of ja- 
'War>', appointed to the WiflchelfL-a, a new frigate of 

ihirtj 
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thirty«-two guns. The war being near a* eoncltifioti at 
this time> he had no opportunity either ol d'utinguifhing; 
hinnfelf, or even of obtaining any more confequential 
conimand during the reign o^ king William. His ad*' 
vancement in the navy was remarkably flow^, fo that many, 
years elapfed before he attained the. command even of 21 
ihip of the line. His fervices being thus confined to ther 
narrow limita of a cruiling frigate, or aveflel of the famct 
rank, occafionally employed in either convoying from 
port to porty or on ihort foreign voyages, the fleets of 
merchant-veilels of the fccond or inferior clafs, it cannot 
be expeded we fliouid have much more to record during 
fo unintereiling a period, even of the mod exalted cha- 
racters, than the cold and feeble praife of diligence and 
attention* 

In 1705 he commanded the Burlington* of fifty guns.; 
and appears, during both. this and the following year, to 
have been principally employed in the confequcntial fer* 
vice of convoying the.Elail India fleet from St. Helena to 
Europe. In the firft of thofe years he was under the 
command of captain Toilet, in the Kingsfi(her ; in tho 
latter the chief command of the coovov, which confiftedj 
indeed, only of his own diip and. the Oartoiouth, captain 
Cocky was veiled in himfelf. Towards the latter end of 
th« year 1706, he was removed into the Salifbury, a fliiu 
of the fame rate and force as the Burlington. No notice 19 
taken of the particular fervice in which this ihip was em- 
ployed during the enfuing furomcr ; but it is moit probable 
It was either ^n the fame line, that, he had before com^* 
manded was, or as a cruiiing ihip. At the latter end 
of Qdober he had the melancholy honour of being dif- 
patched from England, for the Scilly i Hands, to receive on 
board the body of the brave and unfortunate fir C. Shovel, 
which had been taken tip there. Aftef this time we arc 
ifiain ignorant as to the ilatlons or fervices he was em- 
ployed, till the year 1710, when we iindhim ilill com- 
manding the Salii)>ury, and dlQered to cruife off Cape 
Clear, in company with the St. Alban's, a ihip of the fame 
force. This was in the month of March, They had 
the good fortune to meet with a French ihip, mounting 
(i^ty gunS| which they captured and carried fafe into 
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Dublin bay, ifter a very fliarp aftjon, in which the Salif-' 
bury had me greatefl fhare. 

Thit vefTel, of whoTe capture no notice is taken by anjr 
hiftorian, far at we have been able to dlfeovcr, was taken 
into the (ervice and called the Salifbury Prize. Sooi) as thi» 
fiiip, as well as tier captors, were refitted, the^ were Tent 
to the Weft Indies as a reinforcement to commodore Lit- 
tleton. Not long after Mr. Kofter'sarrivalin that part of 
the world, he had a fecond opportunity of dillinguKhtng 
.himrelf, which he did no lefs memorably than on the former 
Occafion. This circumftance has been, indeed, fhortly^ 
related in the account of Mr. Littleton ; but as Mr. Ho- 
sier was, perhaps, more materially concerned in it than 
even his commanding officer, it cenainly will he by no 
means improper, to give a more enlarged detail of this 
tranfadion here. 

■ The Salifbury, and Salisbury's Prise, commanded by 
captain Robert Harland, were, in the month of July 171 1, 
with other (hips of war, cruifing, under the comdiand of 
commodore Littleton, in expectation of falling in with 
monfieur Du CalTe's fquadron, which had the Spanilh gal- 
leons under its c<Hivay : on the 17th, at day break, 
they had fight of four large Ihips, tu which they 
jgave chace, but, owing to a light wind, it was near fix 
o'clock in the evening before the Sali/bury's Prize,iwhich 
was the headmoft of the Englifh fhips, could get up with 
the fternmoft of the enemy. This fhip afterwards proved 
to be the vice-admiral of the Spanilh galleons, mounting 
fixty brafs guns. In a itery fhort time after captain 
Harland began to engage, the Salilbury came in to his 
afliltance i and by their united and fpirited effisrts, the 
enemy was fo completely fiibdued, that he furrendered as 
foon as the commodore himfclfdrcw near,- and before he 
had fired a tingle (hot. 

Mr. Burchet mentions a fecond prize taken at the fame 
lime by ihefe fhips, and attributes the aaptiire of the 
Spanifh commodore principal l)k to commodore Littleton ; 
but this is generally difbclicved, and tofally unnoticed by, 
all oilier hilloiians. We do not find any mention made 
of cap ::tin Uozier after this time, till the year 1710, when 
he was appointed ftcond cap;aiti of the Dorfetfhirc, the 
(hip on board which the earl of Berkeley hdifted his flag 
iV)th a fpecial commilTion, gnder which he poflelTcd an 
authority 
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authority little inferior to that of a lord high admiraU "he 
having under him vice-admiral Littleton, as captain of the 
fleet, and Mr. Hozier as fecond^ or fird captain of the 
ihip, with the rank of rear-admiral for the time being. 

On the 8th of May following he wiis promoted to be 
rear-admiral of the white, and in the enfuii^ fpring 
hoifted his flag on board the Prince Frederic^ of feventy 
gunsy being appointed fecond in command of the fleet 
fent) under fir John Norris, to the Baltic. He again 
ferved in the fame (lation during the year 1 721 ; but it is 
needtcfs to fay any thing of the few occurrences which 
took place during the expedition, as, although of a very 
unintereding nature, they have been already related in the 
account of the commander-in-chief. On his return from 
this fervice, if it could be faid to deferve that name, he 
yi^iS immediately appointed fecond in command of a 
fquadron ordered to be equioped for a fecret expedition, 
under fir Charles Wager. The immediate objcA of it 
appears to have been the chailifement of the Portuguefe,* 
who had behaved with much infolence, and even con- 
demned two EngHfli gentlemen to fuffer death, by an 
abfolute and almoft totally forgotteit law, under pretence 
of their having been concerned in an illicit exjK>rtation 
of gold coin. 

The impending terrors of war had fufficxelif influence 
over the Portuguefe councils, to awe that impotent nation 
into complete fubmiflion, fo that the fquaaron was dif- 
mantl^d without ever putting tofea, and confequently 
without affording us any other circumftance relative to 
Mr. Hozier, than that he was promoted to ht vice-admi« 
ral of the blue on the i6th of February 1722-3, and ac- 
cordingly hotlled his flag at the fore-top-maft-head of the 
Bredah. The fleet being difmantled and laid up intme« 
diatety afterwards, Mr. Hozier did not again appear as 
holding any naval employment till the year 1726. The 
r^ftlefs temper of the Spaniards, and their intrigues with 
the.court of Peterflburgh, rendering it very apparent that 
the want of an opportunity of ftrikmg a blow was all that 
prevented them from openly breaking forth into immedi«> 
^te hoflilities, the admmiftration of that time, pacifically 
f S it was inclined, was afraid to temporize any longer. 

I 4 - A number 
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A niiniber of fquadroiu were equippetl and difpi^difilL 
to diiFerem parts of the world to be ready, as well to repc], 
any Aidden infult, or attack, astopunifh any open brnch^ 
or violation of the treaty of peace then exifling. That 
defined for the Weft Indies, confifting of fcven (hip« or 
the line, was put under the command of vice-admiral, 
Hozier ; he was to be joined by feveral (hips which werej 
already in that part of^the world; fo that his fqrce, wJiciij 
colleacd, would have appeared truly formidable to aq^ 
enemy, even better prepared for war than the Spaniard:^ 
at that time really were. They were probably more, 
vulnerable in that quarter than in any other part of their 
pofTedions ; while at the fame time the immcnu: wealth and. 
riches with which thofc colonics abounded, even to a profu^ 
Ifon, untravelled Europeans would fcarcely credit, ap- 
peared tfl hold them forth as a greater incentive for afTail- 
ants to brave the dangers of an arduous enterprise, as well 
in the hope of more eBe£lua)ly diftrelTing their country's, 
enemies as of amply rewardingtHemfetve^with their rict^i. 

Tlie vice-admiral having noifted his flae on board bis, 
old (hip, the Biedah, of Jcventy ejins, failed from Ply- 
mouth on the 9ih of April ; and ^ter an indilTerent par-< 
fa^c, during which, however, he met with no abfolute^ 
difader, arrived oiF the ballimento's, near Porto Pello^ 
qn the 6th of June. His appearance was at once atx 
objeiSl both of terror and furprize. The governor, with 
much apparent alarm, imtncdiately dlfpatcned an oflit^er 
tQ the vice-admiral, requelling to know the caufe of this 
very unexpeded vifit. The Tatter, with much tempcTa 
faid he came to efcoit the Royal George, a lij^e lliip 
belonging to the South Sea company, which was then in 
Porto Bcllo difpofing of her cargo, which was very valu- 
aiiic^ for fpccie. The governor wifliing to be rid of 
eucits whofe prefence was extremely difagrecablcj imme-^ 
diately took every pofEble meafurc to haiten her depart, 
ture, by enforcing a fpeedy payment of the debts due 
from the Spanilb merchants, oi) account of their feveral 
purchafes. 

As foon as all the different accounts could be made up,

Thiscondud in the admiral was undoubtedly fpiiited in 
the hi&hell de^qe^ and mo(i unqontrovertibly proved the* 
naval fuperionty of his own country. It was not, howh 
carer, ot the fmalleft fervice, vicMcjcd in any other, light, 
and fuch was the reflriaive tenor of his xnflrudions, diat 
he w;is prevented froii) following thq natural impulfq pf 
hi^ own gallantry, and applying the forqe itfelf indead of. 
tjie terror of it, in the chaAifement of the enemy. 

It Bas been elfewhere remarked, that to prevent th^ 
Spahifli flota from returning to Old Spain, was the oilqnr 
imle caufe why this powerful fquadron lay fo long in| 
i|i<;h an unwholefome climate, expofed tq all the miferies 
of difeafe, fufmpunted by the moft drqadful and raging^ 
mortality. But this objed, it is alfo at the fame time 
cbferved, might have been as eiiedually apcomplifhed by^ 
its continuing^ there three weeks only, as by its being> 
itationary for fix months, till what had at firft been an 
objeQ of univerfai terror^ hecamf as general a theme of. 
ridicule and contempt. 

The vice-admiral returned at 1a(l to Jamaica on tho; 
14th of December; but to fo didrefTed a (late was tho^ 
fquadron reduced, that there were fcarcely men enoughi 
left alivp to navigate it Into port. The vice-admiral, 
]OUnediate(y paid' every poflible attention to his flck; and 
1^ this humane exertion, added to the care and kind treat* 
i^ent of .the inhabitants, a confiderablc number of tbofe 
who lived to reach the fliore happily recovered. FortUr 
nately for the fervice, there were at that time at Jamaica

He flood over lo Canhagena, andcofflinnedcniifingiij 
thofe Teas till th( middle of Aogud, encountering the 
feme crits he had before fo lamentably ej^pciienced, 
and without bciiig able to render his countiy the Anallett 
of Aprt benefits, which, in the eyes of lotnc, app^r 
^ conntcrbal lance misfortune. He had not in hi; fc:- 
cOnd cnrife even that negative fatisfaAion of having terri- 
fied and overawed the enemy, which he was relcrained 
IVom attacking ; for a vcfTel, with orders from Old 9pain> 
arriving at the Havannah on the 8th of Angiift, all the 
properly belonging to the Engliih merchants, that -fras in 
the power of the Spaniards, was immediately fcized. At 
the Havannah and Vera Cruz alone, the Prince Frederic, 
» very valuable fhip belonging to the South Sea comfrany;, 
a frigate and four pacr|Uct-boats, were detained and con- 
demned, under the ftale pretence of rcprizal. 

Admiral Hofier fpiritedly demanded their reftitirtion j 
and the better to enforce compliance with his application^ 
went himfetf to Veia Cruz with four fliips of the liner 
Itnt the Spaniards had in fome degree recovered from their 
firfl panic, and no\r peremptorily refufed to do that afl of 

J'uflice, they flattered thcmfelves the fmall force of the

for t^e armamefit uode'r his coinn[iand> without the fmalleft 
advantage being derfved from it, all tended to overwhelm 
with grief and defnair this brave and honeft man ; fo that 
he breathed his lau at fea, on the a3d of Auguft 1727,' 
dying, as it is fai4i of mere chagnn, at the wanton and 
wicked deftruAioa of fo many brave men> whofe fate h6 
could only lament, apd not avert *, 

A few days before his death he v^as promoted to be 
vice*admiial of the white ; and a commiinon is faid alf# 
to have been made out, empowering the governor of Ja« 
maica to confer on him the honour of knighthood. His 
promotion bearipe date on the i ith of Augull, only twelve 
days before his jdeath, he confequently did not live to, 
receive either that, or the honour t^iat was intended him ; 
but which, had he fortunately furvived to have enjoyed, 
were certainly a mifeiable rccompenie for' his mtmer 
anxiety and difappointment* The body of this brave and 
unfortunate naan was embalmed, and buried in the balla(| 
pf the (hip he commanded, in which it was afterwards 
brought tq England for interment. His misfortunes and 
merit furvived him Ipnger than is ufually the cafe, eithev 
with the greated or moft unhappy of mankind : and it is 
no flender teftimony of worth, when the abfence of pane^ 
gyric is feelipgly fupplied by compafCon. 

LAMBERT, Thomas^ — was, at the latter end of th^ 
year 1692, appointed fourth lieutenant of the Royal 
sovereign. He was not advanced to the rank of captain 
in the navy till the 20th of Qdober 1696, when he was 
appointed to the Betty, and was prefent iii that ftation at 
the rather memorable engagement, between commodore 
Harlow and the Fren(:h fquadron, of which we have 
already given an account t. He continued to command 
the fame veflel after the peace at RyfwiC| and in 1699

LONG, Th(»naE,— T-was appointed third lieutenant of 
the Dutchefs, a fecond rate, in the year 1692. After this 
tjtne we hear nothing of him till we find him', on the 27th 
of January 1696, appointed captain of tlie GrtfHn fireHiip. 
He never obtained any raorc confcquentiai confmand, ot^ 
is in any d^rce Either noticed during the reien of king 
William. Hi& advancement in the fervice, after the ac- 
ceiHon of queen Anne, was extremely How; and fo'un- 
fbixunate was he in ihe different IHtiona allotted to Inm, 
as never to have had the fmalleQ opportunity of diltin> 
guifliing himfelf, fo as to actjuire renown pirvious to thai 
nvhich hf at' ^^ tnoft gsUantly purchsfed with the loft of 
bis life. 

During the year 1710 be comniMded the Bredah, of 
ferenty gum, one of the Meditecrasean fleet under fir 
John Norrifi; atwl being detached by that admiral on a 
chiife, in company with the Warfpight, captain Crow, 
had the fortune to meet with a French (hip of the line, 
called Le Maure. The B/edah polTcfling a great fuperi* 
ority in failing over her companion, Toon oamc up with 
the enemy, when a very fmart engagement took place ; in 
which, although of but fhort continuance, captain Long 
was uhfortunaiely killed. Almnfl immediately on this 
unhappy event's taking place, the Warfpight came up, 
and the enemy furrendcred. I'he action tout plafc^bout 
ferty leagues from Cape Roxcnt. 

PINDER, ThomaE.^^We have no information n:la- 
tive to this gentleman till we find him, on the ilth of 
April 1696 % appointed captain of the Mermaid frigate, 
Jle continued commander of the fame fliip till it was uni 
flappilylolt, oS* Plymouth, he himfcif asvell as th^creiT 
pcrifhing with it, on the 5th of January 1698-9. 

SMITH, Thomas,-^wa5, about the latter end of the 
year 169a, appointed firft lieutenant of the Hampton 
court. He had for fome years previous to this, progref- 
(ively with a very bi^h charaflcr, ferved as an officer iq^

royal navy. In 1695 he was appointed adting com- 
mander ot the Dunwich frigate ; in which ftation he was 
fo unfortunate as to be guilty of an offence we are very 
unwilling to record, but which hiftorical truth forbids vi% 
fo conceal : of this beneath. On the 26th of N<^nibcr 
1696, he was promoted to be a captain in the navy tidth 
permanent rank, and appointed to the Suffolk Hag boi&t. 
No mention is made, either of what (hip*, if any, that his 
commanded, or ih what fervices he was afterwards etn- 
ployed, during the reign of king William. 

After the acceflion of queen Anne we find himca^in cif 
theOofport^a ftitp employed on theNewEngland ftation in 
the year 1704 : he was aftertrards progreflively promoted 
to feveral dfiFerent (hips of the line, particularly the Litch* 
field ; in which (hip he was difpatched for India, in 1706, 
to convoy thither a fleet of merchant (hips. He returned 
from thence with a (imilar charge in the following yeSir, 
^nd arrived (afely at Kinfale on the 2lft of October. H6 
^as next iippointed to the Captain, and, after the peac% 
^as concluded at Utrecht, to the Norfolk. We belieVij) 
Mm to have been principally if not wholly <?mployed on 
the Mediterranean (tation during the time he held the com- 
mand of the former fhip ; a circumftance which may welt 
account for our having, in that period, fo little to relatfe 
concerning him. On the igth of September 1716, h^ 
femOved into the Jerfey ; and in the following year fcrved 
in the fleet, under fir G. Byng, in the Bahic. 

It appear^ from the hiftorical account of Greenwich 
hofpital, he was appointed a captain on that noble eftab-

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UOimem in the early part of the year 1718; an holictar' 
able retirement, clofed quickly afterwards by his deaih> 
which happened on the loth of April in the fame year. 

STRICKLAND, Charles — The advancement of thii 
gentleman in the fervice was as remarkably rapid as that 
of fevcral of his cotemporaries had been flow. In the 
year 1693 he had not obtained the rank even of lieute- 
oant ; and on the 7th of AuguA 1696, we find him ap- 
pointed captain of the Lark frigate. We find no mention ' 
made of him during the fhort remainder of the war, after 
the conclufion of which he-was appointed captain of the 
Seaford, and fent to the Streights under vice-admirat 
Aylmer. In 1699 he was employed to cniife,- with a few 
other frigates, againfl the Salietines, who had jult before 
riolated the treaty of peace, %nd committed tnany petty 
depredations on our commerce. But -after this time w« 
meet not with the fmallefl information concerning him 
till the year 1707, at which time he was captain of the 
NafTau, of fcventy guns. We find him early in the 
month of June Tent commodore of a fquadron of five fail 
to intercept a French convoy, reported to be on its paffage 
^om St. Maloe's to the eaAwaru, under the prqteuion of 
five ihips of war. He was not, however, fuccefsfut in 
this expedition ; but after an ineffe£tiial cruife, for fome 
days* off Cape La Hogue, returned to Spithead, not having 
ever feen his enemy. He was one of thecommandcrs fent, 
in t\\p month of Auguf) enfuing, under the orders of fir 
Thomas Hardy, to convoy the outward-bound fleet to 
Lifbon. Sy the.manly and unbiaflcd testimony he bore 
oa this occafion'io the conduft of bis admiral, he contri' 
buted much to that honourable acquittal which was 39 
pleafing to all men of -candour, as it probably was diftral^ 
UOg to all thofe of a different defcription. 

After bis retum into port, and the conclufion of the 
trial above-mentioned, he was, in the month of December, 
u>poinied commodore of a fmall fquadron of Englifh and 
Witch (hips of war, fent to proteft a fleet of ftorefhips to 
(.ifbon, and to convoy the emperor of Morocco's ambaf- 
fador to Tangier. During the enfuing year, and not 
{mprobably for the remainder of the- war, he continued 
in the MnSierranean, under different admirals ; and Jn 
cominon both with his fupcriors and eijuals tn command, 
experi- 
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cxperlenoed a feries of dull umnterc(ting crmfes and exr 
|>edidoiis, where even diligence itfdf is hardly remarked^ 
pecaufe thege was, perhaps, lefs opportunity of difplayiog 
it, than any fimilar period of hoftilities had eirer rendered 
either poflibic, or neceflBuy before or fince. 

We find no particular mention again made of him tiU 
the year 17 15, at which tirae he commanded the Eflex^ 
one of the fleet (ent to the Baltic under fir John Norris;. 
We are agajn ignorant whether, or on what particular 
ftatiooBhe was employed till the year 1718, when we find 
him commander of the Lenox, of feventy guns, one of fir 
George £yog's fleet ordered for the Mediterranean, to 
coianterad the attack made by Spain on the territories of 
the emperor. In the memorable a&ion with the Spanifh 
fleet in the month of Ai^ft, he was ftationed as one of 
the feconds to the commander-in-chief *« After his re* 
turn from this ftation he was, in the latter end of the 
year 17 21, appointed captain of the Yarmouth, a fourth 
rate, one of the fquadron ordered to be equipped, under 
the command of fir Charles Wager, for the chaftifemeat 
of the Portuguefe. The apparently impending ftorm of 
•war was averted by the prudent fubmiflion of the court of 
Portugal, even before the (hips were thoroughly collefiied^ 
fo that the fleet above-mentioned never even put to fea. 

About the latter end of January 1723!, he was ad- 
vanced to be rear-admiral of the blue ; ^nd from thence^ 
en the 5th of February, to be vice-admiral of the white^ 
a promotion he did not long live to enjoy, dying on the 
1 1 th of November 1 724* 

STUDLEY, James, — was, at the latter end of the 
year 1692, appointed fecond lieutenant of the Forefight, 
of forty-two guns, a fliip (ent, foon after that time, to

Irim, on the 2^^ of May 1656, appointed captain rif thfc 
Pearl, a frigate of thirty guns. He wUs preferitly ad- 
vanced to the command of the Pemliroke, Ot fifty guns, 
andTcnltoCadrz, in the month of November, lindS the 
Command of vice-admiral Neville. On hispllTage thith^ 
lie was feparated from the fl^ct in a violent gale of wind. 
Which he had however the good fortune to weather ip 
fkfety, and arrive at the above.mentioned port on the 1 1 th 
of DccembcT, Mr. Neville was ordered for the Weft 
Indies almofi immediately after he reached the Streights, 
and captain Stud]ey accompanying him thither, fcarceiy 
'furVived the hour of his arrival. Dying on the 28th of 
May 1697, )ie was amons the firft of thoTc brave and un- 
fortunate men whom dijeafe, infinitely more deflniAivSe 
~at this time than all the other mifchtcfs and horrofs 
attendant on war in that climate, put a period To the 
fervice of, without their even enjoying the ratisf^tfiioh 
of having iken and encountered their enemies. 

TREV ANION, Sir Nicholas,— was, in all probabi- 
lity, a fon, or collateral defcendant of captain Itichai'd 
-Trevanion, the conftani and faithful, though tnifcuidrtl 
adherent and attendant of James the Second •- We have 
no information as to his fevcral naval appointments, till 
'he was, on the 25th of May 1696, appointed captain 6i 
the Dunwich. The war was then near a conclufion, 
^uid nothitw but a moH lingular interference of good for- 
tune could nave procured him at fuch a time, and in fudi 
a fhip, an opportunity of ditllnguifhing himfelf cot of the 
■ordhiaYy line of fervice. Some tittle time after the 
nttfication of the peace at Ryfwic,he was appointed'cip- 
nin of the Lyme, a neW frigate of thirty-two gURS, and 
■ftnt to the Streights, in i6g8, under the command of 
vice-admiral Aylmer. But we do not find him occupitil 
ii) any fervice worth commemorating, the fole intention 
of the equipmeal of the fleet t to which he belonged, be- 
ing accomplilhed by its prefencc only. In the month of

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Odober fjoof he was difpatched from Cadiz for ihm 
Canaries, from whence he immediately returned to £n|^ 
land. Not long after his arrival he was appointed to the^ 
Dover of fifty guns ; in which fhip we find him at the 
recommencement of the war with France, after tiie ac«> 
ceflion of jqueen Anne. 

He was at firft employed as a Cruifer in the German 
Ocean, and there met with but trivial fuccefs, although* 
he was in every refoefl confidered as a very SL&'ive and 
able commander. Towards the conclufion of the year 
he was fent to cruife in the Irifh fea, and ordered to 
ftretch twenty kagues to the fouthward and weftward of 
Scilly. After this change of ftation he was more fortu- 
nate, having, in the month of January 1702-3, fallen in 
with and captured a large privateer belonging to St. Maloe^ 
called the count deThouloufe* This prize was rendered 
more confequential, and the conqueft more brilliant, from 
its having on boards at the time of the adion, three 
hundred regular troops, in the pay of the French king, 
cxclufive of the ordinary crew belonging to the fhip *. 
The engagement was defperately maintained, on the part 
of the enemVi for fix hours, but with very little prejudice 
to captain Trevanion and his people, not one of whom . 
were kifled, and a very i neon fide rable number wounded^ 
fome of them only lightly; while on the other hand 
upwards of 50 of the French were killed and 20 wounded. 
Captain Trevanion*s fuccefs did not end here; the count 
de Thouloufe had the day before the engagement captured 
a large fhip from New England laden with naval ftores, 
and other valuable articles of commerce. But his prize 
fell again into the hands of the Englifli, being retaken by 
the Dover on the following day. 

After captain Trevanion had convoyed his prize, as well 
as the recapture to England, and repaired thofe trhrial 
damages which he had fuftained in the preceding adion, 
he was ordered to join the main fleet : and the fcene of 
naval operations being transferred from the Channel to 
the Mediterranean, he failed for that flation, under the 
command of fir C. Shovpl, on the ift of July. Of the 
operations of this armament never were greater expeSa*

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dons vainly formed in Eneland ; and never wer« gigantic 
hopes more miferably difjp pointed. Thefe caufcs and 
confequcnccs have been ilrejdy repeatedly dwelt on j and 
the fail ilfcif is ircTitionod Iiere oiily to account for our 
having nothing mcrmimble to rerotint of fnch commanders 
as wei-e there employed under fo brave a chief as Shovel. 

In the beginning of September captain Trevanion was 
difpatchcd for Scandcroon, under commodore Jumper, t» 
coni-oy thither the Turkey fleet. He returned from thence 
to Englaiid in the month of December, and we have not 
been able lo difcovoi- on w-hat ftaiion or fervicc he was 
employed during the enliiing year. In 1705 he was pro- 
moted to the command of a fhip of fixty guns, we balicve 
the York ; and continued, with fome very fhort intervals. 
On the Mediterranean Uaiion during the remainder of the 
War, at all times held in the highell honour and rtfpcQ by 
the different commaudets under whom he fervcd, although 
fortune denied him any of thofe opportunities of railing 
himfelf into public notice, which flic occafionally bcftowed, 
with much liberality, on her greater favourites. On his 
return from the Meiiiterranean he appears to have retired 
from adtive ferviceVand, after the acccllion of king George 
the firft, w»s always one of the perfons principally confuh^d 
relative to the civil oeconomy and management of the navy. 
He alfo. quickly became highly ell^cmed and careiTed by 
that fovereign, who beliowtd upon him ihc honour of 
knighthood ; and, in the ^ear 1726, appointed him com- 
millioner of the navy rcddent at Plymoulh. This office 
he held till his death, and executed with the grcateft 
honour to himfeif, affording all the advantage that could 
he derived by the country iVoin a ftation of fuch truft, 
filled by a man of the highelt mention, integrity, and 
ability. He dii-d on ihe I7lh of November 1737. 

UNDERDOWN, Ji>hn.— We know nothing of this 
brave and cnierprizing commander, till we find him, in 
ilie beginning of the year 1695, commanding the Wrcnn 
Pink, a fmall velTcl attached to'lir C. Shovel's fquadron 
in ihe. Channel. On Auguil 2^, 1696, he was appointed 
commander of the Garland. No other mention is made 
of him during the tcisn of king William ; and it is moft 
probable, his ihip being put out of conimiflion at the con- 
chifion of the war, he was not rc-appointed to any other. 
After the acceOion of queen Anne he was appointed to 
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command the Falkland, of fifty guns, and fent to Vir- 
ginia. On his paflage from thence, in company wiih the 
Dreadnought and Fowey, he had the good fortune to 
capture a l^rench Ihip of war, mounting fifty-four guns, 
which Mas afterwards called the Falkland Prize, a9 a juft 
compliment to captain Underdown, who bore the brunt of 
the aftion, and to whom the capture was entirely owing, 
the Dreadnought not being able to get up till the very end 
of the engagement. 

He continued to command .the Falkland many years, 
and was principally employed on the We(l Indian, and 
American ftations. In the month of May 1707, h© 
fignalifed himfelf in a very remarkable manner in the dc- 
ftruflion and capture of a very confidcrable number of the 
enemy's (hips and velfels, as well as of all their fettlements 
at Newfoundland *. To what caufe we are to aflign it we 

are 



* Wc find the following account of this memorable tranra6lio« 
publiOied in the Gazette, No. 4378. It has bccT), vf'nh fcarcely wy 
alteration, inferred by Mr. Campbell as a part of his hidory ; but the 
high honour it refle&s on captain Underdown, and the reft of the 
gentlemen concerned, will probably be a fufficient excufe for its roin* 
fertioo here. 

"St. John's Harbour, Newfoundland, Aug. jjo, 1707. 

** Captain John Underdown, commander of her majefly's (hip the 
Falkland, having received advice, on the 25th of July, that the eocmy 
had many (hips employed on the fifhery, in fcvcr»l harbours to, the 
northward, our commanders of (hips, mcrchaof s, and inhabitants, pe- 
titioned him to endeavour the deflroyine of them, and by that means 
to encourage and proied the BritiOi trade in thofe places. In purfu- 
ance whereof, on the s6th of July, captain Underdown fet fail from 
hence^ having taken major Llovd, who defired to be employed in the 
expedition, with twenty .of bis company, on board the Nonfuch. 

** On the eyth they c^tme before Bonavis, and finding there, no ap'* 
pearance of an enemy, the commodore ordered captain Hughes to fail 
with him. On the fid of Auguft they flood into the bay of Bhnche 
till they came oiTof Flcur-delis harbour. Major Lloyd was imme- 
diarely fent into the harbour in the commodore's pinnace, and the 
iieutenant of the Falkland in the pinnace belonging to the Nonfuch* 
in order to make what difcovrrics they were able. They found there 
feveral Ongcs and other necfffaries for the filbeiy, to which they fet 
Arc, and afterwards returned on board the men of war By fix the 
oext morning they came about the Cape, and faw a (hip, which, upon 
exchange of a few (liot, (Iruck The commodore fent his boats aboard, 
•nri found her to be of St. Malo, carrying about three hundred and 
IJx4y tons, thirty guns, and one hundred aad ten mca, and called the

whstever relative to captain Underclown, except the mere

Ihc FjH land nor Nonrucl. could come neir her : whereupon ihe Med- 
way'jpii^ic. was ordered to fjo asclore in as (he could wiih farety;»nd 
tt (he fdme lime captain C'arltO'', major Lloyd, and the lieulenanl of 
the Falkland, in bom well manned and amied, lo land upon the iflatld 
which (he lav under. This was cuctuicd with fo good effeQ, ih*l ibe 
enemy, after having; fited feveral btoadfidei, bcinj; no longer tble to 
keep the deck aiiiinfl our Tmall Ihol fiom the fliore, (truck. Tliii 
fiiip was of twciily gtins, and ei);hty men, bclon((ing)lfo loSt. Malo. 
" Having here received infuiniaiion, that about three leagties to 
(be ootihwarft, in Li tkiucbc, there were two Ibipi, one of twenty- 
two guns, and the n^het of iwcnty'fix, both of St. Malo, the com- 
modore gate capi. Ku^het dirediuns lo burn the lad prize, and ifKr- 
warditojuin him at Li Couche, himfelf and the Nontuch making the 
bell of ihrir way ihither. The 5th, in the aficrnoon, ibey came imo 
La ti^ucbe, where they found the two thifi in readineft for failing, 
niie enemy fired fcvcral btoadlidei at them, which, ii foon ai our men 
of war relurncd, ibcy fet iheir fliipion fire and left ihcin, ({Oing over 
lu the next harbour, called Canoufc, in which the commodore had re* 
ceived inirllif;?ncc there were four Ihipi. He immediately wetehed 
■nd flood foi that harbour; and about eij(ht o'clock at night waijainetl 
by Ihe Medway'a Prize : but there being ver^' little wind at S. W. 
■nd much difficulty tn i;etling out of the harbour's mouth, the coinili(>* 
dole fenl in hit boat, but found ihe enemy had cfcaped ; having, by 
the advantage of liillc wind, and the great number of men and bom, 
cut and inived out. The Britilb Ihipi flood 10 the northward and fal* 
fevcral vcITfIs, to which they gave chafe. About fii'c in the aficinooil 
iheycame off the harbour of St. Julien, where ihey difcovcred » fliipj 
•nd having lofl lii^hi of the viOeli the* hjd purfued, Hood in for tha 
harbour, and caiie to an anchor in twcntV'Gx fathom water. The 
place where the fhip was hauled in being very narrow and fhoally, the 
commodore 01 dercd the Medway'i prize to go as near in ai (he pof- 
fibly could. The enemy iired two guns, but it wai thought fit not to 
■Itack hrr till (he morning : aecordrnglv, the 6lh of Augofl, It (bur 
o'clock, captain Carhon, m^joi Lloyd, and lieuienant E<agle, went in 
with all their boaii well manned and armed ; and immeijiatelv after land' 
jng, drove the enemy from iheir po!l, who were likcwife on Oiore, 
Our men look (heir hoati, and went on board ttic (hip, where they 
found ihe enemy had laid feveral iraina oF powder in order to blow 
her up, which being feiftmabty difcoi'ercd (he wai prcferved, and br 
Doon itrwed out to fea. But the Britilh pilots being unac<]uiiniea 
with (he coal), and the commodore not ihinkliigit proper to go fiKther 
ro the iiotitiwird, ii wai reFolvid 10 f^il back to Carroufc, and (her* 
lemaJD till ibcy wcrcjoiocdby (hcDuIicof Orlcau'tPrize^whicb was

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4th of November 1728. He had not the rani^ of admi- 
jtA : and as fcveral men who were of younger rank aa 
captains poflefled it at that very time, it is moft probable 
this gentleman ha^, for fome private reafons of his own^ 
declined the fervice. 

WATKINS, John,-ris, on fome accounts, fuppofed 
to have been appointed ift lieutenant of the Rupert in the 
yca^ 1692, while on other grounds we dare not aflert any 
Information relative to him to be authentic, till he was, on 
the 14th of Auguft 1696, nppointcd captain of the Seaford, 
We find no other remark to make concerning him after this 
time till the year 1700, when it is aflerted by fome, 
though not perfeftly believed by us, that he commanded 
the Pearl frigate on the Mediterranean ftation, Be that 
as it may, we have no other information concerning hini 
that we can thoroughly depend on till the year 1706, at 
which time he commanded the St. George, of ninety guns, 
we believe as captain to fir John Jennings, on the Medi^r 
terranean ftation. He dillinguiihed himfelf in a very fig- 
nal manner at the ftorming of Alicant, being the third 
pflicer who entered the town. When the admiral above^ 
mentioned, was ordered to fail for the Weft Indies about 
"the latter end of Auguft, he (hifted his flag into the De- 
vonftiire, of eighty guns; and captain Watkins was alfo 
removed into the (ame fhip as his captain, a patronage that 

left at Grand Canaric, with a lieuteoant and (ixty men. In the way 
to Carroufe it was thought fit to lool; into Petit-Maiflre, where they 
dcflroycd great numbers of boats and llagcs, with vaft quantities of fim 
and oil. About feven at night they came to an anchor in Carrouie 
harbour, and moored. On the isxh and i^th it blew a baid gale a( 
S. W. Having deihoyedi the fiOiery at Petit Maiflre, and the Ouko 
of Orleans's Prize being come tn La Couche, on the 14th, by four in 
the morning, they weighed and Hood out to fca, taking her with them, 
and made for this harbour, where the Falkland and Nonfucb, with the 
two prizes, arrived the 17th inftant, having before given the Medway*a 
Prize orders to fail to Trinity. The damage the enemy have reeeive4 
in this expedition is as follows. 

'* Two (hips taken, oue of 30 guns and 1 10 men, and another of 
fio guns and too men; one fliip taken and burnt, of so guns and go 
men ; two Q^ips burnt by the enemy, one of 3a, and another of 16 
guns; ^98 fifhing-boats burnt; 470 boats and fhalloways, that were 
not employed in the fifliery this fcafon, burnt'; 23 {lages burnt; 83 
train vau burnt ; 77280 quintals of filh dcilroyed, and a^68 hogflieads 
of train oil deftroyed.*' 

^ 3 reflefls 
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ttflefls the greateft honour on one, while it is at the fame 
time no flendcr proof of thedifcernmcntof theoihtr. On 
his return frofn the WeD Indies, in the month of April 
1707, where the events were too iininterefting to mi.Tit 
any other recital than what has been already given in the 
life of fir John Jennings, that admiral ftruck his flag, and 
captain Watkins continued to command the Devonlhire 
as a private captain. 

In the month of Oflnber he was fent, under the com- 
mand of commodore Edwards, in the Cumberland, to 
convoy the outward-bound fleet for Lifbon. On the 1 oih, 
which was onlv the day after they had failed from Ply- 
mouth, tlity fell in with the united fquadrons of Forbin 
and Guai Trouin. The force of the enemy was fo fupe- 
rior as to render refiftarice almoft an a£t of defperaiion ; 
neverihelcfi;, the Briiilh commanders prcpj:ed to defend 
themfclves and the very valuable fleet under rht-ir protec- 
tion with a fpirit thai would have done the hig\elt honour 
. to men ivho had fomething mote in view tlian merely 
their own defenie. What, however, can the tnoli 
lomantic valour effcifl againfl numbers fo highly unequal? 
the fquadrons of France confilied of fourteen (liips, ten 
of which were of two decks; that of Britain of five only! 
Captain Watkins, in the Devonfhire, even among ihofe 
whofe bravery on this occaiion was fo pre-eminent, dif- 
tinguifhed himfdf ina manner almoftfuperior to the mod 
valorous : he defended himfelffor near three hours againft 
fcven of the enemy's fhips, and for four hours more againft 
five. The night now approached and appeared to afford 
fome chance that courage, fo memorable, fhoiiM be, at 
leaft, rewarded by its prefervation from captivity. Fate, 
Iiowever, and with much apparent feverity, decreed it 
otlierwife ; the Devonfhire fuddenly look fire, and, almoft 
on the fame inftant, blew up; two only, out of the re- 
mains of »ine hundred men, who were on board at the 
commencement of the engagement, bein^ faved. 

The merchants, whofe fliips cfu-jped this wretched 
difafler, were honourable enough to attribute their faicty 
principally to the noble defence made by this unfortu- 
nate commander. We have already ftated, that the 
engagement above alluded 10 took place on the loth of 
OSobcr 1707. 

WATT6* 
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' WATTS, Jonathan, — was, about the latter end of the 
year 1692, appointed fccond licHtenant of the Chatham, 
one of the Ihips employed, in the cnfuing year, under fit 
George Rooke, to convoy the out ward-bound Smyrna 
flept. We hear nothing of him after this time till th* 
29th of Odober 1696, when he was appointed captain ot 
the Sun Prize. No other notice is ever taken of hint 
except that giving us tlie date of his appointment, as wt 
have jult ftattd ; ami a focond, informing us that he died 
on the 25th of July 1698, whether in or out of fervicfc 
does not appear. 

WHIT E, Richard, — in the year 1693^ ferved as 2d 
lieutenant of the Maiy, of ri:^ty.two guns, at that timft 
commanded by captain Henry Butler, and attached to the 
main fleet under the joint admirals, Killegrew, D^lavai, 
and Shovel. He was on the ?8th of April 1696, pro- 
moted to the cpmmand of the Mary galley. No mention 
is made as to any particular or diltinguifhaWe fervice*ift' 
which he was employed duiing the war. After the con* 
clufion of the peace at Ryfwic he was promoted to the 
command of a ftilp of the line which was kept in com* 
miflion, and which he continued captain of till iht year 
1699 : he was then, in confequenct of his former Ihip 
wanting rcparrs, appointed to the Haftings, a fifth fate of 
thirty.four guns. He died captain of this Ihip on the 7th 
of July 1700. 

WILD, Henry, ~ was, towards the end of the yeat 
1692, appoinrai hrll lieutenant of the V^oolwich, one of 
the (hips fentin the enfning year, under fir G. Rooke, to 
the Mediterranean, as convoy to the unfortunate Smyrna 
fleet. We do not hear any thing more of him till we finA 
him, Qrt May i, 1696, appunted captain of the Solebay. 
This veliel was ftntioned as a crui fer in the G^nmn 
Ocean, a fervicc in which captuin Wild difplayed conh- 
derable aSivity, whkh was accordingly rc^.vardcd with the 
capture of fcveral fmall privateers, which^ although of 
inconfiderable farce, had done much mifchicf 10 the com- 
merce of England i for the ontmy, finding themfelves in- 
capable of contending with the nav.i! power of Britain, in 
a way likely to end the conteft, by mere prowefs and force 
of arms, prudently adopted a different conduft, and turn- 
ing all their efforts to revive the drooping fpiriis of their

nation, through the partial enrichment of individuals, by 
s ftraflgc and Tuddcn, though politic manoeuvre, cnnverinl 
iheir fleet into a myriad of fmall privateers. Thefe, on 
their newly projefted fchcmc of war, were much mote 
fuccefsful than their more noble predeccfTors, and they thut 
meanly effeiled conliderable injury to the property of 
thofe whom they were afraid, and, indeed, unable to 
ftflault in any other wa^. 

To return to captain Wild. He is no farther noticed 
till after the accclCon of queen Anne; nor, indeed, hav« 
We then been able to collet^ any other particulars relative 
to htm, except that, in 170^, he commanded the Cheller, 
which fhip, as well at the fervice, he altogether quilted 
in the- following year, on what particular account is not 
Jtnown, neither have we been able to dilcover the time of 
bis death. > 

WILLSHAW.Thomai, — is fuppofedto have beeo 
die Ton of captain Thomas Willfliaw, afterwards com- 
. iniflioner of the navy, of whom we have already given 
ibpie account*. He is faid, in a manufcript lift of the 
navy, to have been appointed captain of a Ihip of war, 
called the Horfe Guard, on the I5lh of March 1696. 
This, however, is certainly a miftakc, there ne*r appear- 
ing to have been a Ihip of that name in ttlfc navy ^ and it 
is one of thofe unavoidable errors to which that fpecies of 
document is more particularly liable. The Ihip in 
queftion was the Rofe, a fmall vefTet, employed at that 
time as a guard Qiip. He never acquiied any celebrity, 
or, indeed, was invefted with any confequential command, 
as we do not find any other noiice taken of him, except 
that he was put on the fuperannuated lift in the year 
1714. The time of his death is alfo unknown to us.

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ALDREDy John.— The firft iftformation wc have lietn 
able to procure relative to this gentleman is, that he wa^ 
iippointed commaader of the Owner's Love iireffaip oi| 
the nth of February 1697, The peace at Ryfwic tak* 
ing place foon afterwa4'ds> put a temporary (lop both tti 
his ferviccj and promotion : the latter appears to have beei| 
remarkably flow, /or in the year 1704* we find him 
commanding a ihip of no higher rank than the $«lebay, a 
fmall fixth rate, employed as a cruifer in the German 
Ocean. Inconfiderable as were both his command ana 
his fervice, he difpiayed CQnfiderable activity in the pur- 
fuit of French privateers, which were the particvlai 
clafs of enemies with whom he was fent to cope« We 
meet with nothing farther worth commemorating relative

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to this gentleman till the year 1710, at which time we 
find him commanding the Rocheller, of fifty guns, aa 
coaimodoTe or commandant of the fmall fquaaron ge- 
nerally Rationed off Newfoundland for the proteflion of 
the fifliery there. The French, notwiihllanding their 
repeated loHes in that part of the world, had re- eftabi idled 
thcmfelves in fomc force on a part of that iQand; their 
fifiiery was even become extenfive, and a qniet uninter- 
rupted pofTeflion for a few years longer Would have given 
them fo firm a footing, and allowed them to become fo 
formidable, that it might have been ai leaft difficult to 
diftodge them ; but captain Aldred, in conjunflion with 
eaptain Humphrey Pudner, in the Severn, and captain 
George Purvis, in the Ponland, both fourth rates, of fifty 
guns, attacked them witii fo much vigour, as to rout them 
more completely and perfectly than they had ever been on 
a former occafion. 

The lofs of the enemy was immenfe, fifty of their (hips 
and veflels being taken, feveral of which were of confider- 
able force, and all their fettlements on the (hore totally 
deftroyeJ •. It is very extraordinary, after this very bril- 
liant fuccefs we find not the fmallelt mention made of 
captain Aldred. Whether he retired from the fervice, 
having acquired, by the foregoing fuccefs, a fortune equi-

valent 
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yalent to his wiflie^, or was induced to quit it by fome 
Other private motive, does not appear, but we believe him 
to have held no command after he quitted the Rocheder. 
He died in an advanced age on the 30th of Auguft 
1 740. 

ASTON, John, — was on the 7th of May 1697, ap- 
pointed captain of the Penfance, and was, but on what 
account we are ignorant, difmiffed from the above (hip 
on the 6th of March 1698. The time of his death is 
imcertain. 

BALCHEN, Sir John, — was born on the ad of Fc* 
bruary 1669, and having made a very early choice of a 
naval life, paifed regularly, and with the higheft reputa* 
tion, through every fubordinate ftation, till he very dc- 
fervedly attained to the higheft rank in the fervice. The 
firft mention that we find made of this brave and unfor* 
tunate man in the naval world, is, that he was appointed 
captain of the Virgin, or Virginia Prize, a frigate of 
thirty-two guns, on the 25th of July 1697 ; but we do 
not meet with any thing worthy of record, concerning 
him, till the year 1707, when he commanded ttft Cheftcr 
of fifty guns. In the month of September he was orderec^ 
together with the Ruby of the fame force, to convoy the 
fleet bound to Liibon. As it was not only of a very con* 
fiderable intrinfic value, but of the higheft confequence 
and importance, confidcred in a national light, for all the 
provifions, ftores, and upwards of one thoufand horfes for 
the fervice of the enfuing campaign in Spain were em- 
barked on board it, it was thought proper to ftrengthen 
the convoy by the addition of two (hips of eighty guns 
and one of feventy-fix, all under the command of com* 
modore Edwards, who was to fee them fifty leagues to the 
fouth-weft of Scilly, where it was prefumed they would 
be perfeftly out of danger from the Dunkirk fquadron^ 
which was the only quarter from whence any attack was 
apprehended. 

The fleet was not completely collefled and ready to fail 
till the 9th of O6lober; and on the loth, having then 
proceeded on their voyage no farther than the Lizard, 
they fell in with the united fquadrons of Forbin and Du 
Cruai Trouin. . Reinforced as the efcort was, it was un* 

able 
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able to contend againft an enemy*, fo wonderfully fiipe, 
tior; the commodore's (hjp, the Cumberland, as well as 
the Ruby and Chefler, afler having feparalely made a mol^ 
gallanit and, indeed, defperate defence, fell into the hands 
ofthetnemy. The Chefter itfelf became the prize of 
tfie count de Forbin himfelf, who, notwithftanding the 
difpanty of force which totally annihilated every thing 
like glory in his coiKlu£t, was wonderfully elated with his 
fuccels, which was mofliomantickly magnified onihe.part 
of the French. 

Captain 'Balchen wai nat exchanged fiM towards the 
end of the following year, fo that the trial which, ifl| 
compliance WJlh the general rules of the fcrvice, always 
enfucs after fuch a misfortune as the preceding, did not 
take place till the 271'^ of Odober 1708. It is almoft 
unneceflary to add, he was moft honourably acquitted. 
We do not, however, 6nd any mention made of him after 
-this time till the year 1717, when he commanded the 
Orford, of feventy guns, one of ihe fleet ordered for the 
Bailie under fir George Byng ; and on his return from 
ihat expedition, during which nothing at all memorable 
took place, was appointed to the Shrewftnry, of eighty. 

Suns. In this Jhip he accompaniird fir George to the 
Mediterranean in the following year, and on his arrival 
there became captain to vico-admiral Cornwall, who 
liotfted his (lag, on board the (hip jufl mentioned, as fecon^ 
Jn command of the fleet. 

We do not believe him to have been prefent at the 
^iacmorable aflion with the Spanith fleet, off Sicily, tiot- 
withltanding Campbell, and other hillorians of the firft 
reputation for veracity and authenticity, pofitivcly afTeit 
he was. We do not indeed know whether, or on what 
account this Olip was detached ; but from many concurrent 
circumllances, we ftrongly believe this to have been the 
afe. On captain fialchen's retiun from'the Mediter- 
lanean he was appointed to a fhip of feventy gvns, one 
x>f the fleet fent to the Baltic in the year 1720, under the 
command of lir John Nonis. He continued captain of 
the fame fliip feveral years, even until he was promoted to

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be a flae-officer, and was, conrequently, always concerned 
In tho£ annual and harmlefs expeditions * which con-- 
fUntly took place during the renxainder of .the reign oi 
George the r irft* 

On the 1 9th of July 1728, he was promoted to be rear* 
admiral of the blue, having at that time ferved as a pri- 
vate captain for the fpace or thirty-one years* On the 4th 
of March 1728-9, he was promoted to be rear-admiral 
of the white^ He had not, however, any command till 
1731, when he went out fecond in command of the fleet 
fent, under fir Charles Wager, to Cadiz and the Medi- 
terranean, principally for the purpofe of taking pofleffion 
qf Leghorn^ of placing don Carlos on the throne of 
Naples, and befides that, of feeing other points of inferior 
confequence properly carried into execution, according to 
the treaty of Vienna, 

Admiral Balchen on his firft appointment to this com- 
mand, had hoiiled his flag on board the Dreadnought, at 
Spithead ; but foon after the arrival of fir Charles from 
the Downs with fome (hips, he ihifted it into the Princefs 
Amelia, in which he continued during the remainder of 
the expedition* This being concluded, he does not 
Appear to have had any re-appointmcnt to a command till 
the year 1734; when, having in the interval t been pro-» 
moted to be vice-aditiiral of the white, he was made 
commander-in-chief of a fmall fquadron collected at 
l^lymouth, which was intended to have been fent out as a 
reinforcement to fir John Norris on the Lifbon Ration, in 
cafe the difpute between that court and Spain had not 
been amicably adjufted. The ftorm quickly blowing 
€Ver, and the pacific temper of fir Robert Walpole, who

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was then prime mtnifter of Great Britain, being mther. 
t»rone lo fubmit patiently to injuries and afFroftts than 
plunge the naiinn into a war by fpiritedly refeniing 
them, no opportunity prcfenied itfi-lf of calling Mr. Bal- 
chen into aiSlive ferviLc till the year I739*. 

The juftly excited clamours of a generous and (pirited 
ration at length compelled the timid genius of the Britifh 
premier to do a violence to iifilf, and roufc into a pre- 
tended fpirii and energy, by declaring war againft Spain. 
Mr Balchen being, aoconlingly, among the firft officers 
pitched upon for a confequtntial command, was appointed 
to that of the Mediterranean, where Mr. N. Haddock, 
at the time of the approaching rupture, commanded a 
fqtiadron of fome itrcngth.but which il was at this jiinflure 
deemed highly necelTary to reinforce wich fix ihips of the 
line. The firilintcnded enierprize of their united force 
vas to intercept the Alfogues (hips, which were dailyex- 
peded at Cadiz from Vera Cruz, laden with the ufual 
tribute of tfcafure, the annual pro.luce of that part of the 
wellern world dependant on Spain. This fleet was aftu- 
ally on its palfage, and fleering a coiirfe which would have 
inevitably thrown them into the hands of the Englilh, but 
unfortunately admiral Pizarro, who commanded the con- 
voy, having, by mere accideiit, received information of 
the fifuation of affairs in Europe, he ftretched to the 
northward, and inftead of making the Madeiras, and fleer- 
ing forCadiz by that which was the uftial route, he ftood 
away to the northward of the Bahamas, and rclurncd lo 
Europe in the track ufcd by the fhips bound from the 
Weft Indies for the Britilh Channel. He aflually mads 
the Lizard; and from thence (landing over to Ulhant, by 
creeping clofe under the Ihore he eluded rhe vigilance of 
the Bniilh cruifers, both nfF ihe coafl of Spain and in the 
bay of Bifcay, and arrived in perfedl fafely at the port of 
St. Andero. 

Not long after this dlfappointment Mr. Balchen re- 
turned to England and had the comtiiand of a fquadron in 
the Channel, during the latter end of the year 1 740 i but. 
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fs neceflarily muft be the fate of all equipments ftationed 
in a part of the world where there is no enemy to contend 
with, we have nothing farther to recount than merely 
that he was thus employed. On the 9th of Auguft 1743, 
he was promoted to be admiral of the white, and early in 
the next year was appointed, as a very juft reward for his 
long and faithful fcrvices, to be governor of Greenwich- 
hofpital, as fucceflbr to fir John Jennings, who died on 
the 22d of December 1743. Soon after this time he 
received the honour of knighthood. It might now have 
been naturally expefted that he would, in this very ho-v 
nourable retirement, have been permitted to 'pa(s the 
remainder of his days in that enviable tranquillity which 
a noble and good mind muft naturally enjoy, from a 
refleftion of having been uniformly employed in the 
honourable purfuit of public virtue, untainted, unconta- 
minated by the private vices of avarice or dppreflion. 
Such, however, were the neceflities of his country, and 
fuch the fpirit of this gallant man, that even at the very 
advanced age he had now reached, an age felt more feverely 
in confequence of infirmities naturally induced by fo long 
and a£livc a fervice, that, in the year 1744, he accepted 
the command of the fleet expeditioufly equipped for the 
purpofe of releafing fir Charles Hardy, who was blocked 
up m the Tagus with a fquadron of eleven Ihips of the 
line and a bomb*ketch, by a very fuperior force under the 
count de Rochambault. 

By the beginning of July a fleet of fourteen Britifli fhip^ 
•f the line had rendezvoufed at Spithead, and fir John 
hoifted his flag as commander-in-chief on board the 
Vidory of one hundred and ten guns, the largeft and fineft 
Ihip in the navy. She was manned with a chofen crew of 
1 1 00 men; and had, befides, upwards of fifty young 
gentlemen on board, fome of them belonging to families 
of the firft diftin£lion, who entered as volunteexs, ambi- 
tious to ferve, and learn the firft rudiments of naval taflics 
under fo worthy and able a commander. On the 15th a 
fquadron of feven Dutch fliips of the line and two frigates 
came up to Spithead, under the command of four admirals ; 
and fir John having a fpecial commiflion for that purpofe, 
aiTumed the conunand of the whole.

"This formidable Ami • did not, however, leave Spithead 
till the 7th of Augiift, when it proceeded for Portugal and 
the Mediterranean, with upwards of two hundred fail of 
merchant-lhips tinder its cotivoy. Encumbered as the 
admiral was with this very valuable and extenfive char^^, 
and impeded alfo on his palTage by contrary winds, he did 
not arrive off the fock of Lilbon till the gih of September, 
and fir Charles Hardy immediately joining him with his 
fquadron, and the IloreJhips which were with him, they 
both proceeded for Gibraltar, the reinforcement of which 
garrifon, as well as to recruit its provifions and military 
ftores, had been the firft objed of iir Charles's voyage. 

The French admiral, on the firft information of the 
approach of this very formidable force, prudently refolved 
lo retire and fecUre himfelf in the harbour of Cadiz; a 
Tefolution, happily for him, he carried into effeft before 
ihc arrival of the combined fleet. Gibraltar was therefore 
fuccoured and put in the beft pofture of defence without 
any oppofition on the part of, or, indeed, even feeing the 
enemy. When this part of the deilined fervicc of the 
fquadron was eifcfled, fir John proceeded to cruife oiFthe 
coaft of Portugal for fome days, ftill entertaining hopes

Iimncdiately after the acceflion of queen Anne he waa 
appointed captain of tne Mary galiey, a frigate of thirty^foor 
giiilSy and at that time employed sis a cnnfer ; in thi^ fer- 
vice He was rbniarkably dUigcnt; and fuccefsftil enough to 
capture feveral of the enemy^s fmaller privateers, and 
fame of their merchant vefleis* He was fometime after* 
Wards promoted to cbimnand the Monk, on board which 
(hip he unhappily (hot himfelf, either on account of fome 
private difcontenf, o^ what is more probable, fome tern- 
pcxrary tnfanity, on, the a7th of February 1^05. 

MORRICE, MAURIC£, or MORRIS, Salmon,— 
for thus is his name varioudy.fpeit in various MSS. and 
by difierent hiftorians and authors. The firi) commiilion 
we find this flenileman holding is that of fecond lieute- 
nant of the ^rk, a fixty gun mtp, commanded by cap« 
tain James KiD^rew. This appears to have been given 
kim ra the month of Ofiober 1092 ; and after this timer 
we find no mention made of him till he was, on the 14th 
of May. 16079 appointed captain of a fmall fri|ate, called 
the Royal 1 ranfport, or, as we are rather inclined to be- 
lieve, the Royal Efcape, a fmall veflel ftill kept in the 
navy to commemorate the prefervatipn of king Charles 
the Second. We hear nothing farther of him during the 
feign of king William; and perhaps there are very few 
pesibus who naVe ever obtained the rank of a naval com* 
mander, of whofe early life and fervice we are more igno- 
lant thto of tbofe of this gfentleman« 

Not long after the acceflion of qtieen^ Anne he vniM 
appointed captairt of the Advice of fifty ^ns; but we do 

not 
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not find any more retnaiicable mention madeofhifn, 
of his haying captured, in: June I7ci4» a Xmall French 
fiiip of war, moonting eighteen gouMf ^hi(^h was after- 
wards taken into the fervice and called the Advice Prize. 
He was after this time principally employed on the Medi- 
terranean fiation ; but we do not find any pofjdve mention 
made of him till the year 171 2, when we find him ferving 
IB the Liibon fquadron under vice-admiral Baker, and 
appointed by him commodore of a fmall force ilationed 
off the Streight's mouthy while he himfelf was engaged 
in cmifmg off the Weftern iiUnds for the BrazH fleet* 

We do noty fingular as it may app6ar, find any men- 
uop made of him after this time till the year (723, wheit 
he was appointed, in the month of April, to coimnisuid the "* 
Sandwich, a fecond rate of ninety-fix gons^ one of a. 
number of (hips ordered to be imoM^ately equipped, but 
•n i^hat particular occafum was a fecret, and which being 
known onlv to the adminiftration of that time, wiU now^ 
conieqoently, ever remain fo ; for it never was made pub^ 
lie, bat dieo, like mofl either abortive expeditions, with 
thofc who contrived it. . 

In 1726 we find him captam of Ae Kdlau, of ieventjr 
guns, one of the fleet fent m thlit year, vnder iir Charles 
Wager, to the Bahic, atad appointed to command, with 
the rank of conunodofe, the third divifion of the fleet* 
Nothing memorable enough to merit xelatioa took place 
during this expedition. But in the following fpnng m 
fquadron being a^in ordered to tlie fame part of the 
world, under fir John Norris, captain Morris was, on 
the 21 ft of April, juft before fir John viras ready to put ta 
fea, advanced to be rear-admiral of the White, yet he was 
net appointed to any command in that fleet, nor, as wc 
believe, was he again employed : he, neverthelefi, partook 
regularly of the progrefTive promotions * which took plaqe 
in the navy from this time till the vear 1732; an honours- 
able compliment, if it is not a mifapplication of the term 
to call it fo, which his long fervice and highly efteemed 
charaAer juftly entitled him to, and which it would have

NOBLEy.Mfirk. — ^The firft information we have of 
this gentleman is, that he was fecond lieutenant of the 
DutOHsfs^ a fecond rate, ,in the month of June 1696;; 
I10W long before this he obtained the above rank we can- 
not precifely fay, but we believe a fhort time only, as we 
lAve reafon to fupoofe his promotion in the navy was re- 
inarkably rapid. On the 12th of July 1697, he was ap- 
pointed captain of the St. Vincent, a firefliip, which had 
Deen formerly a fmall frigate taken from the French. He 
was in a very (hort time after promoted to the Dunwich^ 
and fent^ in the month of February 1698, to Cadiz and the 
Mediterranean. He died* commander of the (hip juft 
mentioned, on the 22d of March 1701. 

Rear*admiral Hardy, in his lift of naval commanders, 
adds, as a remark, that he was difmified the fervice from 
the Duhuicb. Of this circumftance we find no mention 
made in any other place;, and fuppofe tfie alteration of 
the (hip's name to have been merely an errour of the prefs, 
there not being any fuch fhip as the Duiwich ia tht 
fervice. 

ORMEROD, Charles, — is entitled to a place bere» 
only from having been, on the J5th of February 1697, 
appointed captain of the Lightening firefliip. 

SEARLE, Henry,— 4s nearly in the fame predicament ; 
we know only he was appointed fifth lieutenant of the 
Sandwich, a (econd rate, in 1695 ; and being afterwards 
removed intofome (hip fent t« the Weft Indies, was there 
promoted, on the $th of June 1697, to be captain of the 
Flame firefliip.' This veflel unhappily foundered at fea 
on the 22d ot Auguft following, being then on its paflag* 
home to England ; the captain and the whole crew pe- 
riflied with her. 

SPANN, Jonathan. — We do not find any mention 
made of this gentleman orevlous to his appointment, on 
thf 25th of February 1697, to be Captain of the Virein 
Prize. The peace at Ryfwic taking pbce foon after this

Wc i^rii conjimierfin this idea by find- 
ing, on the tc-compiencertirint of a Ifccpnd treaty bety^eea 
the above- menBoDcd'parfics,' that the Jfaare (^ibtain*rrtvor 
wasformerly to have Domain it was now coimnet) to othei ■ 
hands, namely, captain Bowler, of the j^xpei^enjt. ' " ' 

He continued to copimand the \V'indfSr onder fir Ci 
Wager, who fueceeded the commodore; and we ^nd him 2(f 
captain in rank on the court-martial convened, ^Tjamairiu 
for the trials of the captains, Bridges and Wipiiror', on the 
ajd of July 1708. ' In the month of Septeiiiier he Waj| 
promoted to tf^e Monmo^ith, a third rate of feventy guns, 
newly arrived from Europe, his old ftiip, tl^eWindfot, 
being ordered home as unfit for fanher (cnJice, •withbuii 
^oruugh repair. Rear-admiral Wager himferf reiumcil 
to Engand m the month 6f October 1710, leaving cap^ 
tain Trevor commander-in-chief on that fUtion pro 
tempore. He was relfered by comtnodore Spjinn, and re- 
turned to Europe in the following fpring. ' 

Wc do not find any mention made of captain Trcvqr 
after this time till rfie year t7i7,'when we.'lJa!'evc him xi 
have commanded the F

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ooaheSy to be the lieutenant-goyernor of the fiime, but 
unhappily did not long enjoy this honourable advance- 
ment, dying on th^ 28th of January i739-*4o. 

WALTON, Sir George,«i*-was a man who* from 
fome particular circumftances, we believe to have been of 
obfcure origin^ an homely truth) which mud caufe him 
to rife with additional fplendor in the public efteem, as 
from thence we mud be convinced he owed his^attain* 
ment of the higheft degree of popular favour, as well as 
that rank he fo deservedly reached in the fervice, merely 
to bis own merit, unalloyed by interefl> or what is vulfl;u* 
larly called connexion! and minifterial favour. . We nnd 
him to have been appointed^ in the year 1692, fird lieu* 
tenant of the Devonfhire, of eighty guns* He in all 
probabili^ had attained the rank of lieutenant fome years 
before, but the particulars of his appointments have not 
come to our knowledge. In 1695 he was firft lieutenant 
of the Reftoration, offeventy guns, one of iir Qoudefley 
Shovel's divifion in the main fleet : but it can foutrelv be 
cxpeded, we (hould in this early part of his life^ have 
it in our power to do more tlun barely record thefe 
biograi^ical points, trivial and infigniflcant as they are. 
On toe 19th q( January 1697, he veas promoted to the 
command of the Seaford frigate. This fhip being put out 
of commiflion, and taken into dock for repair, after 
the conclufion of the p^ce at Ryfwic, we believe 
captain Walton to have accepted of the command of ^ 
Smyrna ihipi called the Delaware; in which he continued 
for one voyage, or, at mod, two. . In the year 1699^ ^^ 
was captam of the Seahorfe, a fmall frigate on the Me^ 
diterranean Station, but where he met with no occur- 
rence worth recording* 

The reitlefs temper of Louis the Fourteenth rendering 
it more than probable it would be impoflible to keep 
terms with him longer than while his inability to do mil- 
chief prevented his natural genius and turn of mind from 
difplaying itfelf, a fleet was ordered to be equipped for 
the Wed Indies towards the end of the year 1701, and 
put under the commsind of vice-admiral Benbow, as has 
been already ftated in the account of that gentleman *• 
Captain Walton^ who was juft before promoted to the 
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command of fhe Ruby, a fburth rate of fbrty-eighrgotts, 
was one- of the officers who accompanied Him; and was 
alfo one of ihofe few bra^ men, to whofe gallantry tlui 
^iKlmiral was, in the memorable adion with Du CaHe, in- 
debted for his prefervation^ in all probability, from cap« 
tivity *. His condud on that trying occafion renders the 
highed praife and panegyric too feeble to do it proper 
jnftice: to every difcouragtng circiimdance, to every no- 
died caufe of depreflion, that the toalignant hearts of 
feveral of his comrades could invent and contrive, bis 
magnanimity and honourable fpiritrofe Aiperior. Princi- . 
pally through his alfiftance, the traitorous intentions xA 
the captains Kirkby^ and others, were not only fhiftratedt 
but the French chef de Efcadre himftlf, was happy to 
retire with the bare ignominy of a defeat, tomptete iit 
every refpeA except that of hts Hot becomitlg the priibner 
of the Britift flag. 

On his return from the Weft Indies, in 1704, he was 
promoted to the Canterbury, of fixty gims, and fent to 
the Mediterranean in the following year, wider fir Ct 
Shovel and the earl of Peterborough j who,' by a ftrangt 
capricioufnefs and xxnm of mind tn minitters, vias ap- 
jpomted with the former, joint-admiral and commander- 
in-chief of the fleet. In the month of O&ober he was 
diipatchcd for England before the fleets and brought tht 
Erft confirmation of the furrender of Aircelona. Mi 
continued to command the Canterbury feveral years; and; 
in 1707, we find him one of the captains in fir Thomas 
Hardy *s fquadron, at the time that gentleman was fent to 
convoy the outward-bound' Lifbon fleet. His fair and 
}ionourabIe teftimony of the commander-in-chief's gal- 
lantry and good condud in that affair, which drew oa 
liim fo much tmmerited oMoquv, not only tended to pro- 
iduce his legal acquittal, but alk) contributed exccedingl]f 
lo rcftore him to that degree of poptrfar fa\«our, which, t<^ 
fpeak candidly, he never deferved to have forfeited. 

After this iirtie we believe captain Walton to have been 
principally employed in the Mediterranean ; but we have 
been Unable to afcertain this fad^ to our own fatisfadion, as 
well as to difcovcr the precifc time when he quitted the 
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mmtamdloS the Gantorbury. Tito frft l|»ecif}c mention 
we indiviade of him is in the year 17115 at which time 
he coQiinflnded the &Aontagiie, of fix^ guns, one of fir 
UoMenden Walker's fquadron, employed on the unfortu- 
aaleexpefitiQn againft Quebec ; but m which, if he was 
listfhltf to acquire fame, he had at leaft the negative fiitis* 
£u5Nionof eibapix^ ajl cenfiire. We are again totally vrnable 
to givB auy accouiu of captain Walton during a k>ng^, 
though^ far as relates to pava) affiiirs, a very unintepeftifig 
intefral ; for "vw do aot find any memion made of him. till 
the year 1718^ when he again commande4' his old ihip, 
tile Ckoterbury, and was fent, under the command of Hr 
George Byiig, to the Mediterranean. His very gallant 
behavious in the memorable engagement with the Spaniflt 
fliet off Sicily is almoft too weU known to render any 
account of it neceffary : it may admit of Ibme difpute, 
whedieF this gentleman derived a greater degree of po^ 
pillar favoiu from the gallantry his conduS itfelf dif^ 
played,, or the very Angular account he • rendered of it to 
his coaacnander-40-^bief, and the world. It became an 
imiverial' topic of genefous mirth, which applauded with 
a gvatisude asimbounded, as the caufe itfelf, taken altoge*> 
tbsr, was, perhaps, unprecedented. 

However' notorious this particular piece of naval hiflory . 
may be, ilr would certainly be an aa of injuftice not to 

g¥e a concife detail of it. On the nth of Anguft the 
[•itiifa fleet, which had, during the preceding day and 
night, been in clofe purdiit of the Spaniards, having fo 
confiderably neared them as to render an engagement

Mr. Corbet, in hi j account of the Sicilian expedition, quaintly an4 
•t the fame time judicioufly obfervct, " The captain was one whofe natu- 
ral talents were fitter for atchieviog a gallant af^ion than defcribing 
one ; yet hi& letter on this occaGon carries in it fucb a firiin of military 
elo^ifsnce, that ii u weU worAb xAfering.'* 

M % c finavoid- 
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Unavoidable, the marquis de Mari> one of their fax^tA* 
xnif alsy feparated from the body of the fleet and raa in for 
the Sicilian Ihorei with fix (hips of war, and all the fialliesy 
florefliipsy bombketches, and firelhips. Captain Wakon 
was immediately detached after them with fix flups of the 
line, by the commander-in-chief^ who himfelf puriued 
the renoainder, and foon began to attack. The Argjlt^ 
which was the headmoft (hip of captain Walton's detadK 
ment, having got nearly cloie ujp with one of the Spanilh 
ihips of war, fired a inot acrou her, as is cuflomary, to 
bring her to^ The enemy taking no notice of it, the 
Argyle fired a fecond, which was equally inefie£hial : and 
the Canterbury, who was now approached very near, 
firing a third, the engagement commenced in earnefl 
immediately, by the Spaniih (hip returning the fire of tim 
Canterbunr with her Item chace. 

The reujlt is not only well known, but was, what wat 
fo concifelv ftated in captain Walton's difpatch* His 
prizes, and the feveral operations previous to their cap- 
ture, would, as it is remarked by Campbell, '' have fur* 
niihed matter for fome pages in a Fronch relation," for 
from his marginal lift referred to, it appeared he had cap* 
tured four Spanifii ihips of war, one of thera mounting 
fixty guns, commanded by rear-admiral Mari himfelf 
one of fifty-four, one of forty, and one of twenty-four 
guns, with a bomb veiTcl and a Ihip laden with arms^ and 
had burnt one (hip of war mountmg fifty-four guns, two 
of forty, and one of thirty, a fire(hip and a bomb«ketch. . 

His behaviour on this occafion procured him the ho* 
nour of knighthbod immediately on his return ; and fome, 
among the reft Mr. Corbet, have mentioned his promo- 
tion to be rear-admiral of the blue, which did not take 
triac^till the i^ih of February 1722*3, as beftowed on 
him for the fame reafon : but however fir George, as we 
muft now call him, might iaftly merit it, it is not to be 
reckoned among the lift of his rewards, he having been 
advanced to be a flag-officer in conformity to the general 
cuftomof the fervice, and not till he, con(idered as a man 
of irreproachable charadler, would have been unjuftly 
treated, had he not received it, even fuppofing he had not 
been prefent at the adlion off Cape Paltaro. Sir George 
had no appointment in adhisd fervice, as a flag officer,, trli 
2 the 
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t1i€ year 1726, when/ having hoifted his flag on board the 
C«imberland, he was made iecond in command of the 
fleet, fent to the Baltic under fir C. Wager ; the caufe and 
particularsof which expedition are to be found in that admi- 
rarslife*. On Aprilaiy 1727, he was advanced to be rear- 
admiral of the red, and fent out, in the month of October, 
with a reinforcement of four Ihipstof the line, to fir C. 
Wager, who then comjnanded a fquadron Rationed at 
Gibraltar to cover that important place, and watch the 
])iotions of the Spaniards. . 
. The rear-admiral was immediately fent out to cruife 
ofFcape St. Vincent's, with a fquadron of feven (hips of 
the line befidcs frigates. Sir George returned to England 
after a very uninterefting expedition, and arrived in Port- 
land road on the 15th of January 1727-8, having been a 
few days before advanced to be vice-admiral of the blue. 
News of the death of vice-admiral Hopfon arriving in 
England in the month of July, fir George was, on the 
19th, advanced to be vice-admiral of the white. In 
1729 he was appointed fecond in command of the fleet 
under his old colleague, fir Charles Wager; but this 
anT\ament, which was intended merely as provifional, 
having by its equipment only fufliciently kept the Spa- 
niards in awe, we do pot believe it ever even put to Tea* 
In 1731 fir George was agaiq called into active fervice, 
«nd hoifled his flag in confequence on board the Sunder- 
land, of fixty guns, at Spithead : but it appears alfo on 
this occafion, as well as the former, that he did not put 
tp fea. On the 29th of June 1732, he was farther ad- 
vanced to be vice-adpiiral of the red ; as he lya?, on the 
26th of February 1 733-4, to be admiral of the blue. In 
the month of June following he commanded a fquadron of 
thirteen (hips of war at the Nore, which appears to have 
been the laft appointment he ever held, for, in 1735, he 
retired altogether from the line of adive fervice on a penfion 
of 6ooIf a year. He died fometimein the year 1740, and

BELVIN, Robert, — although r^larly kppointcil 
captain of a (hip of war, is. fcarcely entitled to a place 
here, except on account of the very extraordinary anec* 
dote that attends iiis promotion, and which', not to fpeak 
paradoxically, is the very reafon why he has a lefs claim 
to the rank of a naval commander. After liaving regu- 
larly ferved as a lieutenant, he was promoted to the conw 
mand of the Trident on the a7th of January 1698, but 
never took out his commiffion, having, in heu or it, ac- 
cepted of a purfer's warrant for a firft rate ! ! ! The time 
of his death is unknown. 

BRISCOE, Edward, — is known only as having been 
appointed captain of the Sun Prize, a frigate of twenty- 
four guns, on the 8ih of November 1698. TMo mention 
is made even of the tin^ of his death. 

D AMPIER, William.— The name of this gentleman, 
as a navigator, is too generally known to make it necef- 
fary for us to expatiate on his merit in thait particular 
line. His celebrity recommended him, through the 
right honourable Nlr. Montague, prefident of the royal 
fociety, to the notice of the earl of Orford *, at that time

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firft COmbiiflioner of fhe adihiiAlty, and through hh ilite- 
wft he w;is, on the 26th of July 1^98, appointed com* 
mander df the Rodnicky a fmaU frigate then equipping: 
for a vo)'s^ of difeovery. But it is oeeeifary we mould 
firft make fume, mention of his life and fornacr voyages^ 
which were the canfeof his being ehtitkd to .a place here.. 
He Was born in the year 1652, being defcended froni a 
refpe6lfib}e family in tlie county of Somerfet ; and conpeivc4 
an early difpofiuon for adventure, efpecially that parti- 
cOlar (]pe<;ies connected with maritime difcovery and tfaveK 
He iniorm^iis he was not originally intended by his father 
«ad. mother for the ksL, but that upon their death hitt 
{;uardians removed him from fchool, where he had beeii 
placed by his parents; and after havins^caufed him to be 
properly inftru£^ed in fuch branches of Knowledge as were 
oalculated to render himferviceinfuch a ftation,boyndhini 
apprentice to the m^er of a veflelhelonging to Weymouth* 
Mr. Dampier very fairly exonerates thofewho had th« 
care of him from any blame that might be thrown on them 
for this apparent defeat of his parents intentions, by con^ 
feflins, that in adopting the above meafure they only 
eonoplied with a very early inclination he had of feeing the 
world* He iirft began by making a ihort voyage to 
France, and afterwards one to Newfoundland, at which 
time he was only'eighteen years old. He tells us that he 
fiiffered fo much from the fevcrity of the cold at the laft 
place, that he for a time gave up all thoughts of purfuing 
a naval life ; neverthelefs, as if fate had pre«ordained his 
celebrity as a navigator, he relaxed from this refolution 
on hearing of an Eaft India (hip that was then ready to 
fail. He entered on board as a foremaft-man, and conti- 
nued in tliat ftation during the whole voyage. He was 
fiot abfent from England much longer thau twelve 
months: aiid the fecond Dutch war breaking out foon 
after his return, he cdntinued at home during the re-^ 
mainder of that year, living with his brother, who appears 
to have been a man of /ome property and eftate in the 
county of Somerfet. In the enfuing fpring- he grew 
weary of fo indolent a.life, and entered on board the 
Royal Prince, the ihip which carried the flag of fir £d<« 
wardSpraggc. 

M4 He 
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He wts prefent at t(adi the firft and fecond adiont 
which took plaice with thr Dutch fleet in this vear ; but 
being taken very fuddenly ill only a day or two before tho 
third happepedy was put on board an hofpital fliipi in 
which he was conveyed to Harwich, with a number of 
other fick and wounded men. The war nearly concluding 
with the battle above-allud^ to, and having contiqucS 
ibmetime in the hoipital in a very weak and languifliing 
condition, hp went noroe to his hr^ther, where, froni 
b^ter care and attention being paid htniy he quickly 
jrecov^red. lite nation being at peace, and his 
health perfeAly re*eftabli(hed, he agreed to go td 
Jamaica, on an offer made him by a colonel Hillier| 
of Eaft Coker, in Somerfetfhire, his native parifli, 
to be his agent or fteward in that ifland, under a Mr^ 
WAalley. He continued with that gentleman for fix 
months, and then entered into an employ in the fame line 
under a captain Henimings. This, however, ilUfuiting 
his genius, and, perhaps, ability, he (hipt himfelf with a 
captain Hudfel, who was.broundto the bay of Campeachy^ 
to load logwood. 

They failed from Port Royal about the beginning of 
Aug. 1 675, and met with no very extraordinary occurrence 
during the voyage. This ihip returning to Jamaica, and 
the crew being difcharged, Mr. Dampier engaged, in the 
month of February 1675-6, with a Mr. Johnfon, of New 
£ngland| who was bound to the bay on an erran<| 
iiiQilar to the former. This voyage was much longer 
than the preceding ; and he did not return to Jamaica till tho 
month of April 1678. He failed from thence for Eng* 
land, whence be again prepared tp. return to the bay of 
Campeachyi having embarked, early in the year 1079, 
as a pafTenger on board the Loyal Merchant, a tradmg 
ihip bound fox Jamaica. When he reached that ifland he 
changed his former refolution, and hai'ing difpofed of fuch 
commoditips as he brought with him from England, fos 
the purpofe of trade^ was about to return to his native 
country, when he was prevailed to alter his plan a (econd 
time, and accompany a Mr- Hobby to the Mufquito 
fliore. - 

f hey had proceeded no farther on their voyage thaj^ 
the well end of Jamaica, when all the pen, himfelf ex-; 
pepted, deferted bis patron to go on a buccaneering expe- 
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lUtiDn to the Spanifli main. After a few days Mr. Dam* 
pier, who was uiusleft alone with Mr. Hobby^was prevailed 
fin to accompany them alfo. Their firft expedition was 
againft PortooellOy which haviiig fucceeded, they fet forth, 
on the 5th of April 1680, to march actofs the ifthmus of 
Darien ; and, when they reached tlie South Seas, embarked 
in fuch capoes and veflels as the Indians furniflied them 
with. By the 23d of April they reached Panama, and after 
having in vain attacked Puebla Nova, in which aflauit they 
loft captain Sawkings/ who, till then, laded as their 
commander, fteered their courfe to the fouthward for 
Peru. They continued in the South Seas, varioufly oc- 
cupiri in cruifing, though with indifferent fuccefs, againft 
the entaiy, and quarroling among themlelves, till the 
month Of April i68i« A feparation then took place 
between th^ two contending parties; the moft formidable 
of thefe continued with a captain Sharp, who had been 
chofen commander, though not uhanimoufly, being 
thought, by Mr. Dampier and others, ill-quaiified for 
fuch a ftation { while that gentlemen with the remainder, 
aonouminfi; to about fifty perfons, embarked to feek their 
fortune, furnifhed only with a large boat, or launch, and 
one or two canoes : thefe being far inadequate to the 
purpofe, they took the firft opportunity of bettering their 
condition, by feizing a bsurk laden with timber for 
puiaquiL 

After efc^inc; a multitude of dangers from the Spanlfh 
guardssi coftas, Nfr. Dampier and his pe^le agreed at laft^ 
to run their veflel on (hore, and return back over the 
ifthmus to the Gulph of Mexicoi They began their 
march on the ift of May 1681, and, after a tedious.and 
(jangerous journey of twenty-three days, got on board a 
buccaneer, laying near the mouth of the river Conception, 
commanded oy captain Triftram> a Frenchman. This 
Veflel, with feveral others, manned with crews of the 
fame prpfeifion^ continued cruifing, with moderate fuccefs, 
till the month of July 1682, when they put into Virginia. 
A new b^nd of adventurers was here formed in the fol« 
lowing year, confifting of feveral from among thofe who 
j:ame from the South Seas with Mr. Dampier, recruited 
by fome newly entered men, fo as to make up a crew of 
jfjeyenty perfons. 

f heir 
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Their vtBdj whkh was called tlie Cygnet, was wtll 
4»)uipped for the intended fervice, mounting eighteen 
guns, and well Aored with every thing neceilary for a 
cniife in the South Se^ts, whither it was determined to. 
proceed* They failed from Virgin ia> on their intended 
▼oyage, on the.'23d of Auguil 1683, having chofen a Mr. 
Cooky who bad come witn them from the South Seas, as 
fhffir commander. They pafled through the ftreights Le 
Maire and round Terra del Fuego, fo that they did not 
itach the iilandof Joan Fernandcs^ in the South Sea$, liU 
March a2y 1684; but during their whole voyage they met 
with no occurrence worth relating, except their having 
met a Ihip in the South Seas, ient from London on the, 
lame erraild-with themfelves, and commaculecl by a cap- 
tain £aton> with whom they all a^ed to afloqiate, and 
join company. 

Having refreihed their people, they iailoc) from the 
above-mentioned ifland, after a ftay of iixteen days, aifd 
cruifed in the South Seas with very ^od fuccefs, being 
afterwards joined by fevexal celebrated adventurers in the 
fame line. They made GMDe valuable prizes; but their 
^incipal hope and pursuit was the capture, or at lead 
attadc of the Spanifh fleet, bound from Lima to Panama* 
They waited with much io^patience for this expeded 
objea, which th^y at lefigth got fight of and chaced, on 
the 28th of May 1685, but by a dextrous maneuvre were 
thrown to leeward by the Spaniards, who, during the 
enfuing night, fent one of their fmall veifels, with a light, 
to decoy the Englifii, and by that means enable them to 
1^ the weather gage. All their hopes of conqueft wer^ 
vaniflied with the dawn ; and the promifed pleafures of 
acquired wealth were totally fuperceded by the anxiety of 
felf-prefervation : the Spaniards, who were to windward 
and far exceeding. the buccaneers both in ftrength and 
numbers, became themfelves the aflailants ; and had they 
not wanted courage to purfue their advantage properly, 
would, in all probability, have captured the greater jp2iT\ 
of the buccaneers. After this grievous difappointmcnt 
they ftood farther to the northward, and were, by turns, 
uniortunate and fuccefsful in a variety of petty enterprife^ 
which they undertook; themoft memorable of which was, 
the furprize of the city of Leon, which was facked and 

burnt. 
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burnt. They cootinucd afierwai^ to cruife on the coaft 
of McKico, where th^ fnet with ^ry indiiiferent fortune *, 
till the 31ft •f March 1686, when, having parted -com-» 
pany with all their former compfinipns, and l)eiug now 
reduced to a company of one hundred and fifty perfons 
on board one fhip and a tender* they took their departure 
from Cape Corientes^ en the coaft of California^ for the 
Eaft Indies. 

They made the iiland of Gua^i dn the 20th .of May, 
and in good timC) their proviftons being nearly all ex- 
pended. A friendly intercourfe was foon eftabliflied, and 
continued to be kept up between the (hips and the Spanifli 
ffovernor, notwithftanding the latter was well apprifed of 
tne profeffion of his vifitors* Nevetthelcfs, as he was 
neither able to withlland an attack, nonthe /hips inclined 
to make one, which, though it proved Ajccefsftil, they 
well knew would not repay them for the trouble and lofs 
they 4njght probably fuftain, it appeared, as if mutually 
^eed, that hoftilities (hould be coniinal to the wealthy 
coafts of Peru, or to fuch encounters as would repay the 
courage of the vi6lors,and that in every other part ot the 
world, Spaniards and buccaneers fhould meet as apparent 
friends. On the ad of June they failed fiom Guam for 
Mindanoa,4>neof thePhilipine Iflands, which they reached 
in lafety on the aad of the fame month. They continued 
at thi^ place till the middle of January 1687, when they 
left the river of Mindanao t, intending to cruife otFManila*

hy the worm, as the tender aduaUy was, owing to her not beio^ 
meathcd. Mr. I>ampicc gives ua, on this occafion, a fingular inftanca 
of the knavery of tfa^^pcoplcy and particularly of their .general. 

Captain 
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On this (lation they took two prizes of fmall value, one 
of them of fo little confequence, that it was immediately 
reicaled. They continued thus occupied, though with 
very indifferent fuccefs, till the month of May 1688. 
The repeated feuds and difturbances that prevailed among 
the crew, their irregular riotous mode of conducing them- 
felves, and above all, thedifreputable occupation itfelf, all 
tended, at this time, to induce Mr. Dampier to quit them. 
After a little altercation, and fubduing a few difficulties, 
he was at length put a fhore on the ifle of Nicholas, with 
a Mr. Hall, and a man of tht name of Ambrofe. After 
cfcaping many dangers he at laft arrived at Bencoolen, 
where he was well received and appointed mafter-gunner 
t)f the fort there. Still, however, he continued uneafy, 
anxioufly waiting for an opportunity to return to Eng- 
land, wnich at laft he happily eifeded, though much 
againd the will of the governor, by creeping through one 
of the port-holes of the forty ana getting on board the 
Defence, a ihip belonging to the Engliih Eaft Indis^ 
company, on the 2d of January 1691. 

The dangers and difficulties ne had fo long encountered 
did not, however ceafe after this flroke of good fortune, ' 
a dreadful fcurvy broke out among the Ihips company, 
occafioned by the unwholefome water that was impru- 
dently taken on board at Bencoolen, added to the condi- 
tion of their provifions, which were almoft fpoiled, the 
ihip having been out three years. Such, however, were 



Captaio Swan, the commander, had been induced, by the perfuaffoit 
of this chief, to brine hit ihip into the river for convenience and 
fafety ; but it had not Tain there long before the above-mentioned in<« 
convenience was difcovcred, and the fiieatbing ripped off, to be ret 
placed by new work. The general was prefent at this operation, 
and was very much difcontented and diflatitiied when he faw the 

?lanking, adding, that he never knew a Ihip have two bottoms before. 
*be reafon of this ill temper was, the Miodaynayan thought that the 
ihip mud be in a ihort tim^ rendered anfit for fea, and hoped, when 
that became the cafe, he ihould eet her guns, aa he bad thofe of a 
Dutch (hip not long before, ana by the fame dextroai manenvre. 
Not long before the ihip*s departure a violent difagreeoMni took ntace 
between captain Swan and tne crew; in cttofequence of /whtcn be 
bimfelf, and about thirtv-fix of his people, were left behind, the ihip 
proceeding ip k^ witi| tite rem»iader, uiidcr a o^w ^Miimndo' ^^ 
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, St^ exettions of captain Heath, the commander, that, iii 
fpite of thefe diftreifes, the (hip was brought fafe into the 
Cape in the month of April. • The fick being tolerably 
Well recovered, and the place of thofe who had unhappily 
died in fomc meafure fufi^lied by Dutch men, entered at 
the Cape by ftealth, they failed from thence on the? 
Sjd of May, and after touching at St. Helena, arrived irt 
the Downs without nieeting with any remarkable occur-* 
renceon the i6th of September 1691. 

Mr. Dampier had brought with him to Engbnd an 
Indian chief curioufly tatowed, or, as he ililes it, painted^ 
This perfon he had bought in India, in conjundion 
with a Mr. Moody, and he was for fome time ibewn for 
a fight ; but Mr. Dampier being in rather diftrefled cir^ 
cumftances, was obliged to difpoie of a part of this (Irange 
property, and by degsees, afterwards of the whole, ne 
does not make any mention in his voyages how he was 
employed for eight years after the time of his arrival in 
England, fo that we prefimie him to have continued 
principally at home till he became commander of the 
Roebuck, as already ftated. In this veilel, which 
mounted only twelve guns, he failed from the Downs, on a 
voyage of difcovery, with a fair wind« on the 14th of 
January 1698-9. fieing vi dualled and e^ipped for a 
voyage of twenty months, he proceeded by TenerifFe and 
Brazil to the Cape of Good Hope, and from thence to 
New Holland ; in the difcovery of which he made confi- 
derable progrefs. He would have purfued his inten- 
tions, and indeed inftruSions, oi acquiring a ftill more 
perfed knowledge of that country, had he not been com-* 
pelled, after failing up that extenlive coaft for five weeks, 
to bear away for me ifland of Timor, in confequence of 
his people being terribly afflided with the fcurvy, princi- 
cipally occafioned by the water they had taken on board 
from that coaft, which, though brackifh, was the beft they 
could at that time meet with. ' ' 

Captain Dampier, his people having in fome meafure- 
recovered their health and ftrength, again failed from Ti« 
tnor, on the 12th of December 1699, and arrived off the 
coaft of New Guinea on the ift of January 1700. Here 
he made a confiderable number of new difcoveries» par- 
ticularly of a large illand ivhich he called New Britain, 

i having 
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liavmg ceafted fcnmd it, a^ imni. outra paffi^y iriikil 
kas ever fincc borno bis nmie. The time of tibe eaftorn 
monfoon approaching, he ssfolved to. floer fai Batavia^ 
"V^hefe he arrived the Deginniog oi Jiiljr; H» CQ»tinue<t 
io that port till the iTtb of CKSober, and met mrith no* 
thing very remarkable afterwandsy dtirtog hia paflage to 
tile iiland of AfcenGon, vrhtch besot fig& of on the %iA 
of Februarv. Between eight am nuie (t'cIocIl io tbe 
morning ot the 22d the &p fprung a dangerous kak 
which quickly encreafed m fo violent a degree, thaib the 
chain-punop could aot keep the ihip clear. Every pofi. 
iible method was tried to remedy this^difiifter, at lafty by 
the afliftance of the. hand-pump the (hip was Ireed from 
water; and by coatinmng th<m exsntiooi. it was kepr 
under. Early on the following mormog captain Danqpiet 
ftood for dfe bay and anchooed ibese^ at the diilaiice of 
two milea from the (hoie, about nitift otclock. Every 
meafure prudence ox ingenuity cotdd fug^eft or contrive, 
to remedy or leflen their difaftcr> was iimmediadel3V carried 
into executioa. Thefe were unhappily all fruitlefs, fott^ 
^er clearing the part of the flup where the defeA was, 
ia order to get at it within board, the ptank was dirconsrcd 
Io be fo rotten, that, to ufe Mr. Dampier's own words^ it 
broke away like dirt. 

Nothing semained for Mr. Dampier to do in thts dif* 
tseflcd (itiiation, but to endeavour, if poilible, to fave the 
Itves of bis peo^ew The boais were heifted mil although 
it was then dark, that the people might preferve them-*- 
felves in. cafe the ihip ihoiild appeair likely to founder at 
her anchor. As foon as day broke they got up theif 
anchor and endeavoured to run in (hore, but the land«* 
breeze prevented them from eflTefling this intention fb 
well as they wiflied, and empefled. In the afternoon, on 
the fpringing up of the fea-breeze, they ran into leven 
fethom water, and afterwards warped the veiFel, by car* 
rying out a fmall anchor a-head, into three and an half» 
adhere they feciired her. The greateft exertions were 
now made to lave fuch articles as were more immediately 
aecefbty for their future exigence and prefbrvation ; all the 
feamcn's chefts and bedding were got fafe to land, upon 
a. raft, by eight o'clock at night ; and the next morning 

I afl 
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iiU the fait) were uabent and copied an flione^for tkepuiy 
ftofe of being conveited into tents. 

It was a confiderabU relief to their misfortunes that 
this iQand abounded with turtk ; and, to add ftill farther 
to th^ir fatisfadi^n». the)^ difcov^ped in a few days after** 
wards a fpfing of excellent wafer, though their jpy waa 
fomewhat damped ffom its being eiglM nailes diftant &om 
'the bay where they landed^ and where the major pmt qf 
them were obliged to continue, for the purpofe of mafcii^ 
their dtftrefs known to the firft vefleis that fiiould put i^ 
there. To rne.a, however, who have no other ^empley^ 
)nent thaq that of fatisfying the neceflities of nature, diQt^ 
culties of this kind graduailv become lefs intolerable. After 
continuing on this ifland^ tnerefere, in a (late by no meaiia 
fo uncomfortable as that experienced by many other iiiv- 
happy voyager% the captain and- his people were teHeved 
from tbeir anxiety by the arrival of thnee Engliih men of 
.war% and the Canterbury Eaft India (hip, on the yi cf 
April. Captain Dampier imn^ediately vrent on board the 
Anglefey with the greater part of his people^ the remainder 
beine difperfed ioto^ the other (hips. 

Mr. Dampier and fome of his o^icera afterwards ro- 
fooved into the Canterbury, for the purpofe of getting 
rexpeditioufly to England, as the (hips of war, hoviog mi^ 
fed the iflaiui of Su }agQ» wore obliged to bear away for 
Barbadoes to procture water. Natwithftanding> it wee 
uncandid, and, indeed^ uagenerous in ^ higheft degree, 
to affix any thing like Uame on this gentleman, becaufe 
of the already raaled accident and misfortune; yet we 
.find there were not wanting thoie^ who were by no means 
thrifty of their cenfot^: of this captain Dampier feelinglir 
complains in his dedication to the earl of Pembroke t, 
of the third volume of his voyages.* ** The world (fays 
he) is apt tojudge of every thmgby the fuccefs; and whe^ 
ever has ill fortune will hardly be allowed a good name. 
This, my lord, was my unhappinefs in my late expedition 
in the Roebuck, which foundered through perfcd a^e near 
.the ifland of Afcenfien. I fo^red extremely m my

humble not to Value myfelf upon fo complete a vindU 
cation." 

All the lifts of naval ofli(:erS| as well thofe in manu-» 
fciitft as that puMiihed by rear-admiral Hardy, hav6 
aninmnly erred in their account of this gentleman^ 
Actofding*to thefe he p^riflied at the time the Roebuck 
was hAtp on the 24th of F^bruaiy 1700. What conld 
bave led them into fo grofs a miihke we cannot ^retentf 
to (ay, for k is not only contradided by the dedication 
above quoted, in which he fays, ^* as the particular fer^^ 
vtee I have now undertaken ninders me from finifliing 
this volume, fo f hope it will give me an opportunity^of 
pajfing my refpefis to your lordlhip in a new one." but 
m the Gazette, No. ^906, is the following notification'. 
<' St* James's, April 18, Captain William Dampier 
being prepared to. depart on another voyage to the Weft 
Indies, Ind the honour to kifs her majefty*s hand oft 
-Pjriday laft, being introduced by his royal highnefs the 
lord high admii aU" It appears, however, that he did not 
fait on this expedition tin the year 1704.: in the courfe 
of it he took the town of Puna, in the South Seas ; biit 
puttingintb Batavia on "his return, was there imprifoned 
by the Utttch, who feized on all his eflfeds* He returned 
to England after his releaie, but does not appear to have 
ever afterwar.ds been employed in the royal navy. There 
is indeed a report, that he was difmifled, or lufpended 
from the fervice by the fentence of a court«martial for 
snifbehaviour and iiUtreatment of his officers and people: 
but this circumftalice is by no means fufficiently eitab- 
lifted to warrant otir pofitivdy aflerting it. He after- 
wards accompanied the celebrated captainWoodes Rogers 
in his voyage round the world, in the capacity of mafter ; 
and return^ with him ta England, where he arrived on 
ihe ift of OAober 1711. No particulars are known 
relative to him after this time. The hiftory of his voyagesj^ 
particularly his firft round the world, has been tranilated 
into molt European languages, while his aifiduiiy, and un- 
remitted perfeverance, has entitled him to a rank among 
the aMeft navigators. 

HUNTER, 
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HUNTER, Colin. — It is very apparent, from hi* 
Xiame, this gentleman was of Scotch extradion. We 
hear nothing of him till he was, on the 24th of June* 
1698, aopointed commander of the Dolphin : he wasdif- 
tnifled from this (hip, and from the fervice altogether, on 
the ;^th of Auguft 1700^ but on f^hat particular account 
does- not appear. 

MOSES, William, — the brother of captain John 
Mofes, of whom a fliort account has been already given t, 
was appointed captain of the Winchelfea on the 13th o£ 
December 1698. He never was fortunate enough to 
obtain zny command fo confequential as to afford him an 
opportunity of diftinguifting himfelf out of the ordinary 
•nd unnoticed line of fervice. This might, and we be* 
lieve was, entirely owing to an infirm (late of healthy 
under which he laboured, for a great number of years 
previous to his death. la confequence of this natural^ 
and truly pitiable incapacity, he retired with a penfion as 
a fuperanniiated captain. He enjoyed this many years^ 
if the term may be thoiight applicable to any pcrfon in 
the (late above-defcrioed. He died on the 3d of February 
1740, having then attained his eishty-irrft year. A plain 
undccorated (lone, affording us the above uiformation, is 
laid over his remains in Dcptford church-yard, where it 
alfo appears the remainder of his family was interred, 

OAKE, John, — wai, on the 9th of November 16989 
appointed captain of the Qiieenborough frigate, and died 
on the I -^th of January following. 

SMITH, George, — was advanced to the rank of lieu- 
tenant in the navy foon after the revolution. He was 
appointed fecond lieutenant of the Deptford, of fifty guns,^ 
in 1692; and after having ferved ip the fame (lation oq^ 
board divers other (hips, was, on the 21ft of November 
1698, promoted to the command of the Coventry. After 
the acceflion of queen Anne he was advanced to be captain 
of the Warwick, of fifty guns, and fent to the Weft Indies^ 
where he died on the 2d of November 1704.

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' ALLEN, Bcnnct, — had the honour of being broughr 
into xht navy under the fpecial countenance and protec- 
tion of fir Cloudefly Shovel, a patronage which we arc 
forry to fay his fubfequent condud proved him to have' 
been by no means worthy of. He was fpecially recom- 
mended by the worthy admiral juft mentioned, to be pro- 
moted to the rank of lieutenant, in the month of Janu- 
ary 1695-6; and, through the fame intereft, after having 
on all occaftons deported himfelf highly to the fatisfa£lIon 
of thofe under whom he ferved, was advanced, on the 
17th of February 1609, to be captain of the Maidftone. 
After the acceflion of queen Anne he was promoted to the 
Lark ; from which fliip he was difmifTed lor mifconduft, 
fcy the fentence of a court-martial, on the 5th of Auguft 
1707. Others, with much greater appearance of truth 
on their fide, ailert,. that he was only fined three months 
pay. We adopt the latter as the mod probable (late of 
his fentence, for we find him not long afterwards captain 
of the Montague. His former, cenfure had not the good 
cffeQ. of amending hiscondud, for, in the year 1706, he 
was difmiflcd from the laft mentioned fliip in the Weft 
Indies for mifbehaviour, by the fpecial order of the prinee 
of Denmark, at that time lord high admiral. The parti- 
cular caufe of this order is no where given, except the 
general one of milconduft on the reprcfentation of go- 
vernor Handafide. He furvived many years, living, as we 
believe, totally in retirement till the time of his deatH, 
which happened not till the month of September 1750. 

BILLINGSLEY, Rupert.— The firft information 
We have of this gentleman is, that he was, on the 
12th of January 1698, appointed commander of the 
Queenborough frigate. We hear nothing of him 
after this time till the beginning of the year 1704, 
when he was promoted to the command of the Litchfield^of 
fiity^gunsy and employed as a cruifer during that year, 

princi« 
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principally in the Gernaan ocean, where he had the good 
fortune to make many prizes; the greater part of them, 
indeed, we^ of little confequence, the largeft a frigate of 
twenty-two gun?, called the Sun Prize. We do not 
hear any mention of this gentleman during the year 1705 ; 
but in the enfuing fummer we find him commanding; a 
ihip of the line in the Mediterranean, under fir J. Leake, 
who appointed him to z6t as lieutenant-tolonel of the 
regiment of volunteer feamen, raifed for the purpofe of 
aflifting in the redudion of Alicant. We have not been 
able to colle£l any other particulars relative to this gentle- 
man, except the date of his death, which happened on the 
15th of December 1720. 

BOKENH AM, Robert *, — we do not find mentioned 
any where till the time of his appointment, on the 6th of 
May 1699, to be captain ef the Coventry frigate. Pre- 
vious to the acceflion of queep Anne, and tne recommence* 
ment of war with France, he ivas appointed to command 
the Chatham t, of fifty guns, and ordered on a cniife oiF 
the coaft of France :f. He difplayed confiderable aftivity 
-in this employment after the rupture had taken place ; 
but, neverthelefs, was not happy enough to cfkSt 
any fervice more memorable, during fome months, 
than that of capturing a fmall floop of war, mounting 
eight gims. In the month of Auguft, however, he 
was more fuccefsful, having had the good fortune, in 
company with fome other ihips of war, to fall in with 
the Jafon and Augude, two French fhips of the line ; the

in the month of January 1704.5, had the (lill farther good 
fortune to fall in with a large French private (hip of war, 
mounting 32 guns, called the Conftable, of St. Maloes, 
which he captured after a fmart aAion of an hour's con- 
tinuance, in which the Chatham had eight men kill^ and 
wounded, the enemy thirty. This encounter took plac^ 
about thirty leagues to the weftwArd of Cape Clear- 
Not long after his return into port with his prize> hfi 
was appointed to command the Augufte, the French (hip 
of war, to the capture of which lie had, as has already 
been dated, fo eminently contributed. He died captain 
of this fliip in the month of Augud 1707. 

COCJC, William, — was, on the 15th of Novembor 
1690, appointed to command the Harwich^ a fourth rate 
of nfty guns. Sometime after the accefllon of queen

Suns, commanded by captain J»nics Littleton, coming up, file Uruck, 
aving four and fitty guns mounted, and four hundred and twenty 
men, commanded by the chevaL'cr Ncfinond ; and being a very good 
iblpf not above twelve moatha old, Hie was added to our royal oavy. 

Anne, 
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Anne, he was made captain of the Darttnouth, a ihip of 
the fame rate as the former. The moft confequential 
fervice in which we find any mention made of this gen^ 
tleman, is that of convoying the Eaft India trade to and 
from St. Helena, in which we helieve him to have been 
uninterruptedly engaged from the year 1705 to 1708. 
During his two iirit voyiac^es he was under the orders of 
captain Francis Hozier, but afterwards he appears to have 
been himfelf the commanding officer of the efcort. 
During a (liort time in the beginning of the year 1707, 
he was ordered to join the fquadron in foundings, at that 
time commanded by ftr Thomas Hardy, but appears to 
have quitted him before he failed for Liibon, to convoy 
the outward-bound fleet thither in the month of July. 
After this time we find no other mention made of him 
except that he was difmifled the fervice in the year 17159 
on what ground is not flated, but it is not improbable to 
have been on account of adifference of political pribciplestv 
The time of his death is not mentioned. 

LETCHMERE, Edward, or rather, as we believe, 
£dmund,-*was, on the i6th of March 1 699, promoted 
to be (Captain of the Lynn. He was twice afterwards re- 
appointed to the fame veflel, firft on the 9th of July 
1700, and again on the 26th of May 1701. After the 
accellion of queen Anne he was removed into the Lyme, 
and (Rationed to cniife in the Channel, a fervice in which 
he met with confiderable fuccefs, having taken many 
prizes. He continued in the fame line of employment 
till the time of his death, which happened on the ]6th of 
Jan. 1703-4, in an aftion with a large French privateer 
off the Deadman. The enemy's fhip mounted forty-fix 
guns, the Lyme thirty-two only ; but, after a defperate en- 
gagement of three hours, the former was content to yield 
the honour at leaft, of viftory, to her very inferior an- 
tagonifl, who was too much difabled to prevent her flight, 
' Captain Letchmere was fo defperately wounded in this 
encounter, that he died the next morning. Thirty-fix of 
the crew were killed and wounded. 

MITCHEL, Thomas, — was, on the asth of July 
1699, appointed captam of the Falmouth of fifty guns. 
Wef do not find any other mention made of this gentle- 
man > except that he was put on the fuperannuated lift,

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with a penfiony of 91I. 5s. per ann. by order dated July 
the 9th, 1708, and that he died on the 24th of February 

1714. 

RUMSEY, Edward. — We believe this gentleman to 
have been appointed a lieutenant foon after the revolu* 
tion> but have no certain information concerning him 
till the year 1695, ^^^hen he ferved as fird lieutenant of the 
Dutchefs, of ninety guns, commanded by captain Ley, 
and employed during that year in the main fleet, being 
fiationed in the line as one of the feconds to fir Cloudefley 
Shovel. He was afterwards appointed a&ing commander 
of a floop of war of ten guns, called the Jolly Prize. On 
the ift ot September 1699, he was promoted to the com- 
mand of the Lizard frigate. After which tiime he ex- 
perienced, in commen with a numberof other brave and dif- 
tinfi;uifhed charaders, the misfortune of being totally 
iinEnown and unnoticed, till we arrive at that fatal period 
which, while on one hand, it leads us to commiferate his 
fate, on the other entitles him to the higheft poflhumoHS 
praife and veneration. 

In the year 1710, being then captain of the Pembroke, 
of fixty-four guns, one of the fleet under fir J. Norris,in the 
Mediterranean, and ordered on a cruife, in company with 
the Falcon fVi^te, commanded by captain Conflable, 
they fell in with three French (hips of war, one oJF 
fevcnty, a fecond of fixty, and a third of fifty-four guns. 
Againft this very unequal force the Englifh (hips for a 
longtime contended, with a valour meriting a much better 
fate : the Pembroke and Falcon were at laft both com- 
pelled to furrender ; but this did not take placp till captain 
Rumfey was imhappily killed, and an hundred and forty 
of the crew killed or wounded. The ftiip itfelf was alfo 
completely difabled, her mizen-maft being fbot by the 
board, and her rigging almod totally deuroyed. The 
above defperate encounter took place on the 29th of 
December 1710. 

SCALLY, William,— was, on the 26th of June 1699, 
appointed commander of the Gloucefter; and was re- 
commiflioned to the fame (hip on the I'cth of July 1.700. 
After the return of the fleet from Cadiz and Vigo, under 
the command of fir G. Rooke, in the year 1702, he was 
removed on the 22d of January into the Kinfale, and (ooix- 
afterwards promoted to the Kauelagh, of 80 guns, the ih ip o n

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boatd which reaNa^miral Byng hoifted his flag^as com* 
mander of a division of the fleet, fent under fir C. Shovel«. 
to the Mediterranean. He died at Leghorn during this 
expedition, on the 26tb of September 1703.

CLEMENTS, Bartholomew, — is known only a$ 
having been appointed to command the Kinfale on the 
t7th of June 1700. Even the time of his death is no 
where given, far as we have been able to difcover. ^ 

MARTIN, George, — is fuppofed by fome to have! 
been appointed a lieutenant foon after the revolution, and 
to have ferved as fourth lieutenant of the Royal William 
during the years 1692 and 3. This circumftance does^ 
not however appear to be very clearly eAablifhed : and^ 
the firft information that we can ftriftly depend upon con-^ 
cerning him is, that he was, on the 8th of Julv 1700, 
appointed commander of the Lizard frigate. We have 
not been able to meet with the fmallcft occurrence worth 
reciting relative to this 'gentleman, till the year 1710,' 
when we find him captain of the Dragon,' of fifty guns; 
and appointed commcKlore of a fmall expedition deftined 
for the attack of Nova Scotia. The naval force fent 
from England on this occafion confifted only of the^ 
Dragon, above-mentioned, and the Falmouth ot the fame 
force, commanded by captain Walter RyddeU' Thefe 
had under their convoy eighteen merchant (hips, the Star 
bomb-ihip, and a tender, together with feveral tranfports,* 
having on board a number of Britifh officers, a quantity of 
{lores and provifions, and a regiment of jpiarines, under 
colonel Francis Nicholfon, who was appointed com- 
mander-in-chief of the land forces. This little fleet *^

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fiuled from Spithead on the 8th of May, and arrived at 
Bofton on the t5th of July. Captain Martin was there 
loined by the Loweftofle and Fever(ham frigates from 
New York^as he wasfome time afterwards by the Chefter, 
t fourth rate, commanded by captain T« Mathews. The ne- 
cefTary levies of retrruits, the colledion of tranfports, {lores, 
and provifions were immediately entered upon with much 
fpirit and diligence by colonel Nicholfon, whofe laudable 
exertions were extremely well feconded by the governors 
and inhabitants of the refpefUve provinces of Maifachufet's 
Bay, ConneSicut, New Hampmire, and Rhode Ifland. 

The fleet, however, was not ready for fea till the mid- 
^e of September,, by which time two thoufand land-forces 
iKing, with all the neceflary (lores and artillery, embarked 
CNEi board tbirty^one tranfports, the commodore proceeded 
to fea, from Nantafket road, on the i8th of September. 
The Cbefter was difpatched a few days before in order to 

J Prevent the ettmy from fending any fupplies or rein- 
brcements into Port Royal, afterwards called Annapolis, 
againft which important fettlement the expedition was 

Jrincipally dedined. The armament arrived off Port 
Loyal, and came to an anchor at the entrance of the har- 
bour on the 24th. A council of war was convened that 
very evening, and the mode of attack arranged, which was 
carried into .execution, and with the completed fuccefs, on 
the morning of the 25th *.

" Things being in this fituation on the 85th of September, about 
£x in the morning, colonel Vetch, and colonel Reading, with fifty 
tbun each, together with Mr. Forbes the engineer, went on Giore to 
view the ground for landine the iroops ; and foon after colonel 
Kicholfon himfelf, with a body of men, aflually Unded, the enemy 
firing at the boats in which they were, from their batteries of cannon 
and mortars, bot tvith no great facccfs.

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The governor beat a parkj^ and propoTed terms of 
capitulation on the ift of Odober ; which beitig finallj 
fettled and concluded on the following day» the place was 
immediately taken poflefEon of, and captain Martia 
failed a fbw days afterwards for Bofton, on his return tp 
England, having executed hts orders moft fully and com^ 

Eletely, and in lefs time than fome commanders would 
ave confumed in fettling their plan of aflault. Captain 
Martin appears to have retired from the fervice after this 
time, as we nowhere find any mention made of his hold# 
ing any command : it is moft probable fome natiu^l in* 
firmity of body deprived the country of the farther feiv 
vices of this brave and enterprizing ofiicer. We briievo 
him to have died in England on the c$2d of Odober 
17249 but rear-admiral Hardy » in his lift of naval 
officers, &i\cs us, as the date of this eveoti November 22, 
. 1 732. The former dat^ we are well pearfvaded is corre^

BERKELEY, James, Earl of. — ^This iiluftrious nob1e« 
man wjis the reprefentative of the original, ancient, and 
honourable ftock,from whence were collaterally dcfcendcd 
thofe noble and ever fo be celebrated naval cnarafters *, 
of whom we haye already had occaHon to give fome ac* 
count. He was the grandfbn of George, firfl earl of 

bomb-veflel was not able to tbrow any (hells, by reafon of hard gales 
of wind." 

N.Bw On the following day the governor capitulated, Campbell 
very juflly adds in a note. 

'* This expedition, which was one of the mod fortunate that we 
had undertaken in this part of the world, owed its fuccefs in a great 
meafure to the cohdu61 of colonel Francis Nicholfon. who maintained 
a perfe£l agreement with commodore Martin, and the reft of the Tea 
officers, who, on their part, omitted nothing that was demanded for 
the ufe of the troops, and fupported them very cordially upon all oc- 
cafions, with their boats and men.*'

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Berkeley fo created by Charles the Second in the year 
(679. This George was the lineal defcendanty in the 
twelfth generation, from Maurice Fitzharding^ otherwife 
Berkeley, the fon ef Robert Fitzharding, who died in the 
year 11 70, in the 17th of Henry II. and from whom are 
defcended many noble and great perfonages who have, 
in diilerent ages, diftinguiihed themfelves, both as (latef- 
men and warriors*. 

4 JameSy of whom we sire now to fpeak, having early 
manifefted an inclination for a naval life, and pafled 
through the neceiTary gradations of fervice, was, on the 
2d of April 1 701 y appointed captain of the Sorliogs. Not 
long after the acce(non of queen Anne, he was promoted 
to the Litchfield, of fifty guns; and being detached from . 
the main fleet, under fir George Rooke, to cruife in 
foundings, he fell in with and captured, after a fmait 
afiion, a French fhip of war mounting thirty-fix guns t, . 
and a large vefTel, homeward- bound, from Martinico, 
carrying twenty guns, valued, according to feme autliors, 
at forty thoufand pounds, both thefe veifels he brought 
into Spithead. 

He afterwards accompanied fii^ Cloudefley Shovel on 
his expedition to the Mediterranean, for the propofed re- 
lief and fuccour of the Cevenois; and on his return from 
thence aflifted captain, afterwards fir John Norris, In 

capturing the Hazard, a French ihip of war mounting

fifty- 
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fifty-four gun$. In the beginning of the year 1704, he 
vras promoted to the xommand of the Boyne, of eighty 
guns. On the 7th of March, in the fame year, he was 
called up to the houfe of lords^ by writ, by the title of 
lord Durfley, and was foon afterwards fent out, under fir 
Cloudefley Shovel^ to reinforce the fleet already in the 
StreightSy commanded by fir George Rooke. At the 
ever memorable battle off Malaga, he was ftationed in the 
line as one of the feconds to fir John Leake, and behaved 
with the greate(t gallantry, the Boyne having fufiered 
more than any ihip in the fquadron, except that of the ad- 
miral, fixty-nine of the crew being either killed or defpe- 
rately wounded ; among the btter were the firft lieu^ 
tenant, the mailer, and the boatfwain. Lediard beftows 
the following pointed and particular commendation on 
his conduA upon this occafion. ** Among the aSions of 
other brave commanders we mud not forget thofe of the. 
gall^t lord Durfley, commander of the Boyne, an eighty 
gun ihip, who, though then but about twenty-three years 
of age, gave many memorable inftances of his undaunted 
courage, ileady refolution, and prudent condu6t." 

We do not find any jparticular mention made of his 
lordihip after this time till the year 1706, when he com*, 
manded the St. George, a fecond rate, one of the fleet 
fcnt to the Mediterranean, under fir Cloudefley Shovel. 
He continued under the fame admiral, and on the fame 
fiation, during the following year, and diilinguifhed him- 
felf at the ficge of Toulon, in a way no lefs fingular than 
he had on every former occafion where an opportunity 
{>refented itfelf. The particulars of this tranfa£tion are 
very modeftly related in the Gazette, No. 4361, where it 
is briefly ilated, as an article of intelligence from the camp 
at La Vallette, dated Auguft the oth, N.S. that " The 
lord Durfley, riding at anchor before one of the ifles of 
Hieres, on which were three forts, he furprifed the 
ilrongeii, and then fummoned the two others, which fur- 
rendered at difcretion." On his return to England with 
admiral Shovel, in the month of Oftober following, he 
almoft miraculoufly efcaped being involved in the Tame 
unhappy fate with him. His ihip a£lually flruck on the 
£unc ridge of rocks with the Alfociation i but the very 

wave 
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wave which beat over and deftrofed that noUe fliijp, pro* 
iridentially fet the St. George afloat. 

On the a6th of January 1707-8, he was promoted^ 
^IthoMgh at that time not more than twenty-feven yeara 
oJdy to be vice-admiral of the blue, which, it is as fmgitlar 
30 was his advancement to be an admiral at fo early an 
aee, was the iirft appointment in that rank he ever received. 
Iiaving hoifted his flag on board the Berwick, he was 
immediately appoioted fecond, or, accordfng toother ac« 
counts^ third in command, under fir George Byng, of the 
fleet equipped for the North Sea, to oppofe the French ar- 
mament fitted otit at Dunkirk to fopport the caufe of the 
Pretender. The moft prominent and remarkaMetranfa6tt^ 
ens of this fuccelsful expedition * have been already related^ 

Thedefignsof Loais the Fourteenth being baffled, the 
fleet retired ^nto port about the end of March, and lord 
Dtirfley was foon after this time appointed to comnkand a 

Suadron in foundings. Being principally employed in 
:orting fuch homeward-bound fhips as he fell in with 
into port, and in protedingv to a fafe latitude, all the dif^ 
ferent outward-bound fleets, he does hot appear to have 
met with anv extraordinary occurrence till the 26th of 
June. On tnat day he fell in with three French (hip& of 
WW, mounting from forty to fifty gtms ; but thefc veflfcls 
lieing jufl come out of port, and perfedly clean^ while on 
the other hand, his own had for the moft part been long off 
the ground, and were very foul, the enemy made for ibeii: 
own coafl, and were fortunate enough to eSkSt their 
efcape. 

In the month of July he was dire6^ed'to put himfelf 
«gaiB under the orders of fir George Byng, who was in- 
vefted with the chief command of a ftrpng fquadron 
ordered to efcort a body of troops, commanded by general 
Erie, which was intended to alarm the coafl of France, 
and, if poflible, induce the enemy to make fome confi- 
<]erable detachments from their armv in Flanders. This 
atmament failed from Spithead on tne 27th of July, O.S. 
and came to anchor oflF Deal on the 28th, at night. The 
tranfports and fhips of war being much crowded with 
troops, it was deemed expedient and proper to fliift fome

of 
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^ them into a number of empty ttanfportSy which were 
then laying in the Downs. 

Thi$ necffliiry fervice being completed by the laft day 
pf July^ the fleet flood over to the coaft of Picardy on the 
I ft of Aiiguft, and about noon came to an anchor in the 
b^y of BoTogne. It was immediately refolved to make a 
ieint of landing the troops ; and accordingly^ upon a (ignal 
being made at two o'clock in the morning of the 2d, the 
boats of the fleet rendezvoufed near the flags, and every 
preparation was apparently made for carrying the above* 
mentioned defign into execution. The enemy, muck 
terrified at the mppofed impending attack, lined the fliore 
with large detachments of troops* Thefe threatenings 
were almoft daily ooade, in different parts of the coaUf 
for upwards of a fortnight ; eyen fmall bodies were occafi- 
onally put oh (hore, tiiat the enemy might not be led to 
flatter themfelvcs thefe hoftile appearances were merely 
intended for that parade neceflary to excite alarm« 

By this time it was difcovered that the enemy had taken 
fuch precautions to ftrengdien and fortify themfelves, that 
no real or effedual impreilion could be noade without 
hazarding a lofs^ to which even fuccefs would not be 
equivalent' : and^ moreover, the principal intention of the 
expedition, which was to compel the French to detach 
from their army in Flanders, and permit the duke of 
Marlborough to carry on the fiege of .Lifle unmolefted^ 
being efleded, lord Durfley parted from the fleet on the 
l6th, with the Orford, of feventy guns, bearing his flag, 
fix other (hips of the line, and fome frigates, with orders 
to cruife in foundings. The want of ftores and pro«- 
vifions, as well as the foulnefs of his (hips, compelled 
him, after a few days cruife, to put into riymoutn ; fo 
that nothing farther was eflTefled h^ the force under his 
command, than the capture of a French merchant-Oiip 
bound to Placentia, which was taken by the Salilbury. 
. Every expedition being ufed to reiit the fqbadroa, hit 
lordfliip failed from Plymouth on the 28th of September 
with five fhips of two decks and fome frigates. lie was 
joined on the following day by the Hamp(hire» of fifty 
guns, which being ready beiore the other (nips, had been 
lent out to cruife, but had no other fuccefs than that of 
capturing a fmall French 'privateer. This fquadron con- 

linntd 
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tinued at fea till the yth of November, wh^ lord Durflejr 
himfelf returned into port, leaving three of his fmaller 
(hips under orders to continue out a fortnight longer. 
The fum of the fuccefs of this little armament, if it could 
be laid to deferve that name, from its firft failing to its 
final return into port, amounted to the capture of fix or 
feven fhips of different defcriptions and or incohfiderable 
confcquence; that of the greateft note appears to have 
been a privateer belonging to St. Maloes, mounting 
twenty-tour guns, taken by his lordfhip himfelf. 

On the 2 1 ft of December following he was advanced to 
be vice-admiral of the white; and Campbell erroneoufly 
makes the following remark on this promotion. " That 
itwasrefolved to give him an extraordinary mark 6f her 
majefty's favour, as a reward for his diligence*, by pro- 
moting him to the above rank. But though this was 
fomewhat retarded by the death of his royal highncfs the 
lord high admiral, yet it took place in the fpring of the 
fucceeding year." On this we have only to remark, that 
prince George died on the 28th of Oftober, long before 
the promotion in auelUon was in contemplation. Either 
on tne day firom wnence it was dated, or on that which 
immediately preceded it, his lordfliip again put to Tea, and 
on the 29th had light of two large French (hips, which 
at firft chaced him ; but on a nearer approach findine 
their miftake, bawled their wind, and crowded all the fail 
they could carry to tSt& their tfcape. He neared them 
fo much as at laft to get within gun-mot, when the French 
captains lightening their fliips by throwing feveral of 
their guns, and other heavy articles overboard, were for- 
tunate enough to get clear. This undoubtedly gave his

He farther adds the following eulogium, which appean to be a very 
jttft one, by way of note. 

'* What I have here advanced, is on all hands allowed, and even 
by bifliop Burnet himfelf, who confepcs, that mucb greater care was 
taken otour trade, and the French privateers were inoic effe£luaHy 
rcdraiaedi than in any year (uicc the war began.*'

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lordfhip much concern, thefe veflfels being both equal to 
Englifti fourth rates, one of them mounting fifty, the 
other fmty guns. After a (hort cruife he returned into 
port having Deen even more unfuccefsful thas before, for 
he met with no other prize than an inconfiderable veiTel 
laden with fiOi from Newfoundland. 

The ihips being cleaned his Jordfliip again failed from 
Plymouth, on the r4th of February, with one third and 
three fourth rates*, and three days afterwards was joined 
by two other fourth rates and a frigate: as a dawning of 
fuccefs, he had fcarcely put to fea when two French pri- 
vateers mounting twelve gims each were taken bydiflferent 
ihips of his fquadron ; and on the 22d, having then onlv 
three (hips with him, exclufive of the flag, he fell in witn 
eleven ftrange (hips, about twelve leagues from Scilly : thcfe 
were fuppoled to be monfieur du Guai Trouin*s fquadron, 
a part of which did a few days afterwards engage captain 
Toilet, in the AiTurance t: but his lordlhip lofing them in 
the night, ftood in to Plymouth, where he found the 
Dartmouth, who had been fent in a few days before with 
a prize, and to (lop a leak, and had been chaced offthc Start 
by nine (hips, fuppofed to be a part of the fame fquadron. 

His loraihip having been fomewhat reinforced failed 
aigain almoft immediately, and on the 2oth of March 
tietached three of his fquadron to cruife off Bred, for the 
purpofe of gaining intelligence. Nothing confequential 
happened during the time thefe (hips were abfent, except 
that the Saliibury captured a very valuable (hip from the 
Weft Indies; and the principal part of her cargo was 
immediately taken out, the veffel being fo leaky as to 
induce apprehenfions of its foundering at fea. On the 
>29th his lordfhip received orders from tne admiralty board 
to fee the outward-bound Lifbon fleet (afc to a certain 
latitude ^, He had fcarcely fulfilled thefe inftru^lions, and

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parted from his charge^whenyOn the 9th of Aprili he fell 
in with the Achilles^ of feventy guns> coihmanded by 
xnonfieur dii Gual Troufn himfelfi and the GlorieuXy of 
forty -four jguns, which veflels had only the day before 
taken the Briftol^ an Englifh fhip of war mounting fifty 
guns. 

The fignal for a general chace was immediately made 
by his lordfhip^ and with (o much fucc^fs that the Bridol 
was very foon recovered, but having received a fliot in her 
bread-room, foundered foon afterwards ; all the people, 
however, on board her were faved, twenty men only ex- 
cepted* The purfuit being continued with much alacrity, 
the Glorieux was taken by the Chefter, captain T« 
Mathews ; and the Achilles alone had the good fortune to 
ciFcd her efcape, though very much (battered* In this en* 
counter the fquadron had feventy men killed and wounded. 
Three or four other prizes, though of no confidcrable con-* 
fequence, were taken during the cruife. Provifions and 
water growing fcarce, his lordfliip was obliged to return 
to Plymouth, on the i jth of May, with his fquadron, which 
then confided of eight two-decked fhips and ibme fri- 
gates* On his arrival he received the unwelcome news 
that the Sweepflakcs frigate, of thirty-two guns, one of his 
fcouts, had been taken fome days before by two large 
French privateers, each of which were of greater force 
ihan herfelf* 

In the month of July this noble lord was ordered to take 
upon him the command of a fmall fquadron collected at the 
Nore, and to proceed off Schouwen, in Zealand *, for the 
purpofe of interceptinj; fome fhips laden with corn, which 
were daily expeSed ^om the northward* Thefe he was 
not fortunate enough to meet with, and on his difappoint- 
ment put into Oofely bay, on the coafl of Yorkfhire. He 
repaired from thence to Plymouth, by land, and ^fumed^ 

tain inteUigence, chat M. du Guai Troain wat then^eruidiig at the 
diflaDce of about thirty leagues from Sci Uy, h,ia lordibtp psopored to 
leave the trade and tranrports, under the proteAiQii ot lome Dutc|l 
men of war that were expe£lcd from Pori(niQtith» j»id refolved to go 
himfelf in f^arch of .the enemy; but thefe Dutch (hips of war not 
arriving in time, his lordlbip thought it better to comply with hia 
ordAi." 

* To relieve (ir John Leake, who commaoded on that flation, and 
who thtn took the command in foundings,

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his old command. In the beginning of Oftobcr he de- 
tached two fmall fquadrons, one confiding of three fourth 
rites of fifty guns £ach, which was ordered to crulfe in the 
Briftol Channel, and attempt the dedrudion of a fquadron^ 
if It may be fo called, of the enemy's privateers, eleven of 
which, mounting from twelve to forty-fix gon$, were 
faid to be cruifine between Ireland atid theifle of Lundy ; 
and a fecond of fix two>decked fhlps, under conimodore 
Vincent, who was ordered to cruife to the weftward of 
Scilly, for the fecurity of a fleet daily cxpefted from the 
Weft Indies; he himfclf followed almoft immediately 
afterwards with five more two-decked fhips ; and having 
jdined captain Vincent, eflfeSually baffled a defign the 
enemv had formed of attacking the valuable fleet above- 
mentioned. 

Continuing to cruife at the entrance of the Channel, on 
the 31ft of Oflober he took a French (hip from Guada- 
loupe, which is faid by fome to have mounted forty guns, 
and to have had on board a cargo valued at upwards of 
one hundred thoufand pounds. He took two or three 
other inconfiderable prizes, and afforded the moft cdh^ 
plete protedion and fecurity to the trade of England. 
On the 14th of November 1709*, he was advancea to be

* Campbell affords us the following remarkable anecdote, but ve 
fcarcely know whether it it moft proper to infert it here, or in the 
life of captain Hughes. 

'* While his lordibip was thus employed, there happened, in the 
latter end of November, fuch an accident to one qf the fhips of his 
fquadron, as very well defcrves our notice. Captain Hughes, in the 
Wiochefler, chaced a fhip, which proved to be a Dutch privateer^ 
whofc commander being, required to ftrike, he, inftead of paying that 
refpcft due to the flag o? England, fired both great and fmall fhot into 
him; hut being anfwercd in the fame manner, after an obflinate dif- 

Sute (though it was very well known the Winchefter was an Englifh 
lip of war) the commanding officer was killed, and between thirty 
and forty of the Dutch feamen.*' He adds, ** It is certain that ihe 
behaviour of the captain was not only right in itfelF, but fo agreeable 
likewife to lord Duriley, that foon after be hoifted his flag on board 
the Winchefler." 

Lediard, in conjondion with Campbell, gives os the following mi- 
nutes relative to the leading tranfa£iions of tms cruife. 

" His lordfliip on the 9th of December, deuched captain Hartnoll, 
tn the Refloration, with four other fliips, to cruife trom fifteen to

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vice-admiral of the red : he was at this time at lea, where- 
he continued with little or no interruption till the begin- 
ning of May, when he canne into port and ftruck his 

After this time he appears to have enjoyed a retirement, 
of feme years continuance, from the fatigues of that trou- 
blefome and laborious fervice in which we have lately 
found him engaged. By the death of his father, on the 
24th of September 17 10, he became earl of Berkeley, and 
was immediately afterwards conftituted lord lieutenant of 
the county of Glouccfter, as well as of the city of Brillol, 
and curtos rotulorum : he was alfo appointed warden 
of the foreft of Dean ; and on the 21ft of November fol- 
lowing, high ftcward of the city of tiloucefter. His 
well-known zeal for the intereft of th^ houfe of Hanover 
had fo highly recommended him to the notice of king 
G.eorge the Firft, that, immediately on the acceflfion of 
that monarch *, he was appointed one of the lords of his 
bedchamber, and reflored to the offices of lord- lieutenant 
ef the county of Gloucefter and city of Briftol, from 
which he had been, through the influence of party, re- 
moved in the year 1711 : on the 18th of December he 
was alfo reinllated in the ofGce of cuRos rotulortmi of the 
county above mentioned from Ivhich he had alfo been 
difp laced.

land. Id the beginning of January he was about to fail from PIy«> 
inoutlj, with fevcn (hips, to relieve Mr. Hartnoll, when he was or- 
dered to accompany, to a certain latitude, fir John Norn's, who wat 
then going to Lifbon. Not long after his return to his Ration, he was 
iofced from it by a violent gale of wind, which, however, afTordcd 
him an opportunity of capturing a French privsfeer of twenty guns, and 
retaking a very valuable (hip, called the St. Peter, belonging to Dub- 
lin. Finding the long cxpeQcd Eaft India fhips, were not cvrn theft 
arrived, he detached three fhips of his fqnadron to fee them into port. 

*• On the 2ift of February the Kent brought into Plymouth a fmall 
privateer, and a French merchant- (hip; and the next day the Rcftora- 
tion and 'the Augufic brought in four more, bound from Nantz to 
Martinico. On the lOth of March the Montague took a privateer of

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Oathe i6th of April 1717, he was fworn a membeif 
of Jthe privy council^ and on the fame day appoihted firft 
lord commiflioner of the admiralty ; which high ftation he 
continijed to fill) with much reputation^ during the whole 
I'emainder of the reign of king George the Firft. On 
the i3th«of March 1718-19, in confequence of thenip^ 
ture with Spain, he was appointed admiral and conn 
mander-ln*chief of the fleet. The author of fir J . Leake's 
life makes the following obfervation on this appointment. 
*• The earl of Berkeley, being then vice-admxral pf Great 
ISritain*, and firft lord commiflioner of the admiralty, 
endeavoured to come as near the lord high admiral as 
pofliblc, both in power and ftate ; by a particular warrant 
ftotn the crown, he hoifted the lord nigh admiral's flag, ag 
It is called, (the firft time, I believe, it was ever worn in. 
command at fea) and had three captains appointed under 
him, as a lord high admiral, Littleton, then vice-admiral o£ 
the white, being his firft captain. This appointment was 
rendered the more extraordinary, from tne circumftance 
of fir John Norris, who was a fenior flag officer, being at 
that time emploved in the Channel> and being honoured 
With no fuch diftinSion." 

The earl having hoifted his flag on board the Dorfct- 
Jhire at Spithead, failed from St. Helen's on the 29th .of 
March, with a (quadron of feven (hips of the line, tQ 
join one of the fame force, under fir John Norfis, which 
was cruiflng between Scilly and the Lizard. Having 
ftretched as far as Cape Clear^ he returned back into the 
Bririfti Channel on the 4th of April ; and coming into . 
Spithead, ftruck his flag on the 15th and repaired to 
London. After this time he appears to have retired totally 
from the line of adive fervicc, at leail as a naval com** 
tnanden 

Collins briefly rccapltdlating the great variety of civil 
oflSces held by this noble lord^ gives us the following brief 
Hccotint of him and adds fome other interefting heraldic 
particulars relative to his family. " He was (fays he) five

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times one of the lords jufticcs of Great Britain tvkilft his 
xiriajefty went to Hanover; and being elefted a knight of 
the moft noble order of the garter on March 31, 1718, he 
was inftalled on April 30, following, and placed in the 
fourteenth ftall at Windlor. 

*' On September 15, 1727, he was appointed lord lieu- 
tenant of Lincolnfliire by his late majefty ; and on N9vem- 
bcr the loth, in that year, was conftituted lord lieutenant 
of the county of Gloucefter, and cities and counties of 
Gloucefter and Briftol, as alfo of the county of Surry, and 
likewife cuftos rotuloriim of the counties of Gloucefter 
and Surry; moreover, on the 17th of the fame month, he 
vms appointed keeper of the foreft of Dean, and conftable 
of St. miavcrs caftle; alfo vice-admiral of Great Britain, 
and lieutenant of t;he admiralties thereof, and lieutenant of 
the navies and feas of this kingdom* He departed this 
life at the caftle of Aubigny, a feat of the duke of Rich- 
mond's, near Rochelle, in France (being there for the 
recovery of his health) on the 17th of Auguft 1736, and 
was buried at Berkeley. 

'* His lordftiip married the lady Louifa Lenox, (eldeft 
daughter to Charies firft duke of Richmond) who was ap- 
pointed, on OAober 30^ I7i4> one of the ladies of the 
bedchamber to her- late -majefty, queen Caroline, then 
princefs of Wales ; dying of the fmall pox on January 
15, 1716-17, inthe twenty-third year of her age; (he was 
buried at Berkeley; leaving iflueone fon, Auguftus, fourth 
earl of Berkeley ; and a daughter, lady Elizabeth, married 
vn February 11, i727-»8, to Anthony Henley, of the 
Grange, in the county of Southampton, efq; elder brothc.r » • 
of Robert, late earl of Northington ; and deceafed in Sep- 
tember 1745." 

■ The perfonal influence and political confequence of this 
noble perfonage was greater, we not only fay. than any of 
h?s cotemporaries, but had apparently more weight than 
that of any fubjeft fince the revolution. We have in no . 
inftance found the cftabliflied rviles of the fervice fo re- . 
peatedly broken through as to make room for his parti- * 
cular promotion : when fcarcely thirty years old he was . 
advanced to the high naval rank 6i vice-admiral of the 
blue, although there were at that very time many com* . 
■Mnders in the navy who hadj moft defervedl^, obtained . 

the 
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the rank of captains fome years before this noble earl held 
even the commiflion of a lieutenant; and yet^ neverthe« 
Ifefs, were not advanced to be flag ofEccrs till twenty 
years after him ; fome not till even' a more remote 
period « ' 

This diftln&ion and favour is the more extraordinary 
as we do not ever find it pra£li(ed> except in the inftances 
c({ thofe fons of fovereigns "yvho have made choice of z 
naval life. Let us, however, in juftice to his manifold 
virtues, his cool determined bravery, andfpirited intrepi- 
dity, fo often difplayed, his ikill and knowledge in all 
concerns relative to the navy, his unqueftioned integrity, 
and above all his firm and fleady attachment to thofe 
conjund principles of liberty and good government, 
which are the glory and conftitute the true happinefs or 
Britain, confefs, that this exaltation, attended, as it was^ 
with circumflances totally unprecedented, could not have . 
been more worthily or happily beflowed. His merits* 
iilenced even the breath of envy; and the mod diftin^j 
guifhed naval charadlcrs. were content, without murmur,^ 
to ferve under a man, an imitation of whofe condu£t and 
^lantry, was the certain {)ath to honour, fame, and ha* 
tional veneration. 

BERTIE, Peregrine,-p-*was the fifth fon of James, firft 
carl of Abingdon, lo created by king Charles the Second^, 
on the 30th of November 1682. Peregrine .was born on, 
February 2, 1677 ; and having entered very early in life 
into the fea fervice, was, after pailing regularly through 
the different fubordinate flations, appointed, on the 3d of 
March 1701, to command the Betty, a fmall armed fri- 
gate of war hired from the merchants. He was after- 
wards promoted tp the command of the Panther, a fiftv 
Exn fhip, employed, during the year 1704, under fir G, 
ooke,at Gibraltar*,and prefent at the well-jcnown engage « 
ment with the French fleet, under the count de Thouloufc, 
This veflTel being one of the fmallcd two-decked fhips in tha 
fleet, was ordered, together with the Swallow of the fame

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force, commanded by captain R. Haddock, to lay fomo 
diftance to windward of the BritiOi line, that, in cafe the 
enemy's van fhould attenipt to break through with their 
gallies and firefhips, the mips juft mentioned, with fome 
frigates and firefhips, might aft as a referve to repel the 
mifchief and diforder their irruption might otherwife have 
occafioned. Notwithftanding, ne might be fuppofed, from 
the peculiar fituation in which he was ftaiioned, to have 
had but little concern in the aflion^ alluded tOj^ this appears 
to have been by no means the c^fe. He hf>re a very 
diftinguifhed Ihare in the encounter, having fujppUed the 
place of one of the (hips belonging to bis diviuon which 
was obliged to quit the line for want of (hot ; in confe- 

Juence of which he had, during the (hort time he was 
) fpiritedhr engaged, ten men kiHed and fixteen wounJei. 
When (ir Gaorge Rooke returned to England, Ieavin|{ 
fir John Leake behind with a fquadron for the prpteflioa 
and better fecurity of Gibraltar, captain Bertie was one 
of the commanders put under his orders ; and we find him 
detached by that admiral, about the latter end of No-, 
vtmber, to feconnoitre the port of Cadiz, where the enemj^ 
had, as it was reported, and ^s captain Bertie found to 
be true, coUeSed a very formidable naval force, to attack 
tl^e fquadron under fit John. 

'The diligent manner in which he performed this fer- 
vidc, and the accurate information he procured of the force 
atid difpofitlon pf* the enemy's (hips, in all probability, 
preferved the £T)gli(h fquadron, which would otherwifc, 
perhaps, have been furprifed. We find him continuing on 
the fame ftatioti during the greateft part of the year 1705: 
Vut do not meet with any more remarkab|e inentioa 
made of him, than his having, in the month of M^rch^ 
afllfted by the Expedition, driven on ihore and burnt, 
ntar Cape de Gatt, a French (hip, of thirty guns, fron^ 
the Weft Indies/ 

• Not long after his return he ;wasmade captain of the 
Ruby, a (hip alfo of fifty guns. In theyear 1707 he was 
ordered, wifli'captain Balchen, in the Cnefler, to convoy, 
the outward-betind fleet to Ltfbon. - They were ta be 
proleded to a certain htitude, by fwo (lirps of eighty and 
one of feventy-fix guns^ tinder commodore Edwards, but 
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Aad not cleared the Channel when they fell in with the 
united fquadrons of the count de Forbin and M. de Glial 
Trouin. A dcfperate aftion immediately enfiied, which 
unhappily ended in the capture and deftruflion of the 
whole fquadron, except the Royal Oak, which contrived 
to difeni^age herfelf an^ efcapc in a very (battered condi- 
tion. Captain Bertie difplayed on this occafion all the 
gallantry that might naturally be expefted from a man of 
the ftrideft honour and higheft fpirit. Overpowered at 
lad by the fuperiority of his enemy, he furrendered to the 
marquis de Nefmond, \vho commanded a (hip of feventy 
guns. Being carried prifoner into France, he died in 
captivity, near Rochfort, fome time in the year 1709. 

CAVENDISH, Philip,— was the collateral dcfcendant 
of the very ancient and noble • family, whofe reprefen- 
tatives have, as it is well known, borne, for mainy genera- 
tions, the titles of carls, and, in latter days, dukes of 
Devonfhire. We do not. find any mention made of thir 
gentleman till he was, on the tyth of January 170I, ap- 
pointed captain of the Feverfliam frigate. He was after-* 
wards removed into fome other veflel of the fame defcrip- 
tlon, and fent to tile Mediterranean^ in 1704, with the fleet 
under fir George Rooke. On the difmiflion of captain 
Legge from the command of the Antelope, in the month

Of the fame family was the glorious feaman, captain Thomas Ca* 
vendifli, born in SjilfoJk, who fi lifhcd his noble cxpcdiiioii round the 
world in Sepiemher 158^; and making anoilicr like attempt in I591, 
iki iiK,hi% tecum, »&d d6(erv«d a place upong the Soglifb heroes* 

O4 of 
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of January 1704*5^ captain Cavendifli was promoted to 
that fhipy and continued to ferve on the Mediterranean 
ftation during the two cnfuing years. The firft remarks 
able fervice we find him engaged in was the redudlion 
of Terragona, in Spain. He was ordered on this expe<* 
dition during #ie time the fleet lay before Barcelona^ and 
was completely fuccefsfuK. 

A letter from Genoa, dated the 519th of November foU 
lowing, N. S. informs us of a very fpirited aSion which 
had juil before taken place between the Antelope and a 
large French (hip of the line, mounting feventy or fevcnty- 
four guns. This a£tion is faid to have been maintained 
with the greateft fpirit, by the Englifli fliip, for upwards 
of two hours; when the French ftip, though fo much 
fuperior in force, thought proper to flieer off. In this 
encounter captain Cavendifh is faid to have had twelve 
men killed and feventeen wouiKied, hirnfelf being included 
among the latter ; although his hurt was of no other ill- 
confcquence than producing a temporary confinement. 

We are fomcwhat aftonifhed to find no mention what* 
ever made by hiftorians of the preceding event, which 
we might naturally have fuppofed was too honourable to 
the national charafler to be omitted, 4nd at the fame time 
fuificiently confequential to have worthily entitled it to a 
place in the page of hiftory. We are particularly happy 
in having it in our power to refcue fo material and intereft- 
ing an event frc^m oblivion, and the more fo in the pre** 
fent indange, becaufe few perfons have ferved longer, and 
with greater virtue, although no man, perhaps, had ever 
lefs opportunity of acquiring that renown which is the 
confcquence ot brilliant atchievements. 

During his continuance on the Mediterranean ftation 
he appears to have been employed in nothing more con- 
fequential after this time, than convoying ftores, provi- 
iions, or money, from Leghorn to Caialopia, fpr the ufe 
and fupport of the confederate army in that province : and 
in conformity f or rather proof of what we have juft ob- 
f(prve4y ive do not find the fmalleft mention ever again 
made of this gentleman during the war, nor indeed for 
many years after it was concluded. It is particularly 
wonderfq) th^t we find not even hjs name mentioned as 
commanding, in ^ private Aation, any (hip of war in the 

9 many 
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many different fleets that were equipped for various pfi- 
<^ific expeditions previous to the rupture with Spain in 
1718, 

In the month of December 1719, he was appointed 
'<:ommodore of a fmall fquadron ordered to cruife off Cape 
Vincent ; and while employed on this fervice, met with, 
an encounter in which his reputation very undeferve<Jly 
fuffered, as will appear by an impartial ftatement of it* 
On the 7th of December, at night, this gentleman having 
then under his command only the Norwich, and Advice, 
of fifty guns each, with the Dover, of forty, and being 
about nine leagues to the weftward of Cape St, Vincent, 
fell in with three Spanifh fliips of war, mounting fixty- 
four, fixty-two, and fifty guns. Notwithftanding this 
very great fuperiority of force, after keeping fight of his 
antagonifts till the 9th, without being able to bring them 
to a^ion, he engaged them on that day for upwards of 
three hours, although, as a difadvantage in addition to the 

ijreat inferiority of force already mentioned, the fea ran 
o high that the firitifh fliips, which were to windward, 
could make no ufe of their lower tier of guns : finding 
it impoflible to fucceed in fo unequal an encounter, the 
commodore prudently refolved to bear away for Gibraltar. 
The lofs 01 the Britifli (hips in the foregoing adion 
amounted to forty men killed and wounded ; that of the 
Spaniards to a much greater number. 

It is a very juft obfervation that popular opinion is fre- 
t[uently founded on the mod unjuft principles, alternately 
beftowingcenfureand applaufe on tranfaSions which merit' 
neither, or which, perhaps, when truly weighed and 
examined, loay prove entitled to a public reception dia- 
metrically oppofite to that the^ experience. Erroneous 
as it may be in its very firfl nnnciples, popular obftinacy 
difdains to confefs its miftake, and bafelefs as the 
foundation muft appear in the eye of candour, thofe who 
have been weak enough to lay it, continue firmly to fupport 
the fuperftruAure of capricious perfecution, or to fpeak of 
it in the mildeft poflible terms, an ungenerous, unmanly 
diflike. The condud of the commodore in the foregoing 
encounter, which (hould have entitled him to the heartfelt 
praife of ail generous and candid men, unfortunately ex- 
perienced a very differeni treatment at die hands of the 
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populace and their favourite leaders. The people had 
been accuftomed to behold the Britifli flag triumphant 
over that: of Spain in every encounter; they had acquired 
the habit^ and with little reafon, perhaps, of defpifing an 
enemy over whom they had for ages berti vidorious ; and 
the late deftrudion of the fleet off Medina had not a little 
contributed to ftrengthen this prejudice in favour of their 
own prowefs. 

They never troubled themfelves to compare the rela- 
tive force of the enemy with that under fir G* Byng, 
whofe natural gallantry had hardly any room to expand 
itfelf in an encounter, that could not well be faid to deferve 
that name, with an inferior and fugitive enemy. They 
regarded only the more fubflantial fruits of that enemy's 
4efeat, and foreboded to. themfelves a fimilar good fortunq 
in every conteft that might afterwards take place. To 
behold three Spanifh (hips engaging an equal number of 
their own nation, and efcaping (for that was the de« 
grading and ignominious term they beflowed on this event) 
was a circumilance that ilruck them with wcuider and 
aftonifliment. Too fuperficial, too arrogant to feek for 
caufes that prefented themfelves almoft without an enquiry » 
they condemned Mr. Cavenilifh for not having, in fpite 
both of the weather and his own inferiority, captured an<> 
tagonifts, the bare refinance of whom was a matter dif*^ 
playing confiderable gallantry, and whofe difcomfiture and 
repulfe certainly entitled him to>the highefl praife. 

W^e dp not find any other mention made of Mr. Ca- 
vendifh till the 9th of January 1727-8, when he was 
promoted to rear-admiral of the blue, as he was, on the 
19th of July following, to be rear-admiral of the white*. 
On the death of rear-admiral Robert Hughes, he wa& 
advanced to be rear-admiral oi the red; but IHU does not 

Spear to have had any appointment to an a<^ual commands 
n the 29th of June 1732$, he was appointed vice-admiral 
of the blue; and c^ the 26th of February 1733-.4, of the 
red. Soon after his latter advancement, having ho»fted 
his dag on board the Blenheim^ he took upoa him the 
command of a fquadron, colIe£ted at Spithead, confiding 
of eleven Ihips of the line/ eight of which were of fcventy 
gpns and upwards. This afterwards formed a»jun&ioii 
witb adaural iir |o^^ i^^ii^isa XC^o atrriy^ ^om the 
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Downs with a fleet of nineteen fail of the line and fix 
fmaller veflels. Whatever might be the objeft of equip* 
ping this very formidable armament, it appears to have 
been quietly accomplifhed, without rendering it neceflary 
to fend out the above-mentioned fleet, which does not 
appear to have ever ptit to fea* On the 2d of March 
1735-6, he was flill farther promoted to be admiral of the 
blue ; but no mention is made of his ever having held 
any command. On the 19th of March 1742, he was 
appointed one of the conuniflioners for executing the office 
of lord high admiral ; a flation he continued to hold till 
bis death, which took place on the 14th of June 1743* 

HUDSON^ Thomas. — This unfortunate man, for 
every perfon may be deemed fo, who enters into a pro* 
feffion or employment which he afterwards proves a dif- 
crace to, was appointed third lieutenant of the Refloratioa 
m the year 1695. We find no other notice taken of him 
till the 2ift of December 1 701, when he was promoted to 
the command of the Scarborough* He was, not long 
afterwards, unliappily both for himfelf and his country, 
promoted to the rendennis, of forty-eight guns, one of 
vice-admiral Benbow's fquadron, in the ever-memorabld 
and difgraceful conteft with Du CafTe. The particular! 
of this much-to-be-regretted event has been already ftated 
at full length in the life of Mr. Benbow*^ and the guilt 
of captain Hudfon being prefumptively no lefs {tronff 
than that of Kirkkv and Wade, he would in all probabtlitf^ 
have received the fame juft, though ignominious fentence** 
Death however took from the court-martial the power of 
punifhing this crime, by putting a period to this unhappjf 
man's exiftence, on the 25th of September 1702, ten or 
twelve days before his trial would have taken place. 

WATKINS, Robert, — is fuppofed to be the famt 
perfon of whom a very fliort notice has been already taken ^ 
page 90. He is fata to have been appointed captain of 
the Pearl on the 28th of January 1 700-1, artfl to have 
died in England fometime in the year 1732.

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BOYS, or BOYCE, Philip.— We find this gentleman 
to have been appointed third lieutenant of the Royal 
William about the year 169^ : after which time we have 
no information concerning him till 1702, when he was, 
on the 20th of February, appointed captain of the 
Defiance, In the following year he was removed into the 
Nonfuch and fent to Jamaica, where hi$ condu£l in that 
which immediately enfued was much complained of in the 
addrefs prefented, by the houfe of lords to the queen, in 
the month of March 1707-8 \ relative to the mifmanage^i- 
ment of the affairs of the navy. In 1706 he was captain 
of the Dunkirk's Pri^e, a fmall frigate on the fame (la- 
tion, and one of the fquadron under commodore Kerr. 
No other mention, however, is made of this gentleman 
but what has been already related in the life ot the com- 
modore t> nor is any notice taken of him in the fervice. 
He fell as it is fuppofed, fometime after this, under a 
melancholy derangement of mind, under the influence of 
Which he unhappily put a period to his own life, at Stan- 
more in Middlefex, on the 2oth of January 1726. He 
firft attempted to (hoot himfelf, but that being prevented, 
he afterwards threw himfelf out of a window and fraAured 
his flnill.

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CAMMOCK, George,— was the defcendant of a rery 
ancient and refpedbble family originally fettled in the 
county of Eilex, where it flounfhed about the year 1585 ; 
fiot long after that, a branch from it went over to Ireland^ 
where it continued, and became pofleiTed of a confiderable 
property. Mr. Geo. Cammock having entered into the 
naval fervice, was appointed iirft lieutenant of the Loyal 
Merchant in the month of September 1692. This fhip 
was one of thofe fent in the following year, under fir Gr. 
Rooke, to convoy the Smyrna fleet. His diligence, his 
UriSt attention to his duty, and his abilities as a feaman, 
were fboken of in the highefl terms of commendation, by 
the different commanders under whom he ferved. In the 
year 1695 he was promoted to be a£ting captain of the 
intelligence Brigantine, a fmaU.vefIel, which, during that 
as well as the following year, was conftantly attached to 
the fleet, flationed in the Channel, On the acceflion of 
queen Anne he was appointed * commander of the Bonetta 
llobp,'and employed as a cruifer between Cape Finiflerre 
and Cape Clear Is 

His general good condufb while in this flation, procured 
him to be appointed captain of the Speedwell, a fmall fri- 
gate, on the 6th o( June 1702; in this veilel he appears to 
have continued many years^ difplaying a very confiderable 
ibare of adivity ; which was accordingly happily rewarded 
with more fuccefs^ and opportunities of diflinguifhing 
himfelf, than ufually fell to the lot of men heading (a

•capttired iive^ which they carried fafety into Ireland* 
Soon after this happy adventure 'he was lent to the Weft 
Indies^ where he was equally fuccefsfiili and partictdarly 
diftinguifhed himfelf in attacking and burnings in fh^ 
harbour of BaflTcterre, at Guadalupe^ a large French pri- 
vateer ; an aft of gallant intrepidity which wonderfully 
terrified and alarmed the neighbouring inhabitants. He 
returned from this ftation in the enfuing fpring, being 
fent home particularly to efcort the Broughton galley, ai 
vdlel from Guinea, having on board a vei'y valuable cargo^ 
and a confiderable quantity of gold duft. On his pa(fag# 
he was neither inaftive nor unfuccefsful, having captured 
two prizes, one of them a brigantine, bound to New- 
foundland, mounting fix guns. 

After his return he again was employed oti the Irifli 
ftation, but without meeting with any occurrence deferv* 
ing particular mention till the month of May 1709, when 
he was ordered by the earl of Wharton, at^that time lord 
lieutenant, to put to Tea from Kinfale in queft of tw6 
French privateers which had entered Bantry bay, and fur-» 
priced tnere the Ruth, of London, ^ veiy valuable fhip 
from the Weft Indies, fuppofed to be worth 25,000 L 
Capt. Cammock in confequence failed direftly for Beer- 
hfiven, at the entrance of which he had the fortune tei 
tneet with one of the enemy *s (hips proceeding to France 
with her prize. The latter was immediately retaken ) 
and the captain, having fent his lieutenant with forty men 
to take pofTeflion, gave chace to the privateer. This h€ 
continued all night ; but finding at day break that his ex^ 
peded prize had efcaped his vigilance^ by altering het 
courfe, he ftood for cafttry bay which he entered tht 
ftctt morning, and captured the other privateer*, which 
was manned chiefly with Irlfh. Thefe were fent to Cork 
to be tried for high treafon. 
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Catnpbe}], Tirho has given nearly (he fame circumfbn-* 
tial account of this aflSir, adds, ** th^t * in about three 
weeks after this time he had the good fortune to furprife 
a French privateer of twelve guns and ninety men, which 
was on the very point of capturing three merchant-ihips^ 
richly laden^ all which he brought fafe into the port of 
Londonderry t*'' On his return to England foon after 
this event he was promoted to the Monk X* 

We do not find any mention made of this gentleman 
from this time till the year 1714; when, in confequence 
of a moft improper attachment to the caufe of the exiled 
houfe of Stuart, he was difmifled the fervice. Although 
the political errors of a brave man fcarc^ly fail of being 
pitied at the very time they are condemned, yet the fub* 
fequent conduS of this unhappy man was fuch as, com- 
•paffioqately as we might be inclined, almoft takes from 
-IBS the power of commiferation* He entered into thf 
iSpanifli fervice^ and was appointed one of their rear*ad* 
mirals; in which eminent (tation, having his flagon board 
the St. Ferdinand, a (hip of fixty guns, he ferved in the

•}k a fliip called the Boyle Galley of about two hundred and fifty 
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tons, and of the value of eight tboufand pounds belonging to Cork'. 
After this the captain met wiih the Oxford Galley, from Barbadoes, 
ai)d two other galleys, vhich he faw fafe into Crookhaven, where he 
landed ten guns> made two batteries on each iide the harbour, raifcd 
die militia, and imrenchcd each fide, fo that it wasimpofliMe for them 
to be attacked; and thus fet fail in purfuit of the enemy. In the 
captain's abfence, one of the privateen of forty guns, fent his boat to 
the harbour with a flag for the veflels there to furrender or ranfomy 
but they firing both from on board and from the batteries on (bore, 
lie foon left them. The next day the captain got fight of the fame 
j^vateer, and after rwo hours engagement rook her. She is called 
the Count Giraldin oT St. Maloes, of forty guns, and tbree hundred 
and fifty-five men, commanded by captain du Pre ; the enemy had 
thirty men killed and ten wounded, withoitt the lofs of one perfon 
belonging to her majefly. The value of the (hips retaken ana faved 
amounts to upwards the value of fifty tboufand pounds. 

* Mr. Corbet, the author of the account of the expedition of thd 
Britrfii fleet to Sicily, has been particularly fevere, and we indeed 
think rather unwarrantably fo in his chara£ler of this gentleman, 
which we have been induced to infert, and.the more fo becaufe it con* 
tains an anecdote concerning him rather interefling. 

'* This unhappy man (fays he) was a native of Ireland, and beins 
bred up to the Tea had raifed himfelf to the poft of a captarin, and 
fcrved in mieen Anne's war with no bad chara£ler ; but aflbciating 
himfelf witn thofe who were enemies to the houfe of Hanover, and 
becoming obnoxions to the government, on the accemon of that family 
to the crown he abandoned bis country, and entered into the fervice of 
Spain, where he was promoted to t)ie rank of a rear-admiral, and 
ferved in that poft in the expedition againft Sicily.

Notwithftanding thefe aflerted extravagancies of temper, which we 
do not io the leaft doubt his having exhihited, Mr. Corbet in foroe 
fDcafure contradiBs himfelf, by attributing the defeat of the Spaniards 
as owing in great meafure to a negle6^ of his wholcfome advice. This 
has been literally tranfcribed by Mr. Campbell, who adds fomc very 
juft and interefting remarks on Mr. Camock^ and his general chara6ler 
•• an officer and (e^man. 

** It it agreed (fays he) on all bands, their admirals defended them« 
lielves gallantly, fo that, upon the whole, their defeat may be charged 
upon tneir jrrefolution at the beginning, and their not taking good 
advice when it was given them. 

*'Imean that of rear-admiral Camraock, an Irifligentlemanf who had 
lerved Jong in our navy, and who was [to fpeak impartially) a much 
better feaman than any who' bore command m the Spanilh fleet. He 
knew perfectly well the flrength of both parties; and faw plainly, that 
nothing could fave the Spaniards but a wife difpoHtion. 7'herefortr, 
in the Taft cotincil of war held before the battle, he propofed, th.it they 
Aould reVnain at anchor in the road of Paradife, ranging their fhips \n 
a line of battle, with their broadfides to the fea, which meafure would 
certainly have given the Enslilh admiral infinite trouble to attack 
tbem, for the coaft there is to bold that their biggcH fliips could ride 
with a cable' a-fliorc ; and farther out the currents arc fo various and 
npid, that it would be hardly pradicable to get up to them, but im- 
poffible to anchor, or lie by them in order of battle.

He had the mortification of finding himfelf com 
manded by a man, for whofe condud, in every refpeA 
but gallantry, he muft have entertained a thorough con- 
tempt, , and whofe worfe judgment being followed, h« 
himfelf was made the innocent facrifice to atone for thpfc 
errors, which he had in vain endeavoured to prevent. 
Such indances and fuch examples are perhaps neceflary» 
to render mankind thoroughly acquainted with the defeos 
of human underftanding, and deter them from failing 
into the fame abyfs. 

CANNING, Richard, — was the fon of captain 
* George Canning, a captain in the navy in die reign of 
Charles the fecond. Mr. Richard Canning himfelf is 
fuppofed to have entered into the navy, either before or 
very foon after the deceafe of that monarch. His pro- 
motion in the fervice was but flow, fo that he was not ap- 
pointed a lieutenant till the year 1691, and to what fliip 
doe? not appear. In the following year he was promoted 
to be fecond lieutenant of the Montague of 70 guns, one 
of the fliips. We believe, belonging uninterruptedly to the 
main fleet during the whole war ; it is not therefore 
niuch to be wondered at, that he neither acquired fame 
or procured promotion, having for fo many years con- 
tinued in a ftation, where his abilities and exertions could 
be but little noticed. 

The general good opinion, however, which was enter- 
tained -of him, procured him at laft to be promoted on 
' the a2d of Auguft> 1702, to be captain of the Tartar 
fri^te, and in the following year he was" advanced to be 
captain of the Aflbciation, of 90 guns, the flag flilp of 
vice-admiral fir Stafford Fairborne. In this ihip h^ en- 
countered and wonderfully furvived, after a myriftd of 
difafters, that tremendous hurricane known by the name 
of the great ftorm, which happened in the month of No- 
vemberi 17039 a particular account of virhiok is futjoined 
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tolhe account of fir StaSbrd, and which nothing ibort of • 
exertions almoft incredible, could have enabled them to 
furmount the dangers of. He does not appear to have met \ 
with any other opportunity of difUnguiihing himfelf, ; 
during the time he held this command. In the mont,h of . 
June, 1705, he was appointed captain of the Worccfter,. , 
as fucceffor to captain Thomas Butler*, Thi3 fhio was 
employed principally as a cruifer in the chanpel and -. 
foundm^ during the above year, as well as the enfiiing; . 
and as no man could have been more aftive in fuch an 
employment, fo have few ever been, more fuccefsfuK . 
During the period juft dated, he c^p!tui]e(l a coniiderable - 
number of trading (hips, feyeral priva,teers of no con- . 
tempt ible force, and the Valeur, a royal frigate, t)f 24 % 
guns. In the month of September,* 1706, he had alfo. > 
the good fortune to capture a very fine privateer, new fronia 
the ftocks, mounting fourteen guns, called the &fa)'qlus^^ 
de Chiange; this veiTel being a remarkable faft failer,/j 
had been lent to fea for the purpofe of procuring fome . 
intelligence of her majedy's fleet, under fir Cloudelley. . 
Shovel. 

We have no particular intelligence relative to captain •. 
Canning after this time, notwithitanding we believe bim to

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FQTHpRBY, Charles. — ^Wc find no mention made 
of this gentleman, till he was on the 24th 6f October, 
I fpi/ appointed captaiitof the Mortar bomb-ketch; in 
the following ye.a> he was promoted to the Lark, of forty 
^dns, in which veflbl he accompanied fir GeoVge. RooJt 
oA hts expedition to the Mediterranean jn 1 704* £ieing tt^*^ 
tibned a-nead of the fleet to look out for the enemy, he 
had the good fortune to get fight of them on the 7th of 
Jttiitey and immediately informed thb admiral of circum-^ 
ft^nces which he and two other Ihips near him had difco* 
vered. On this intereding occafibn, which required the 
grpateft adivity as well as diligence, he appears to havj? 
a^ed in a very diftlnguiOied ^manner; neverthelefs the 
cpeitiyelcaped ror that time. When the perfevcrancr and 
fpirit of iir George was afterwards, in the month of Auv 
guft, rewarded by an opportunity of forcing the enemy to 
afiibn off Malaga, captain Potherb^ was ordered, to* 
rtther.with two fifty^gun fliipS, the Newport of twenty- 
four ^n$, and two hre-lhips, to lay feme diftance to 
windward of the Hue as a c6rps*de*referve, in cafe the 
enemy who had' a number of large gallies, ihould attempt' 
to penetrate and break through the line of the comlKJitii 
fleet where it was weakeft. 

' Cxi "the return of the main fleet, under fir George 
Rooke to England, the principal part of the detack«' 
ment left for the Mediterranean fervice under fir John 
E/eake» (ailed for Lifbon to reflt. Captain Fotherby was 
pro tempore commandant of the fmall naval force left tm 
ct>-operate with the Prince of Hefle, and alliit in the defence 
of Gibraltar. In this fervice he Was very delicately zai 
cifitically fitiiated, for on the fourth of Odober in thci 
evening, an enemy's Ajuadron of nineteen fail of diflferent 
fates, came into the bay, for the purpofe of attacking that 
|>lace briflcly by fea, while a formidable- land force fupi 

{sorted the attack by a fimilar aitault oa ihore* Nevtr*^ 
helefs, fuch were the pradcnt difpofitions fHade in concett 
by the Prince and himtelf, that the eiiem^ was kepi 
Completely at bay, and fir John himfclf -amviag on tni 
twenty-ninth, the principal part of the enemy*9S nival 
force then before the place, was burnt or dtftt^yed. 

After this time we believe him to have been uivsiriabl/ 
(mploye4 on the Mediterranean (lation, where in common

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Wjth the reft of his ^lant cotemporariesy he h^<l little 
opportunity of acquiring fame or popular favour; tha 
mod confequential fervice in which we find him eugaged, 
was at the fiege of Alicant in the year 1706, he then aacd 
as major of a regiment of volunteer feam^en, embodied as a 
reinforcement to the land army which was judged too 
weak for fo important an undertaking. No notice being 
ever taken T)f him in the fervice after this time, it is not 
known how long he continued to be employed, or what 
fhips he commanded,. He died in England on the i.ft of 
Auguft, 1720. 

HARDING, William. — ^Nothing very interefting is 
known relative to this gentleman : he was appointed 
captain of the Dunwich, a fmall frigate, on the 23d of 
March 1702, and fent on the expedition againll Cadiz, 
as an attendant on the fleet under ur George Rooke. He ' 
was fent home in the month of feptember, with the ac- 
count that the army under the Duke of Ormond had 
difembarked. Nothing is known of him after this time, 
for we are even ignorant of the time of his death. 
,1 HUGHES, Richard, — We. find this gentleman ailing 
as third lieutenant of the Queen, .the ihig on board which 
ftr Cloudcfley Shpvel homed his flag as admiral of the 
bine, in the year 1696. We find no notice taken of 
him. after thi&time, till he was on the 19th of June 1702, 
aq^pointfd captain of the. Triumph; although we believe 
bbm to Jiave been conflantly in commiifion, we do not 
meet with any mention made of him during the whole 
war, except that he was appointed captain of the Nfed way's 

«rize in die year 1706. He was in that year fent to the 
l/eft Indies, from whence he returned with a number of 
merchant fliips under convoy in the month of December. 
la the. following year, the fame veflcl being then alfo 
fiomnianded hy captain Hughes, was again fent to the fame 
ftation; .«and from thence repaired to Newfoumlland, 
yirhere jn the. nionth of Augud, he niuch diflinguiflied 
kimfelf^under commodore Underdown, in the attack and 
Seftroi^ion.df the French fettjements oil that ifland. 

After tl|c: peace at -Utrecht, wciind him commanding 
the Plymouth Hof Cxtyguns, and afterwards feveral other 
,ibifS,oi the line in the different fleets fitted out for the 
AuBiberlefs uninterefting expeditions, which took place 
between the years 1714 and 1726. In the latter year he 

was 
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was captain of the Edinburgh of feventyguns, one of the 
fleet fent under fir Charles Wager to the Baltic, and was 
fiationed as one of the feconds to fir George Walton,' 
ipar-admiral of the blue, andfecond in command of the 
Britifh divifion. He was alfo employed on the fame fer* 
vice in the following year, under fir John Norris* In 
1728, was made captain of the Cornwall of 80 guns, one 
of the fleet ordered to be again colleded for the purpofe of 
^unifhihg the flill unremitted depredations of the Spani- 
ards, and put, as that in the former year had been, under the- 
command of fir Charles Wager, who hoifled his flag (^ \- 
board the fhip jufl mentioned. 

When the fleet was difmantled, as was the cafe Toon 
afterwards, captain Hughes retired altogether from this line 
of a6live fervice, being appointed commiflioner of the 
navy refident at Portfmouth. In this flation he continued 
with all the credit naturally due to diligence and integrity^ 
till the year 1754, and having then attained a very advan* 
ced age, he retired totally from public life on a penfion q£ 
400L a-year, which he enjoyed till the time of his death ; 
this happened on the I2th of Nov* 1756 : he was fuc-> 
ceeded as commiflioner of the navy, by his fon captain 
Richard Hughes. 

MARTIN, Stephen,-^who afterwards took the nane 
of Stephen Martin Leake, in compliance with the defire 
of admiral fir John Leake*, was the only fon of captain

account of the frieodihip and coonedioii which fo long fubfifted be-

Abonk three o'clock, believing the florm to be at the worft, they ' 
vere eqcouraged to hope they might ride it out; but jufl tben, they 
dilcovcred the Reftorauoo, a third-rate fliip driving upon them, and 
prefentU came fo near, they were forced to brace their yards to ^ 
prerent her driving on board them-^however they hoped fiie might go ' 
dear of then; but ^htlft they flattered themfelves with thisexpe^- 
tion, her aacbor'xamie up to the hawfc of the Prince George, and fiie ' 
llopi, riding faft by|hem. Now their fate Teemed inevitable; for if no* 
Ibps but theirs bad been able to ride out the fiorm fingle, how waa 
It poflible their ground tackle fliould hold two*great fliips; there wai 
no means left but to cut her away. They endeavoureu it, hut could 
not do it* There were now no hopes, they waited their apprwichiog 
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In 1704, hecontimied capuin of the Prince, whidi )ie 
commanded under fir John Leake at the battle off Mala^, 
whdre he behaved in hisaccuftomed fpirited manner. iCfr. 
Leake,inhisaccountof the life of fir John, makes howevera 
remark relative to captain Martin and fir Clouclefley Shovel, 
^ich vfc cannpt refrain from briefly commenting on, 
** Sir John Leake," fays he, " difpatched captain Martin to 
fir Cloudefley Shovel, propofing to pulh the enemy's van, 
till he broke their line, or obliged their center to draw 
off; but fir Cloudefley did not approve $[ lf)c propofali 
whereby the greateft part of our van remained fpeSatqrs 
only, during the reft of the engagement." This certainly 
implies, a kind of charge againft fir Cloudefley, which 
we feel ourfelves, in juftice to his charaficr, bound*" to 
refift. Mr. Leake has either been mifinformed, or was 
not aware of the force of his own aflertion. Sir Cloude* 
liey, in the account given by him of the above encounter, 
very fufficiently accounts for his clofing the line anil de- 
fifting from pulhing the enemy's beaten van- Sir G. Rooke's 
divifion, which was rendered the weakeft in the fleet, on 
account of feyeral of the fhips which compofed it, being 
obliged to quit the line for want of ftiot, was oppofed to 
the center of the eaeihy, which was in much greater force;

^^ •- During the year 17^.0, f*^ -Jpt^n^ ^eake having, been 
-iucceededinhis command by admiral Aylmcr, Mr. Mar- 
da ierved. oaer^ly. a^.a private; captain,, put in tWmontb 
*ofJannary^fbnawihg, his original patron having refumecl 
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his former fiation and commandi captain Martin was ap- 
pointed captain of the fleet, to fucceed fir Thomas Hardv^ 
vrho was juft before made rear-admiral of the blue. On 
the retirement of fir John Leake, captain Martin, who 
had for fo many years been his companion in danger, fired 
with a very proper indignation at the highly unmerited 
ill-treatment of his friend and patron, was no longer fo 
folicitous for aAive employment, as he otherwife m all 
probability would have been. The enemies of fir John^ 
on their part, were perhaps little difpleafed at receiving 
no folicitations on that head, from a worthy man whom 
decency could not have fufFered them to negled, but 
whofe worth, their own narrow minded policy induced 
them to envy and deteft. ' * 

Sir John is.faid, by the author of bis memoirs, to have 
frequently remarked to him, that he fufFered on his ac- 
count, and advifed him repeatedly to make application 
for employment, that he might not appear to forego his 
preteniions to the rank of a flag officer: but, adds the 
lame author, he had too much gratitude and honour to 
quit his brother and his friend for any confideration. 

Captain Martin appears to have always lived in ai 
peaceable retirement after this time. Among the funeral 
certificates preferved in the college of arms, we find one 
of this gentleman—" Stephen Martin Leake, Efcj. one of 
the ferilpr captains in the royal navy, and fome time flrft 
captain k) the admiral of the fleet, and one of the elder 
brethren of the trinity-houfe, departed this life on Mon- 
day, January the 19th, 1735-6, in the 70th year of his 
age, at his houfe at the Grove at Mile End, in the parifh 
of Stepney, and county of Middlefex. He was buried on 
theaoth of the fame month in the family vault, Stepney 
Church-yard. The heralds attending according to his 
degree." 

MAYNARD, Henry Lord*, — Was the third fon of 
Banafter, third Lord Maynard, and Elizabeth Grey, only

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daughter to Henry Earl of Kent. Having madcchoicfe 
of a naval life, he was on the 15th of January IJ02, ap-<- 
pointed captain of the Charles galley. It is moft probable 
ne did not long continue to be employed^ as his name does 
not any where occur either in the fervice, or as com* 
mandine any other (hip. On the death of his father, on the 
4th of March 1717-18, hefucceeded to the title of Lotd 
Maynard, and dying unmarried on the 7th of December 
1742, was buried at Little Eaflon. 
RANES, Edward,-— was on the 14th of September 

1702, appointed captain of the Firedrake bomb-ketch, IQ 
which veifel he was unhappily loll on the 1 2th of Oflober 

1703, he himfelf, together with his whole crfew, pe- 
rifhing. 

SMITll, Charles,— entered into the navy before the 
revolution. Soon after this memorable epoch, he was 
promoted to the rank of lieutenant, in which (lation we 
find him, in the year 1693, ferving on board the Berwick 
of feventy gims. He continued to be thus employed on 
board divers (hips of the line during the remainder of the 
war, and was not advanced to the rank of captain till the 
1 2th of Odober 1702; when, being at that time lieu- 
tenant of one of the (hips of war belonging^ to the fqUA- 
dron in the Weft Indies, under admiral Benbow, and 
having behaved with the greateft fpirit in the well-known 
and too difgraceful encounter with Du Caffe, he was ap-* 
pointed to the Greenwich of (ifty-four guns, as fucceflor 
to captain Wade, whofe demerits on the fame occafion 
are well known. He continued to ferve as captain of 
divers (hips of the line, and juftiy acquired all the repu* 
tation polfible to ]>& gained by a man of honour, wlio 
never had any opportunity of diftingui(hing himfelf but 
by his diligence and adivity. 

After the peace at Utrecht he continued alfo to be em-» 

I>loyed, as one of thofe truly valuable chara3ers who are 
efs advanced in the fcale of popular opinion, Onlybecaufe 
they haVe the misfortune of being fomewhflt lefs known* 
He retired at lafl from the fervice, being appointed, on 
the 27th of December 1728, fecond captain of Green- 
wich Hofpital. On the i6th of September i737> he ht^ 
came firft captain, on the promotion of captain Tudor 
Trevor to be lieutenant governor ^ and on the death of 
Vol. IIL C^. ^»^a^ 
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that gentleman, was^ in the year 1740, himfelf advancM 
to the fame ftation ; this he enjoyed till the time of his 
death, an event which took place on the ad of Auguft 

^ THOMPSON, Robert,— was appointed a lieutenant 
in the navy very foon after the Revolution ; and towards 
the latter end of the year 1692 was promoted to be firft 
lieutenant of the Dunkirk, a fourth rate, one of the 
fquadron fent about that time to the Weft Indies, under 
the command of fir Francis Wheeler. He continued a 
lieutenant during the whole of that war and the fucceed- 
ing peace; but on the 24th of September 1702, was pro- 
moted to the rank of captain, and appointed to the Sun- 
derland of fifty suns. He afterwards commanded feveral 
Aips, nearly all of the fame rate ; and was employed 

frincipally ' in convoying different merchant fleets, 
n the year 1706 he was captain of the Woolwich, 
and was fent to India, from whence he returned in the 
following year, under the orders of captain Thomas 
Smith*, in the Litchfield, having fix Eaft India fhips under 
their protedion. This is the laft fervice which we find 
any mention made of his having been engaged in. He 
was put on the fuperannuated lift in the year 17 14, with a 
penfion of 91I. 5s* p^r annum. The time of his death 
does not appear* >

BOURNE, Sampfon, — was appointed lieutenant of 
the Mermaid, a frigate p{ thirty- two guns, in the year 
1692. This veflel was one of fir Francis Wheeler's 
fquadron, fent in the month of December following to 
the Weft Indies. He continued to ferve in the ftation of 
lieutenant during the remainder of king William's reign, 
and attended fir G. Rooke, in the year 1702, with the ar* 
mament fent to Spain, not having at that time had any pro-

motion* 
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motion. He was lieutenant of one of the (hips belong- 
ing to the fquadron detached under commodore Walker, 
after the mifcarriage of the iird part of the expedition 
againft Cadiz, to the Weft Indies, where he was, on the 
25th of June 1703, promoted to the command of the 
Boyne of eighty guns. The fervices on which this gen- 
tleman was for fome years employed, were, unhappily, of 
fo little confequence, that we nnd not the fmalleft mention 
made of him till the year 171 1, when he commanded the 
Newcaftle of fifty guns, one of the (hips on the Weft In- 
dian ihtion. He had at that time an opportunity of 
diftinguiihing himfelf, which he improved by exerting- 
himfelf in fo fignal a manner, that we muft, without a 
wifli of attributing to him the fmalleft degree of merit 
greater than what he is juftly entitled to, fairly conclude, . 
the undiftinguiflied manner in which he compulfively 
pafled the preceding part of his naval life, was confidered r 
as great a misfortune by himfelf as it was a lofs to the 
public fervice. ' **-* 

Campbell has given an account of the very gallant . 
tranfadion to which we refer ; this is taken from that 
given by captain Bourne himfelf, which is inferted be-I 
low *, and which probably may be thought at leaft as fatis- 

factory

'* On the 10th day of June laft, I met, off St. Pierre in Martinico,.., . 
a French (hip of thirty-fix guni, a hag boat of twenty* four, two maft^. 
▼elTels, and nine privateer (loops, having, as I have been iince in-^^ 
formed, two thoufand men on board, in order to make a defcent oa 
Antcgoa. By the time I got within pifiol-(hot, it fell ftark calm, 
and they lay fo upon my quarter, that I could not bring a broadCde to 
bear; however, after about three hours engagement, they were fo (bat- 
tered, that they endeavoured with the very firft breeze to return into 
harbour, in which they focceeded, for I had two nine- pound ihots 
through my fore-mad, for which reafon I could not venture to carry^ 
fail upon it; and all my rigging and fails were very much difabled.

utbc place moft likely to be attacked. Accordingly I failed from

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faQory ftian a more laboured and poliflied narratife. In 
the following year, this.gentleman having been unhappily 
guilty of fome breach of orders or<liity, the circumftances 
of which are not particularly explained, was difinined thtf 
fervice, and never afterwards reftored. Thus we fee 
that men, who on Ibmc occafions have behaved with the 
utmod galfantry, and juftTy acquired the higheft honour^ 
are at other times not exempt from that degree of hu- 
man frailty which brings on their ruin, difgrace and de- 
ftrudiori. 

Captain Bourne went afterwards into the merchants' 
fervice, and died on the coaft of Gumea fome time in the 
year 17 19. 

CAMPfON, Thomas,— was appointed fecond lieu- 
tenant of the Lumley Caftle of fifty-fix guns, about the end 
of the year 1692; we find no other mention made of hint 
till the year 1703, when he was, on the 22d of Auguft^ 
promoted to be captain of the Sortings frigate*. His con- 
dudl was fo reprehcnfiWey that he wasdifmiflTed fromthtS' 
command by the fentence of a court-martial, held on the 
31ft of March 1704. As an additional punishment he 
wasalfo ordered to be imprifoned for twelve nrK)nths> and 
declared incapable of being ever again employed. The 
time of his death is unknown. 

CHAMBERLAIN, Peter.— The firft information we 
have of this gentleman is, that he was empToved as com-* 
mander of the Spy brigantine, a fmali veirel, undec the 
command of rear-admiral Dilkes^ and attached to his 

Montferat aboat fwdve at nighc, but bad bardly been gone three 
bours, before (ixteen privateers landed fifteen hundred men on the: 
ifland. Immediately upon this a fmall floop found- means ro efcape. 
with intelligence of it to me ', which, when the enemy perceived, and 
having received aflttraqce of my being at Nevis, they inilanity embarked 
again, aod got off before my return, without doing any damage to the 
iiland, and leaving feveral of their men pri Toners behind them. 
Tfacfe nen, upon examination, informed us that their iirft de(ign wask 
npon Aptegoa; but that being very much difabled in tl>eir late en<« 
sagement with me, wberetft, according to their own. account, they. 
Sad fixty-four men killed, and a great many wounded ; they were nof 
able to put to fea, and were thererore contented to make thicunfucceUi 
M attempt on Montferat.'^

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fqnadron, on his expedition to Caftcalle Bay, in the 
month of Auguft 1703. His exemplary goodcondu6lon 
this occafion procured him a promotion, on the 13th 
of the month above-mentioned, to be captain of the Or- 
ford prize, a fmall frigate, taken a Ihort time before, by 
captain, afterwards fir John Norris. He was again 
fiill farther advanced to the Litchfield prize, a frigate 
of thirty-fix gtins. This veflel was unhaj^pily caft on 
Ihore upon the coaft of Suflex, in the well-knowt 
hurricane which happened in the month of November 
following, but captain Chamberlain, as well as all his 
people, fortunately faved their lives ; and the veilel itfelf 
.IS (aid to have been prefcrved. We believe him to 
have been conftantly employed during the remainder of 
the war, but on fuch unprofitable fcrvices, with refped 
to the acquifition of fame, that we do not find the leaft 
mention whatever made of him. 

After the acceflion of king George the firft, captain 
Chamberlain commanded the Hampfhire of fifty guns ; 
we do not, however, findany thing worth recounting, ex- 
cept the mere appointment itfelf. He afterwards re-» 
moved into the Milford frigate, and was fent to the Weft 
Indies, where he was unhappily loft, on the i8th of June 
1720, the veflel being driven afliore on the north- weft 
end of the ifland of Cuba* and the commander, as well as 
nearly the whole crew, perilhing with her. 

COW, John,— was promoted to the rank of lieutenant 
not long after the revolution; and in the year 1693 
ferved as fourth lieutenant of the Sandwich, a fecond rate. 
Through the intereft and recommendation of captain 
Cornwall, whofe efteem and favour his condu£l highly 
entitled him to, he was, when that gentleman removed from 
the Sandwich intofhe St. Andrew, a veflel of the fame 
rate as the former, in 1606, appointed firft lieutenant un- 
der him of that Ihip. He was advanced to the rank of 
captain in the navy on the 27th of September 170-^, and 
was appointed by fir Cloudefly Shovel to command the 
Ranelagh, of eighty guns, unSer rear-admiral Byng, in 
confequence of the death of captain William Seally. He 
returned to the Mediterranean in the following year, un-^ 
<ler the immediate command of the fame gallant admiral, 
^d very n^uch diftingniihed himfelf at the attack of 

<5L3 Gibraltar^ 
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Gibraltar, which Mr. Byng commanded in chief. He 
was unfortunately killed a few days after this, at the very 
.memorable engagement ofF Malaga; having on all occa- 
fions, during the ihort time fate permitted him to live, 
tnoft honourably maintained the chara£ler of an able and 
gallant commander. 

DERING, Unton, — ^was the grandfon of fir Exlward 
Dering, of Sufenden Dering, inHhe county of Kent, 
karonet*. He was appointed captain of the Arundel fri- 
gate on the 4th of March 1703: this veffel was principally 
employed during the whole time it was commanded by 
this gentleman, in convoying tranfports or fmall mer- 
chant fleets, fervices little calculated to raife the cha- 
rader of a brave and enterprifrng commander. Captain 
'Dering died, without having been removed into any other 
fhip, on the i6th of November 1706. 

ELLIOT, Chriftopher, — was, on the 21ft of July 
1703, promoted to the command of the Dunwich, and 
died, without having been removed into any other fliip, 
on the 27th of December 1704. 

FAIRBORNE, William,— was, on the loth of March 
1703, appointed to command the Burford, of feventy 
guns : he did not long continue in this fhip, and it is not 
known into what veflel he afterwards removed. He died 
at Leghorn, on the 5th of Ofiober 1708, being at that 
time captain of the Centurion. 

GRH/VILLE, the honourable Algernoon,— was the 
fecond Ton of Fulke, fifth lord Brooke t, and Sarah,

He was. appointed captain of the Garland frigate, on the 

fift of March 1 703 : but few of his high rank have ever 
een fo little noticed in the fervice ; the only mention wc 
find made of him is, that in the month of November 1 705^ 
he commanded the Dunkirk, and was ordered tocruife in 
the Channel, where he had the good fortune to capture a 
French frigate, of twenty-^four guns. He is faid, by 
rear-admiral Hardy, to have died rear-admiral of Great 
Britain, on the 28th of April 1720: no notice is taken 
of this appointment by any other perfon ; but this cir« 
cumilance does not fully authorife our dilbelief of the 
truth of it, becaufe it is merely of a civil nature, and pro- 
bably may, on that account, have been difregarded by all 
perfons who have written on aifairs of the navy. 

GORE, Henry, — was of a very ancient and relpedable 
family, which fettled in Ireland about the year 1600, and 
have fince acquired great poifefSons and honours there^ 
its defcendants being at this day pofieifed of two earldoms 
in that kingdom, Arran and Rofs. Mr. Henry Gore 
having entered into the navy about the time, of the revt^ 
lution, was, in the year 1693, sippointed fifth lieutenant 
of the Vanguard, a fecond rate. We do not find any 
mention made of him after this time, till the year 1702^ 
when he was appointed ading commander of the Hound, 
. a veflel which is ftiled a fmall frigate, but which we fup-> 
pofe to have been what we now call a floop of war : hav- 
ing difplayed a condderable ihare of activity in thisfta- 
tion*) he was,' on the 29th of 06lober 1703, promoted to

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the rank of captain in the navy, and appoinl^ to Ae 
Garland frigate; but the fervices on which he was, from 
time to time, employed, were of too littlejconfequence to 
Tcxcite public attention. 

' In the month of OSober 1707, he was one of the mem-» 
bers of the court-martial held on board the Albemarle, 
fdr the trial of fir Thomas Hardy ; and after this time w«r 
are again in the dark as to any anecdotes relative to this 
gentleman's fervices till the year 171 1, when we find him 
captain of the Sunderland, of fixty guns, one of the fqua'- 
dron fent uiider the command of fir Hovendcn Walter, 
on the unfortunate expedition againft Quebec: no oppor- 
tunity occurred on thisoccafion by which he could dirtin- 
fuifhhimfelf ; but toefcapedeftru£lion,whenfurrounded 
y difficulties and dangers, implies a conduct and degree of 
attention meriting both praife and honour. We have no 
authority that warrahts our aflerting he held any com- 
mifiion after he quitted the command of the Sunderland, 
He appears to have retired, during the latter part of his 
life, to Ireland, where he died on the J 4th or February 
1725. 

HANWAY, Jonas,-^was an officer in the navy at, or 
very foon after the revolution! In 1 692 he was appointed 
lieutenant of the Prudence, a fourth rate, of forty-two 
guns, hired from the merchants, and employed princi- 
pally in convoying the coal trade to and from New* 
caftle, 1^0 mention is ever made of him after that time, 
till he was, on the 29th of July 1703, appointed captain 
'f>f the Lark, of forty guns. This gentleman, who was, 
ivithout the fmalleft rifk of degrading the charader of 
Gibers by the comparifon, as gallants and as worthy an 
officer as ever attained to the rank of a commander, had 
jio opportunity of diftinguifhing himfelf till the year 
1709, at whicn time he commanded the Plymouth, of 
iixty guns. 

Captain Hanway was onhisway to Plymouth, inorder to 
repair fomedamageshehad received inagaleof wind, when, 
on the 20th of September, the Deadman bearing N.W. by 
N. about feven leagues diftant, he fell in with a French 
Ihip of war, mounting forty guns, but having ports for 
forty-eight, called the Adriade. This vellel was fitted out 
at JPunkirk purpofely as a cruifer, and was commanded 

by 
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by the Sieur Jacques Cafliard, an officer of the moft ap- 
proved courage and profeflional knowledge. Captaiii 
Hanway^ although the Plymouth was at that time by no 
means complete and fit for aSion, hefitated not a mo- 
ment in giving chace, and after a purfuit of two hours, 
got near enough to engage. He attacked his antagonift 
with fuch fpirit and vigour as to compel him to furrender, 
after an a&ion of an hour's continuance. In this fpiritot 
encounter the French commander, with fourteen of his 
officers and feamen, were killed, and fixty or upwards 
wounded; while captain Hanway, on his part, had only 
feven men killed, and fixteen wounded. This engage- 
ment refieded a greater degree of honour on the Englifh 
and their commander, inaimuch as the Plymouth was fo 
ill manned, and in other refpe&s in fo bad a condition 
for fervice, that captain Hanway had it not in his pewer 
to make ufe of more guns than the Adriade herfelf 
mounted. 

Captain Hanway continued to command the Plymouth 
for a confiderable time after this*; but on his quitting 
this fhip, it is mod probable he retired altogether from 
the fervice, as we find no mention whatever made of hit 
l>eing appointed to any other. He died on the iithof 
May 1737- 

HUBBARD, or HOBART, Henry.— This gentle- 
man was appointediifth lieutenant of the Sandwich about 
the latter end of the year 1692. This fhip was at that 
time commanded by captain Wolfran Cornwall, who 
entertained the flri^ft friendihip for Mr. Hubbard; a 
friendfhip encreafed by thit gentleman's very meritorious 
conduct in the fubordinate (lation he then was, and which 
produced not only the unihaken and lading efteem of his 
commander, but his patronage and recommendation on 
■ «very poflible opportunity for promotion. Through 
cajptain Cornwall's intereft he was occafionally removed 
with that gentleman into every (hip he commanded dur- 
ing the courfe of the war; and in 1696 was promoted to 
Ve fecond lieutenant under him, on board the St. An-

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drew, of ninetj-fix guns. On the 8th of June 1703, he 
was promoted to the command of the Ruby, of fifty 
guns. His having been principally ftationed in the Me* 
diterraneany where he is known to have commanded feve» 
sal different ihips of war, will, in all probability, moft 
fiitisfadonly account for our having nothing material to 
relate concerning him. He died in England fOme time 
m the year 17x1, being at that time captain of the Not- 
tingham* 

LAWRENCE, Henry, or Humphrey.— We have no 
account of this gentleman, till we find him, on the 21ft 
of January 1703, appointed taptain of the Mermaid fri- 
^te. . Early in the following fpring, he was removed 
TDto the Penfance, and employed as a cruifer on the Irifli 
ftatioD ; from which veflel he was again quickly lemoved 
into the Coventry. He was taken by the enemy in that 
ihip on the a4th of July 1704 ; and his condiid on that 
occafion was deemed fo improper, that he was fentenced by 
couit*martia1, held on board a frigate in the river Thames,^ 
Jan. 5, 1705, to be difmiflfed the fervice: he was, by the 
£ime fentence, mul&ed all his pay. Ii is aflerted, in rear* 
admiral Hardy's lift of naval officers, that he died in 
France f on the loth of January 1737; ^^^ ^ memoran- 
dum, with which we have been favoured, and to which we 
give the preference in point of credit, informs us that he 
died, indeed, at the time above given ; but that having be- 
come deprived of all fupport, by the lofs of his commif- 
fion and half-pay, being alfo exceedingly infirm, he was 
received into Greenwich Hofpital as a private penfiener, 
and in thai ftation paid his debt to nature. 

LAYTON, Charles, — was appointed a lieutenant in 
the navy very (boa after the revolution; and in 1692 was 
advanced to be third lieutenant of the London, of ninety- 
fix guns, the (hip on board which (ir John Aihby hoifted 
his flag, in the beginning of the following year, as admi- 
ral of the blue fquadron. He continued to ferve in the 
fame ftation, on board different (hips, till after the accef- 
fion of queen Anne, when he was, on the 2d of March 
1 703, promoted to be captain of the Greyhound frigate. 
He died in this command on the nth of November 1704. 

LOWEN, John, — was alfo appointed a lieutenant very 
early afterthe commencement of king William's reign ; 

and 
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and in the years 1692 and 3, ferved in that ftation on 
board the Portfraouth, a frigate of thirty-two guns, be* 
longing to the main fleet. No other particulars relative 
to him are known, till the ift of Oftobcr 1703, when he 
was promoted to be captain of the Content. A memo- 
randum, added to his name^ in rear-admiral Hardy's lift 
of naval officers, informs us he was difmifled the fervice 
in 1705 This is certainly a miflake, for in the' month 
of November 1706, he commanded the Advice, a fourth 
rate, employed as a cruifer; and having met with a fleet 
of merchant-lhips, homeward bound from Virginia, in 
much diftrefs, and who had alfo parted from their Convoy, 
he quitted his (lation, in order to efcort them into port. 
This ad, apparently patriotic in the eye of plain reafon,' 
and in the judgment of all impartial men, efpecially thofe 
who are unacquainted with the laws and regulations of the 
fervice, will certainly appear as entitling him to the higheft 
praife ; obedience to orders is, however, a point that can 
never be too ftrongly enforced, and it is necefiary on all oc- 
cadons to punifh thefmalleft infringement of them, how- 
ever proper and praife-worthy fuch condud may be 
thought, by thofe who are not acquainted with the ill 
confequences that might attend it ; and however compaf- 
fion may feel for the ftroke which rigid and unrelenting 
juflice compels us to inflidl. 

Captain Lowen was accordingly brought to a courts 
martial, convened at Spithead, on the 27th of Decem- 
ber following. His judges, influenced by the mo- 
tives we have already ftated, and by thofe ftern regula- 
tions, which admit of no excufe or palliation, were com- 
pelled to difmifs him both from his command and from 
the fervice. Having thus done their duty, and acquitted 
their confciences, captain Lowen was recommended by 
them to the lord high-admiral, in terms fo (trong, that he 
was reftored to his rank in the fervice, and confequently 
to his hajf-pay. He does not, however, appear to have 
been again employed ; but in the year 17 10 w^s put on 
the fuperannuated lift, with a penfion equivalent to the 
pay of captain of a fourth rate. He enjoyed this till the 
time of his death, which happened on the 30th of Sep- 
tember 1713. it. 

MATHEWS, 
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MATHEWS, Thomas.— This brave and unfortcnatc 
commander was the defcendant of a very ancient and re-* 
tneStzhle family, long fettled at JLandaiF, in the county of 
Glamorgan*. But notwithftanding the figure he aner- 
terwards lived to make in the naval world, together with 
the high charader he acquired, and which, furviving the 
malice and bafe afperfions of his enemies, he dill conti- 
nues to retain in the eyes of all candid and impartial 
men, we are unacquainted with all the earlier part of 
his fervice, even till we find him, on the 24th of May 
1703, appointed captain of the Yarmouth. He did not 
long continue in this (hip, having, moil probably, been 
appointed to it merely for the purpofe of giving him the 
rank of captain. Being made commander of a cruifing fri- 
gate, fome years elapfed before he had that opportunity of 
diftinguifhing himfelf, which his great adivity of mind 
and intrepid fpirit always afpired to. In 1707, we find him 
captain of the Dover, and employed under commodore 
Evans, to cruife, during the winter months, in foundings. 
In this troublefome and difagreeable fervice, his greateft 
fuccefs was the capture of a French frigate, called the 
Bien Aime, of twenty-fix guns. He was, not long af- 
terwards, removed into the Ghefter, a new fhip of fifty 
guns, built to fupply the place of one of the fame name, 
captured in the month of Oftober 1707, by the Count dc 
Forbin. 

We find him commanding this fhip as one of the 
fquadron cruifing in the Channel, under the command of 
lord Durfley. In the month of March r7o8-9, his lord- 
jihip had efcorted the Lifbon fleet into what he deemed a

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&& latitude, stnd had fcarcely parted compahy ^ith them^ 
when be fell in with the Achilles, of (ixty guns, com- 
tnanded by that well-known naval partilan, Du Gui 
Trouin, the Glorieux, of forty-four, and the Bridol, of 
fifty guns, which they had, that very morning only, 'cap- 
tured from the Englilh. A chace immediately taking 
flace, captain Mathews, who had ran very far a-head of 
is cofnpanions, came up with and captured the Glo* 
rieux, after a (hort, but very fpirited a&ion* After hav* 
ing returned into port, and rentted, he was, towards the 
clofe of the year, lent upon the Weft India ftation, where 
he met with no extraordinary occurrence, except having 
captured one or two inconfiderable privateers. In the 
following fpring he was ordered to America. In the 
month 01 May 17 10, inftrudions were fent him from 
England to join captain Martin, of the Dragon, who wa$ 
fent out to reduce rort Royal, in Nova Scoua. He was 
not prefent at the attack itfelf, being difpatched by the 
commodore before the fquadron, to intercept any rein** 
forcement or fupply the enemy might attempt to throw 
in. After this expedition was fuccefsfully concluded^ 
captain Martin, with fuch (hips as he had brought from 
England, returned thither, leaving the Chefter behind him 
on the New England ftation. 

In the month of June 171 1, (ir Hovenden Walker ar« 
rived at Bofton, with a ftrong fauadron, defined for the 
attack of Quebec; and captain Mathews, who returned 
from a cruife in two or three days after admiral Walker 
reached that port, put himfelf under his carders. He wad 
difpatched almoft immediately to convoy fome tranfportfi 
to New York *, and was ordered to proceed from thence 
to Placentia, between which place and Cape Breton he 
was to ciuife till joined by the fleet, on its paflage to the 
river St. Lawrence. The Chefter^s ftern frame being 
very much ihaken by a gale of wind during the time he 
was thus employed, tlie admiral fent captain Mathews 
pSLck to New England before he entered the river St^ 

* Oo hit paflage thither he had the good fortune to take a French 
|»Tize; and appears to have taken infinite pains to procure the heft 
intelligence he could from his prifoners of the navieation of the river 
St. Lawrence, which he properly arranged, and took the earlieft op* 
ponuaity of conveying to the comioander-in' chief*

Lawrence, ivith orders that as Toon as he had refitted his 
ihip in the beft manner circumftances would permit, he 
fiiould fail for England as convoy to the mad mips. 

Peace being conchided at Ryfwic, Toon after captain 
Mathews returned to England, we find no other mention 
made of him till the vear 1718, at which time he com- 
manded the Kent, of 70 guns, one of the fleet equipped 
for the Mediterranean, under the command of fir Geor^ 
Byng. In the memorable engagement with the Spaniin 
•fleet, off Meflina, he very confpicuoufly diftingixifhed 
liimfelf, having not only captured and taken poffeflion 
of the St. Carlos, of 60 guns, commanded by the prince 
de Chalay, but afterwards confiderably afliued captain 
Mader, in the Superbe, in taking the Spanlfh admiral 
himfeify jn the St. Philip, of feventy-four guns. In the 
month of January 1718-19, he was left by the comman- 
der-in-chief, with a fthall fquadron, to cruife off Ponte- 
melia, in order to watch rear-adn^iiral Cammock, who had 
taken refuge in Meflina, and prevent his efcaping to the 
ibuthward. So adive and diligent was he in this fervice, 
that he dro>/^ on fhore, where fhe was totally deftroyed» 
one of Mr. Cammock's beft fhips, called the Santa Rofalia, 
mounting fixty-four guns; the rear-admiral himfelf very 
narrowly efcaped being taken prifoner, in a few days af- 
terwards, by getting oft in his boat, but the veflel in which 
he attempted to fly, being a frigate of twenty-two guns, 
fell into the hands of its purfuers. 

His adivity did not grow torp\4 by repeated fuccefs, nor 
his zeal for the fervice and good of his country flag, as if 
fated with the honour he had already gained. He con- 
tinued to be employed on every fervice where ability was 
required; but from an enemy fo completely beaten, from 
a nee^ fo totally annihilated as that of Spain, little reputation 
could be gained in addition to that which he had already fo 
juftly acquired. He appears, during the remainder of 
this e/pedition, to have been one of the perfons princi-^ 
pally confulted by the admiral, as to the meafures he 
ihould take according to the exigencies of his ver^ com- 
plex and delicate command, and to have been, on all oc- 
cafions, one of the firft perfons emj)f()yed to carry them 
into execution. On his return to ICngland, after thecoii- 
clqfion of the war, he appears to have retired from the 

line 
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line of a£tive fervice for a confiderable {pact of time, at 
we have no authority for faying he held any command iai 
the number of fleets which were occaiionally, and almoft 
as a matter of courfe, annually equipped during the fif- 
teen fucceeding years*. 

On the 8th of January 1736, he was appinted commiC- 
fioner of the navy, reudent at Chatham ; he held that 
office till the year 1742, when he once more returned to 
conunandy difdaining when his counitry was involved 
in war, to immure ignominioufly in peace thofe abilities, 
which, when called into a&ivity, might be employed to fo 
much greater advantage* On the 12th of March 1^41-2, 
he was promoted to be vice-admiral of the red^ which, in 
confequence of his having before this time accepted a civil 
employment, and being on that account confidered as out 
of the line of promotion, was the iirft commiflion he ever 
had as a flag-officer. On the 25th of the fame month, be- 
ing appointed comnu^nder-in-chief in the Mediterranean; 
he hoiited his flag on board the Namur, of ninety gu^s ; 
and having*failed on the i6th of April, with the Namur, 
Caroline, Burford, and Norfolk, arrived at Gibraltar, 
after a profperous paflage, on the 7th of May. When 
he had joined the remainder of the force which was to be 
under his command, and was already in the Mediter- 
ranean, under rear-admiral Leftock, he exerted himfelf 
with the utmoft diligence, as well to diftrefs and attack 
the avowed enemy againft whom he was purpofely fent to 
make war, as to deprive them of the aid and affiftance of 
^hofe friends who had not the ability and power of aiFord^ 
ing their affiftance, otherwife than by a dangerous and 
clandeftine fupply of (lores or recruits. 

A variety of fpirited enterprizes, executed under his 
direftion and command, convinced the Spaniards, and all 
thofe who fupported their defperate caufe, of the manifeft 
fuperiority 01 the Britifli naval power. Early in the 
month 01 Junet, having received intelligence that five 
Spanifli gaUies had failed from Margaretta to St. Tropez,

ordered captain Callis, of the Duke -firefhip, to attempt 
burning them, this he very fpiritedly and fuccefsfully ex- 
ecuted as will be hereafter leen in the account of that 
gentleman. Admiral Mathews himfelf, with the mam 
body of his fleet, repaired to Villa Franca, from whence, 
by keeping cruifers off Toulon and the ifles of Hyercs*,

*' Toulon, Auguft the 19th, 1742, N. S. — Part of the Englifli 
licet continues at Villa Franca, and others cruifc off Toulon and the 
ifles of Hyeres, where there are always fome at anchor. There re- 
main but fix Spanifh ihips in our wet docks to finilh their repairs and 
careening;; the others got into the road again fome days ago. M. 
Court's fquadron continues in its former fituation. Our forts and 
batteries of the road are well fupplied with men and every thing." 

** Marfeilles, Augufi the 20th — We have Hill the Englilh fqua- 
dron on our coafts, who fearch all fhips within their reach, without 
€XcepUiH, to fee i f-there are no effe£is on board belonging to the Spa- 
niards. The fea-ihores every where round this place are well-guarded 
with cannon." 

From the concludins obfervations of thefe extrads, it is very evi- 
dent how much the fpirited behaviour of Mr. Mathewa intimidated nol 
only the Spaniards, but their friends the French alfo. 

Admiral Mathews, when joined by rear-admiral Rowley, with 1 
llrong reinforcement^ had a very formidable force under him ; bat it fs 
afferted by fome, that the comnined force of France and Spain c6n- 
filled of tnirty-fix fhips of the line, which be confined to trie port of 
Toulon, by detaching his two rear-admirals Rowley and Leftock to 
cruife off tne iflatods of Hyeres with twenty-four fliips. By cruiflng 
on the coaft of Provence, and continuing at Villa Yranca, lie confi'- 
derably impeded the operations of the Spantlb army; for a letter froiA- 
Flbrence, dated June the 16th, 1742, nas the following paragi^ph i 
** By letters from Nice we underfiand that they are maicing dfl pof* 
lible preparations in that neighbourhood for oppofing the paffa^e of 
the Spanifli troops from Provence, and are greatly amfted therein by 
the Englifh vice-admiral Mathews, who continues to lay with a part 
of his fleet at Villa Franca." 

While he lay in that port be gave a very firon^ proof of bis drift 
attention to the honour of th6 Britilh flag. A French (hip of war 
palling by in fight of the fleet, and negle£ling to pay the ufual and ex- 
pedea compliment, the admiral fired a gun as a fignal for her to bring 
to ; this was difregarded, and Mr. Mathews ordered one of his fliips tkf 
flip and pnrfue her ; the French commander continuing obftinate, wat 
isiinediatcly funk by a biocdfidc from the Eoglifli fiiip.—CaiRpbcll* 

as 
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as he took care conflantly to do, he was enabled to keep 
both the French and Spanifh fleet, which had taken refuge 
in that port, in complete chdck for the fpace of eighteen 
months. 

In Augud he detached commodore Martin, with five 
(hips of war, four bomb ketches, and as many tenders, 
to Naples; where, after fome little altercation, that 
gentleman compelled his Sicilian majefty to withdraw his 
troops which had joined the Spanifh army ; and alfo to 
promife he would not in any degree interfere or aflifl Spain 
during the war. The towns of Mataro and Palamos, on 
the coafl of Catalonia, were bombarded foon after this 
time. On reciting this tranfa&ion, Campbell breaks out 
into a pathetic lamentation of the miferles, which he. 
wifhes to prove were wantonly heaped on the unoffending 
inhabitants. But however we may commiferate the ruia 
of individuals, it is certainly one of the firft objeds of a 
commander-in-chief to attack an eneniy wherever he is 
found vulnerable ; for that probable ruin, and the extent 
of that defencelefs flate to which fubieds are expofed^ 
fohn the principal inducements that actuate all national 
governments to condu^ themfelves equitably and peace- 
ably to their neighbours. It is therefore as ridiculous ta 
deprecate thefe horrors, as it would be improper to fufFer 
a valuable fleet of merchant*fhips, belonging to your 
enemy, to pafs unn^olefted, becaufe their cargoes are not 
the property of perfons actually in arms. It is, we 
think, at leafl a matter of doubt, whether it would not 
ultimately tend to the advantage of mankind, that war 
(hould invariably be carried on in a way, civilized na- 
tionsj from being unaccuflomed to the method, would 
Ihudder at ? The miferies, though for a moment more 
violent, would certainly be fhortened ; and the only quef« 
tion to be afked is, which of the two is preferable, a war, 
in the mofl extenfive fenfe of the word, for a few months 
continuance, or one lengthened to as many years, con* 
duded in its gentler miruiod? We have thought it ne* 
cefTarv to make this fhort comment, lefl Mr. Campbell 
mav nave left on the minds of fome, an unfavourable' idea 
of Mr. Mathews's humanity. "^ 

The vice-admiral being rejoined by commodofe Mar« 
tin, in the road of Hieits, which was made the general 
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rendezvous of the fleet, he detached him to Arafla, in 
the Genoefe territories, where he had information that 
cohfiderable magazines of corn had been formed, for the 
ufe of the Spatiiards. 7 he commodore arrived in the road of 
that place on the ift of September, and immediately fent * 
officers on fhore, to make the neceflary fcarch for the de- 
pots. Four confiderable ftores of barley being difcovered, 
a party was fent to deftroy them, which they did very 
effeftually, by throwing ihem into the fea. Mr. Ma- 
thews's fpirit of enterprife did pot ceafe here, for haying 
received intelligence thai, a Spanifh ihip of the line lay at 
anchor at Ajaccio, in the ifland of Corfica, he fent the 
Ipfwich, and another fliip of the line, with a fireftiip, to 
take or deftroy her ; but the Spaniards, to prevent the Ihip 
from falling into the hands of the Britifli, made their efcape 
on fhore, and then immediately fet it on fire. 

The operations of the year 1743 were principally con- 
fiiled to the blockade of the port of Toulon, where the 
French and Spanifh fquadrons were kept completely fta- 
tionary, while detachments from the Briiifh fleet effedlu- 
ally prevented the introduftion of any fupplies into Italy, 
for the ufe of the Spahifh army in that country, and it was 
therefore confequently kept in a ftate of inaftivity. A 
variety of defultory attacks were alfo made on the enemy's 
coaft, which not only did them confiderable injury, but 
kept them in a continual flatc of alarm. The firfl of 
thefe was in the month of Fehruajy, when captain Am- 
brofe, in the Rupert, and captain Hughes, in the Fevcr- 
Iham, being ordered to cruife on the coaft of Valencia, 
made feveral valuable prizes, fome of which being ladea 
with ftores and provifions for Toulon, the lofs of them 
was very highly diftrefling to the enemy. Several fettees 
having taken fhelter under the town of Vineros, or 
Bmarux, a fmall port bordering on Catalonia, the fame 
commanders refolved to attempt thtir deftrudlion, which 
they fuccefsfully cffefted, andnvithout any lofs to them- 

^'fflives. 

^ In the month of April, admiral Mathews being then 
cruifing off Toulon, a party of Britifh failors were per- 
mitted to CO on fhore at the town of Hieres,-to recreate 
and refrem themfelves. The French garrifon rcfufcd* 
them, admittance; upon which a defperate* fray took 

place; 
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btacc ; and farther afliftance coming tb each party, one? 
hiftidfed and fifty of the Englifti are faid to have beert 
killed before the affair terminated. It is td be obferved, 
that the French had on this occafion the advantage of be- 
ing armed, while the failors, not expeSihg any difpute, 
were totally unprepared. The French were fo alarmed 
at this event, which certainly could only be confidered a* 
an unpremeditated accident, that they reinforced the gar- 
tifon with fix hundred additional foldiers; and the gover- 
nor of Provence wrote a very polite and flattering letter 
to the admiral, acquainting him,, that as the preceding 
unpleafant affair could by no means be imputed to him^ 
he would reprefent it to his court in fuch a light as, he 
hoped, would prevent any national rupture. This i^ 
another proof of the high refpeft, compulfively as it were ^ 
paid Mr. Mathews by the French. 

About the latter end of June, the admiral having re- 
ceived intelligence that fourteen xebecques, under the 
convoy of a opanifh floop of war, had been chaced by the 
Kennington frigate into the port of Genoa, he himfelf 
failed from his ilation off Hieres, and anchored in the road 
of that place on the rfl of July, with fix fhips of war and 
four bomb veflTels. Deputies were immediately fent off 
to compliment him on his arrival, and civilly to enquire 
into the caufe of a vifit which was totally unexpeSed, and 
not a little difagreeable. The admiral anfwered with 
much firmnefs, ** that he came there to demand that the 
Spanifh veffels laden with flores fhould be forthwith ob- 
liged to quit the port ; or that the republic fhould fequef- 
ter the artillery and waflike flores till the conclufion of a 
general peace." After fome negociation, ft Was at length 
agreed, *' that the flores fhould be put on boafd other vef- 
fels, and be tranfported to Corfica^ under cotivoy of the 
Englifh fquadron, there to be depofited in the cafHe of 
Bonifacio, and to be guarded by a Genoefe garrifon till the 
war terminated : that afterthe due performance of this agree- 
ment, the Spanifh veflTels fhould have permiflion to retire 
mimolefted." Thefe terms, fo mortifying to the Ge- 
noefe, who were fecret favmirers of the Spaniards and 
their caufe, they wei^e very reluftantly obliged to comply 
with; alaifmed at the horrors of an expeded bombard* 
caent, in confequence of their refufal: they had alfo the 

R 2 additional 
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lulditional inonification of being compelled to Confent td 
have the (lores in qucftion tranfported to the only part of the 
World whither they would have wiihed them not to have 
been carriedy the ifland of Cordca, in which they daily 
dreaded a revolution. PubliCj as well as private duplicity, 
is a crime, however, which rarely fails of meeting with 
its proper punifhment, and when infli£ted with the 
utmoft rigour, is feldom compafllonated. 

This bufmefs was hardly adjured, when, in the mont6 
of Auguft, the admiral having information that fome 
veflelsi with ftores and artillery, had arrived at Civita 
Vecchia, he difpatched a detachment from his fleet in 
qtiefl: of them. On its arrival ofFthat port, the commodore 
demanded that the enemy's ihips and their cargoes ihould 
be immediately delivered tip, or that he would bombard 
the place. The (lores and cannon had been privately 
landed, and conveyedto the Spani(h army, before the ar« 
rival of the £ngli(h fquadron; and the governor, fearful, 
of its refentment, as foon as this breach of neutrality 
Ihould be difcovered, fent a courier to Ron;)e, for inftruc* 
tions how to a£l ; he returned with orders to in(i(l that the 
£ngli(h commodore and his (hips Ihould quit the coaft; 
and the Spaniards taking the advantage of a fair wind, 
and a dark night, na»de their efcape. The Engli(h com* 
mander, doubiy exafperated, (ird, at the haughty tone of . 
the court of Rome, and fecondly^ at the lois of an ex- 
pected pri^e, was abfolutely preparing to proceed to the 
•xtremities he had threatened, when admiial Mathews, 
at the interceilion and entreaty of the king of Sardinia^ 
who promifed to procure fatisfadion for this flagrant 
cQndudt on the part of the Pope, fent an order to the 
£ngli(h fquadron to retire, and rejoin him. 

The remainder of the admiral's* operations during this 
year, were confined to the afliftance he gave the king of 
Sardinia, in order to enable him to repulfe the Spaniards 
at Chateau Dauphine. In aid of that monarch's caufe, 
he Janded the greater part of his marines, and a confider* 
able number of cannon, at Villa Franca; by which 
iz^ans he fecured that important place from the enemy's 

* In the month of Aoguft 1743, ^ ^^ promoted to b^ admiril of 
the bliic* 

incurfions,. 
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incurfions, and totally prevented them from penetrating 
by that pafs during the remainder of the year. 

Early in the fuccecding fpring, the French cotirt, weary 
of having their own fleet, as well as that of their friends^ 
confined to the port of Toulon , fent M. de Court to take 
the command of their ihips, with orders to put to Tea at at} 
events, and fupport the Spaniards to the utmoft of his 
power, in cafe they fhould be attacked. The force of the 
united fqnadrons confided of twenty-eight fail of the line, 
and fix irigates. That under Mr. Mathews was* indeed, 
fomewhat Tuperior in point of numbers, but bad the dif- 
advantage of having feveral of its (hips in a very indiffe- 
rent (late of equipment, both with relped to men and th<» 
condition of the (hips themfelves, which had been a long 
time from England ; while on the other band, the French 
smd Spaniards were jufl come out of port, and in as good 
a (late for fervice as any fleet belonging to them th;^t 
ever went to fea. M. de Court arrived at Toulon in thp 
month of January ; and having hoifled hi$ flag on board 
the Terrible, of feventy-four guns, aifumed the command 
of the whole fleet. Admiral Mathews, about the fame 
time returned from Turin, whither he had gone 
to concert the meafures necefTary \o be puifuea ill 
carrying on the war. Having received information that 
the combined fleet wais adually preparing to put to fea, 
he ftationed a fufficient number of cruifers to look out, 
and give him the carlieft intelligence gf the enemy's piq- 
tions. On the 8tb of Febru^^ry*, O. S. he karned from 
fome of his (hips which rejoined him, that the combined 
fleets would put to fea pn the following day : he accord- 
ingly, with all the alacrity becoming a man of high fpin 
fit, made every poflible difpofition to receive or purlue 
them. 

The memorable adion which enfued, and which fornu 
fo prominent an eveqt iq the naval hiftory of Britain, b/. 
came long the fubjed of political difcu(Son and p^rty 
difpute ; and it is difficult, even at this remote perioo^ to 
collect the true caufe of the mifcaxriage, from thofe various

* We cannoty perhaps, do better than give the reader the feparatc 
accounts of thlsadion, publlfhed by the courts of England and France* 
We (hall add a few remarks on thefe, a mode of treating this event 
vhich may probablv be thought more fatisfadlorv, than it would be 
to give a laboured oetaii of it from ourfelves, which might be deemed 
by fome lefs authentic. 

'' Whitehall, March fit, 1 743-4- Lare laft night a courier ar« 
lived here with an account from admiral Matthews (dated the 29th 
of February, O. S. in Mahon hirbour) of what paflfed in the engage* 
aient near Toulon, between his majefly's fquadron under his com- 
mand, itid the combined fleeu of France and Spain, together with his 
.proceedings fubfequent thereto, which is in fubftance as follows : 

" That the Somerfet, Dragon, and Warwick joined the admiral 
the 3d inftant : on the 8th he received advice that three exprefles 
came to Toulon the day before, in a very {hort diflance of tii!ne, one 
after the other: he was likewife informed, that the conjund 
fleet would put to fea the next morning. Between three and four 
that afternoon, captain Marfli, of the Winchelfea, one of the (hips 
appointed to watch the conjun6l fleet's motions, made the iignal (or 
fome of the faid fleet being under fail; upon which he made the fignal 
for unmooring,' and puttin? the (hips in a condition for adion, which 
was done with the utmoR alacrity and expedition. In lefs than 
balf an hour they could fee feveral of them from their fhips; the 
iigiul was made by captain Marfh, before it was dark, for feeing nine- 
teen fail; and about two in the morning he fent the admiral word, 
that they had anchored again under Cape Sepet. As foon as it was 
day they faw thofe that came out the night before under fail, and in a 
very }ittle time the reft coming out, their number in all being tbirtyr 
four, "tht admiral then got under fail, the wind blowing very freui 
veflerly, expelling they would have come down to him ; but he foon 
found they nad no fuch intention, at leaft for that day, for they kept 
plying to winchvard, though there was all th«r appearance 01 dirty 
weather, and fome of the weathermoft (hips were, at night, hull -to. 
He therefore flood to and fro in the bay till night, and then an» 
chored, having left crqizers out to watch their motions ; during which 
the Warwick touched the ground, but by ftarting thirty tons of water, 
was got o(f a\>out nine that night, without any other damage. 

** That by break of day the next morning, our people'^ ^eing from 
the mad head fifteen (ail (the reft being hid by the ifjand of Por^ue* 
role) the admiral immediately got under weigh, having but little wind, 
and that at north, and made ^iT (he fail he could toget to them, they 
^Handing at the fame time towards tl^e Cnglifti fleet with a light bree^ 
-weftcrly. After an hpqr or two's calo^^ there fpruog up a fmall 
breeze e^fterly, by vhich means they neared each other; at the 
6a^ time the fioyne and Chich^flet appcare4 in P^bt from under 

t^vant 
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equal; although the French, in their account of the mat* 
tcr, wiih to imprefs ar| idea of their having been mani- 
feiily inferior ; but Mi^ Mathews had a referve of fix 

(hips 

Levant ifland, and the caflerly wind prevailing, they, and a tender 
with provifions from Mahon, foon joined the admiral, having had the 
good fortune to fail in with the land to the ea(iward> without which 
f iiey mud have fallen into the enemy's hands. The enemy brought 
to in a line of battle^ but for want of wind, and having a very ugly lea, 
it was night before the admiral could get near them, having had the 
Ognal out all day for the line of battle, winch was kept out for tome time 
alter it was night. At du(k he brought to, within a little more than 
three guns (Lot of them, and ordered the Kflex to lie a mile to leeward 
of him, and the Winchelfca a good mufket*s-fhot co leeward of the 
Elfcx, to watch their moiion^t, and make the proper Ggnals, as well aS(to 
(land after them in cafe they fliouid make fail ; that they were fo near 
he could count the enemy's fhips after the moon was down, but 
could not at the fame time ifee vice-admiral LeRock and his fquadron, 
he having brought to fo far to windward, that, when it was GLawning, 
and the admiral had made fail and the (ignal for the line of battle 
a-breaft, the vice*admiral was full five miles a^dern of him. The 
enemy alfo made fail, and went with iheir topfails, and fomctimes fet 
their forefails. 

'^ That about eleven the Royal Oak. and two tenders with provi- 
fions from Mahon, joined the fleet, having luckily fallen iQ(x> the 
caflward. 

*' That rear admiral Rowley led the van, but could never come 
near the French fquadron, as M de Court would fomctimes lie to at if 
be defjgned Haying for them ; btit when the Englifh drew near him he 
made fail again, till at laft he had Irft moft of the Spanifh fhips a good 
way a-f)crn of him. The admiral was then fully convinced he never 
^'ould come to a general engagement, but judged his dcfign was, by 
his way of a£bng, to draw him down the llreights^ About half an Ijcur 
after eleven, the admiral made the fignal for engaging, and foon after 
bore down upon the Spanifli admiral, ordering the IVIarlborough t» 
do the fame. - The aAton began about one: the Norfofk engaged O^n 
Alvarez (the Spanifh admiral's fecond) who foon bore away, and 
never fhortened fail whilfl they could fee her ; the refl of the admiral's 
iiivifjaa a»head engaged thofc of the enemy a-head; the Marlborough^ 
driving a little too near the admiral, obliged him to f^U bis fails, to pre- 
vent her coming on board him; that during the little time Mr! Mat- 
thews was cngaged^thc enemy greatly di fabled his mafls and tigging, and 
having but little wind and an ugly fwcrll, the mizen top-fail being handed 
to prevent the mi^fls and rigging tumbling about their ears, hindred tho 
crew from working.the fhip, though they reeved new braces t4iree fevetal 
tiroes; fb that he could not give the Marlboro' the affiflance capt. Corn« 
wall wanted, whofe behaviour is mentioned by Mr. Matthew^ to merit 
all*imaginabTe praife, and whofe unfortunate fate he greatly laments. 
The pncm^ were ^trcmely well fervcd with gunneri, the French 

^ ^ training 
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fliips of fifty guns, which were not put into the line, and 
might have iupplied the place of fuch as were difabied 
during the aAion. No perfon can doubt, but that^ 

owing 
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traioing up a great oambcr of them, and having exercifcd tbent 
at a mark for apwards of three months before the engagement. 
The Marlborough's main-maft was brought by the board as if it had 
been but a twig; and the admiral's main-maftand-his bow-fprit were 
ihot through and through, the former had only two flirouds to 
fnpport it, and all his top-mafts were wounded. The enemy fired 
chiefly at the mafts and rigging, for though the admiral engaged withia 
piftol (hot he had but nine men killed outright, and forty wounded* 
His captain's arm was (hot oiF the firft broadfide, and the Spanifli 
admiral's fliip, the Real, was totally difabied. When Mr. Matthewi 
attacked her fecond, (he foon bore away and made all the (ail flie had it 
in her power to fet ; he then made the iignal for the Ann galley 
fire(hip to burn the Real, but her commander was fo tedious in 
priming her, and in coming down, that the four (hips a-ftern got fo 
near her .as to prevent her fuccefs, and hj fome of their (hot, or 
fome other unlucky acddent, (he blew up (being then within ptftol- 
ihot, or lefs, of the Real) with her capuin andTevepal of her men, 
and alfo the Spanifli admiral's sreat launch full of men, which had 
been fent to prevent the fircihip from boarding him. The admiral 
waf himfelf at the (ame time within muflcet-fliot of the Real, and waa 
afterwards engagedi within lefs than muflcet-(bot, by the fame four 
Ihrps, which bad paflcd by Mr. Leflock, which (hips the rear of the 
admiral's divifion engaged, but at too great a diftance. 

** That (he Somerfet, Princefla, Dragon, Bedford, Kingflon, and 
Berwick engaged the reft of the Spaniards a-head; one (hip, of 
fixty euns, of the enemy's, fell into oor hands; and, during this 
time, M. de Court let rear-admiral Rowley come along fide orhim, 
when they had warm work for near three glaflcs, as had the PrinccCs 
Caroline; that afte^ that time M. de Court fet his forefail, and leFc 
Mr. Rowley, who was, then engaged by the French admiral's two fe« 
conds, but not for above twenty minutes before they went off. 
There were but three of the Frencn (hips engaged, the reft kept their 
%vind ini order to tack and weather us ; but our van keeping the 
wind of them, prevented their defigns taking place. The oi^t 
coming on, with little wind and a very great fwcU, hindered our im» 
proving the advantage we had got* The Barfleur had eighteen 
men killed and thirty wounded. 

*' That, notwithfianding the French tacked upon rear-admiral 
Rowley, they did not think proper to engage him ; they, however, 
retook the Spanifh (hip, it being impoflible to do any thing with her, 
as (be had not a maft ftanding, and as it was near dark and the whole 
French fquadron had tacked upon them. Thereupon captain Hawke, 
of the Berwick, left her, but could not get bis lieutenant and twenty- 
three men out of her, his firft lieutenant having done all be could to 
pcrfuide the men to ooit her, but in vain. 

« That 
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owing to Tome caufe or other, an opportunity was 
loft of giving the navy of France and Spain a very 
fignal and decifive blow. What that caufe wa«, ,wiU, 

perhaps. 
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" That about eight at niffht the adnanl ihifted hit fliip and hoificd 
hit flag on board the Ruflel, captaia Long, not canng ((hoald thers 
bean engagement the next morning) to ri{k the falling of all bis maAf* 
At breaK of day they law the enemy's fleet again to leeward of 
them, and found tbey bad towed the crippled {faips before the 
wind all night. The admiral chaced them again, the French lying la 
a line of battle to windward of the SpaniaroSj moft of them hnll-to; 
but as he drew near them they made fail, and left the difabled 
fixty gun (hip. The admiral then fent the Eflcx a head, and ordered 
captain Norris to burn the faid Spanifli (hip (not being able to fjMre 
any of his Cquadron to carry her to Minorca) which captain Norris did. 
She blew up about half an hour after nine at night, and there was 
great reafou to believe, if there bad been any wind the French 
would have left the Spanifli crippled ILips, as mod of ihem had fuScred 
greatly. ^ *^ 

*' That in the afternoon captain Watkins, of the Burford, joined 
the fleet; he bad been in Hiercs Bay the day before, where hearing ibe 
reports of guns, and feeing the fmoak, he made direflly.for it. 

** That at night the admiral brought-to that the flernmofl fiiipt 
might get up with biro : he faw the enemy again the next mornings 
but at a great diflance. 

** That after the admiral bad lofl fight of the enemy's fleet, and 
found all bis endeavours to rejoin them, or to procure intelligence of 
them,ineffe£hial, (they being gone, as he fuppofcd, down the Streights) 
he laboured for feveral days, againft contrary winds and florms, to get 
hack to the bay of Hieres. This however he found impra£licabie» 
and was obliged to put into Port Mahon, where he %iras at an anchor 
on the S9th paft, and propofed to get again out to fea the firfl mo- 
inent that the neccflarv re natations could be made of the damaget 
fuftained by feveral of ots fliips^ as well in the engagement with uie 
French ana Spanilh fleets, as in the conflant florms and foul weather 
he had fince met with. 

'* As tbe admiral bad not then bad bis returns from the (everal 
captains who were engaged, of the lofs they mifiht fuftain in tbe a£lioii« 
he wis not able to lend the particulars thereof bv this courier. 

** All that he mentions .upon that head, befides what is above, if, 
that the Marlborough lofl in the a^ion forty-three men, her captain 
and mafter included; bad ninety wounded, whp bad been fent to die 
hofpital in Minorca ; and thirty flightly wounded, who remained om 
board and would foon be able to do their duty.'* 

The French on their parts publilhed the following account, in which 
they appear to have been infltirnced by much more modefly than they 
ufually exhibit on fuch occa^ons. The expreffion printed in Italics 
defervei to be particularly noticed* 

-The 
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perhaps^ be afcertained with no little degree of precifion by 
ierioully and impartially confidering the charafters, and 
feferring to the condud, both of Mr. Mathews and Mr.

** The combined fquadron of France and Spain went out of the 
road of Toulon the 19th of February ; they were compofed, viz that 
of France of fifteen (hips of the linc» four frigates, and three fireihip's ; 
that of Spain of twelve (hips; four others having remained in the pore 
of TouIqo for want of failors. The wind was very favourable on the 
ftotb for going up to the £ngli(h| whofe fquadron confided of 45 (hips, 
thirty whereof were of the line; and eleven of three decks. We 
made ufe of the wind, but could not come up with them before night. 
They put out to fea, and the wind fell. The calm continued during 
the whole day of the 21ft, which we paffed, lying by in fight of one an- 
other. On the S2d the wind came favourable for the £ngli(h, who 
ranged themfelves in order of battle, to attack the two fqua* 
drons : they had the largeft (hips in the center and front. The Spa- 
niih fquadron, which (honld have formed the.avant guard, by the 
wind changing became the rear guard. The EngU/hdid not come up 
nvith all our line, or, to [peak more properly 1 did not iegin to attack till 
hettaeen twelve and one o'clock the Spani/b Jauadron and the center of the 
French, leaving the rear guard free, Matthews, with five of his largeft 
fliips of three decks, attacked the Real, and Rowley the Terrible, 
with three three- decked (hips of hisdivifion, but the fire of the French 
obliged him to retire. During the fight, which continued near three 
hours, M. de Court made a ugnal for his avant guard to tack about 
and fuccour the Spaniards; but as it was at fome didance, and the 
fmoak might not permit the fignal to be feeo, the Terrible, with hia 
divifion, came to fuccour the Real. This motion caufed the fight to 
ilacken, and compelled the Englifli to abandon the Spanifh fhrp Poder, 
which had been obliged to furrender, being entirely difmafled. The 
Englifh kept off as far as they could, witnout daring to follow the 
Real and toe other Spanifh fhipi, although many of them had been 
damaged in their ma{li,and cfpecially the Real, the general commander 
of which had received two flight wounds, and the captain being mortally 
wounded. The fight continued till half an hour after five, and the 
refl of the day, as well as during the follqwing night the fquadron of 
France covered that of Spain, and fent carpenters and caulkers to the 
Real to repair her. On the fi3d, at day break, M. de Court, upon the 
noife of cannon, which he beard, went and delivered the Spanifh fhfp, 
the Herculei, from three Englifh fhips, amongft which fhe had fallen 
in the night, believing them to have been of her own fquadron. The 
French employed the reft of the morning in taking between three and 
four hundred Spaniards out of the Podcr ; there were alfo ten or twelve 
Englifh who had got into her to work her. They fet fire to her, and 
towards night fhe blew up in the air and funk. About noon tbe 
Englifh appeared in order of battle, but very far off. We waited for 
them, and it wag all we could do, becaufe they were to windwafd.

Leflock, as well during the former part of their liveSi as 
their reciprocal behaviour to each other^ while they were 
thus, unfortunately for ihe nation , connedled in com- 
mand. 

To return, however, for the prefent to fimple nar- 
rative, the admiral, whea all hopes of bringing the enemy 
again to a£lion was at an end, put into Mahon, where 
ne refitted his (hips ; and having propofed fome queries 
to vice-admiral Lcftock, relative to his conduft in the late 
a£Uon, which that gentleman did not anfwcr to his 
fatisfa<9ion, he thought proper to fufpend him from his 
command, and fend him to England, on board the Saliiburvy 
preferring at the fame time a fpecific charge of mifcon- 
du£l on trie foregoing occafion. The neceffary repairs 
of his fhips being completed, Mr. Mathews put to fea, 
in the hope of meeting the enemy once more, and obtain- 
ing fome advantage Icfs equi^rocal than his la(l. In this 
wilh he was unhappily dilappointed ; but he neverthelefs 
continued to exert himfelf to^he utmod while he retained 
his command, and to do every thing that could be expeSed 

fliips of their fquadron, which were engaged. M. de Court conflantly 
covered the Spanifli fquadron, not only ia the night between the S3d 
and 84th, but 'like wife all the day, during which a very cold N. E. 
wind aroic, and obliged the comuincd fquadrons to retire towacds the 
coafls of Catalonia. They kept together and in readinefs till night ; when 
the general lay-to, and made ugnals by firing of cannon, (hewing 
lighii, for the oihen to do the fame. The French (hips perceived it, 
but the Spaniards followed their courfe, the St. £li£abeth towing the 
^al. We faw them the day following before Barcelona, and nave 
.not fince had any farther account of them, though feveral frigates were 
fent to fee after them. We arc however fully perfuadea that the 
£ngli(h did not chafe them, and that they have not taken any (hip of 
cheiri except the Poder, which they abandoned. M. de Court adds 
fome particulars in praife of the Spaniards; and (ini(hes by referring 
to the relation, which will be fent by their admiral, D. Jean Jofeph 
Navarro, whofe valour and courage he praifes extremely, aa well as 
chat of all the captains of bis fquadron.

from an a£tive and ent^rizingofficer, to diflrers the ene« 
mies of his country, fie was very fucccfsful in one or 
two fmall expeditions which he proje£led and caufed to 
1)e carried into execution, by detachments from his fleet, 
but thefe will be hereafter with more propriety enlai^d 
upon, in our account of the feveral officers who com* 
manded them* 

Mr. Leftocki on his arrival in England, thought proper, 
in excufe for his own conduA to recriminate, and prefer, on 
his part, a charge againft his commander-in-chief, to the 
following ttk& : ** that the night before the engagement, he 
brought to, in obedience to the admiral's ni^ht iignal ; but 
at break of day, by reafon of the wind's (hifting, and the 
indraught of the tides, he found himfelf at a greater dif- 
tance from the main body than he expe&ed ; that about 
eight he had an account from the admiral, by Mr. Jafper, 
his iirfl lieutenant, that he would lay by till he could join 
him with his divifion, in pUice whereot the admiral made 
more fail, and fent lieutenant Knowles to order him to 
do the fame, though he had then crowded all he could 
^arry ; that he did all he poflibly could to get up with the 
fternmoft of the Spanifli fauadron, and even fired a broad- 
fide at the Ifajbella, being the hindmoft, but could not pre* 
Vent her going a-head of him ; that he did all that lay in 
his power to affift the admiral, whofe rajbnffs znd precipi^ 
tatlon in engaging the enemy before the line <f battle was 
formed, contrary to the rules of war, and the practice of 
our beft admirals, rendered his attempts to fuccourand 
fupport him fruitlefs; that this conduct in Mr. Mathews 
was the more inexcufable, as he was under no neceffity of 
hurrying on the a^ion, fince, by the difpofition of the 
French and Spanifli admirals, // plainly appeared they were 
refohed to fight • That it was unaccountable the admiral 
ihould take fuch precautions not to let the enemy efcape 
us, when our fleet was not formed in order of battle, and 
they lay prepared for us before the engagement; and 
though we had the advantage of difabling (ome of their 
ihips, and burning another, became of a fudden more 
cautious, by bringing to in order of battle at a much 
ereater diftance, without fending out any cruifers to ob« 
lerve their motions; therefore the fole mifcarriage was 
chargeable on the admiral, who, by his imprudence in 
£ghting at firft at fuch a iKfadvantagC) had endangered 

ihp 
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th^ whole fleet entrufted to hiscommand ; and after, by a 
quite contrary conduS^ fuifered the enemy to efcape out 
of his hands.*' 

This mifcarriage, which men of all parties felt, foon 
excited a national clamour, not to be appealed but by 
fome facrifice ; as a preliminary flep to it, in confequence 
of Mr. Leflock's recrimination Mr. Mathews was rep- 
ealled, and travelling through Germany and Holland, ar- 
rived in England about the end of September. On the 
meeting of parliament an enquiry was inftituted, and the 
houfe of commons imanimoufly came to the following 
xefolution, the truth and propriety of which, confidered 
generally, no man in the world can deny. " That as it 
evidently appeared to them, that the combined fquadrons 
were inferior to his majefty's fleet at the time of the en-» 
gagement, the mifcarriage of that adlion created a gene-* 
ral reflexion on the honour of his majefty's arms, stnd 
was equally detrimental to the national intereft, which 
muft be owing to the mifcondu£t and behaviour oifome of 
the commanders and officers of the fleet,'' 

This refolve being pafled, they immediately addreflled 
his majedy, praying *^ that he would be pleafed to appoint 
immemately, courts martial, to enquire into the condud: 
of admiral Matl^ews, vice-admiral Leftock, the captains 
Burriih, Norris, Williams, Ambrofe, Dilkes, and Frog- 
more, with the four lieutenants of the Dorfetfliire, in or- 
der to bring a condign puniihment on thofe whofe mif- 
condu£l had brought this difcredit on his arms, facrificed 
the honour of the nation, and trifled away an opportunity 
of importantly ferving the common caufe." Mr. Ma- 
thews and Mr. Leftock, being both members of the houfe 
of commons, were firft heard in their places, as is cufto- 
mary ; but although feveral witnefles were examined, it 
was not thought the truth could be fo well inveftigated by 
any other means as by a court-martial, to which deciiion 
the matter was finally referred. 

Owing to the time it required to coUe£t the muMtudfe 
of witnenes necelfary to the inveftigation of fo intricate 
an affair, and the greater part of thefe being, at the time 
their tefltmony was wanted, employed on fervice in a dif- 
tant part of the world; the nation alfp being de^ly en* 
jp^ in a war, which rendered it extremely difficult to 

call. 
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call them home, as well as to collet a fufficient numbef 
of members totally unconnefted with the parties and thtf* 
adion alluded to, the trials did not commence till the 
month of OSober 1 745. Sir Chaloner Ogle being nomi- 
nated the prefident, this eniiuiry was at la(l entered into, 
and after a long as well as tedious invcftigation * Mr. 
Leftock was honourably acquitted, and Mrr Mathews de- 
clared incapable of holding any farther employment in 
his majefty s fervice! 

This fentence, however it might calm the ftern ftvcre 
countenance of unrelenting juilice, was by no means? 
equally fortunate in appeafing the tumult of popular 
opinion. The people, elpecially that part unacquainted 
with the rules and laws of the fervice, inquired for the 
perfon who had acquitted himfelf beft in the fplendid, 
brilliant, and ever favourite chara£ter of a gallant man. 
When they found their commander-in-chief aflively and 
mod fpiritedly engaged in the center of their foes, and 
when they fearched in vain to difcover the admiral of a fqua^ 
dron, under that commander, in the fame fituation> when 
they were'told that, while the firft was bravely employed 
in the manner juft mentioned, the latter was not even within 
gun-fliot, when they heard Mr. Mathews himfelf com- 
plain of being unfupported, of being left a facrifice to the 
private refentment of an individual, and above all, of being 
deprived, by that conduS, of bringing into a BritiQi port 
the Spanifh admiral Navarro in a fhip mounting one 
hundred and ten guns, they felt the immediate rmpuife of 
.a generous indignation; and ihofe who were not fevere 
and violent enough to condemn the juftice of the courts 
were obliged to be content with confeffing, that the code 
of naval difcipline was what they did not underftandt.

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On whatever ground the members who formed this 
court founded their decifion, it certainly was not upon any 
part of the charge exhibited by Mr. Leftock ; that gentle- 
man thought proper to make raHmefs and precipitation 
the firft articles of It ; and in proof of them he urged, that 
Mr. Mathews engaged before his line was properly 
formed : to this we anfwer, firft, that if the commander- 
in-chief had waited till that had been efFedled, no a£tion 
whatever would have taken place, and the terms, want of 
fpirit and cowardice might, with the greateft jufticc, have 
fupplied the place of the lefs ignoble charge his antagonift 
had the hardlnefs to make. Mr. Leftock in his charge 
takes occafion to obferve, that Mr, Mathews was under no 
neceflity of hurrying on the a£tion, as it plainly appeared 
by the enemy's difpofition that they were refolved to fight. 
The account given by Mr. Mathews, the truth of which 
has never been difputed by any perfon, Mr. Leftock ex- 
cepted, contradids this ohlervation in dircSt and pofitive 
terms. ** Rear-admiral Rowley (fays he) Ud the van but 
could nei)er come near the French Jquadr on ^ as M. Di Court 
XVouJd fometimes lay-to as if he dejigned Jlaving for them ; but 
when they drew near him he made fall again y till at loft he had 
left mofi of the Spanijhjhips a good way a-ftem^ fo that THE 

ADMIRAL WAS FULLY CONVINCED HE WOULD NEVER 
COME TO A GENERAL ENGAGEMENT, hut judged his di- 

jign was to draw him down the Jlreights ;** if, therefore, 
Mr. Mathews is to be credited, he had no probable chance 
of bringing them fairly to adion but by bearing down and 
engaging the enemy with fuch fliips as were near him, in 
the hope of ftopping them till the reft of the fleet, particu- 
larly Mr. Leftock's divifion, came up. The propriety of 
this meafure has been repeatedly jufiified by the former as 
well as the fubfequent condudl of fomc of the ableft and 
braveft naval commanders Britain ever knew *,and the mod 

brilliant

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brilliant viftorles and fucceffes have crowned their intre- 
pidity. We (hall defer giving any opinion on the charge 
preferred by Mr. Mathews againft the vice- admiral, till 
we come to give an account of that gentleman. 

Much ftrefs has been laid by the enemies of Mr. Ma- 
thews on his former condud and private behaviour to 
Mr. Leflocky as if, even admitting for a moment that to 
b^ve been improper, it could in the fmalleft degree have 
juftified any breach of public conduA in the latter. Mr. 
Mathews is faid to have been auftere, haughty and impe- 
rious, when in faft he was nothing worfe than a ftrift 
difciplinarian, a rigid obferver of forms, and a maawho, 
when in a fubordinate (lation, as he had always paid 
the utmoft obedience to command, fo he now juftly 
thought he had every reafon to expeA and infifl on a fimilar 
conduct in thofe whoaded in a fubordinate ftation under 
hifn. His prid^ was not that of a^ vain upflart, ridiculoufly 
puffed up by an unexpected exaltation to an high national 
truft, but of a man who entertained a proper lenfe of his 
oWn dignity and command ; mod feelingly alive to every 
flight and infult which he did not confider as merely per- 
fonal to him, for that, perhaps, he might have forgiven, 
but as indignity offered to his ftation and an injury to the 
fcrvicc of his country. 

His gallantry has never been queftioned, even by his 
btitercft enemies: and the heavieft charge they were ever 
able to adduce againfl him was, that ne underflood the 
pradical part of his duty better than the theory of it ; or, . 
in plainer Englifli, that he himfelf knew better how to 
fight than to command others to do the fame. Moft hif* 
torians, in their obfervations on the foregoing tranfadion, 
jemark, that however Mr. Mathews might on fbme ac- 
counts merit cenfurc,the condud of Mr. Leflock certainly 
demanded an heavier punifliment. Each perfon may 
affume to himfelf a privilege, which afTuredly is undeni- 
able, of judging for him in all controveriies of this n^turo^ 
that depend in the fmalleft degree on opinion ; but cer«

tainly all perfons muft unite in the fame judgement on the 
condud of a man who fuiFers private animofity to influ* 
ence his public conduct eveti for a moment. 

Thofe who have been ingenious in inveftigating firft 
caufes, have felicitated themfelves on proclaiming to the 
world the caufe of this unfortunate diiagreement. This 
developement is rather an injury to the charader of Mr* 
LeAock, forit deprives him of every private virtue, as his 
condii A in the line of his profeflion nad, in the opinion of 
many^ bereft him of every public one. His motives, fuch 
as they are, which are given us on this occafion, are, with 
more propriety, transferred to our account of his life. 
As to Mr. Mathews he pafled the fbort remainder of his 
days in peaceable retirement, and died at lad confido'ed^ 
by mod people, as entitled to their honourable compaffion, 
which is the tribute in degree next valuable to regret and 
public applaufe. The time of his death is not predfely 
Known, but is faid to have happened fome time in the year 

1751- 
MEADEI, Thomas,— entered into the navy before the 

revolution, and was, in 1^92, appointed firft lieutenant -of 
the IfUmley Cadle, of fifty-fix guns. After this time wn 
hear nothing of him till hs^ving accompanied c<>mmod(»re 
Walker to the Weft Indies, he was, on the 3d of Ja- 
nuary 1703, by him promoted ta the command 
of the Buriord, as his captain, and on his return foon 
afterwards to England, captain Meade was removed into 
fome other fhip. We do not find any fiirther mentioa 
made of this gentleman till the year 1707, when his name 
appears as one of the court-martial aflembled on board 
the Albemarle, in Portfmouth harbour, for the trial of fir 
Thomas Hardy. As no notice is ever taken of him after 
this time, it is moft likely he quitted the fervice before 
the death of queen Anne, and not improbably foon after 
the year sibove-mentioned. He died in England fome- 
time in the year 1740. 

MIG HELLS, Jofiah, — was a collateral defcendant of 
the fame (lock with vice< admiral James Mighells, whofe 
grandfather was a merchant of eminence at Loweftofie^ 
in the county of Suffolk, about the time of queen Eliza* 
beth. Having, as well as his brave relation, entered into 
the royal navy at a very early age, he was, about the year 

Vo'L. IIL S 1693, 
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1693^ appointed third lieutenant of the Vanguard, a fecond 
fate. In 1696 we find him firft lieutenant of the Nor- 
wich of fifty guns ; lM)th thefe fhips were, during thofe 
years^ attached to the mam or channel fleet.. He 
continnedl to ferve» with much reputationi^ in this (lation 
during the wslt and a part of the enfuing peace, and was,^ 
on the 31ft of March 17^, Very juftiy promoted to the 
command of the Flamborough frigate. 

In this veflel he immediatehc afterwards accompanied 
& Cloudefley Shovel to the ^^iterranean,, and was, in 
the month 01 Ofiober detached^ by the commander-in* 
•chiefs together with the Pembroke, Exeter, Tartar frigate, 
aiid one fireflifp, ta Tunis and Tripoli, under orders to 
renew the treaties of peace with thofe governments^ and 
to pnxAaed from thence to Scandaroon to join comnuxfore- 
Jbmp^r, with whom he returned to England in the month 
fS( oiBCember* in what manner he w» employed duringi 
the following year does not. appear; but in XJF05 we find* 
him capuin of the Triton Prize^ a frigate 01 thnrty^ guns 
ftattoned in the Channel. He was. not long after this 
appointed to the Lizard^ another frigate empibyed in tHe'^ 
ftene line ol (ervice ; in which he appears to have had no!^ 
^opportunity of acquiring either wealth 01 fame* He died 
OB board thjs veuel m King Road near Briftol, oti the 
3foth of Auguft 1 707 \ and was buried in IHU church. He 
Ufi behind htm three &)Q0, who all died about the year 
1^710. ' 

MORDAUNT, HoRv Henry,. — was. the younger Iba 
of the welt-known Charfes,. third earl of Peterborough,, of 
whofe fiimily we (hall give fome account in our memoirs^ 
cf that brave and dtftingirHhed chaca^r. This gentle* 
man entered very early in life into the navy, and was ap^^^ 
pointed a lieutenant, not at (b early an age that his.- 
High rank might have been fuppofed to have in any 
degree aided his promotion, but after a meritorious fervic* 
and exemplary di&harge of his duty in that ftatioaj. for ' 
£everal years. He was ^hofen,. about the year 1695, re**, 
jpirefentative in parliament for Brackley ; about whicn time. 
vft alfi> believe he received his firft commifliaa a& lieute- . 
nant. 

He was not advanced to a command in the navy tilt 
tfie 9tb of April 1703^ being then %>pointed t&ihe iCfarjr 

galley. 
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gilley* We do not, till 1706, find any farther mention 
irtade of him, even by thofe ♦ whom wc may naturally fup- 
pofe to have made the ftriaeft enquiry relative to the par- 
ticulars of his life. In the laft-mentioned year he com^.^ 
Inanded the Refolutibn, of Seventy guns, a Ihio which He 
defended foon afterwards with a courage well Worthy of 
a veflH fo named, and perfeSly befitting a perfon of Co 
gallant a temper and turn of mind. On the 19th of^

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lona to Genoa, having hi« father the earl of Peterborough- 
en board as a paflenger, together with a gentleman 
who had been juft before appointed, by his Catholic 
majefty, envoy to the duke of Savoy, he unhappily 
fell in with a fquadron of fix French fhips of the line, 
all clean and ii) the beft condition for fervice, being newly 
come out of Toulon. The earl made his efcape, as is 
flated in the account given by authority, and a molt fpirited 
tacounter, though againft a lorce fo very unequal immedi- 
ately took place, for the particulars of which we refer to the 
lame very circumflantial relation. Captain Mordaunt, in 
confequence of his wound, which proved much more 
dangerous than was at firfl apprehended, found it necef- 
fary to retire from the fervice till his cure ihould be 
cffefted. He was prevented from ever returning to it by 
a premature death, which happened at Bath on the 24th 
of February 17 10. 

:? Boyer has taken more than ordinary pains in defcrib«^ 
ing this unhappy event, and delineating the charader of 
this truly noole perfon. " On the 24th of February . 
fCzys he) ihe honourable captain Mordaunt, fecond fon to 
Charles, e^rl of Peterborough and Monmouth, after he had 
languiflied for feveral days, died of the fmall pox, a dif- 
tcmper that became this year very fatal to feveral illuf- 
trious and worthy perfons. This gentle'man ha4 the 
command of a company of foot in his uncle lieutenant*^ 
geeeral Mordaunt's regiment ; and having been alfo bred 
t0vthe fea-fervice, he diftinguifhed himfelf there upon 
feveral occafions, particularly in the year 1707, when, 
being captain of the Refolution man of war, and having 
on board the earj, his farther,, bound from Barcelona to 
Genoa, with whom failed the Enterprize and Milford 
Haven (frigates) they fell in with fix large French men of . 
war, juft come out of Toulon. The earl, who had no 
bufinefs to fight there, went On board the Enterprize, and 
got fafe to Leghorn. The Milford Haven alfo efcaped ; 
but the' Refolution' maintained a fight, with the enemy's 
fquadron, from fix in the morning til! three in the after- ' 
noon, wth wonderful bravery ; when the captain feeing, at 
laft, there was no poffibility of getting clear, raa his fliip 
on fliore and burnt her/ He himfelf having been wounded 
ill the dii^y the earl, his father, as foon as he was able to 

t travel. 
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tnnrd, procured hitn a pafs to fetum home through France. 
This noble commander haviric: fufTered much in the length 
of his cure, defigned to go to ^a again, but was prevented 
by death, as aforefaid, and was as much lamented as any 
young gentleman of his time, being highly* and juftly 
efteenned for his valour, aflfability, temperance, and other 
virtues," 

An anonymous heraldic author ms^kes the following 
very honourable mention of him. ** Henry, fecond 
fon of Charles earl of Peterborough, was a gentleman of 
fingular accompliihments, and of an affable and generous 
difpofition, by which he had procured himfelf a general 
efleem, both as a member of the common's houfe, and a 
commander in her majefty's navy, where he had ferved 
with fome diftindion ; and had undoubtedly appeared A 
future ornament to his country, had not death taken him 
in the bloom of life, fome days before his brother, with this 
differing circumftance, of more regret, that he left no 
children behind him, being never married." We cannot 
but regret the fudden and remarkable death of thofe t^^'o 
gentlemen in fo fhort a fpace of time, and by the like fa* 
tal diftemper, both as an unfpeakable grief to their noble 
relations, and a very unhappy lofs to their country. 

PARTINGTON, Henry, — entered into the navy foon 
after the revolution : and in the month of March 1693, 
was appointed third lieutenant of the Stirling Caftle, a 
third fate of feventy guns, belonging to the main fleet. 
We have no other particulars relative to his fervice till 
the 26th of O&ober X703, when he was promoted to the 
comm&tnd of the Anglefea. We know nothing farther of 
him till the latter end of the year 1706, when we find him 
to have been mulded fix month's pay bythe fentence of a 
court-martial held on him, in the river Thames, for what 
is generally called irregular condud, on the latjh ot- No- 
vember. As we find no mention whatever made of him 
we prefume him tc'have held no tronimiffion after this 
time. He is faid to have died on half-pay, upon the 30th 
pf January 1737. 

PUDn £R, Humphrey. -« The firft information we 
have of this gentleman is, that he was appointed fecond 
lieutenant of the Royal Oak, a third rate of feventy-fix 
gansp about the year 1695. Whether be held any com- 
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inifliafi MiriMs t6 chit it not known ; net have we any 
JFarther tniornuitiott conceniiAg him till 1703* when w^ 
indliimi on the loth of July, pifenoted to the cmnmand 
of the Experiment, The fiift jreart of his fervice. after 
(is profifiotion to the ^k of captain, paflfed on in the 
fame teinoticed routine which ob(curea the private hiftory 
of a multitude of worthy and brave individuals. We 
hear nothing of him till the year 1708, when we find him 
captain of the Severn, of fifty guns, one of the fquadron 
pn the Jamaica ftation under tiK command of commodore 
Wager ** He there eminently fignalifed himfelf as a very 
phlc and diligent officer, durinc a very long and tedious 
fizuon off Porto Bello, to watch the galleons t ; and to his 
very great attention to this duty, as well as his unremitted 
exertions in procuring the neceflary information, the com- 
modore, as he himfelf was candid and honourable enough 
|o admit, was principally indebted for his fuccefs* 

In the month of July we find him one of the members 
pf the court-martial held on board the Expedition, at 
Port Royal, for the trials of the captains orid^ and 
Windfor. I^Toihing material is mentioned as having oc* 
Curred during the time he continued in the Weft Indies^ 
from whence he returned fome time in the year 1709^ 
His (hip being refitted, we find him, in the month of 
September 17^0, ftill in the fame command, and em* 
ployed, under the orders of captain Aldred, in the Roche- 
ller, in the attacks of the French fettlements on the coaft 
of Newfoundland ^. After this fuccefs he was immedi- 
ately ordered for the Mediterranean, as a convoy for tho 
(hips belonging to the fifhery deftined for that part of the 
world. On his arrival there, he put himfelf, as inftrufied» 
under the consmand of fir John Norris, the admiral-in- 
chief on that ftation, and foon met jvith a frefli and more

hitherto pernaps offered itfelf to tiim^ 

Captain Piianer^eing, on the a2d of March 171Q-TI;, 
ih the bay of Vado, with the Lion and Lyme, cruifing ot 
and 00 at fome diftaoce from the fleet, which lay at anchof 
within them, thc^ got iigbt of four large ihips belonging 
to the enemy, of which they apprifed the admiral by fig- 
nal| who os^ered thecn to chace, and fent the Naflaii and 
Exeter to fupport them. Before, however^ the latte;r 
ihips could get tipi a defpetate a&ion comnieinced, which 
contiriued two hours, during Which the Severn was coa%- 
pletely difabkd, and obliged to put back, havinff had 
three and twenty of her people killed and wounded, the 
^eater part of them daogerouil^ *. No. mention is ever 
made or captain Pudner after this time ; and as we do not 
even find his name inferted as commander of any of thp 
(hips put in commiifion during this or any of the fuc- 
ceeding reigns, it is moft probable he i}uitted the fervicis 
foon after* He died at Canterbury, where he had lived ia 
retirement many years, on the 3odi <tf November 1753* 
having attained a very^advanced age* 

RAYMOND, fiaymont, or B^umonty— mu anotber 
gentieman who had entered into the navy previous to the 
revolution; and after ferving no.inconfiderable tiote in a 
fdx)rdinalB ftation, was, alMUt the latter end of the year 
1692, appointed third lieutenant of the Captain, a tniid 
sate, of leventy guns^ from which (hip we find him re* 
moved, in the year 1695, to the (ame ftation on board the 
$U Andrew, a fecond mte. We do not find any other 
snention maide of him till the 21ft of January 1703, when 
he was. appointed captain of the Mortar Bomb. This 
veflel waa one of thole unhappily 1<^ in that tremendous 
hurricane, called, to diijtinguiih it particularly from all 
others, the Great Storm, v^ich happened in the mon^ 
of November following* Lediard, Campbell, and all 
other naval hiflofians, have erroneoufly ftated the captabp, 
as well as the whole crew, to have periflied. Thus have 
ihey prqgceiEveiy, relying on the authenticity of each

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other^s information, continued to propagate a miftake 
which, as general hiftorians, they were not very likely to 
difcover. That it is a miAake, we fliall prefently (hew, 
captain Raymond's life having been preierved, by fome 
means or other unknown to us, for we ihall prefently 
ihew he furvived the dreadful misfortune which befel 
his (hip, on that occafioni many years. 

We do not, however, find any particular mention made 
of him after this time till the ye^r 1710, when he com- 
manded the Exeter, of fixf y guns, one of the Mediterra- 
nean fleet under the command of fir John Norris. Being 
ordered by that admiral to flip and purfue fome French 
fhips of war, difcovered in the offing by captain Pudner, 
in the Scfvern, and other cruifmg fhips, as already 
related in our account of that gentleman, he obeyed that 
order with the utmofl alacrity, and appears to have en* 
gaged, with much fpirit, for upwards of two hours, one 
of the French fliips, which afterwards proved to be the Pem- 
broke, formerly taken from the Engli m . The Exeter had by 
this time fuftained fo much injury in the encounter, that 
captain Raymond is faid to have quitted this antagonid; 
but the accoimt publiftied in the Gazette, aflerts only 
that the Pembroke made a running fight, and at laft got 
into the port of Spezza. He was fentenced, by a court- 
martial held on him, in Barcelona road, on the loth of 
July 1 710, to forfeit three month's pay, for what was 
called, in the minutes, an error in judgment ; whether in 
confequence of his condud on this occaflon, or any other 

Eart of his fubfequent behaviour, is not itated. We 
elieve him to have quitted the king's fervice foon after 
the acceflion of George the Firft*, and to have entered 
into that of the South Sea Company, one of whofe fliips^ 
called the Prince, he died captam of, at Vera Cruz, in the 
month of May 1718. 

RICH, fir Charles. — ^We find no mention made of 
tiiis gentleman in the^ naval fervice t till his appcMhtment,

RIDDLE, Walter. — ^Our firft certain acquaintance 
with this gentleman's hiftory commences with his ap- 
pointment to be captain of the Mermaid, on the 21ft rf 

fioners of the admiralty, and ferved in feveral parliaments during t6e 
reign of king William, for Dunwich. The fomily of Rich ii of great 
•ntiqnicy ; they are faid to have been originally of Hampfliire, wheie 
John Le Rich, of Rich*s Place, flourifhed about the time of Edward 
the Second. Robert I.e Rich was his fon and heir, living in the reign 
of Edward ibe /third, and who left ifTue, John Le Rich, of Rich*i 
Place, whe wai alive the 13th of Henry the Fourth; he had two 
foDS, Richard and William. Richard Rich, of London, el^uire* 
fon of the gentleman laft mentioned, was buried in St. LawrencePa 
church, London, the fecond year of Henry the Fifth. 

The firft of this family we find mentioned by fir William Dugdalc* 
tras Richard Rich, fon of the above named Richard Rich. He exe- 
cuted the office of flierifTof London in the year 1441, being the fioth 
of Henry the Sixth, and founded an aims^houfc at Hodcfdon, in the 
county of Hertford; which Richard dyin^ in the year 1469, left iifiid 
John, and be a fon named Thomas. This Thomas was the father of 
Richard, who by degrees, enjoyins fundry eminent employments, ar- 
rived at length to great wealth and honour. On the fi4th ofHenry 
the Eighth, he obtained the office of attorney-general of Walea ; and 
in the next year was conflituted the king's folicitor-grneral. Upon 
the diflblutioQ of monafleries, he was made chancellor of the Court of 
Augmentation, by which he acauired divers lands and manors. On 
the death of Henry the Eighth, ne was appointed one of the afliftanta 
to his executors in matters of great conlequence ; and in the firft of 
£dward the Sixth, being advanced to the dienity of a baron of Eng- 
land, bv the title of Lord Rich, waa (oon after confiituted lord high 
chancellor. 

His erandfon Robert was, in the s6th of James tbe Firft, created 
earl of Warwick. His uncle, Edwin Rich, third fon of Robert, fe- 
cond lord Rich, was knighted during the Cadiz voyage. His fourth 
fon, Charles Rich, of Mul barton, in Norfolk, was created a baronet, 
in the 27th of Charles the Second, with remainder to Robert Rich, 
of Slowdon, in Eflex, elq. fecond fon of colonel Nathanie] Rich, ojf 
tK? lame place } which Robert we have already noticed aa the father 
of ^ Charles, of who« we itf» about to (jpeak. • 
. December 
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December 1703* We have, indoedy a fmall memonui- 
dum, which aflerts he was, in the year 1795V promoted 
to be fecond lieutenant of the Chichefter, of feveoty ffm^ 
but although it 15 highly probable he fervcd in the above- 
luentiooed rank, even befoitf that time, the evidence 
before U6 !£ not fuificient to warrant our pofitively avert- 
ing it. 

The firft part of his (ervice, as a naval commander, 
wa$ as barren of incident as poflible; the veflels to which 
lie was, from time to time, appointed, were of inconfider* 
able force, and their employments, as well as peculiar 
ilations, equally infignificant • We do not find any mention 
made of him till the year 1706, when he comoumded the 
Ifabella yacht, ordered with fir Cloudefley Shovel, and the 
fleet under hiscommand, to the Mediterranean ; it being, 
at that time of day, alvrays cuftoouiry to fend a velfel or 
iwD of that defcrintion with all great naval armaments, 
tf> which, indepencuint of the purpofes of ftate and pa- 
geantry, which probably firft gave rife to their equipment 
en fiich occafions, they ufually finrved as fcouts and advice 
boatfe, being in general prime failerSr 

He returned with his giaUant adtoiral in the month of 
0£lober 170^, but happily without being involved in that 
l^at and national misfortune whidi befdThim and fo manjr 
<if his brave compatiions. His diligence and faidefii* 
tigable attention to his duty and the fervice, while em- 
pbyed in a Ration fo humble and diftreffing to n man of 
an enterprifing turn of mind, procured him to be pro* 
moted, foon after his retufn, to the Falmouth, of fiftf 

Ems. About the latter end of the year 1708, he was or- 
red for Mew England ; and, when on his voyage home- 
ward, in the month of May 1709, with a number of 
ihips under his convoy, fignaliied himfelf in fo diftin- 
guifhed a manner, on oeing attacked by a French ihip of 
war of much fuperior Crnce, thut we fcarcdy ktiow Whe-r 
ther moft to ^plaud his intrepidity and good condud 
itfelf, or fo ivjoice at th^ unalloyed fuccefii wbkJi at« 
tended it*.

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fey. The ftations on which he was employed, and the 
quality of the veflels which for a number of years he com-t- 
jmanded, were fuch as prevented him from having the 
fmalleft opportunity of diftinguifhing himfelf. His rife 
in the line of fervice, to whatever caufe it mig^t be ow* ^ 
ing, was wonderfully flow; for in the year 1710 he had 
no higher command than that of the Seaford, a fmall 
frigate, Rationed as a. cruifer in the Irifli Sea. The 
remainder of his appointments are as little diftinguifli* 
able ; and though we believe him to have been often com- 
jxiiflioned during the almoft annual naval equipments in 
the reign of George the Firfl, yet as none of thtoi appear 
to have been fhips of the line, no mention whatever it 
' made of him till the year 1727, when he was appoiated 
to command the Naifau of feventy guns, as fucceflbr 
to captain Morris, or Maurice, who had juft before 
been proipoted to the rank of a flag-officer. He ac- 
companied fir John Norris to the Baltic, during the en- 
fuing fummer; and on his return to England, quitted the 
Naliau, and, in all probability, retired from the fexvice, 
as we have no prooi of his having received any commif*- 
fion afterwards. He died on the 24th of O&ooer 1729.' 
SAINT LOE, Edward*, — is no where mentioned till 
he was appointed, on the 9th of September 1703, cap- 
tain of the Pendennis. This gentleman, among thofe 
who have had the misfortune to be leall didinguiihed, 
has laboured under the fame difadvantage, and even in a 
fuperior degree, during the firfl years of his fervice. 
No man, however, appears to have more deferved the 
good opinion of his countrymen, the efteem of thofe with 
whom he ferved, and the applaufe of his fuperiors in 
command, than himfelf. Care> diligence, attention, and 
a£tivity, were all eminently didineuifliable in hiscondud; 
and nothing appears wanting to the chara£):er of a great 
man, but the oppormnity of acquiring that celebrity un^ 
fortunately fo neceflary to the perfect completion of it. 

The firft notice we find taken of him is in the year 
Z720, at which time he was captain of the Prince rre^ 
deric, under rear-admiral Hofier, who was juft before ap-

point<Nl 
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fointed third in command of the fleet fent under fir John 
f orris to the Baltic. He ferved on the fame ftation dur- 
ing the expedition iniysi^andunderthefameadmiral. In 
the montn of April 172^, he was appointed to the North* 
umberland> in which ihip he continued during the two 
following years, but without being employed on any 
memorable fervice. In 1726 he was commiflioned to 
the Supexbe, and ordered for the Wed Indies, with rear* 
admiral Hoder, who had the chief command there. Mr« . 
St« Loe, at the time of this appointment, appears to have 
been promoted to the rank ot commodore, with a captain 
under him. The pperations of, as well as the diftreifes 
experienced by this armament, have been already related at 
length, in the life of the brave and ever to be lamented 
admiral*, who fell an inglorious facrifice to the chagrin 
occaiioned by them. 

In the year 1727, Mr. Hofier having thought proper to 
divide his fquadron, for the purpofe of blocking up the 
harbours, both of Porto Bello and Carthagena at me fame 
time; the fhips defined for the former fervice confid- 
ing of four fourths, a fifth, and a fixth rate, were of courfe 
Jut under the orders of Mr. St. Loe, who failed from 
amaica on this fervice foon after Chridmas. Misfortune 
and difappointmcnt wexe, however, the condant attend- 
ants and never relenting foes, which baffled the indefa- 
tigable efforts of thcfe two brave men. After an unfuc- 
cefsful cruife of feveral naonth's continuance, he returned 
to Jamaica about the middle of June ; but as foon as his 
iplps had taken on board a fupply of water and provi- 
iions, he again put to fea, and dood over to Carthagena. 
On the death oi Mr. Hofier, which happened on the 23d* 
of Augud following, he aflumed the chief Command of 
this (battered and didrefied armament. 

He continued at fea, cruifing and effeftually blocking 
up the galleons, according to the lad indruAions which 
he had received from the deceafed admiral, till the 6th of 
September, when the Spanifli veflels being all unrigged^ 
and he having received certain information, that they 
were fo miferably deficient in dores and provifions as to 
I)e incapable of returning to Europe till the enfuing fea- 

• Holier. 
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fen. lie returned "to Port ftoyal, where he arrived m tfw* 
lyjtn of September and rejoined the remainder of hia 
fi^oadron, feveral of his ihips hating been obliged to put 
into port before himi through want of provifiont and 
other necelfaries. Captain St. Loe immediately dif- 
pBtched the Mappy^ a mow ftoop of war, for Enghtnd^ 
with the melancholy intelligence of his admiral's death, 
and defiring farther inftru&ons as to what manner he was 
afterwards to zSt in. 

In the interim he took care to refit his fhips 
in the beft manner circumftances would permit; and hav- 
ing.recruited his (lock of provifions and water, put to fea 
f;arjy in the month of Oaober.. Finding, however, that 
the extren(ie caution of the enemy prevented him frdm 
hkving any other opportunity of diflreffing them than by 
blocking up their narbours, and the advanced feafon of 
th^ year rendering that employment no longer neceflary, far 
as related to the galleons, which were hisprincipal, and, in* 
deed, only objea, he returned, after a ioort chiife, to put 
his fhips once more in the beft condition in hi^ power for 
fervice^ againd the enfuing naval campaign, and the 
arrival of vice-adnodral Hoplon, who was foon expeAed 
from Europe. That gentleman getting into Port Royal- 
on the 29th of January, found the fquadron theren 
through the care and indefatigable attention of Mr. St. 
Jl^be, in a much better ftate than could poflibly have 
b6en expected, fo that he was enabled to fail from thence 
with his whole force, on the 4.th of February following, to 
cnftfe off the SpaniOi coaft with the fame intent as in the' 
iprmer year. 

The admiral d^ing at fea, as has been already related, 
after an itlnefs of five davs, on the 8th of May following^ 
the command of this unfortunate and'unfuccefsful fqua- 
dtron devolved, a fecond time, on Mr. St* Loe, who again 
experienced the fame want of opportunity to difKnguifli. 
himf^lf, which had attended him during the former period.. 
He himfelf, about eleven months afterwards, fellavidim 
to the fame unhealthy climate which had before proved 
fktal to the' two admirals under whom he ferved. He died 
on the 22d of April 1729, having been, on the 4th of 
March precedtag, promoted, at home, to the rank of 
rear-admiral of the blue. He did not, however^ live long 

enough 
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enough to receive the intelligence of diis juft and welU 
merited adi'ancement. 

SANDYS, Jordan* — We have no account of this 
gentleman tilf we find hrm, on the lath of March 1703, 
appointed, captsdn of the He&or. He is exa£lly in the 
fame undiffmguiflied fitnation with many of hts brave 
cotemporarjeSy for we meet with no other mention made 
ot him till the year 17 15^ when he commanded the Bur- 
lington, of fifty guns^ one of the fleet fetit, under fir Joha 
(^orriSy to the Baltic. He continued captain of the fame 
ibip two or. three jrearSy employed aimually on the fame 
(faRion^ under the different commanders-in-chief who 
were honoured with fo uniatereftine an employment*. A$ 
w;^ find no mention made of him after he quitted this fhip, 
wc naturally conclude it is highly probable he retired from 
the fervice : bat no notice is ulcen of this circumfbance,. or 
of any penCoa jbeing granted, as is generally done in cafes 
of diis fort* tie died fome time during the year x 734.. 

STVKELYt Charles, — is alfo unknown, till he. 
was, on the ift of July 1703^ made commander of the 
L^weftoffe frigate; and we have no account of his being 
appointed to any other fhtp* He died in England on die 
3d of April 1720.

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and defervedly applauded by the commander-iA-chief. 
Soon after his return to England he was promoted to the 
Triton, of fifty guns, in which (hip he was, during the fol-> 
lowing year, employed to cruife in the Channel. -His fuc** 
cef$ in this fervice was almoft unprecedented, not fo much 
on account of its magnitude as its frequent repetition, he 
having captured oite frigate of thirtyeuns, taken after- 
wards into the fervice, and called the Triton's Prize; and 
three of twenty-four guns each, called the Fox, the Crui- 
fer, and the Enterprize*. No mention, however, is made 
of him after thefe nappy fmiles of fortune, the juft reward 
of adivity and good condu£l ; and we are even ignorant of 
the time of his death. 

WINDSOR, Edward, — was, on the 12th of February 
1703, appointed captain of the Milford. He eontinued 
to be employed as captain of divers fhips of v^ar, which 
were not engaged in any diflinguifhed fervice till 1708, 
in which year he was captain of the Portland, of fifty 

funs, one of commodore Wager's fquadron in the Weft 
ndies. His improper condud in the adion with the 
Spanifh galleons, off Bam, induced the commander-in^» 
chief to put him under an arreft immediately on his re- 
turn to Jamaica. Being tried by a court-martial held on 
board the Expedition, in Port Royal harbour, on the 23d 
of July, he was found guilty of the change preferred againft, 
him ; but, in confideration of fome favourable circum* 
ftances in his cafe, was only fentented to be difmifled from

CONEY, William.— >This brave, and, as it will ap- 
pear by the jfequel, unfonunate man, is no where men- 
tioned till his appointment, on the ift of April 1704, to 
be captain of the Sorlings frigate. After having conti- 
nued for fome time in this veflel^without meeting with 
any opportunity of diftinguifhing himfelf, he was pro* 
moted to the Romney, of fifty guns ; in which (hip we 
find him on the Mediterranean fbtion in the year 1706. 
In the month of December he was detached from the 
fleet, under (ir Cloudefley Shovel, to cruife in company 
with the Gilford and Fowey Frigates ; and having put 
into Gibraltar he there received intelligence, on the iSth, 
O. S. that a French privateer, mounting fixteen guns, with 
Dearly thirty pieces of brafs cannon on board, which had

* The following was the tenor of the fentence. 

** Captain Edward Windfor, -commander of her majefly's (hip the 
Portlana, being tried for not doing his duty, in a late action with the 
SpaniQi galleons on the coaft of Carthagcna, iix New Spain, on the 
ttSth, 99th, and 30th of May laft ; it did appear, by evidence on oath, 
that the faid captain Edward Windfor was flack In his duty, by no^ 
'bearing fo near the enemy as to keep fight of fome of them, when they 
were engaged on the fiStn'at night ; that upon chafing the enemy next 
day, by fignal from the commodore, he leu off chafe and bore down 
to the Kingflon in the evening, when he Ought not to have doiie fo;

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been fiflied up from the ivreck of the Magnanime, a 
French fhip of war driven on fhore about a twelvemonth 
beforct was then laying at anchor under the cannon ofMalaga. 
Nothing intimidated by the probable danger of attacking 
a veflel fo prote£led> he immediately proceeded for that 
pod ; and having, the better to deceive the enemy till the 
jaft moment^ hoiked French colours, flood clofc into the 
town and came to an anchor M^thin piftol-fliot of his 
lioped-for prize. The enemy little expeding fuch a vifitor, 
and lulled moreover into complete fecurity by captain 
Goney's artifice and fubfequent condud, were little pre- 
pared to repel him; fo that, after receiving two or tnree 
broadfides, the crew abandoned their veflel and made for 
the (hore. The batteries of the town were, however, 
not fo remifs: but, although a fire from upwards of 
fifty pieces of cannon was immediately opened on tho' 
Rofnney and her prize, captain Coney was happy and 
dexterous enough to pt them both out, without having 
fuftaincd any damage in thb very dangerous and unequal 
tBCounttr*.

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Following the authorities of Campbell, Burchet, and' 
Lediard, we fhall add the foDowing account of this gen-, 
tleman's fubfequent conduct. << On the 26th of the latne^ 
month (December, fays Campbell) he chaced and came' 
up with another French fhip, called the Content, that dir- 
ried fixty-four guns ; the captain of her, inftead of at«, 
tempting to fight the Engliih (hips, got, as foon as he* 
could, under the cannon of a little caftle, about eight' 
leagues weft of Almeria, where he crept as clofe as poC- 
fible to the (bore. Captain Coney anchored before him^ 
and ordered the Milford and Fowey to do the fame ; the' 
one a-head, the other a-ftern. They plied their guns for' 
about three hours very brifkly, and then the French fhip 
took fire, blew up, and was entirely deftroved, with iiioft of 
her men. This fliip had been detached oy Mr. Villarsto* 
bring the before-mentioned (hip from Malaga.

Campbell adds, in a note, that Mr. fecretary Burchet^ 
aflerts, this happened on the 8th of July (which, probably^ iSf' 
a typographical error) : but Mr. Lediard conjeaures veiy 
rightly, that inftead of July it fhould have been, January ^ 
and fo it appears by the account we have of this tranfadioni^ 
in the Gazette, No. 4304, whefe the article is dated from' 
Li(bon, Feb. 9, N. S. He adds, this is onfe^^roof outf 
of many of the wretched incorre^lnefs of this Naval! 
Hiftory, as to dates'^ in which one would have expeded, 
from its author's ftatlon, remarkable regularity and ex* 

aftnefs. . ^ 

Now it fo happens that Campbell himfelf, though right 

in the correction of the dates on which he arrogates to

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himfelf fo much credit, is, in common with other 
naval hiftorians, by no means jullified in attributing the 
fuccefs already mentioned to captain Coney, from the 
authority of the Gazette, on which he appears folely to 
reft. The words of ^the official account we (hall fimply 
ftate. After giving a relation of Captain Coney's exploit in 
the harbour of Malaga, it proceeds thus-^" two other 
of our frigates chafed a French man of war, called the 
Content, wTiich, without making any defence, ran a-fhore 
at Cape de Gatt, where the commander and his crew 
quitted and burnt her. She carried fixty guns, and was 
reckoned the beft failor they had. Our men of war have 
taken a French frigate of forty-two guns, called the Mer- 
cunr, ^nd brought her into Gibraltar ; the French captain 
and eight of his men were killed in the engagement." 

Nothing therefore appears in the above that warrants 
our placing the captures laft-mentioned to the account of 
captain Coney : on the contrary, there feems to be much 
prefumptive evidence that he bore no fhare in them. It 
\% we muft confefs, very extraordinary, that all hiftorians 
jbould have agreed in any circumftance of this nature, that 
we fhould In after days have occadon, or even the power 
to doubt of; and we can in no. way reconcile the ap- 
parent variation between their reiterated accounts 
and the official report delivered to us, but by fuppoHng 
the latter to have, by fome unknown accident, been incor- 
cedl, and that fubfequent authors have been too delicate, or 
negligent to tell us fo. Whatever may be the real ftate 
df thefe particular tranfadions, the conduct of captain 
Coney, in inftances placed by the moft uncontrovertible 
teftimony beyond the poflibility of doubt or cavil, prove 
hun to nave been a man happily endued with the moft 
fpirited gallantry, joined to the higheft profeffional judge- 
ment, iddrefs, and general ability. 

Returning to England in the month of Oflobet 1707, 
with fir Clqudefley Shovel, he was unhappily involved in 
the fame calamitous fate with him. Driven on a reef of 
Tocks, called the Bifhop pnd Clerks, off the Scilly iflands, 
on the itA of OQober 1707, the Romney was totally loft, 
not a iinglc perfon being faved out of her whole crew. 

DOLMAN, or DOLEMAN, George, — is fuppofed 
to bave entered into the navy at or immediately after the 

revo- 
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revolution, for in the year 1693 we find him third lieute- 
nant of the Edgar, of feventy guns ; a^id that he had ferved 
in that flation for a coiifiderable^ fpace of time before the 
date of bur information. We do not hear any thing 
farther concerning him till he was, on the 19th of January 
1704, promoted to be captain of the Lyme, Not long^ 
after his appointment he was fent to the Mediterranean, 
where he was unhappily killed in an engagement with a 
French (hip of war on the 23d of May 1705. 

FANE, George. — Our information relative to this 
gentleman commences with his appointment, on July 14, ' 
1 704, to be captain of the Lizard. Nothing farther has 
come to our knowledge concerning him, except that he 
died in New England on the 9th of April 1709, being at 
that time commander of the LoweftoflFe. 

HARLAND, Robert. — Of this gen'leman we know 
nothing till his appointment, on the 24th of Mai;ch 1704, 
to be captain of the Severn ; and ar^ again equally igno^ 
rant concerning him till the year 1710, when we find him 
commanding a (hip of two decks, called the Salifbury's 
Prize, one of the iquadron employed, during that and the 
enfuing year, in the Weft Indies, under commodore Lit- 
tleton, On the 27th of July 1711, he diftinguiihed him- 
felf in a very confpicuous manner, by engaging fingly the 
vice-admiral of the Spanifh galleons, who was in a ihip 
mounting fixty brafs guns, for a confiderable time before 
the reft of the fquadron co^ild get up ; and to his fpirited 
exertions on the above occafion the capture of that vefTel was 
primarily owing. In 17 14 he commanded the Chatham^ 
of fifty guns, one of the fleet fent, under (ir John Norris, 
for the Baltic. We believe him to have retired from the 
fervice after he quitted this fhip, for we do not again find 
him mentioned as holding any commiftion. He died in 
England in the month of March 1 750-1, leaving a fon, of 
whom hereafter, and a- daughter, married, firft, to »?— 
Ellis, of Bury, in the county of Suffolk, £f(^; and, 2dly, 
to (ir Williani Gage, hart, of Hengrave, in the above 
county. 

HOWARD, Charles.— The name of this gentleman 
is no where given in the lifts of naval commanders ; ne- 
verthelefs, as we are perfuaded that it is an omifTion, we 
ihall ventuie to give him a place here. He was the fe-

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cond fon of Philip Howard, feventh Ton of Thomas, firft 
earl of Berkfhire. He was born May 13, '1681, and 
named after his godfather, king Charles IL Having en- 
tered into the navvhe rofe to the rank of captain, and had 
the command of tne Swan frigate of war, in which he was 
loft about the year I795* ' He married Elizabeth, fecond 
daughter of Edward Batten, of Portfmouth, in the county 
of Southampton, gent, and by her (who died of the fmall- 
pox, June 171 1, and was buried in St. James's church, 
Weftminfter) had one fon, and a daughter Mary, born 
at Winchefter in 1700, maid of honour to queen Caroline, 
when jrincefs of Wale^. She was, firft, married to Henry 
Scott, earl of Deloraine, and, after h^s deceafe, to William 
Windham, of Earfham, in Norfolk, efq; preceptor to 
William, duke of Cumberland. 

HERRIT, or HERRIOT, William. — Nothing is 
known of this gentleman except that he was, on the 14th 
of November, appointed commander of the Greyhound. 
He is faid to have died fometime in the year I735> his 
name never again occurring in the fervice. 

HUTCHINS, Stephen. —This gentleman is alfo 
unknown in the fervice till his appointment, on the 25th 
of April 1704, to be captain of the Scarborough. He con- 
tinued in the fame (hip, without appearing to have had 
any opportunity of diftinguifliing himfelf, niany years ; 
for in the month of July 1708, we find him ftill in the 
Scarborough, and under the command of commodore 
Wager, in the Weft Indies, where he Was one of the mem- 
bers of the court-martial, held on board the Expedition in 
Port Royal harbour, for the trials of the captains, Bridges 
and Windfor. The latter was captain of the Portland ; 
and on his difmiftion from the command of that fliip, as 
already ftated in our account of him, captain Hutchins 
was promoted to fucceed him. In the month of January 
1709, he was ordered by the conemander-in-chief, to 
convoy fome merchant-Oifps, bound to England, through 
the windward-paflage. When on his return to Jamaica, 
after having executed this fervice, he had the good fortune 
to make prize of a French fliip, near Cape St. Nicholas, 
worth upwards of fix thbufana pounds. 

Early in the month of April he was again ordered out, 

but on a different fervice, being ini!lru£led to cruife off the 

• • ' ^ - «)aft 
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coaft of Hiipaniola for the proteAion of the tnMUng floops. 
Having arrived off the fiaitimentoSf near' Porto fiello, be 
received advice on the i^h, that four large ihips were 
laying .at anchor there. £arly on the morrow he flood 
clofe in to reconnoitre them j and, as ho approached, the 
enemy warped their (hips into a line and noilled French 
colours ; two of them appearing to be of fifty , and the other 
two of thirty guns each. . Not deeming himfelf juftified 
in hazarding an attack againft a force evidently Co much 
fuperior, and not willing on the other hand to re- 
linquiih his prize or forego a glorious opportunity of diftin- 
guifliing himfelf, and jendi:ring eflential fervice to his 
country, he difpatched a canoe to procure him farther in- 
telligence, while he flood away to fome diilance, in hopes 
that this feint might induce tne enemy to come out and 
afford him fome opportunity of attacking them to advantage. 
His boat returned to hira on the 22d, with intelligence 
that the two largell (hips were the Coventry, a fourth rate, 
formerly taken from the Engliih, and the Mignon of 
nearly the fame force, both lately arrived from Ouineait 
and intending to put to fea very foon, as the other two 
veflels had done the day after captain Hutchins appeared 
oiF the port, one of them being a French merqbant-(hi|» 
of thirty-fiK guns, the other a large Dutch (hip, which the 
veflels nrft mentioned had captured oiF the fiadrmentos. 
On receiving this information captain Hutchins returned 
to his fornoer ftation, and on the 27th anchored oiF the 
Baftimentos. On the ifi of May his boat,, which he had 
again difpatched on the look out, returned ^ith advice; 
that the Coventry and her confort had failed the night 
before. He immediately weighed anchor and (lood to 
the nprthward. Oa the 3d» about eight in the morning, 
the enemy were difcovered frpm the maft head, and by 
noon were vifible from the deck. The French (hips 
being to windward, and confiding in their apparent fupe- 
riority^ bore down with much appearance of refolution, 
and as they pailed, fired (bme guns, but at too great a dif- 
tance. to do anv executiop. The enemy imcaediately 
wore round as it they were refolved to engage immecfi- 
ately : they, however, kept their wind, preferviog a dif- 
tance from the Portland too great to decide theL.conteft at. 
Captain Huichins^ deteraun«l they, ihoi^d not cfcape if

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It were poflible to prevent it, tacked at fix b'cloct, md 
kept fight of them all the night, ufing every poflible en- 
deavour to get more to windward and to near them. 

Between fevcn and eight, on the morning of the 4th, he 
had got up within half piftol-fhot of the Mignon, and 
immediately began to engage her to leeward, his ports' 
being fo near the water that he would otherwifc have 
been incapable of ufing his lower deck guns. The French 
ihips, indeed, being higher built and in lighter trim, were 
enabled to fight theirs although they had the weathcr-gagc. 
After he had been fometime engaged with the Mignon, 
the Coventry got on his lee-bow and fired very briikly, her 

funs being pointed high with an intention to difiiiaft the 
prtland, but happily without producing that eflfed^. Cap- 
tain Hutchins finding the fire of the Mignon flackcn, and 
that he had evidently the advantage of her, was refolved 
not to be diverted from the objeS of his firft attack till he 
had fo far difabled her as to prevent her doing him farther 
mifchief. Purfuing this plan, he redoubled, if poflible, 
his fire on the Mignon; but a (hot from the Coventry 
having carried away his main-top- fail-yard, the enemy 
were enabled to get a-head of him : he neverihelefs pur-~ 
fued them with all the fpeed his crippled condition would 
permit him, exerting himfelf to the utmoft in fplicing his 
rigging, bending new fails, and putting his fliip in thebeft 
condition he could for fervice. 

About three the next morning captain Hutchins difco- 
vered boats perpetually parting and repalfing between the 
Mignon and Coventry. They continued, at inter\'als, 
thus employed during the whole of th-j next day, and 
cauffd him naturally to conclude the former fhip had re- 
ceived fo much damage in the preceding encounter, as, 
jalarming the enemy for her fafety, had induced them to 
fllift the moft valuable part of her cargo on board the 
Coventry, as the lead difabled (hip, A continued calm, 
added to the damage he had fu(lained in his mafts, pre- 
vented him however, during the whole day, from getting 
near enough to re-engage the enemy, or even difhirb their 
operations. Having fecured his liiafts, and repaired his 
rigging, as well as circumftances would permit; by ten 
o'clock at night, he made every poflible effort to clofc 
with the enemy a fecohd time ; Dut continuing to be ftill 

baffled 
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bafRed by light winds, was not able to effcSt this before 
feven o'clocK on the morning of the 6th, when, having 
neared the Coventry fo much, that the enemy found it 
was impoflibie for them to avoid an adion any longer, 
that (hip haded up her main-fail and brought-to for him, 
the Mignon laying at fome dilbnce and firing as (he found 
an opportunity, but happily without doing him any mate- 
rial damage. It W2^ the intention of captain Hutchins to 
have boardtd the Coventry ; but perceiving her on m 
nearer approach to be too well manned to juAtfy fuch a 
kind of attack, he defined and continued his cannonade 
with the greateft fpirit and briflcnefs till near twelve o'clock 
at noon, at which time the main-mafl of the Coventry 
being (hot by the board, her fire gradually decreafed. The 
enemy continued to make the bell reiiftance they were 
capable of, till near ox^, when, incapable of farther con- 
tclt, they were content t6 furi-endcr*. The Portland 
was too much difabled, as well as occupied infecuring the 
Coventry,' to pay any attention to the Mignon, which con- 
trived to eicape during the confufion, though in a very 
{battered condition. 

Captain Hutchins unhappily did not long furi'ive the 
hononr he had gained in this very lone and imequal en- 
counter, dying on the 24th of Auguft, at Jamaica, on 
board the (hip he had fo ably and gallantly commanded. 

KEMPTHORNE, Thomas. —We fuppofe this gcn- 
llemam, from reafons ftronger than that occafioned by a 
fimilitude of names to have been a collateral defcendant of 
the renowned fir John Kempthorne, who was vicc-ad- 



* Her ftrft captain was killed, the fecond wounded, and about 
feventy men killed in both ihe enemy's fliips, the Mignon's meu 
being put into the Coventry, and .no more left in h<rr than to carry 
her into the firft fafe port. The firfl captain of the Mignon was taken 
in the Coventry, into which (hip he h^d removed having received many 
wounds on board his own. The latter was fo much difabled that they 
judged (he could not proceed to France, having not twenty men on 
board her, befidet negroes ; on which account they removed the trea- 
fure into the Coventry. In this adion captain Hutchins had no more 
than nine men killed and twelve wounded, having not above two hun- 
dred and twenty on board, fervants included, bcfides twelve negroes, 
when he began the attack. The money he found amounted 10 about 
twenty thoofaod pieces of eight, a great part of which wis found about 
th€ French ieamcn.

{>revious to his appointment as captain of the Roebuck, of 
orty guns, on the 31(1 of March I704« He proceeded 
foon afterwards for the Mediterranean with the fquadron 
under (ir Cloudefley Shovel, who was fent thither to re« 
inforce (ir G. Rooke. On the return of that admiral with 
the principal part of the fleet, after the battle off Malaga^ 
captain Kempthorne was left with the detachment under 
fir John Leake, who was appointed to command, during 
the winter, on the Lifbon and the Mediterranean (lations. 
Being ordered, in the month of December, to aflift in 
efcortin^ fome tranfports with troops intended to reinforce 
the garrifon at Gibraltar, they had the ill fortune to meet 
Mr. Point! 's fcjuadron, and with the greateft difficulty 
avoided falling mto his hands ; the Roebuck and Green* 
wicb, with three of the tranfports, being forced back to 
Lifbon ; but the remainder, being feventeen in number, 
got fafe into Gibraltar, one only excepted, which the 
enemy made prize of. 

The rules of the fervice rendered it neceflfary this fai- 
lure ihould be inveftigated by a court-martial^ at which 
fir John Leake himfelf prefided. The enquiry ended iiv 
captain Kempthorne's honourable acquittal. lie conti- 
nued to command the fame (hip, without changing (lation 
for feveral years. After his return to England we do 
not meet with any mention made of him agam for a con* 
fiderable ti me, as a naval commander, even till the year 1 7 1 6, 
when he commanded the Worcefler, at that time on.c of 
fhips employed on the Mediterrapean ftation. In 17 17 
we find him appointed captain of the Royal Oak, of feventy 
guns, one of the fleet equipped for the Baltic, and intended 
to be fent thither under the command of fir Geo. Byng ; 
but feveral of the (hips not being equipped in time, a part 
only proceeded thither, of which number the Royal Oak 
is believed to have been one. Continuing in the fame 
ihip during the following year, he accompanied his for- 
mer admiral, (ir George Byng, to the mediterranean, 
under whom he was preient at the memorable engagement 
with the Spani(h fleet off Cape PafTaro, being one of the 
feconds to rear-admiral Delaval, in the Dorfetfhire. Sooa 

after 
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atfter this aftiony he had the good fortune to capture a 
Spanifh frigate carrying between twenty and thirty guns, 
which appears to have been the only opportunity he met 
with of effefling anv material fervice. 

After his return from the Mediterranean • he appears to 
have retired altogether from the line of aftive fervice ; and 
in the year 1722 was appointed commiffioner of the navy 
refident at Chatham. He continued to hold this very 
refpedable office till the time of his death, which. hap-« 
pened on the 12th of July 1736. 

LAWRENCE, Thomas, — was appointed a lieutenant 
in the navy foon after the revolution. During the year 
1692 and 3, we find him ferving in that flation as (econd 
on board the Monk, of fixty guns; from which (hip 
he removed, in 1694, into the Devonfliire, a third rate, 
of which he was appointed third lieutenant. Having 
continued to fen^e in this capacity for many years, he was 
at laft, on the i8th of Odober 1704, promoted to the 
command of the Bridgewater. This veflel appears to 
have been wholly employed as a cruifer, and captain 
Lawrence continued in the fame command for a confi- 
$ierab1e time. In the month of May 1707, we find him 
on the Irifh flation, where he very eminently diftinguiQied 
himfelf in an adion with a French frigate and a privatetsr 
of the fame nation, of which we have the following par* 
ticulars. 

Having received intelligence that two or three French 
privateers were at that time hovering on the coafl to the 
very great interruption of commerce, he failed in queft of 
them, from the harbour of Kinfale, on the i6th of May, 
and about midnight fell in with three (hips, one of which 
proved to be the Affair, a French frigate of twenty-four

guns 
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gjns and two hundred men, commanded by 2 captain Lc 
lane ; a fecond, which was a privateer called the Cocarde, 
of twelve guns and ninety men ; and the third a prize 
they had taken. 

Captain Lawrence engaged the two fliips of war for 
two hours and an half ; after which, they crouded all the 
fail they could carry in order to eflfedl their efcape, which 
they accompliflied : but their prize, which was a (hip be- 
long'mg to Briflol, was not fo fuccefsful -^ and with this 
partial fortune captain Lawrence was obliged to be 
content. 

Singular as it may appear, we find no mention made 
of him, in the fervice, after this time ; nor dare we even 
affert he was ever commiflioncd to any other (hip. On 
the 1 8th of Auguft 1743, he was appointed fecond cap- 
tain of Grecnwich-hofpital ; in which ftation he conti- 
nued till the i6th of December 1745, when he was ad- 
vanced to be the iirft captain on that eftablifhment ; an 
honourable. retirement, in which he afterwards remained 
till his death, which happened on December 8, 1747. 

LEGG, Thomas, — was appointed firft lieutenant of 
the Rupert, of fixty-fix guns, in the year 1693. After 
this time" we hear nothing of him till his promotion, on 
the 15th of Auguft 1704, to be captain of the Tartar, 
of thirty-two guns, one of the frigates which accompa-> 
nicd fir George Rooke on his expedition to the Mediter- 
ranean. Mr. Legge was, as we believe, one of the lieu- 
tenants of the Royal Catherine ; and having behaved in a 
very exemplary manner in the memorable encounter with 
the French fleet off Malaga, was moft defervcdly rewarded 
with the appointment already noticed. He was never how- 
ever fortunate enough to meet with an opportunity of 
diftinguiQiing himfelf fufliciently notorious and prominent 
to raife him above that^undiilinguifhed multitude of brave 
men whom the fame degree of ill-fortune has unhappily 
involved in the fame fituation. He died at Barbadoes, 
commander of the Anglefea^ on the 20th of February 
1711. 

MQNEYPENNY, James. — Nothing material is 
known of this gentleman till his appointment, on the 
i6th of Auguft 1704, to be commander of the Kent. He 
had accompanied fir George Rooke on his expedition to 

the 
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the Mediterranean, in the capacity of lieutenant ; and, in 
confequence of his meritorious condud in the memorable 
engagement off Malaga, was promoted to the (hip above- 
related, as captain to rear-aclmiral Dilkes. In the year 
1706, having in the interim been removed into iome. 
other fhip, he was involved in a very ferious difpute with 
a Mr. Brierwood, his lieutenant. He had juftly thought 
it incumbent on him to confine this gentleman tor a neg- 
hSt of duty he had been guihy of ; but there are unhap- 
pily fome perfons fo impatient of reftraint, that cfvery 
exertion of due authority is by them mod ftrangely and 
wickedly reprefented, as an aS of tyranny and oppreflion ; 
of this clafs of men Mr. Brierwood was one. Not fufE- 
ciently checked by the proper exertion of difcipline on tht 
part of his commander, he broke through every regulation 
not only of the fervice but civil fociety alfo, and challenged 
captain Moneypenny as a man who had wantonly offered 
him the eroflfeil injury, and which the vague and ill-defined 
laws of honour compelled him to feek atonement for, by 
an encreafed breach of honour itfelf as well as duty and 
decorum. 

For this offence he was quickly afterwards brought to a 
court-martial, of which fir John Leake was prefident, and 
mod defervedly fentenced to be difmifled the fervice. 
Captain Moneypenny continued to be employed princi- 
pally, as we believe, on the Mediterranean (lation, where 
we find him, in the year 171 1 *, commanding the Superbe, 
a fhip of fifty-fix guns, taken from the rrench in the 

E receding year by captain Johnfon, in the Kent. We 
ave not been able to procure any farther information 
relative to him, except the mere date of his death, which 
happened on the 23d of OSober 1 723, he being at that, 
time in England and unemployed. 

PARSONS, Charles. — We believe this gentleman to 
have been appointed third lieutenant of the Royal Oak 
f about the year 1696 ; but find no other mention made of 
him till 1704. On the 6th of April, of that year, .he 
was promoted to be captain of the Haftings, and was, not 
long afterwards, removed into the Fowey ; in which (hip 
he was unhappily killed, in a£lion with a French fliip of 

* Oo the iSth.ofOdobcr captain Moneypenny brought into Leg* 
hoTt}^ a very rteb prize, which he had taken coming from the Levant. 
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war, on t&e i tth of February 1 705 : but wc have hot been 
able to recover any particulars relative to the encounter. 

SCOn% Thomas, — was, on the 2d of March 1704, 
appointed to the command of the Mary galley. In this 
veilel he Continued, for a ^onfiderable ipace of time, on 
the Mediterranean Ration ; though, owing to caufei 
already explained in the lives of many others, his brave 
cotemporaries, little to the advantage either of his fame or 
fortune. We find him, in the month of July 17 10, cap- 
tain of theRomney, and employed in cruinng oft the coaft 
of Portugal. In this occupation he was rather more fuc- 
cefsful, having captured a (tout privateer, belonging^ to 
Dunkirk, mounting twenty guns ; and feverd other vellels 
of inferior confequence and imaller value. He continued 
captain of th<i Romney feveral years, as we find him her 
commander ih the month of November 1714, being then 
Rationed in the Mediterranean. 

Soon after his return from thence he was promoted to 
the Burfbrd, of feventy guns, one of the fleet fent, in 
1717, to the Baltic,under fir J. Norris. He did not remain 
long in the fame command after the conclufion of that 
expedition ; and we are ignorant in what manner he wbm 
employed after this time, till the year 1720, when he was 
left, by fir George, commodore of a fmall fquadron, con- 
fiding of thriee mips of fifty guns and a frigate, which 
were ordered to continue in the Mediterranean, for the 

froteflion of trade, after the departure of the main fleet, 
n 1724 he was appointed commodore of a fmall fquadron 
fent to Jamaica. He died there, having his pendant on 
board the Dragon, the 15th of September 1725. 

STANHOPE, Pliilip>— was the third fon of the ho- 
nourable Alexander Stanhope, only fon to the right ho* 
nourable Philip, earl of Cheflerfield *, by his fecond lady.

AoRe, daughter of fir John Paklngton, a prlvj-counrellor 
and favourite of queen Elizabeth.. Captain rhilip Stan- 
hope was promoted to the command of the'Haftings fri- 
gate» as fucceflbr to captain Charles Parfons, on the 7th 
of November 1704. Towards the latter end of the 
following year he was appointed captain of the Milford ; 
in which fhip we find him, in July 1706, ferving, 
under fir Stafford Fairborne, at the fies;e of Oftend; and 
chofen by that commander to bear to England the hews 
of .its furrender. 

He was feat, not long after, to the Mediterranean, 
where, in the month of December, we find him employed 
under the command of captain Concv, as already related 
in our account of that gentleman. He continued in the 
fame command during the remainder of his life ; which ex** 
ceflive gallantry, added to a degree of fraternal love almoft 
unequalled, rendered, alas! too fbort. Frequent men- 
tion is made of him t>oth in hiftory and the private jour- 
nals of officers more particularly conneded with him in 
iervice and command, as a very a£Uve, diligent, and in* 
telligent officer ^ neverthelefsitisneedlefsto defcend more 
into particulars, as thefe notices contain nothine mor^ 
interefting.than being generally conducive to the eltablifh- 
ment of an hi^hly-to-be-envied charader. 

Bein^ left, m the month of Auguft 1708, at Barcelona, 
under the command of captain Hubbard, by fir John 
Leake, who had jud before laiied for Leghorn, it was de- 
termined, at a council of war held on board the Elizabeth, 
at the requefl of the king of Spain, that the York and 
Milford fhould aifift in coj»voying the tranfports, which 
had on board lieutenant-general Stanhope and a firong 
body of troops from Catalonia to Minorca. The reduclion 
of this ifland was not only become a very favourite ob- 
ject with the king of Spam, but was alio confidered as 
likely to be mofl eminently conducive to the fuccefs of 
the allied caufe. General Stanhope, who commanded 
the land forces deRined for this expedition, was the elder * 
brother of this gentleman ; and, as we have already re- 
marked, the ties of confanguinity appeared to encreafc 
the thirft of glory, and flimulated the latter to (hare with ^ 
the former in thie danger, as, though a younger, he ap- * 
peared a fcarcely lefs ambitious candidate for fame and 
military glory. Attending the land-forces as a volunteer 

at 
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at the aflault of the Spanifli lines at Port Mahon» he there 
fell, in the hour of viftory*, on the 17th of September^ 
N. S. 1 708, 

STEWART, Honourable Charles,— was the fifth fon 
of fir William Stewart, of Aughentea and Newtown- 
Stewart, in the county of Tyrone. This gentleman wH 
afterwards, on the 19th of March 1682, created baron 
Stewart of Ramalton, and vifcount Mountjoy of the king- 
dom of Ireland. Being zealoufly attached to the Prote* 
ftant intered, although at the fame time entertaining the 
higheft fentiments 01 true loyalty for king- James as his 
rightful fovereign, he undertook a journey from Dublin 
to Paris in the mohth of January 1688-9, ^^ hopes of in- 
ducing that monarch to yield to the neceffities of the times, 
by acceding to any equitable terms that (hould be pro- 
pofed to him, and preventing thofe evils of maflTacre and 
civil war with which the rroteftants of that kingdom 
were then threatened by their Catholic brethren. 

This noble lord's moderation and honourable intentions 
were, however, ill received and ill requited by James, 
who'caufed him, on his arrival in Paris, to be committed 
prifoner to the baftile, where he remained confined till the 
year 1692, Being then releafed, he attended king Wil- 
liam to Flanders, and there loft his life at the battle of 
Steenkirk. Charles, his fifth fon, as already ftated, was 
brought up to the fea fervice. Almoft his very entrance 
into it was marked with misfortune, he having, in the 
year 1697, being then only fixteen years old, and not 
having attained even the rank of lieutenant, loft his right 
hand m a£lion with a French (hip off Dover. Bemg 
afterwards promoted ta that sank, and having ferved on 
board divers (hips in that capacity with the higheft repu- 
tation, he was, on the ift of December 1704, made 
captain of the Falcon frigate. He was noc long 
afterwards advanced to the command of the Panther; in 
which (hip he ferved, during the year 1706, on the Medi-

terranean ftation, under ftr JcAn Leake. We find no 
partiailar mention made of him till the month of Odober 
1707, when he fat as one of^the members of the court- 
martial, aiTembled on board the Albenurle, for the tria^ 
of fir Thomas Hardy. We have now ^ much longer in^ 
terval during which no notice is taken of him, for we are 
totally ignorant of any circumftances relative to him till 
the year 1715 ; when he was, in the month of Odober, 
eleded reprefentative in parliament for bis native county, 
Tyrone. 

In 1720 he was appointed commander-in-ichief of t 
fquadron fitted out to cruife againft the Salletines ; and 
was at the fame time nominated minifter plenipotentiary 
to fettle a treaty of peace with the emperor pf Morocco*. 
He acquitted himfelf fo well in the above employments; 

that, 

* He publiQied a relation of this embafly, and therein infonnt os^ 
that he failed from England 24 September, arrived at Gibralur 20 
Odober, (ailed with his fquadron to Tetuaft bay 92 December, and 
there agreed to the articles of peace with the balba of Tetuair, which 
were ngned and exchansed 17. January^ 1720. On 3 July 1721 he 
arrived at Mequinez, and the 6ih had his firfi audience of the cmpe* 
ror; when, delivering (he articles of peace, he told him they were 
figqed by the king his mafler ; and denrcd^he would pleaie to figo a 
coanterpart to carry to England. The emperor replied, his word was 
as effefbial as hn writing, but however he would do that to fatisfy 
him 2 and giving the articles to his admiral, Al Hadge Abdelcader 
Peres (afterwards fent ambaifador to Ensland) told the ambaflador 
that he made him a prefent of nine Chriilians for a brcakfaft, and he 
might chufe which he pleafed.

ambaflador into their own country. Whereupon they fell nroQrate^ 
crying out, " Cod blefs thy power," and were going out of his pre* 
fence ; when the emperor caufing them to ftay, further faid, " that he 
loved the ambaflador and all the Englifli, becaufe he knew they loved 
tiim and his houfe : and that there (bould not be an EngliQiman aflave 
in his empire, for he would fct them all at liberty, in what part foever 
they were ;" then waving his hand again to the captives they went 
away. And the ambaffador returning the emperor thanks for the 
honour he had done him, told him, '* uiat he (hould always re^rd hia 
jntereft when he was gone out of his dominions.** To which th« 
emperor faid, " that he ihould then fee how well he dcferved the 
prefent he had made him that morning ; that he would not hayc him 
flay an hour in Mequinez.** And wifliing htm fafe into liit own 
country, faid. feveril timet. *' God hlels VQU &*' »d» turning hit

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Aaty in canfiitnAion of his pift fervices, as well as the 
lofe of his hand) a penfion of 300 1. a year, for life, wat 
fettled on him, December 14, 1725. Intelligence having 
flurrived in England, towards the end of the year l^2g^ . 
'tiiat reat^adiniral St. Loe had died at Jamaica, comman* 
(der-in-chief On that ftation, Mr. Stewart was, on the 9* 
of December 1729, advanced to be rear-admiral of the 
blue, and fent mit thither, in t!ie Lion, as his fucceflbr. 
He fetiimcd to England about the year 1731 ; and on 
the agth of June 1732, was appointed rear-admiral of 
the white. On the 26th of February 1733, he was con* 
ftituted vice-admiral of the blue, and hoi(led his flag on 
^oard the Devonfliire, a third rate, as commander of a 
^vtiionin a^ fleet, .equipped in that year to reft rain, by 
the terrors of war, th'ofe depredations which the Spsi^ 
niards had long been irr the habit of cbmmitting. ^ A 
temporaiy apology, and a vain promife of more pacific 
conduct averted the blow with which they were threaienedy 
and prevented the fleet, as it is believed^ frcun «ver pot*- 
ting to feai In the following year, having hoffted his-fl^ 
«n board Ae Edinburgh, of fcventygiins, he fcr^ed aS (feconci 
in command of the fleet under lir J. Norris, which ap^- 
pears however, during that feafon, never to have proceeded 
jarther than %>ithead. On Match 2, 1735-6, he was ad« 
vanced to be vice-admiral of the white ; and on the roth 
of February in the following year, was elefted reJ)reffenV 
tative in parliament for the town of Portfmouth. Ht 
retained this honourable ftation till his death, which hap** 
pened on the 5th of February 1740. He died unmarried* 
TEATE, Miatthew. — This gentleman entered into the 
navy immediately after the the revohition, and was at the 
fatter end of the year 1692' appointed fecond .lieutenant of 
the Royal William ; from which ftation he Was, in 1696, 
promoled to be iirft lieutenant of the fame (hip* We 
md nothing farther concerning him till his promotion, 
on the 21 ft of April 1704, to be captain of the Strombolo, 
fbppofed, from her name, to have been a fireflup, but ia 
which, oomrary to the i^gulations of the navy at the pre- 

Iktrfe, galloped awav with a lance in his liand, bis guards niimiagcloiil 
tKebind him. On ttie B7th he left Mequinez; and arriving at Tctuaa 
tft Auguft, embarked there 996 £ngli(fa, being what wene ]eft>aliy^ 
fand bad not (tiroed Moora) of thpfe who bad been takcv 14 »bDuf 
men* yean war.

TROTTER, John. — Nothing is known by us of tbii 
gentleman but that he was appointed captain of the Win* 
chelfei on the 7th of February 1704, and is laid to have 
fted in England fometime in the yeaf 1747. We medt 
with no mention made of him which induces us to beltevft 
he ever held any command after his firft appointment*

Barter, John. -^ This gentleman was appointed 
third lieutenant of the Warfpight in 1692. This appear^ 
to have beeh the firft commifHon he ever bore. He was^ 
^#t long afterwards, promoted to be fecond lieutenant dC ' 
one of the firft ratcsj and continued to ferve in that 
Elation during the remainder of the war. He was noft 
Uvanced to the rank of captain till the ift of May 1705, 
"When he was appointed to the Gofport. He is faid to have - 
^en fufpended in' the year 1706, on what accoimt is not 
)cnown ; and no other information can be coileded relative 
tp him, that of his death excepted^ which happened an 
the 13th of December 1708. 

-CASTLE, John,-«^was, on the i7th of September 
1705, appointed captain of the'Winchelfeii frigate. This 
Vcflct was, on the 6th of June 1706, captured by the 
«nemv. The death of captain Caftle, who gallantly, 
thou^ fruitlefsly^ exerted himfelf in the defence of his 
fhip, contributed to enhance the misfortune. 

COLEMAN, Robert. — Nothing is known of this 

gntjeman previous to his being appointed, on the 25th of 
ptember 1 705, captain of the Elephant ftore-fliip. He 
continued in this veffel till the month of April following, 
when he was removed into a frigate^ Notwithftahding 

U a ^ w« 
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we believe him to have been cofiftantly in 'Comtni flion 
during the remainder of queen Anne's reign, we have 
ndt l^en abl^ to inveAigate the particular fervices ,in 
which he was engaged, or even the names of the diQerent 
Alps he commanded. We have been more fortunate 
after the acceflion of king George the Firft, but do not 
find him appointed to any (hip till the year 17179 when 
he Was made captain of the Cumberland, a third rate of 
eighty gisn^y ordered to be equipped for the Baltic as one 
orthe nccX intemkd to be fent thither under fir J. Norris. 
It appears, however, a matter of doubt, whether captain 
Coleman aflually proceeded on this fervice^ owing to the 
Aip not being ready for fea when the fleet was ordered to fail, 
in the year 1720 he commanded the Buckingham, of 
feventy guns, fent on the fame ilation and under the fame 
admiral, as he was again in the following year. The 
difpute between the Kuflians and Swedes being finally 
adju(ted by the treaty of Nieftadt, the BritiOi fleet was 
difmantled foon after its return to England ; and captain 
Coleman had no other appointment till the year 17^39 
when he was re-commiflioned to his old (hip, the Cuiiu 
berland, one of twelve ordered to be got ready for fea, about 
the month of April. The caufes of this armament re- 
mains a fecret, which the adminiftration of that day did 
not ever think fit to difclofe, nor the politicians of later 
times have deemed fufficiently confequential to attempt 
the developement of. Captain Coleman continued to 
comnund the Cumberland for fome years, as, in 1 726, we 
find him in the f^me (hip accompanying fir C. Wager 
to the Baltic, as captain to rear-admiral fir George 
Walton, who commanded one of the divifions of the 
• fleet. When this armament returned to England, the 
Cumberland was ordered to Chatham and put out of 
commifljon. 

Captain Coleman was not, as we believe, appointed to 
any other (hip till the month oi July 1728, when he was 
made commander of the NafTau, of feventy guns, one of 
the (hips which the depredations and infults of the Spa- 
niards compelled the Britiih government to keep always 
in a (late fit for immediate fervice. During the early 

Eart of the enfuing year he appears, oh account of ill 
ealth» to have quitted the above command : he however 

fo 
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fe far recovered, as to be enabled to reAime it in the month 
of Jtine : but the formidable fleet which was colleAed at 
Spithead, under fir Charles Wager, and was joined in the 
month of June by a Dutch fquadron of nine ihips of the 
line, beiides frintes and fmall vefTels, never appear to have 
pit to fea. ft certainly is no (lender proof of the pru* 
dence'and fpirit of a government, when the terror of its 
arms prove fufficient to avert the ufe of them. In the 
month of OAober the Naflau, with eleven others that 
were among the largeft (hips, were ordered into port to be 
laid up. 

Mr. Coleman does not appear to have ever held any com- 
miffion fubfequent to the above time ; and it is moft probable 
that, on account of his age as well as his long fervice, he 
retired foon after on a penfion : this circumftance we are 
however not fully warranted in aflerting. He died at 
Portfmouth on the 30th of November 1739. 

FISHER, George,— was, as early as the month of 
December 1692, appointed third lieutenant of the Royal 
Oak, fir George Rooke's (lag (hip during the enfiiing 

Jrear. After the return of that commander from the un* 
brtunate fervice of convoying the outward-bound Smyrna 
fleet, Mr. Fi(her was; through his intered and recom* 
mendation, advanced, in the rank of lieutenant, to be 
fecond of one of the flag*(hips, we believe his own. He 
was not promoted to the rank of captain till the 18th of 
January 1705, when he was appointed to the Tartar ; iw 
which (hip he unhappily died on the 1 8th of Auguft 
following. 

GORDON, Thomas.«-Having been imable to colleft 
sny particulars relative to this gentlenian while he conti-^ 
nued m the (lation of a lieutenant, we muft begin with hit 
appointment to the Edinburgh, his commiflion for which 
ihip bears date November the 7th, 1705. The life of this 
gentleman is as barren of incident, and, confequently, as 
uninterefting as thai of any perfon who ever attained 
the rank of captain in the JBritKh nayy. We are led to 
make this remark here, in juftice to his charader both as 
a man land officer, his fubfequent condud, after he had 
ceafed to be a Briti(h commander, proving him well 
endued with all thofe (hining qualities neceflary toconiti* 
tute that of ao able and worthy man. 
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» Captain Cordon had, uiiktppR;^ for tnmfelf and hii 
Oeimtry, imbibed principk^ and an attachmeht to Iha 
iexiled tioufe of Stuart, which weiie very properly deetnedt 
dliti03roui/and Incompatible with his being cantisued 141 
the British fervipe after the deceaf(i of queen Aiine. }i|c[ 
then entered iiito that of the celebrated Peter the thirds Czaa 
ef Muicovy, who gave him the anpointment of a vice* 
admiral,, and ever continued to hold him in the htglwft 
Cfteem; as did alfo the Czarita, iiia fuccefToir^ Hit 
iopinion was always con fulted in affairs of momexrt ; and ho 
had invariably the fatisfa6lion of finding his advice fol** 
lowed, not only to the advantage of his new friends, biit| 
Widiout, in any degree, exerting iheii: difapprobaltion. Of 
tbis.a fingular proof was given in the year 1726, when % 
Britifh fleet was fent into the Baltic, under the command 
of fir Charles Wager. The comt trfRuflia was exceedingly 
irritated at its appearance^ and was, as it is faid, refolveli 
to hai^ard an aaion, rather than endure its continuance 
tbere. Vice-admiral Gordon, however, very wifely rd- 
prefented to the council, that the Ruffian fleet Was by 00 
means in a condition to venture an engagement with.that 
of Great Britain, and orders were coBfaquentlygiven foe

GRAY; William. — This . gentleman is to beBotfoed 
only as having been appointed captalq of the Wincbelfe^ 
0n the 29th <? April 1705, • ' 

HICICS, Edmund, — is no where mentioned till hia 
^pppintmeilty on the i8th of March I7b4>. to be ca|>uin 
of the Adventure * ; nor have we been able to procure aiqe 
^tber information concerning him, except that he died 
Comknandcr of the Crown on die a5th of Septen^r 1708* 

JONES, Williapi, •— was appointed a lieiitenattt 
befons the revolution; imd after a progreiEve prorhoi 
tidn in » that rank was, about the end of the year tbg^i 
made firft lieutenant of the 'Cornwall, a third rate'<if. 
f ighty guns,, one of the fhips belonging, during the whoifi 
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t fit cpntinucd to command the aboyei-meDtioncd fbip darii^ 
^i foltowme Vear; and in the tnonth of July wi( ordered, with cap«i 
faio Riclnra Leake, ni the Tartar, co cbnvoy the tradt b6tind to 
fiamburgh. On their return from thente they captarcd a Tmall fft« 
|KIC| laoantijig twenty*four guoi, dJIcd the Cluld*t Flay, ' 
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V0Xf to the xoain fleet. He was not promoted tathe nnk 
of captain in the navy till the 1.5th of February 1705, 
when he was i^ppointed to the Dunwich* In coniequence 
of fome iiregularities in the line of fervice he was tiied jby 
a court-oiartial, held in the river Medway, on the 18th 
of December 1705, and fined three months pay. Being 
afterwards made captain of -the Winchelfea^ and ordered, 
to the Weft Indies, he died at Barhadoes on the 29th of 
Auguft 1707. 

KESTL£, or JCISTAL, Francis, — was, on the lath 
of December 1705, appointed captain of the Kinfale^ 
and being fent to the Weft Indies, died there on the X9th 
of December 1 706. 

LEAKE, Richard,— was the only fon of admiral lif ! 
John Leake. The editor of the father's life hz$ taken 
rather uncommon pains to blacken the character of hi$. 
fQn> whether' influenced by a ridd regard to truth, or in 
gratitude to the memory ot fit John, for having left the 
neverfion of his whole eftate to captain Martin Leake, 
after the death of that fon, we cannot pretend to deler* 
mine. Be that, however, as it may, we cannot help 
tfainkine it would have been, at leaft, more decent to have 
£uppreited many of the r.emarks there made, than to have 
wantonly brought them forward, as he has do&e> to the^ 
notice of the puUic« 

Captain Ixake having entered early in life into the 
navy, under the a^fpices of his father, was» at the age of 
twenty-four yca^rs, appointed, on the 24th of Auguft 
1705, to the iartar frigate. In this (hip he continaed a 
coniiderable time, hut employed only m the |indiiUn« 
guiflied fejvices of cruifing, and occa&onally convoyix^ 
merchant-(hips to and from the Baltic, and Hamburg. 
In one of thefe expeditions, as has been juft related in 
^he- life of captain Hicks, ,he had the good fortune, ia 
company with that gentleman, to capture a French frl"* 
gate of twenty >four guns. The fervices in which he con* 
tinued to be employed during the whole of his life, appear 
to have been all 01 the fame unnoticeabte kind, for we 
fievcr find his name occur, either in public hiftory fir ia 
any private memoir. Mr. Leake, in his life of fir John) 
obferves, that in a very few years he cot more money by 
prizes, than his father did in the whole courie of his life, 
Ke in all probabiHty was a young man extremely prone 
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to diflipation, carelefs both of the honour of his profeflioii 
and his own intereft : neverthelefs we cannot but think 
this information, confidering the degree of connexion . 
which fubfided between the families^ comes with a very 
bad grace from Mr. Leake/ who takes occafion to ob- 
ferve, with much apparent afperity, that captain Leake 
was, unhappily, of luch a natural bad idifjpofition, that he 
feems to have been born to zf&iSt his father, fn John. 
He adds a very ridiculous tale, that his grandfather caflf 
captain Leake's nativity at his birth, and pronounced he 
would be very vicious, very fortunate, and very unhappy. 
He obferves, that without concerning himfelf .with the 
truth or falfehood of adrological prognodics in general, 
this predidion was remarkably fulfilled; for that 
while fir John was gaining never-fading laurels, his fon 
was countermining his reputation by inelorious adions ; 
and, to finifh the nvin, married difgracefully : fo that his 
father, who had retired from the world to pals the remain- 
der of his life in cafe and tranauillity, was difcompofed . 
by his fons repeated follies ; wno, by this time, having 
fpent his all, depended upon him for fupport. Peace be 
to his afhes ; may his follies and extravagancies be buried 
in oblivion. Death put a period to them, and his life, on 
die 24th of February 1719-20, 

MAN, Thomas,— was, on the ift of November 1705,' 
appointed captain of the Briftol *. No other mention is 
made of him, e3^cept that he died in England on the zgth 
of April 1719, 

P ADDON, George,-^wa$, in i693> appointed fecond 
lieutenant of the Archangel, an hirdd mip of war, mount- 
ing forty-eight guns, fent in the above year with a con<» 
voy to Virgiiiia, We have no other intelligence relative 
to this gentleman till we find him, in 1703, commander 
of the Vefuvius firefhip. In this yeflel he had the misfor« 
tune to be wrecked, being driven from his anchors at 
Spithead, on the 26th of November, in that tremendous 
tempeft, ufually denominated the Great Storm. The 

* He was tried by • court mania!, at Sheerneft, on the sfft of 
Odober 171 a, and adjudged to make fatisfadion to the queen, by 
ptfifig for a quantity of t^rovifioni which he had difpofcd of at hit 
own pleafarc, and to the purfer of the Portfmouth, ^yhich fiiip b^ 
tlien commanded, for fome he had caMfcd to be improperly and irrof 
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fnrvlces in which he was for a rerie5 of years concerned 
were fo trivial, that we do not find any mention whatever 
made of him till the year 171 1, when he commanded the 
Windfor of fixty guns, on the New England ftation.' He 
appears, while thus employed, to have been particularly 
aftive and fortunate, having captured many very confider* 
able and valuable prizes ; one of them a French (hip of 
war, called the Thetis, mounting forty-two guns*. He 
was taken from this (hip, in the montn of Auguft, by (ir 
Hovenden Walker, commander-in-chief of the armament 
deftined againft Quebec, to command the Edgar of feventy 
guns, the nag (hip, under him during the above-mentioned 
expedition. The melancholy cataftrophe which put an 
end to it has been already defcribed at full ; and that very 
onisfortune afterwards proved the caufe of captain Pad- 
'don's own difmifTion from the fcrvice. 

We cannot help thinking, to fpeak candidly, that (ir 
Hovenden himfeii, in his account of the difa(ier alluded 
tot, infmuates a kiiid of impropriety in captain Paddon'$ 
condudl on that occafion ; but it is alfo certain, that the 
degree of culpability, if any, was deemed fo trivial as to 
render any enquiry into his condud unnecefTary. On his 
return from the Weft Indies he was appointed to fome 
other (hip of the line, and ordered for the Mediterranean^ 
where we find him, in 171 3, commodore and plenipoten- 
tiary to the emperor of Nforocco, for the,purpofe of re-' 
newing the truce )vith Great Britain, which was then on 
the point of expiring. He appears to have aded in this 
very delicate buflnefs with all the warinefs of a politician 
happily united with the true gallant fpirit of a Briti(li 
commander. A negociation for peace is, as it is well 
known, more diflBcult to be concluded and carried into 
etkSt with the Moors, than with any other people^rn the 
univerfe ; a thoufand arts and fubtleties are praSifed as 
the complexion of their a(Fairs appears to (u^eft ; nor 
could, particularly at the tipie of which we are now 
fjpeaking, any certainty be had of ^he conclufibn and rati- 
ncation of a treaty, except necedity compelled it.

-Captain Paddon appears to have been pevfe&Iy aWar^ 
of the genius and temper of the people with whom he 
-was to negociate» for the Moors, under pretence that the 
truce was expired, having feized a fmall Engliih veflfel at 
Oran, he immediately ordered theihips of his fquadron to 
make reprifals, a cOndud which (quickly brought them 
into a more pacific temper. The terms of the peace 
appear to have been adjufted and finally concluded in the 
montb of March following^ the emperor having, a3 m 
. liibftantial proof of MooriOi' friendfiiip, .given orders for 
ihe releafe of fixty. Elx^Iifh captives, which had unhappily 
fiillea into the hatKis of his corfairs. He continued on thq 
fypae (tation for a confiderable time after this; and fir 
James Wi(hart being, in the month of December 1713-* 
14, fent to take the command on the above-mentioned 
fiation, captain Paddon continued to ferve under him aa 
Icng as that admiral remained there himfelf. 

vn the acceflioii of king George L and the yery exten« 
£ve diTmiffion of perfona holding employments, a3 well 
civU and military, which took place in confequence of it, 
capta i n Paddon , together wir h his commander- in-chi ef, was 
lecalledfrom the Mediterranean. His former misfortunet 
lor it fcarcely deferved a term more harfh, was now con* 
.verted into a ferious ofience and criine ; and, after having 
|>aflcd unnoticed for fuch a length of time, it wasfubjede^ 
to the opinion of a court-martial, the members of which 
thouglit it incumbent on them to fentence him to be 
dKfnHlIed the (ervice* On the treatment of fir Hovenden, 
his admiral, at the time aUuded to, we have already taken 
•ccafKin to animadvert fufficiently ; and Ihe rancorous 
ftoimofity with which men, who were unhappy enough to 
'be of one particular party and perfuafion were purfuod* 
would induce us to wonder but little at evqn a more flagrant 
violation of the forms of juftice, or rather of its principles^ 
thar\ that we here allude to. 

Captain Paddon, after his difmiilion, went into the 
iervice of Peter the Third, furnamed the Great, Czar of 
Mufcovy, and died in that coimtry, as it is faid, early ia 
the year 1717. 

PETERBOROUGf I, Charles Mordaunt, Eari of,~ 
is entitled to a place here from his having been, in the 
year 1705, appointed, with fir Cloudcfley Shovel, joint 

admiral 
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nfiAml "of Ihe .fleet onkred for the Mediterranean^ 
iJemphtbtous as were -his fervices, the commilTion juA 
li^ttd yfiili^obMyt dear us from the reproach of in-i 
con'fiit^ncy^ind impropriety^ in infertinghis name among 
oaval commairiers. On his anceftry, and the events of his 
CAfly Kfe» we have little' occafion to be difFi)&> as well bo*- 
^atiTe it has been fufficiently enlarged upon by others, at 
that, from the peculiar circumftances attending his com-* 
Qiandy we do not apprehend fuch an account at all con- 
fiftent with our prelent plan. 

Suffice it tbeiefore briefly to fay, that the firft of this 
femify, nodtced by hiftorians or heralds, was Oibert le 
Mordaunty a Norman knight, poflefled of Radwell m 
Bcdfordlhire, by the gift of his brother, which he himielf 
bad receired of William the Conqueror for his own fer* 
Yices, added to tfaofe of his father at the time of the Nor« 
tasLn inVafion. 

Chaiies^ of whom we are now to give Ibme account^ 
was the,, third earl of Peterborough — his grandfikther^ 
John, having been advanced to that dignity on the 9th of 
March 1627*8. He appears, indeed, to have had a pre** 
diledion in favour of the naval fervice, having, in his 
early. youth, accompanied fir John Narborpugh and vice* 
admiral Herbert to the Mediterranean, where he contU 
Dued dtning the wars with the difiierent piratical ftates oil 
the coaft of Barbary . On the 4th of June 1 680, he em« 
barked as a volunteer, with the earl of Plymouth, for 
Afnca,. and very much diftinguifbed himfelf at Tangier at 
the time k was befieged by the Moors. This noble per- 
ibnage and his uncle, who was at that time earl of Peter* 
borough> i^ere of very diflersnt perfuafions and principles 
both m religion and politics, the latter having alwajrs 
been the ftreniious adherent to king James, to whom he 
is faid to have carried his attachment fo far, as to have 
been reconciled to the church of Rome*; while the for* 
mer conQaotly appeared equally zealous in fupport of that 



* A condu£l which occafioned a refolution of the boale of com* 
Bi»9s, foon after the acceflion of William and Mary, that he (hoald 
be impeached, ** for departing from hit allegiance, and being recon- 
ciled to the ehuicb ot Rome/* Tiui, however, w» afterwards 
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fyfiem which produced the revolution* Being confe* 
qucntly very uneafy under the government of James, after 
having ftrenuoufly oppofed the repeal of the Teft A& in 
the houfe of peers^ he thought it mod prudent, as well as 
moft (atisfadory to himfelf, to withdraw from a court,. 
whofe meafuxes he at that time found it in vain to oppofe, 
and retire to a country where he could live under a go*- 
vemment more congenial to his ideas and wiihes. He 
tlierefore folicited from his natural fovereign, James^ 
permiiTion to enter into the fervice of his fon-^in-law, the 
prince of Orange, which the former, no doubt fecretly 
pleafed at fo good an opportunity of getting rid of a pow« 
ciful opponent, mod readily granted. 

Soon after his arrival in Holland, which was early in 
the year 16S7, he was appointed <:ommander of a Dutch 
ihip of war, mountingforty-eight gims, called the Nordtr 
Holland, and fent commodore, or admiral^ of a fmall 
fquadron of (hips of that nation, to the Weil Indies. It 
fioes not clearly appear what was the intended obje£t of 
this armament ; that which is moft apparent and probable 
is,, that it was fent thither to try the temper of the Englifli 
colonies, and their attachment to the then reigning love-* 
jceign. The pretended objed, indesd, was, a quantity ol 
treafure, which many adventurers, particularly a company , 
or fociety of Englim, vrith the duke of . Albemarle, then 
gpyernor of Jamaica, at their head, were endeavouring^ 
and with fome fuccefs, to recover from a Spani(h wreck: 
Into this moriey-hunting projed the Dutch pretended to 
enter, and the Elnglifh nation eafily trufting to the truth of the 
avowed objedl of an expedition,which appeared fo perfedly 
congenial to the natural genius of their neighbours, readily 
gave the credit to their pretended intentions. Ix>rd Mor« 
daunt, as he was then called^ does not app^r to have con*, 
cerned himfelf any farther than merely by requeuing of fir 
J .Narborough,atthat time the Englifh commander-in-chief 
in the Wed Indies, and a£^lially employed on the fame 
errand, his permiffion to fend two or three officers to fee 
the wreck. This requeft was readily granted him •, and 
he foon afterwards returned to Holland. 

On 

* His proper title was vifcouat Mordauot, of AvaloJi, in the county 
^Somerfft. 
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On his arrival there, the projefl of the revolution had 
nearly ripened into execution ; and Burnet, in the 
hiftory of his own times, mentions his lordlhip as one 
pf the perfons admitted to the moft fecret councils of 
the prince of Orange, who placed, on all occafions, a 
mod implicit confidence in his advice. He accompanied^ 
his highnefs to England in the month of November ; and 
having been, as it is faid, highly inftrumental to the fuc- 
cefs of the expedition, was, on the acceffion of king 
William and queen Mary, fworn of their privy council^ 
and made one of the lords of the bed-chamber to his 
majefty*. The occurrences of this noble lord's life 
having had no connexion with naval aflPairs during the 
reign of king William, we (haH content ourfelves with 
filling up this interval with part of the account given of 
him by CoUijis. 

"In order to enable him to attend the corpnation of their 
majefties, as an earl, he was, on the 9th of April 1689, 
advanced to the dignity of earl of the county of Mon- 
mouth, having the day before been conftituted firft lord 
commifllioner of the treafury ; and, on the 30th of May 
in the fame year, lord lieutenant and cuftos rotulorum of 
the county of Northampton." We muft beg leave to 
reSify a fmall miflake committed by Collins, who informs 
us he continued firft lord commiflioncr of the treafury til! 
the month of May 1694 : the fa£l is, he quitted theftatioa

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juft mentioned on the i8th of March 1690-1, and was theft! 
iiicceeded by fir J . Lowthcr. "In confequcnce of an addrefii? 
prefented by the lord mayor and aldermen of the city o£ 
London to his majedv, he was commiflloned to command 
the royal regiment of horfe, which the city had raifed foi** 
the public fervice, of which his majefty was gracioufly^^ 
pleated to be colonel : and their majcftiesl the prince 2indl 
princefs of Denmark, with the lords fplritual and tem-y 
poral, having accepted of the invitation of the lord mayor ^

After this time Collin^j 
IBakes no mention of him till the year 1702 ; but we have ' 
to obferve, that by the death of Henry, fecond earl of , 
Peterborough, on the 19th of June 1697, his lordfhifi^j 
fucceeded to that title, by which, as being the more ancient^ 
he was always afterwards known. 

Soon after the acceflion of queen Anne it was propofectf 
to (end his lordfhip to the Weft Indies as captain-general 1 
and governor of Jamaica, as well as commander-in-chief; 
of the fleet and troops afterwards fent thither under com. j 
modore Walker, when the fleet was on its return froni ^ 
Cadiz. But this intention was laid afide, and the earl wa$f( 
not called into public fervice till the year 1705, when he i 
was appointed, with fir Cloudcfley Siovel, joint-a,dmiraJ , 
and commander-in-chief of the fleet fent to Spain. His^ 
eminent fervices in that kingdom are almoft too notoriou$r. 
to need repetition. The editor of the life of fir John, 
Leake has, indeed, taken uncommon pains to be (bmewhatl 
more than fervere on his lordfbip, and aflerts ratherj 
boldly, that he endeavoured to divert the attention of th^ 
allies from Barcelona, and transfer their attack to Italy^k^j 
•• Thi» (adds he) was a very early attempt to influence tM 
fleet, bv means of land councils, from the fervice of the king 
of Spam> for which they were principally defigned; and 9

ultimate fuccefs of the a^FauFt. His gallantry on this oc- 
cafion was, indeed, eftablifhed by a teftimony, hot to be 
overturned by the bare aflcrtion and infinuation of an 
liiftorian, fingt^Jar encomiiims being beftowed on his lordU 
fliip's particular behaviour in the account publifhed by* 
authority, which may be found in the Gazettes, No. 4x64: 
and 4167, the length of which prevents us from tnmf-* 
cribing them," 

The «ari appears to have quitted his naval cominand 
Airing the wmtcr, and to have confined himfelf to the 
exercife of his land funSion of general, in which he diC- 
played fingular adroitnefs as well as gallantry, havin?^ 
with a force almoft contemptible, when compared wiw 
that of the enemy, not only kept them completely in 
check, but obtained feveral confequential advantages over 
them, and in particular havins almoft entirely (ubdtied the 
kingdom of Valentia. The nrft operation of the enemy 
in the cnfuing fpring, was the attack of Barcelona ; and 
in tlie hope of re-poireffing thcjmfelves of it by a coup dc 
main they made it in a manner totally unprecedented and 
imjulHfiable, on the fcore of military prudence. They 
left Lerida and other confequential towns behind them, 
unalTaulted; a coDduft which, although perhaps the moft 
in^poUttc tliey could have purfued, was fuch, neverthelefsy 
as completely deceived the earl of Peterborough, and en*> 
ablcd raom to carry the firft objc£l of their expedition 
into execution, and im^eft the city in form. This event" 
Was totally unlooked for by his lordfliip, who ufedr 
exertions alnu>ft incredible for its relief: he collefled, 
with the. utmoft expedition, a corps of near three thou* 

faad 
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land men in Valentia, and in defpite of the formidable 
army of the befiegert, fiicceeded in throwing a very con- 
siderable part of them into the town, which, till then was^ 
owing to the kind of furprize already dated, very thinly 
garrifoned. With the remainder, which confided chiefly 
of Miquelets and irregular troops, he took pod in the 
meuntains, from whence, by fallips and defultory ikir- 
midies, he daily harrafle^ the enemy and impeded their 
attack. At length the combined fleet arrived, the com- 
munication with the city by fea being - confequently 
open *, the earl went immediately on board, and taking 
the command of the troops that were conveyed thither by 
it, landed the fame afternoon at their head. 

The . event might eafily have been forefeen, the 
enemy raifed the fiege with the utmod precipitation in a 
few days afterwards, abandoning all tneir artillery and 
fiore^, together with their camp itfelf, in which was found 
fo immenfe k depot of ammunition, and every other ne- 
ceflTary requifite for a fiege, that it was wittily faid by the 
vidors,^ their enemy had left them fuch a booty to make 
them fome amends for the trouble and anxiety they had 
fruitlefsly occafioned ttfem by their vain and ill-condu£ted 
attack. 

The author of fir John Leake's life has, according to 
his wonted cudom, taken wonderful pains to depreciate 
the fhare borne by his lorddiip in this affair, and at the 
fame time to attribute the entire caufe df its happy iiTue to 
the conduct of fir John Leake, who commanded the fleet> 
fent on the above fervice from England. Here alfo, as 
ivell as in other indances, relative affe£^ion and prejtidice 
appear to have hurried hi^ 2eal beyond that pruaential 
attention to candour and impartiality no hidorian . ou^t

A variety cf curious and entertaining anecdotes are re- 
lated of this noUemnn's exploits during the above period I 
#s they are, hcwiever, touUv irrelative to his naval con« 
4uA, and would lead us to a oetail we do not feel ourfeWel 
kiAified in entering into, we fliall coAtefit ouri(dves with 
pJitfly. remarking, thev uniformly difplay to us the cba-* 
jaiSipT of a confummace warrior and a moft eallatit mas. 
Mr. Leake's antipathy to his Iprdfliip is deariy occafionei 
by bis haying mnfortmaately been honoured, by queen Anne| 
wi^h the ajipointment, very uncommon indeed for a land 
pS^er, of joifit-adctiiial with fir John Leake. This had 
been deemed by Mr. Leake noore derogatory to bis rehl<^

His nrft introdiidion^ as it may be cAHed, int6 notice/ 
was efieded through that great and eminent commander

the fame rate, and employed in the German Ocean, priiw. 
dpally in convoying the neets to and from Holland and the 
Baltic. This occupation proved fatal to him in the month, 
of February I7e6r7 ; and vre have the following account 
of this unhappy dilafter in a letter from Yarmouth, dated 
February the loth. *^ Yefterday failed out of our road 
her majefty's (hips the Hading^ and Margate, with a fleet 
of about one hundred merchaat (hips, bound for Holland ; 
but the wind coming contrary, the fleet w^s obliged to^ 

Sit back again that evening. Her maje(ly*s '(hip th^ 
afling9, in coming in, ftruck on the fanda, and in half aa 
hour's time overfet : about thirty of her men sot hither i^ 
their boats, but it is feafed many of the reft peri(hed#". 
Captain Vaughan was among the latter. 
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ADLINGTON, James, -* is known only as havingi 
been appointed captain of the Folkftone* en the 7th ^ 
Jlanuary 1706^ He died in England on the 15th of 
OAober 170Q» being, as it isfaid, captain of the TilbOry; 

CANDLER, Bartholomew, — was, \on the 2?7th of 
Jantiary 1706, promoted to be<:aptain of the Fatcon. We 
do not find any other mention made of him, except the 
mere date of his death, a circumflance moil probably im* 
pjiltaUe to hb ill fortune only', in having been employed 
on fervices totally uninterefting. He cued hi the Weft 
Indies on the 22d of O^ober 1723, being at that time 
captain of the Launcefton, of forty guns. 

CLIFTON, John,-^was appoirtted a lieuiehant in 
the navy about the year 1691 ; and in 1693 we find him' 
in that ftation on board the Soldadoes Prize, a (hip of 
forty guns. We have not been able to procure any^farther* 
information concerning him till the 2d of February 1705, 
9t which time he was promoted to be captain of the 
Dolphin frigate ; whether Ke ever had any command mfi«> 
terial enough to merit particular notice does not appear^ 
f6r no other mention is made of him, except that he died 
on the 21 ft of March 1723, not holding at that time any 
commifiion. 

CREMOR, or CREAMER', Henry, — was ap- 
pointed a lieutenant in the navy very Toon after the 
rtvohrtion ; and as far back as the year 1693, ferved 
as firft lieutenant of the Hurnber, of eighty guns, 
commanded by captain Lionel Ripley. He was not, 
however, advanced to the rank of captain in the navy till 
the 16th of January 1706, when he was made commander 
of the Guai^land frigate. He was, not long afterwards,

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Vemoved into the Katherinc yacht ; in which veflel he died, 
at Lifbon, on the 13th of April 1707* 

DEL AVAL, Robert, — was the younger brother of 
admiral George Delaval, of whom we have already given 
fome account. This gentleman h no where mentioifed 
in the fervice till his appointment, on the 30th of April 
1706, to the command of the Falcon frigate. He was 
previous to that promotion lieutenant of one of the ibtps 
lent to the Mediterranean under fir J. Leake, who ad-- 
vanced him to the ftation jufl mentioned, as a reward 
for his own intrinfic worth, and as a well-deierved com- 
pliment to bis brother George, who was fent home as a 
pgflenger on board the Falcon, with the important news 
that the enemy had been compelled to raife the (iege of 
Barcelona. 

Captain Delaval returned to the Mediterranean ; and, 
havine unfortunately contracted the fmall-pox, died, in 
his o/iginal conmiand, at Genoa^ on the a9th of January 
1707.8. 

. DOILEY,or DORLEY, George,— was^ about the 
latter end of the year 1705, appointed lieutenant of the. 
Tartar frigate. He continued to ferve in this ftation till 
the loth of }uly*i7o6, when, having confpicuoufly et«- 
crted himfelf at the capture of the Childs Play frigate, 6[ 
twenty- four guns, he was, very defervedly, promoted to 
the command of that prize. This commiflion was im- 
mediately confirmed by the admiralty from the date of the * 
capture ; and captain i)oiIey foon afterwards was ordered 
to the Weft Indies. He there unfortunately periihed, his 
ihip being loft in an hurricane, off St. Chriitopher's, on 
the 30th of Auguft 1707. 

GRANARD, Sir George Forbes, Eari of,*— was the 
third fon of fir Arthur Forbes, fecond earl of Granard, and

Having entered very 
early in life into the navy, he was, on the i6th of July 
S70D9 j^omoted to the command of the Lynn ; but no 
iQOtice IS taken as to the particular fervice or Aation- on 
which tUs fbip was employed. In 1708 we find him to' 
have been promoted to be captainn of the Sunderl'^nd, a* 
fourth rate, of fixty guns. Some have aiferted he comi*-^

fay they, removed into the Greenwich, which was alfo a 
fourth rate. In the firft part of this account they are 
undoubtedly miftaken, form the year 171 1 the tkinder-^ 
land was employed on the expedition agaiiift Canada, 
under fir Hovenden Walker, and was at that fiiie com- 
manded by captain Gore* 

How long ne continued captain of the Greenwich, in' 
which {hip he failed for Lifbon immediately after hi& 
appointment, does not appear, nor can we colledl any 
ftnher palrticulars reTattve to his narval life tit! tfie year 
^726, when wfe find him commandfer of the Canterburyif. 
di fixty guns, one of the fquadron employed on. the Mew 
4iterranean ftation, under admiral Hopfon^ tp wliom he 
was captain, and afrerwards under fir Ghafrtes Wageir,' 
who fucceeded him. The events of tTie tenlporary waf' 
Mrhich took place, aiid in expe£lation of whicti the force 
juft mentioned was fent thither, were not only extrenfely 
uninterefling, but have been already fufficiently reported in 
the life of amniraf Wager. The ficgc of Gibraltar was 
the moft confplcuous tranfadion, and, indeed, the only 
one worth notice ; and it happened to fall to the lot of 
lord Forbes to bt the perfon who ihould ^ive the firft 
manifeft pr(yf i)f the commencement of hofnltties on this 
occafion. 

This evtfnt took place on the i ith of Feb, 1 726-7- An 

.anfwer, by no means fatisfa£lory, had been given by the 

Spaniih general, to a fpirited remonftrance fent ftom the 

governor; abd in confequence of the unufual preparations 



" Ht fcTved tn ptrltarhent for Queenboroogh in Kent ; arid on the 
ryih of F«b. 1725, being fummoned, by writ, to ibe houfc of pcen in 
this kingdom (Ireland), by the title of lord Forbes, took his feat 7th 
of September following. Twenty-fifth of November 17291 be was' 
appofntcd captain-general and commander-in-chitf in and over the 
Britiib Leeward Caribbee iflands in America, with ful! power, not 
only to appoint a court of judicature, nominate perfons in the 
feveral provinces to admirfifler the oaths, and to pardon or condemn 
any pirates or other criminals, but to ereCl plat-forms, caflles, fortifi- 
cations, and towns, and to furnifh the fame with cfrditance and amu« ' 
nition neceflary for the defence of thofe ifliinds. On 10 December it 
was ordered by the houfe of peers, that he ftould have le^ve to be 
abfent from tiie fervice of that houfe, to attend his faid gOV^rxuttCDt :'

and 
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and confthi^ion of katteric8» lord Forbes, who nvas then 
lying witb his ihip at the head of the old mole, about 
half pad three o'clock in the afternoon, fired a fmelc gun 
over their mod advanced battery ; as he aUb did a iecond, 
after an interval of half an hour. Thefe Mr^re to be con^- 
iidered as mere fignals of what was intended on the part 
of the ganrifon, who» towards evening, commenced an 
heavy fire on the eneiliy's works, from Willis's and thft 
other batteriesywhofe ^nscouldbe brought to bear on them. 
The£)iiadron was principally occupied in cruiiing off the 
Streights to prevent thq eneviy from receiving any rein- 
forcements by k^ ; and during fuch an employment wc 
can fcjircely cxpcA having it in our power to communi- 
cate znf thing very interelling. Lord Forbes, however^ 
Jkad at ieaft the fatisfadion of being as much oonc^i ned at 
any of his cotempararies who were joined withbim on the 
fiunafetvicae, in thofe trivial occurrences which (enned to 
didinguiih the period alluded to, from one of prafiiund 
peace* 

On the nth of March, being detached on a cruife, in 
company with the Royal Oak, fcom the main body of the 
fquadron, they fell in wkh and captured a new Spaniflit 
fliip of war, mounting forty-fix |(ims, bound from St* 
AndeiD to Cadiz. This velTel ftruck to tjhe Royal Oak^ 
which is erconeooily faid to have been comnnandcd by his 
lordibip, who certainly was on board the Canterbury as 
the time alluded to ; and, as we believe, was not able to 
g^t up till juf t as the enemy furrendered. The prize was 
cancied into Gibraltar on the i^th ; and three' ibiys aAer^i 
wards: Us lordifaip (ailed for Liibon, having oader hia 
orders tke Cokheiter and Durfley Galley, with a confidef**^ 
able ileet of merchant->(hips under their convoy. . leaving 
letorned to Gibraltsir immediately after having executed 
this fesvkey be was acdered, on the ad of April, to take 
under his command the Tyger, Colohcfter,.Wincfaefier^ 
andLyme» with, the Cruifer and Uawke (loom of war^ 
which fbips, acj^cfi to the Cai^9rbury, were deflinei for 
the attack of the fmall ifland, near Auriaa« ou the oppo- 
fiie fide of 4he bay, wher^^he enemy had crefted a battery. 
^U.the ^ats i^ thp fl^et, manned apd armed, were ordered 
to attend and fiipport thcp ; and^ in Oiort, cv^ry difpoD^iof} 
IKi^lQli!^^ ^^fy pofli W pfe^aMoo waii t^k<ll^ to eoAire 
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fuccefi ; but the wind flatteiiing to a dead calm, the aflatilt 
was obliged to be deferred, and does not appear to have 
been ever afterwards re^attempted. 

A ceiration of hoftilities took place in the month of 
June ; but the fquadron did not return to England till 
after the final arrangement and conclufton of the articles 
of peace. It is not, however, in any degree neceflary to 
attempt recording the leveral tinintereifing occupations 
in which this pan of his lordfhtp*s fervice was confumed 
in common with the reft of his colieaeues. He returned 
home in the month of April 1728, and does not appear to 
have gone to fea any more till the year 1731, when he 
commanded the Cornwall of eighty guns. This ihip 
was one of the fleet fent to Cadiz, under fir Charles 
Wager, to (ettle the difference between the Spaniards and 
the emperor, which was accommodated under the uiedia* 
tion of Britain, as already related in the life of that brave 
admiral*^ who commauded the expedition. After his 
return to England his lord(hip was, in the month of April 
1733, appointed minifter-plenipotentiary to the e;pfiperor 
of the Ruilias, and embarking on the 9th of May, arrived 
fafe at Peterfburgh on the 2ift of June following. 
During the time be was employed in this very honourable 
fervice, he was, according to Hardy, Archdale, and fba)e 
others, promoted, on the iitht of May 1734, to be rear* 
admiral of the white :^. He received the mformation cf 
this promotion on the 25th of June following, and letters 
of recall almoft at the fame time. The Czarina, at 
his audience of leave, after exprefling the utmoft fatis* 
'fadion at his condud, and higheft fenle of his merit and 
abilities, prefented him with a diamond ring of very con- 
fjderaUe vakie, which flie took from her own finser; flie 
ai the (ame time honoured him with her piAure degaatiy 
let with diamonds, and ordered him a purfe of fix thou- 
fand rubles in fpecie.

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By the death of his father, on the 24th of Fthruttry^j'Tff^ 
he became earl of Granard ; and purfulrigthe inforinatiofi 
oi Archdale, Lodge, and others, we have to add, '' he waft 
made rear>admiral of the red on the 17th, or, rathef, 
1 6th of December 1734;' and on the 30th of April 173*, 
was pionioted to be vice-admiral of the blue*." In the 
month of June 1738, he was appointed commanderMn- 
chief <^ a fquadron of (hips intended for the Weft Indies, 
which he very foon afterwards refigned, and does not ap*- 
pear toh^ve accepted of any command afterwatds. *' He 
was reeularly and progreflively pmmoted in the rank of 
admiral, till be attained the higheft poft, that of adnriral 
of the fleet, which he held for fome years t before his 
death, an event which happened on the a9th of OAober 
1765, he being then in the 80th year bf his age." 

In 1 741 bis lontfhip was eleded reprefentative in par- 
liament for the boroughs of Air, Irwin, &c. in Scotland* 
He was nominated one of the members of his majefty's 
privy oounci^ and governor of the counties of Weftmeadi 
and Longford, which he refigned in 1756 ; and was fuc* 
ceeded in that of Longford by his eldeft fon on the 8th of 
Odober in the fame year. He married Mary, eldeft 
daughter of William, firft lord Montjoy, and rtllGt of 
Phineas Prefton, of Ardfallah, in the county of Meath, 
efq. 

JACKSON, Robert.— Of this gentleman we know 
nothing, till we find him, on the nth of February 1706, 
appointed captain >of the Soriings frigate. No particulik' 
notice is taken of him, and he never attained any very 
confequential command in the fervice, from which he 
was difmiflBsdi by the fentence of a court-»martial, held on 
4iim at Greenwich, on the '14th of February 1709. 
^Raac^admiral Hardy places this circumftance in the year 
1715, and one private memorandum we have met with 
makes it as late as the year 1725, while another ftates it 
to have happened in the year 1711. The account 
•firft given we believe moft to be relied on ; his ofFenCe is

jbave given* a^ a milder punifhtnent, that he Was only fen- 
:ieoce{to be Mpendtd from the fervice during the plea- 
Xufe of the lords of the admirahy. He does not appear, 
Jiowcvery to have bean again employed, no other inrorma- 
tion relative to him having come to our knowledge» except 
ibat he died on the*^ aSth of OAob^r 1 7 a6, . 
. JAMESON, William,--— entered into the navy imnoo- 
diately after the Revolution ; and after a prop^ proba^ 
ilonary fervice as an inferior officer, was appointed 5th 
lieutenant of the Royal Sovereign towards the end of th^ 
year 169a. We do not find any farther mention made of 
oim during the reign of king William, or, indeed, after- 
vyaidtB, till his promotion, on the 13th of January 1706, to 
be captlain of the Experiment. He died, as we believe, 
in tl^ Tamt command, towards the end of the fame 
.Jcar. 

LESTOCK, Richaj^, — was the fon of captain 
Richard Leftock, of whom a (hort account is given 
lA the firft volume*. We have been unable to in- 
Veitigate any particulars relative to his early fervice, the 
firft information we have concerning him being his. 9f^ 
pointn»ent, on the a9th of April 1 706, to be captain of the 
^Fpwey. He was at ili^t time on the Mediterxanean 
ftation ; from whence he was fent, in the month of Sep*- 
lember, with the important news of the furrender of 
^icant. He rttursed back immediately; and in the 
ononth of December following we find him emplc^od 
with the captaiiw Coney and Stanhope, as juft aow related 
in the lives of thofe gentlemen. 

His next command, that is particularly' noticed* was 
that of the Weymouth, in which (hip we finll kim, it 
1 7 1 1 , ferving, firl), on the American (ladon ; from wheno? 
he afterwards, towards the end of the fummer, went to the 
Weft Indies, where he remained under covimodore Litr 
tletOD. He here acquitted himfelf highly to the fatitfaa^ 
tion of his commander-in-chief as wdl as of all his can 
temporaries and colleagues, having, on every occalioli, xli£- 
playc4 the chafffker of au adive and dil^eot ofGoer, a* 
well as of a gallant man. His fucceifes, while thu9 
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«XBp]oyed, confided of one or two fmall' privatber^ cif^ 
tvred by himieU, with the ThQti$> h FFeoeh ihip of war pf 
forty* four gans, and feveral oth^r fhips of kdptkm notey 
in th« taking of which he was aflift^d by dMi Whxifiar. 
Peace being fopn afterwards concluded, no faithcf ^99^^^ 
tunit^ preknted itfelf to thk gentlefnan of (Hftingunhing 
hunielf till the year 17171 wheq h«commandiDd did Paii* 
ther, of fifty guns, one ot the fleet £991 to the Bahic under 
fir Qeorge oy ng, for the purpole of overawing the Swedes, 
who appeased very reiUefs, and were at tluit very time 
adually projeAing an invafion qf England in favour of 
the Pretender* The Panther was ordered, by fir George, 
to cmife off Gottenburg, and other (hips were» at the fame 
time, detached to fuch different ftations as were judged 
inoft likely todiftrefs the enemy, and bring them to realon, 
the road of Copenhagen being made the general rendes- 
vous of the i)eet« Captain Leftoek had at leaft his fiiare 
in the trivial events and fuccefs which took place in con- 
fequence of the above arrangements, having captured two 
or three of the enemy's privateers, befides rendering other 
lervicc, which, although from its trivial nature, may be 
confidered as by no means raifing the charafler of a gal- 
lant officer, may certainly be allowed highly conduciveto'the 
eftablifliment of that ot an adive one« 

This trait in his charaAer did not pafs unnoticed hv fir 
George, who from that time, on all poffiUe oocauons 
during his life, warmly efpoufed his intereft, and in the 
following year particularly, procured him to be appointed 
to the command of the Barfleur, the (hip on board which 
he was to hoift his flag, as con^mander-in-chief in the Me« 
diterranean, on the expedition againd the Spaniards. His 
fubfequent condu£l while they were thus conneSed in 
fervice, appears to have fully jufiified the good opinion 
entertained of him by fo able a commander ; but after he 
returned to England, on the evacuation of Sicily and the 
conclufion of hoftilities, he does not appear to have had 
any naval appointment till after the acceffion of kinc 
George the Firft. In 1728 he commanded the Princera 
Amelia, of eighty guns, one of fifteen (hips of the line 
ordered to be equipped for immediate fervice; but he is 
not known ever to have gone to fea as her commander. 
In the following year we find him cmptaia of the Royal 
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Qak» of feventy guns, one of the fleet ordered to be tquip*- 
pod for fea, under the command of fir Charles Wa^er, 
in confequenoe of the reiterated infults and depredations 
of the Spaniards, but which, on account of tneir early 
fubmiflion, never put to fea. The anti-minifterial party 
of that time were loud in their clamour againft the expence 
in which the nation was, according to their opinion, wan- 
tonly involved by an armament, which, as they laid, rendered 
no fervice. Thefe ill-founded and illiberal philippics 
were beft anfwered by the following epigram. 
^' E portii non eft ut folvat claflis : Iberis 
Inftrudae et juntas fama fiitura fat eft. 
Sic aquilam fimul ac pennas extendere conftat, 
Continuo imbellis teda Coiumba petit." 

Mr. Leftock remained captain of the Royal Oak, which 
continued to be employed as a guard-fliip, till the year 
1 73 1 • He was then feht with fir C. Wager on his expedi- 
tion to the Mediterranean ; but during that period, as it 
was merely of a conciliatory nature, Mr. Leftock was con- 
cerned in nothing interefting. From this time till after 
die ferious re^commencement of war with Spain, we find 
no mention whatever made of him. He appears, but on 
what account we know not, to have, during this interval, 
in fome m^afure retired from the fervice, as .many com- 
manders, who were juniors to him as captains, were pro« 
moted to the rank of admiral many years before him*. 
It is not improbable that tlie remembrance of this cir- 
cumftance, continually Oiarpened by the very violent im- 
petuofity of temper he was known to pofTefs, might have 
contributed to encreafe many extravagant points in his 
condud, which his enemies may have reprefented in their 
moft glaring colours, but which his warmeft friends have 
never been able to refute or defend. 

Early in the year 1740 wc find him commanding the 
Boyne, a third rate of eighty guns ; on board which (hip 
he afterwards hoifted a broad pendant as an eftabliftied 
commodore, and commander of a divifion of the fleet fent 
out under fir Chaloner Ogle, in the month Of November, 
to reinforce vice-admiral Vernon, who was then in the 
Weft Indies. The firft operation of their united force, a

if Chiloiicr Ogle. 
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force infinitely more powerful than had ever before been 
Teen in that part of the world, was the attack of Cartha* 
gena. But pafling over the general detail of events which 
took place during this unfortunate expedition, we ihall 
here confine ourlelves to fuch only as Mr. Leftock was 
more immediately concerned in. The fleet arrived in the 
bay of Playa Granda on the 4th of March, but no Ihow of 
attack was made till the 9th. The comniodore with his 
divifion'was left at anchor, while the two other fquadrons^ 
under Mr* Vernon and fir Chaloner, proceeded to attack 
the feveral forts and batteries which defended the entrance , 
of the harbour of Carthagena. On the 23d Mr. Lef- 
tock, with five (hips of his fquadron, was ordered to get 
under weigh and attack the fea-front of the caftle of Bocca 
Chica, the moft formidable of all the defences the Spa- 
niards poflefled, the fort of St. Lazar, which was the ci- 
tadel of Carthagena, excepted. The commodore ex>x:uted 
the fervice allotted to him with the greateft adivity and 
fpirit, but apparently with little other fuccefs than that of 
having created a temporary diverfion, and thereby, in fome 
decree, facilitated the aflault from the land fide. The at- 
tack was renewed on the following day, and with the fame 
kind of fecondary fuccefs, for the land-batterles effe&ed a< 
breach during thefe combinations of aflaults, which hav- 
ing encouraged the Britifli to make the neceflary difpofi-- 
tions to ftorm the fort, the Spaniards avoided the (hock,, 
by evacuating their works at the inftant the aflailaqtswere 
prepared to enter the breach. 

In all the fubfequcnt operations of this unfortunate ex- 
pedition. Mr. Leftock appears to have had little or no 
concern ; and after its final faihire was, according to the 
inftru&ions the admiral had received, ordered for England 
with twelve two-decked (hips and five frigates; thofe 
which remained being a force adequ^e to the fervice of 
the Weft Indies, after the hopes of conqueft were relud- 
antly abandoned. Having removed his broad pendant 
into the Princefs Carolina, he failed from Port Royal on 
the 2oth of June, with a fleet of merchant-ihips under his 
protefiion, and arrived in fafety, with fuch fhips as were 
bound for England, the latter end of Auguft. doon after 
bis return he was ordered for the Mediterranean, where 
he arrived in the month of February 1741-2, and ferred 
for a (hort time under admiral Nicholas Haddock, whom 
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he trais Tent to reinforce. During this periocf he exhibheif 
fefne proofs of that impatient tern per, anditnprcfierpro- 
fi^pioind pri(te which afterwards becoming infinitely more 
al^pafehty cannot but be condemned even by thofe who 
are fo warmly attached to him, as to infift no part of his 
condcid was ever injurious or prejudicial to the canfe and 
intereds of his natrve country, which employed him. On 
the 13th of March following he was promoted to be rear* 
admiral of the white*, which was the firft flag he ever 
hoifted. Mr. Haddock's health being in a Very pre- 
carious date, and compelling him to folicit his recal, Mr. 
Mathews wa$ purpofely advanced to be vice-idmiral of 
the red as his fucceflgr : and Mr. Haddock being oMigied, 
for the reafon juft dated, to give up his command^ Mr. 
Il/efiock was left in that trad during the (hort period which 
intervened before the arrival of the former. 

Short as was this opportunity of difplaying the leading 
fcattiresof hismind incoloursmore drikingthan he perhaps 
had before been able, he failed not to avail himfelf of it m 
its ut^od extent. The circumdance particularly alluded 
to will be found hereafter in the life of coi^modofre Bar- 
net. It is a drong indication, and, indeed, proof of that 
too common human frailty which influencing the minds 
of men, not podefled of principles mod truly noble, 
induces them to exa£k obedience in terms which politenefs, 
or, perhaps, decency can hardly excufe : although when 
themfdves reduced to a fubordinate dation, they know 
but ill how to bend, and conform themfelves, on any terms, 
to that behaviour, their country's welfare, and the well- 
known principles of military regulation unequivocally^ 
demand* Mr. Mathews arriving in the Meditenanean' 
about die month of May, took upon him the command of 
the fleet* Mr. Ledock is faid, by thofe who widi moft

Owine to fome delay or accident m fending out the official informa- 
tion of the firft, thai of the (econd followed it fo foon Mr. Leftock 
had hia flag flying one day only as rear-adtniral of the red : on the 
luDcecdtog mornipg be hoifted that of vice-admiral of the white. Hb 
was H that time on board the Namure, in which ihip he continued 
while be reniined in the Mediterranean. 
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to excnfe hiscondud, to have conceived a difguft * at bring 
thus fuperceded, and to have retained it during the whol^ 
time the caufe of it continued, which certainly was till he 
was fent home prifoner to Eogland by his coaunandex-ior 
chief, as will be prefently feen. 

To offer any remark on the proprietv of fo, flniDge a 
defence, would be only to aggravate the ihame attached^ m 
the opinion of many, to the memory of a nx^n whole errors 
may be now forgotten, as the evils, if any, they occafioned^ 
have long ceafed to be felt. To the brighter fide of his 
chara£ler, as a man of general ability and gallantry^ we 
o«ight only now to turn, as a pleadng profped ou^ ever 
to engage the attention of the human mind more thaa a 
terrific one. We fhall therefore only briefly obferve, there 
are fome advocates who materially injure the caufe an^ 
defence of their clients by ofiering, as an excufe, circiw^ 
fiances, which if true, a£tually enhance, infteadof f^Uiatiog 
criminality* Mr. Ledock was, in the firil iniianoe^ not 
of a rank in the lift of admirals fufiiciently exalted toeoUlle 
him, with propriety, to expe£t fo extenfive a cpmi^aii^; 
and if he had, he could by no condud have proved hinUw 
fo little qualified for it, as by betraying the fn^alUft iliv* 
content at not having obtained it* Whatever private feuj^ 
or animofities might have taken place between men ^ 
whofe f:ordial confidence in each other the fervice ef tbe^ 
country fo much depended, they ihould in tbf mfelves nftt 
have been violent enough to come to an open rupture]^ a]|ii 
they would at lead have obtained the negative praife af 1^ 
having permitted their quarrel to reach a daJagprous height* 
Some, who are mod loud in their ceofur^ of Mr* Le- 
fiock, iiifid that he piirpofely and cautioufly avoided be* 
traykig the fmalled difplea&re br refentment againll Mf* 
Mathews, till he congratulated himfelf with haviaj^fou^ 

an opportunity of completely undoing him. \

defiined to attempt icarrying into execution jointly. Mr. LcftttclL'll|d 
negleded to fcDq a frigate, a& be had* been inArmded, to aaeict^Mr. 
Mathews and his (quadroa 00 hU Brft arrival in the ModiiernuKti^i 
and that genfieaiao, irritated not only at what was, ocrhapa^ inten^^ii 
as a perfooal infult, but at fo manifeft a breach ot difopline^ toolt 
occaiion, with fome wirmrh, to reprimand Mr. Lefiock onilieirflfA 
ineeting; and^whafwatf Hill -ntqfo niMtifying/rhft nilftMt>AlM''tf 
liicf.mi fevertl foreizo generals, were preTcnt. 
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The circumftances of the afiion itfelf, as well ar its 
confequenceSy have been already given at fome length 
in the life of Mr. Mathews, whofe former difapprobation 
of his colleague's condud received no fmall aadition by 
his behaviour on the latter occafion. On their arrivau 
at Port Mahon thefe feuds appeared rather to encreafe 
than abate, and ended not, but m Mr. Leflock's fufpenfion 
from command. He was fent to England as a kind of 
f rifoner on board the Salisbury, and Mr. Mathews prefer- 
red a charge againft him to the following effeft. 

'' That be, not obeying his fignals, and falling too far 
m ftem the night before the a£lion, was incapable of alSft- 
ingf hy which the enemy efcaped. That he might have 
flopped the rearmoft (hip of Don Navarro's diviiion, but 
sededed attacking them; which ihips coming up to at- 
tack the admiral, he was obliged to quit the Real, which 
he had difabled, and would otherwife have taken. That 
the vice-admiral had, on this occafion, vifibly facrificed the 
honour of his country to gratify his private rcfentment. 
That while he nicely pretended to obferve the rules of dif- 
cipline,' he ihamefully fet an example of defertion and 
cowardice ; the neceflity of circumdances arifing from 
unforefeen events, is a fuperior direAion to any (landing 
Tules. That it was the duty of a good QflScer when he faw 
liis admiral in danger, and fo ill fupported by his own 
'divi(]on, to crowd all the fail he could carry to his afliftance. 
That no poflible plea can be oflPered for a man, who fee? his 
commander expofed at a diftance without (lirring to his 
relief. That the admiral was under tlie neceflity of engag- 
ing as he did, otherwife he would have loft the opportu<« 
nity of engaging at all, as the enemy's fquadron vvere all 
clean, and could fail three feet to our one : and though the 
admiral did his duty by attacking the Spanifh fquadron 

S;he only part of the enemy's fleet ne could come up with) 
e had the mortification neither to be fecpnded by his own 
diviflon nor that of Mr. Leflock's, who was therefore 
jiiftly chargeable with the difgrace of the day." 

This was fucceeded, as we have Sefore dated in the life 
ti Mr. Mathews, by a rejoinder of the fame nature againft 
|am. The tedious decifions pf the dii&rent court-martials 
epncltidal the quarrel ; and if thefe were not fo fuccefsful 
p to ^OQfiiic^ the world in general cif M^* JUeflock's.in- 
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noCenCe and perfed propriet]^ of condud^ thev at kaft 
aflbrded a proof of the impertinence of nuinkina in anp* 
gantljr pretending to prejudge points which they do not 
underftand, and which it Teems they not unfieqaently 
are led to miiconceive. 

Mr. Leftock being, by the judgement of the court, le* 
gaily reftored to the fervice, was, on the 5th of June 1746^ 
promoted to be admiral of the blue, and appoints to 
command a flrong fqyadron, which had been originally 
intended for the redu&ion of Canada ; but thit expeditioa 
being too long delayed, was at laft obliged to be abandoned^ 
as the French, in confequence of the dilatory manner ia 
which the firft equipment was conduAed, had fufficient 
time to fit out a torce infinitely fuperior and fully com* 
petent to coumera£l that of England. The fiorm of war 
then took a new direAion, and was deftined to fall on th« 
coaft of France ; port L'Orient, the grand depot of the 
French Eaft India company, being the firft 6bie& of 
attack. The ftrength of the armament was judged by all 
parties fully equal to the undertaking, for it coofifted of 
no fewer than fixteen fliips of the line, eight frigates, amd 
two bomb-ketches, having under their convoy a fleet of 
tranfports and Aoreihips, with all the implenoents and ftores 
neceflary for a fiege, together with a land force conCftii^ 
of 5,800 efiedive men. . 

A variety of delays, which appeared unaccountable to 
all who were not properly acquainted with the caiiie of 
them, ftill prevented the execution of this long-concerted 
Uroke ; a Uroke aimed at the venr vitals of ^nce, and 
from which it was hoped we ihouU derive complete fatif* 
hGtion for that infult to the nation, and the injury to indivi* 
duals, occafioned by the fupport given by the enemy to the 
Pretender in the preceding yeai* ; not as a perfon whom they 
really and cordially wiib^ tofucceed in bi8enterprize,bitt 
merely to make a wanton ravage of the country, and create 
fome diverlion in favour of their army in Flanders by tho 
moft horrid of all expedients, involving a nation in a civil 
war. At leneth, on September 14, the fleet failed from 
Plymouth, and arriving in fafety on the coaft of Britannyt 
anchored in Quim'perly bay on the i8th. But^ as if time 
fufficient had not been already wafted, or as though it was 
ffioueht derogatory to the nilantry of a warlike aaiteD 
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t^ftttaclclft enemy linprovidedy foMr dtys tnbf^ ^kpM* 
before the fermy approached the city. HoMtitie* now 
^peared t6 be commencing in eariteft ; and) late as the 
iSafdn then #asj the greateft hopes «of fuccefs might have 
beep formed, even by thofe who were far from fanzine in • 
thj^lr expeftatlons : biit after a fhottdefultoryatta3c> con- 
duced in a hMlhner fofficientw have convinced the befidged 
that thetr aflkllamts iviere little in earneft, even tHis tnvial 
^jppearani^e of >*rarfare ceafed •; it ceafed at the veryittftant 
^^hen the ehemy wrc preparing to propbfe terms of far- 
Tcrtder: fiich being the wretphed ftate of the gatrifon, in 
rrfpeft to its fortifications, that the governor and the (e^^ 
tfoops under his comttiand^ deemed it abPoIutety uni<^n«' 
able. 

The ti-oops reiAibarked m the ^8th unmoleft^d kf thfe 
dPkemy; but as if it was intended to mak^ them lofnfe 
recompende for having ^aufed A> vain an akrm, four 
pifeces of cannon, a mortar, and no inconfiderable ftocic 6f 
a^nmunition was left behindi Various attempts have been 
riiide to account for^ and explain the caufe of this reftMit, 
a retneat ahnofl unprecedented, when we take itito 6oii(i*- 
^et^ti(m the feveral circumftances that accompany it. 
Moft people, but they are hot friends of Mr. Leftock, ift* 
fift that th^ general was Irtcluced to take this dlfgraceful 
ftcp in confequence of the want of co-operation from Ihe^ 
flefet, i^ bSi*ig a part of the plan of att^k tha^ the adfnl^al 
ftiould forte his way into the harbour, which fome hfaVe 
bt6t\ bold eno^/gh to i i^fift he never even -attempted. 

Mr. Leftock ft faid to have alle4ged in hfeidefence*, that 
the enemy had blocked xip iht entrance in fuch a mamier as 
to render !t impofliblc for him to get in. To do the admiral 
proper juftfce, it does not appear. that his condufl really waS 
the caufe of the IkikrVe, for if the operations of the army 
had been cemdtifted with any energy, all extraneous 
ri!Htence tvould have been rteedfefs. The principal, and, 
ihdeed, only -lofs furtamed by the fencmy, in this expedi-^ 
tlon, ^as 'iht xieftruabn of the Ardent, a fliip of fixty*. 
fbur ^n$, di'iVen ^n fcore art^ burrtt by the Exeter, 

^ Camptiiielt, y^th f6me homoor and much (Urcafm, 6b[eTves, tfait 
f* -ptbbaMy th6 Iignals fot advancing, as with Mr. tjlatbews ii| tl|e 
^ i d i i ly m^ lKaB, W€rfl n<it m^jlfc fa doc fert».'* 
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ttfter a' very dkfpenrte encounter. The fleet -faaVing taken 
on board the troops, and fuch (lores as the Englifh thought 
proper to preferve jfrom falling into the hands of the tjic* 
my, quitteid the coaft of France on the 8th of OcElobery 
aiMi arrived lafe ivithout having fuftained any lofs during 
the expedition. The miniftry was diflatisfied> the pewle 
idurmured, but. both were content with reciprocally cne* 
rlihing their griefs by relating them to each other, without 
taking any fatisfaftion on the authors of them. 

This was the lafl: command ever entrufted to Mr. 
I^eftocky who did not long furvive the mi{carriage> dyii^ 
on the 13th of December 1746*, as fome fay, of merd 
chagrin at the above failure, or, what is more probable^ 
of rage occafioned by that negle£l and indifierenoe 
with which he found himfelf treated, and which hiB 
baughty fpirtt was little able to brook. Of all men who 
have been unfortunate enough in their condu£l to render it 
;lhe fubjed of party controverfy, none appears to have been 
IsSb qualified for fuch an undertaking than this gentleman ; 
unconciliatin^ in his manners, auftere when in cdmmand, 
leftlefs when m a fubordinate ftation, he had fewer friends 
flian fell tb the lot of moil men, and that number, which 
was gradually diminiOiing, his behaviour never appeared 
of a nature to recruit* His perfonal courage we believe 
to have been undoubted even by fais enemies, and Ins 
iiihiliticB tkrere of a clafs, if properly direded, to i^vfe raifed 
him to the pinnacle of fame, and eflentially to have bene- 
fited his country. Confiding too much in them, and 
denuuM^ng both from his equals and fuperiors in com« 
tnand a deference which all men are ready gratuitoisfly to 
oflbr, but pay moll reluAandy on cpmpuluon, he found 
himfelf, on many occafions, in the irkfome ftate of beiiw 
neither loved nor feared. His life, however, albrds this 
ufeful leflbn to mankind, that neither abilities nor gallan- 
try, even when conneAed together, are fufEcient to form 
a good and revered commander, unlefs true benevolenca 
of heart accompany them. 

LONG, Henry. — ^We have no account of this gendis* 
man previous to his appointment, on the 17th of Sepleoi* 
her 17^6, to be captain of the Dolphin. In the follow* 

P |n KU-adnuttl Hardy't lift it it iaid i748> 
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ing year he was promcrted to the Expedition, of ftvtntf 
gnns^ under commodore Wager, with whom he continiiefl 
dbiing the time that gentleman held the Weft'India com- 
mand, and acquitted himfelf in a manner in erery rdbeA 
conformable to the chara£ler of an abte and diligent officer. 
The circumftances of their fervice being fo materially and 
iiitnnatelyconneded with each other, it would be a ufelefs 
yepetitioa to add amr thing concerning him during the 
2bove period. We nnd no mention made of him in the 
ftrrice after his return to England, nor is it even known 
whether he ever was appointed to any other fliip. In con^ 
fequence either of feme private dircontent,,or an unhappy 
temporary frenzy> he put a period to his exiflehce by 
ibooting himfelf. This fatal accident happened on the 
ijtbof December 1723. 

LUMLEYy George,— -was the defcendani of a very 
ancient and noble family long fettled in the bi(hoprick of 
Dorham. Having entered into the navy, and pafled re- 
gularly through the neceflary fubordinate ftations, he was^ 
on the 17th of September 1 706, promoted to the command 
of the Dunwich frigate. He was jprincipallv employed^ 
while captain of this ihip, in cruinng off Dunkirk and 
the coafi' of Holland^ for the protedton of the coafting 
trade; In a fervice, generally fpeaking^ fo undHlinguifh* 
able, little could be expeded from it ; but infignificant as it 
night be, be appears to have rendered it as refpedable and 
eonfeaucntial as the nature of it wouldjpermit, having, by 
bis diligence and adivity, afforded confiderable protedion 
to die commerce of that particular quarter, by capturine 
federal of the enemy's fmall privateers. Being removed 
fometime in the year 1708, intoitbe Burlington frigate, 
which was ftationed as a cruifer in foundings, he died 
captain of that ikip, on the 20th of September 17 10. 

MARTIN, George (adj.— The name of this gentle- 
man occurs as having been appointed captain of the Charles 
galley on the 23d of March 1706. We are, however, 
perfedly fatisfied he is the fame perfon that we have 
before given a fiiort account of*; to that, however, we 
ihall, on the prefent occadon, beg leave to make a fmaU

addition. 
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tddition. The Dn^n, the (hiD captain Martin, com* 
manded in the expedition againft Nova Scotia in the year 
17x0, was loll on the Gafkets, on the nth of NTay tjzt, 
he being at that time her commander. Himlelf ana his 
crew preferved their lives; and this providential e(capc 
miriit probably induce him to retire from the fervice. 

rAUL, John,*— entered into the navy foon after tbje 
revolution, and early in the year 1696 was pro* 
moted to be third heutenant of the Chichefier. He 
does not appear to have met with any fignal oroortu* 
nity of diftiqguifhing himfelf during the reign ot king 
William ; but foon after the acceflfon of queen Anne^ 
having been appointed firft lieutenant of the Kent, he 
difplayed the moft lingular gallantry in the attack of three 
French corvettes, which had taken ihelter with a fleet of 
merchant-fliips in a bay near Mount St. Michael. Rear* 
admiral Dilkes, who was ordered out with a fmall fqua- 
dron for the exprefs purpofe of deftroying the enemy's 
coailing trade, having received intelligence of thisexpeAed 
prize, and finding them hawled in fo clofe to the (hore as 
to be out of the reach of his larger fliips, ordered all the 
boats of the fquadron to be manned and armed, and fup- 
ported by the fmaller veflels, which drew little water, to 
attempt cutting out, or, at word, deftroying them. One 
of the corvettes, called the Joyeufe, mounting fourteen 
guns, was burnt by the boats of the Kent, which were 
commanded by Mr. Paul, who was defperately wounded 
on this occafion, by a mufquet (hot, through the lower 
jaw. A confiderable time elapfed before he fo far reco- 
vered hrs health as to be in^^ a condition to return to the ferr 
vice, a circumftance which, in fome meafure, retarded his 
promotion to the rank of captain, which did not take place 
till the 1 2th of September 1706. He was then appointed 
to the Mary galley, a command in which he appears to have 
had no opportunity of encreafing his already juftly acquired 
charader, as a man of gallantry and condud*. 

In the year 1709 he was promoted to the Haftings, % 
frigate ordered on the Iri(h ftation, where he was very

ibrtunate. 
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Ibitii^e^ having made imny very vslusbh prizes*, and 
cinineatly contributed to the protedlion of comnierce by 
£:ouring the coaft aiid keeping it clear of tlie enemy '9 
prhrateers. Hu other occupations were thofe of convoy- 
ing the outward-bound (hips fo far to the «ve(hvard as to 
tet them clear of danger^ and of occafionany accompany- 
ing thofe of inferior value, .which tufVaiucd the commerce 
Between Great Britain and Ireland. He continued in th^ 
Ikme line of fervice for many years, never having chained 
cither his (hip ot (tation, as we believe, di^ring the war» 
We do not find him to have received any commiflion 
^ter (he acceffion of George the Fir (I, as no mention i^ 
made in any of the admiralty papers or lifts we have fe^^ 
even of his death. We learn, however^ from a private 
ynenoorandum, that he died in England 00 the 3d of April 
1720. 

ROBERTS, John,-* We know nothing of this gentle- 
man tUl he was, on the 19th, of April 1706^ appoiated 
captain of the Elephant ftoreOiip. His advancement in 
the fervice was remarkably flow, and the fervkes on wbich 
be was employed little confequential : acaule moil prol^^/ 
nccidental in itfelf, but unhappily moft co^rmionly pror 
dii^ve of a uniform effed. We find no meation what* 
ever made of this gentleman till the year 1728, whea 
be commanded the Argyle, of fifty guns. . -In this fliip he 
continued till I73i> when he was promoted to the Nor^ 
folk, a third rate of eighty, guns, one of the ileet ordered 
for the Mediterranean, under fir Charles Wager» for the 
purpofe of accommodating the f^lfiereace between the 
empeiDf and the king of Spain y and that the fsune V.iod of 
ill->rortune might continue to attend him, no particulars 
worth relating fell to his ihare during the time be held 
either of the above commands. He foon afterw^s re-» 
tired from the fervice on a fmall pen{ion> ajnd 4ied on the 
nth of February 1744.

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VERNON, Edwftrd,-^is a ddceodant of the vevy ao^ 
cieftt and honourabk family ojf the Vernons*, who ¥f€i« 
•erfonsof the Mgheft truft in the reign of WillisinBi <tf 
Nortnandy, flrnamed the Conqueror^ with whom they 
eatne into England, and obtained very confiderahle 
landed pofieffions as a reward for their fervices. 
Mr. Vernon having made choice of a naval life, was, oa 
tbe 22d of January 1706, after having previoufly pailed 
through the feveralfubordinate Rations and ranks in the 
fervice, promoted to the command of the Dolphin frigate.

** This iloMe fmiily is defcended from the lords of VeriiDB,ia tie 
Aidiy of ]^onniQd^« Their common anceftqr, William De Venip^ 
ifltmed hiff fimame from the town and diftria of V«rnop, whereoif 4if 
was ibie proprietor, anno 1052. He founded and n'chly endow^ the 
^olieg^ate and parochial church of St. Mar)', in Vernon, for a deanAotf 
fecalar canont,and lies interred there under an altar monument, wheraos 
it his effnies. He had two (bns, Richard and Walter, who both ^ams 
into fingiaod with Wiiliam -the Conqueror : the younger obtained dbt 
lordliipa of Winfleton, Nefle, Lcdfam and Brefion, tn Chefiiire;

It ap1>ears from Doomfdar Book, that this Ri- 
chard Oe Vernon, firfi baron of Shipbroke, held the lands and manon 
•f Arton, Pi£loo, Shipbroke, Crew* Hetune, Cocheihall, Wicc^ 
^^faterne, Waintane, Devenham, Doveftock, Adeline, Boetbury, 
and others. He was a bencfa8or, with Hugh Lupus, to the abbey of 
St. Werbursh, in Chefter; and in temp. wm. lid, gave tithes «f 
Eafton and Pi£lon, to that abbey. He was fucceeded by his eldeft 
fon and heir, William De Vernon, whofe Ton, Hugh De Vernon, 
living in 1119, was alfo lord of Northwyk, and with Richard, efrl 61 
CheJEer, likewife a great benefador to the abbey of St. Werbur^. 
He married the daughter and heir of Richard De Maillot (or Magdtol} 
lord of Brdewick and Helgrave ; by whom he had iflue inter alioc, 
Warine Be Vernon, fourth baron oiF Shipbroke, living temp. Heniv 
Hid; whofe eldeft fon, Richard De Vernon, living 37 Henry IHo,' 
had a grant of the cuflody of the eaftle and manor of the Peeke; and 
^yinff hef6re his father, left iflue four fons; whereof William, the 
third, wuchiefjoftice of Chefter; and Warinctheeldeft, married Aiida^ 
third daughter and j9tK of the co-heirs of William Malbank, baron of 
Wich Malbank, now Namptwicb, in the county of Chefler (defcended 
from William Malbank, baron of Wich Malbank, in fio Wm. Ift) 
with whom he acatiired a great number of manors in that county, ^xA 
wu the father of Wariae de Vernon, baian of Shipbroke.'' 

At 
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At the time above-mentioned he was employed on the 
hifbon and Mediterranean ftations, under ur John Leake, 
who foon afterwards appointed him to the Rye, and dif- 
patched him for England, in the month of Auffuft follow- 
mgi with news of the funender of Alicaat. He returned 
back to the Mediterranean in the fame fhip, and conti- 
nued there till the end of the year 1 707, under the com- 
mand of fir Cloudefley ^ovel. He returned fafely to 
England, with the major part of the fleet, in the month 
of Ddober, having efcaped the melancholy fate which 
befel his admiral, and others his brave companions. He 
was almoft immediately after his arrival promoted to the 
Jerfey, a fotuth rate, and ordered for the Weft Indies, in 
the month of May, under the command of captain John 
Edwards, who went thither with a fmall reinforcement 
for the fauadron already there under fir C. Ws^er. 

Mr. Vernon arrived there about the end of July, and 
the hurricane feafon then approaching, no mention is made 
of his having been ordered for fea till the month of Jann- 
ary following. The alarm of an expeSed attack on Port 
Royal, by a ftrong fquadron under the command of the 
weu*known French partifan Du G'ue Trouin,having then 
in a great meafure fubfided, the Jerfey ,' and feveral other 
(hips of the fquadron, were ordered out on feparate cruifes 
as the mod efFedual mode of injuring the commerce of 
the enemy. Captain Vernon was exceedingly fuccefsiiil 
in this employment; and though his good fortune was of 
a nature little calculated to encreafe his fame, or enrich 
him in that extent many have experienced, yet if neither 
of thefe ends were accomplifiied, by fo^much is he, per- 
haps, more entitled to public favour, that his diligence may 
not by one means or other appear to pafs unrewarded. 
He continued to command the Jerfey, and remained in the 
Weft Indies nearly till the end of tne war ; but fuch was 
the poverty of naval occurrences in that part of the world, 
dunng the above period, that we find no other mention 
made of htm, except that, in the month of May 171 1, he 
had the good fortune to take a ftout (hip, mounting thirty 
guns, bound frpm the French Weft Indies for Breft, and 
was principally employed, by commodore Littleton, dur- 
ing the remainder of the fummer, in watching the motions 
of the enemy's fquadron at Carthagena. 

The 
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The peace at Utrecht took place loon after Mr. 
Vernon's return to Europe; and a mod unintereftii^ 
periodof naval hiftory fucceeded, continuing for the fpac^ 
IB it is well known, of nearly thirty years. The opera-' 
tions of this interval were principally^ and, indeed, atmoS 
without exception, confined to the frequent, equipment of 
fleets, which in all probability prevented the fmothering 
embers of war from burfting rorth into a flame. The 
only commands in which we nnd Mr. Vernon, are, that 
of the Affiftance, of fifty gtms, one of the fleet fent to the 
Baltic, imder fir John Norris,*in the year 1714*; and, 
fecondly, of the Grafton, a third rate of feventy gims^ 
one of the armament fent, under iir Charles Wager, in' 
1 726, to the fame quarter, for the purpofe of co-operating 
with a Daniih fquadron, and repreffing any attempt from 
Ruflia to difturb the peace of northern £urope, a prcjedk 
that nation appeared to hav^e ftrongly in agitation t. 

In civil life, however, captain Vernon was much more 
afiive. During a confiderable part of the interval juft al- 
luded to, he ferved as reprefentative in parliament for liie 
town of Ipfwich, near which he poilefled no inconfider- 
able landed property. Being a man of ftrong natural abi? 
iities, and pofleiled of a fluent and ftrong, though coarfe^ 
and fometimes improper mode of delivering his fentiments, 
he was confidered by minifters, to whom he was con* 
ftantiyin oppoiition,at leaftas oneof their moftdifagreeable 
antagonifts. It was natural, therefore, for themtofeize, 
with fome degree of avidity, the earlieft opportunity of 
removing him, by any means, from their immediate pre* 
fence. He had a natural impetuoiity in argument not to 
be reftrained by prudence, fo that he was not unfrequeatlj

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betiayed iato aftrtkma men of gretter delibemt^n would 
Imve hefitated to nake* In one of thtk parQXy(q9s of 
oratory^ after arraiening moft bitterly die torpid vo^sst^ 
funs of admimftnillon» againft which there was, in all 
probability, a ground of complaint too well founded, he 
proceeded, in very .ftrong terais, to infift on the faciiicV 
with which the moft valuable and formidable of the Spanidi 
poflefliQns in th^ Weft Indies might be reduced, under 
the dominion of Britain. In particular he aflerted, not 
only that the town of Porto Bello might be reduced by 
a force not exceeding fix fliips of the line, but that b^ 
himfelf was aftually ready to hazard his life and repute* 
tion by undertaking fuch an enterprize, which he would 
anfwer with both, fhould terminate with fuccefs. 

Thishafty, and, perhaps, far from ferious opinion, waa 
inftantly and eagerly clofed with by adminiftration *. He 
was advanced to the rank of vice-admiral of the blue t on 
the 9th of July 1739, and appointed to the command. 
The force he had iTemanded being colIeAed and 
equipped with the utmoft expedition, having hoifted bis 
flag on board the Burford, of feventy guns, he failed on 
the 2oth of the fame month, and, after a long paflage, 
^rived fafe at Jamaica on the 23d of Odober. Eager to 
fepair, as much as poflible, the inconvenience of his for* 
mer delay, he ufed the utmoft diligence ia refitting hi| 
(hips, fo that he was enabled to fail from Jamaica on th^ 
5th of November with the following fhip9, the Burford» 
of feventy guns (the flag (hip) ; thejiampton Court, of the 
fame force, commodore Brown and captain Watfon; the 
Worcefter, of fixty guns, captain Main ; the Louifa and 
Strafford, of the fame force, captains Waterhoufe and 
Trevor ; and the Norwich, of fifty guns, captain Herbert. 
(Contrary Mrinds retarded his arrival at Porto Bello till the 
2oth ; and being apprehenfive of driving too far to the 
eaftward, (hould he continue under fail during die nighty

Earlv in \\^ mof niog of the oift he got under weigh an<t 
WQrved Into the bgy with the fqua^en, which iwras kd b]^ 
coninaodoft Srown in ttie Hampton Gourt^ the admiral 
himfelf being in the center. The attack cf the Iron ^ort^ 
which p9rtici|IaHy defen4cd the entrance^ comnieneed as 
the ihip€ could work up^ and was condufted by the feveral 
Comm^ndei^ with fo much fpirity that the Spaniih foldierd 
in feveral purts of the fort flew from their guns:, hor could 
they be prev^ile4 upon by all the rhetoric of their officers 
toretuffi, . V 

The admir^ obferving this defertien hiade the figAal 
fpr the boats of the different ihipsto land the marines and 
feameo, who w^i^ ordered to hold themfelves |ti readinefs 
fpr that pArpofe t there waA indeed much fpirit, but little 
{jfudBHce, in the above orders fof as yet ho breach ivzs 
tp.9de, audi if the enemy had behaved with any degree of 
rfsfolutiouy the afiiiilants would^ in aH probability, have 
fcverely repented of their temerity. Providence; hoW*- 
ever, frequently favours the attempts erf" the btave^ 
even though they ztt ai}oy6d by taflmefs/ The 
iail(Mi5 haviDgy with that fpirit of impetiiooiS enterprize. 
ivhich is fo much tneir charafleriflicy fcaled the wall 6f 
the lower battery^ affifttd the foldiers in afcendfhg aftei^ 
them; andi without farther d^^cilihy, t6bk ^(ieffioh pf iho 
fortificatiofi^,* On which, their former ^fenders taking to^ 
Q^g^tf they inamediately hoifled EogHfh colours. There 
fUU fepMined an interior and higher work in odfleflion 
of th^ enemy ; but that part of the gatrHbn which in 
the beginhing of the aifault cohfifled^ in the whoie/ ot 
iibout three hundred men, feeine the irrefifli^fe ardour, 
bf the ajGTailants, and terrified alio at the flight of their 
comrades, hoiited the white flag as a fignal of Kirrendering 
i^. di(cretion. 

The Gloria Caflle; which fhore imthediately defended 
the town, now began to fire on the l^urford, being the 
fhip moft expofed,' as thoft which had wqrked in ^head 
bf the admiral had fallen to leewards It fortunately,* 
fK>^evef ,' fufiain^ no other damage than a (light injury to 
it$ , fore^top^maii, notwithftandthg the fort cotitinued its 
nre till night. Mr. Vernon returned this cannonade with 
i>rtfknefs; and one of his ihot having paifed over th6 fof^ 
above-mentioned, and through the very houfe of the 
Vol. Ill; Z goternor^ 
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governor, he ws^ fo intimidated hv that, in addition fa 
the preceding events, that, early on tne next morning, he 
propofed articles of capitulation for the town and ail its 
dependencies, which were figned and concluded in the 
courfe of the fame day. 

Thus was this important conqueft effe£led with an eafe 
and expedition almoft unprecedented, and contrary, per- 
haps, to the expe6lations of the admiral's friends, or the 
hopes of thofe who were of the oppofite defcription. 
Though we mud on one hand pay the nigheft tribute not 
only to the admiral himfelf, but the gallantry alfo of thofe 
he commanded,yet wecanhot but, oh the other, confefs,that 
the irrefolution and want of fpirit on the part of the defen- 
ders, contributed almoft in an eqnat degree, to facilitate the 
conqueft. The newsof this fnccefs was received in England 
with a degree of extacy fcarcely to be defcribed. Mothers 
even taught their children to li fp out the nasve of Vernon as 
an hero whofe deeds flood far beyond all competition ; and 
by one Angle z&ion he acquired an univerial popularity 
which other men, not fo. fortunate, have in vain ofFered 
the lefs dazzling, but, perhaps, not lefs valuable anions 
of a Icxig and well-fpent life without being able to 
obtain. 

His conduct to the Spaniards after the above conqueft 
was efte£led, although lefs fpoken of ev'en by his moft 
jealous admirers, was not lefs worthy of admiration than 
that which had more efpecially attraded their notice. He 
difplayed a moderation, a tendemefs and humanity for the 
conquered, truly confonant to the charader of a brave 
man polFefling a great and generous mind. Influenced 
by his authority and example, the condu6t both of the 
Englifh failorsand foldiers father refembled that of friends 
than conquerors; while a flriking contrail to that beha- 
viour was difplayed by the crews of two large Spanifli 
guarda codas, and a flbop of war which were then lying 
in the harbour, who Ipent the night preceding the 
furrender, in plundering the inhabitants, and committing 
outrages not exceeded by thofe experienced from an ill- 
cjifciplincd aild ferocious army on the capture of a town/ 
by adual aiTault. l^he admiral was not flow in reward- 
ing the merit of his people, generoufly diftributing among 
them ten thoufand aollars in fpecie, which had arrived for 

9 th9 
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the payment of the Spanifli garrifon a few days before the 
town was taken. 

Another circumftance which redounds highly to the 
admiral's honour muft not be omitted. Knowing that 
feveral of the faSors, and other perfons employed under 
the South Sea company, had been very unjuffly feized^ 
rigoroufly treated and imprifonedy he wrote, immediately 
after the furrender of Porto Bello, to the prefident rf 
Panama^ in whofe cuftody they were, infiftmg, in very 
ftrongand peremptory terms, on their immediate releaie, 
and the Spaniard, not chuftng to irritate a conqueror 
whofe rapid fuccefs he had fo lately beheld with difmay^ 
endeavoured to pacify him by immediately caufing tne 
perfons he demanded to be conduced to Porto Bello. 

The joy of the nation had a better foundation on the 
feveral circumftances attending 'the conoueft, than the 
mere aft of wrefting a poffeffion, in itielf little valu- 
able, from the hands of the enemy. The harbour of 
Porto Bello was the principal rendezvous of the Spanifh 
guardacofhs which had for fuch a feries of years committed 
depredations little (hort of adual piracy ; and there was no 
fmall degree! of fatisfa£lion as well a^ national juftice in 
caufing an enemy to feel the firft exertion of Britiflt 
refentment in the very fpot , from whence Britaia 
had been mod infulted. As it never was intended by 
government to retain poiTcffion of their new conqueft^ 
the vice-admiral immediately proceeded to take on board 
the different (hips of the fquadron all the cannon, ammu- 
nition, and (lores, that were worth removal, and to de* 
ftroy the remainder, together with the forti(ications. 
Thefe difFerent fervices &ing conipletely effefted by the 
13th of December, the admiral failed on that day for 
Jamaica, where, he arrived in fafety, immediately begin- 
ning to refit and revi£tual his (hips in preparation for a 
new expedition. 

Thefe duties being accompli(hed, the vice-admiral' 
failed from Port Royal on the 25th of February 1740, 
and arriving off Carthagena bombarded that city for three 
. days, a ipecies of attack in itfelf little calculated to reduce 
a place, or caufe any other eflPedl than that of infulting 
and terrifying an enemy. Mr. Vernon failed for Porto 
Bcllo on the loth of March, and again quitted it oo 

Z% " the 
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fbe a2(}^ having refitted hU fmail craft afid cooipIelCKf ffiflF 
water of his fquadron. The next objeft of his attack 
WAS the ciAle of St«Lor€i\zOrfituatedat the entrance of the* 
tiver Chagre, a few kagues diftant from Porto Bello. 
The St^iFoidy "Which was at that time the admiraTs (hip/ 
having fprung her fore^top-farUyard when going in, could 
not ciHii€ to an anchof till ten o^clock at night, by.which 
tlino tlM fire of the fort vras conftderably redticed, altho' 
it continued to refift till the morning of the a4thr 
Campbell cenfures rather warmly Mr* Vernon's conduct. 
in not (hifting his flag, and going on board the leading fhipr 
infMiiediately on the above accident taking place. There 
does not, however, appear to be any real ground of com-- 
plaint on vhe above occafion ; the obje£t of attack was, inr 
kfeify remarkably infignificant, capable, in all probability, 
of being reduced^ though with more troubfe and difficulty^ 
t>y a fmgk (hip of the line ; and the gallantry of the ad« 
fediral, whkh fYitiit be admkted by all to have been re* 
flurkably confpicuous on a former occaGon, cannot fufier 
Any impeachment^ by fo trifling a mlftake in duty, on one 
of fo oHich inferior confcquence. 

The cadie having, as we have }u(t mentioned, furren-; 
jered on the a^th, the admiral proceeded, as he had done 
At Porto Belk), to remove all the ordnance and {lores that 
were of any talue^ Thefe being (hipped, together witlt 
4300 bags of Pe]%iviaA bark, and fevei;al other articles of 
merchandize found ia the cuftom houfe, he next began tx>- 
demoli(h the fort, l^his being laid completely in ruinsr 
thfe adfkiiral having ordered two guarda codas, which he 
found in the harbour, to be deftroyed, once more returned 
fo Porto Belh), where he arrived on the 1 ft of April. The 
icmaitider of the year was confumed in fervices fo little 
confequentiai as to pafs unnoticed. But Mr. Vernon's 
Jucccfa having conliderably encouraged, the miniftry to 
projefk a more confequentiai expedition againft the moft 
wmidable of the Spanifh fettlements in that quarter of 
the world, atid the nation colled ively appearing to fecond 
the attempt by the applanfe they beftowed on the bare 
rumcHif at the intention, a flrong reinforcement was ac- 
cordtcigiy equipped and put under the order of fir Cha- 
lonet Ogle. It was the moft formidable ever fent from 
EuMpe to that part of the world, confifting of twenty-^ 

five* 
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five Ihjps of the line, including the Litchfield, of fifty 
guns, and a proportionate number of frigates, with a fleet 
of tranfports, having on board a large body of land forces, 
confiding of twelve or fourteen thoufand men, under the 
command of lord Cathcart. Three fhips of this fleet, 
the Shrewlbury, Torbav, and Superbe, went no farther 
than the latitude of Limon, where they put in ; and the 
Buckingham, of 70 guns, received fo much damage in z 
gale which overtook the fleet foon after it failed, as to be 
obliged to return to England. The remainder, after water- 
ing at Dominica, arrived at Jamaica on January 9, 1741^ 
and having joined the fquadron already there under Mr* 
Vernon, he had now a mod formidable fleet, confiding of 
thirty fhips of the line. From the application of fuch t 
force, what might' not have been hoped for ? But it wras 
the fate of Britain to have perfons by no tneans united in 
opiniop at the head of each department of this ;armament. 
IjOrd Cathcart, the original commander-in- cliief, a noble- 
man of the highed character, as a foldier, and a man of 
honour, unfortunately died at Dominica, of a dyfentery. 
After his deceafe the command of the array devolved 
on general Wentworth, a man, as it is faid, pof&fled nei- 
ther of pcperience or ability fuflicient to condu3 an ex- 
pedition of fuch confequencc. His defefls, whatever 
they misht be, were rendered dill more injurious to the 
public Icrvice, by the total want of cordiality and friend- 
ihip between Mr. Vernon and himfelf; the general dif* 
liked the admiral, and the latter defpifed the general. A 
confidcT^ble fpace of time is faid to have been ridiculoufly 
waded at home, in the equipment of the fleer, a circum- 
dance', if true, unpardonable ; and which was« perhaps. 
Its detf isnental to the expedition asi any other circumdance, 
which 16 generally fuppof(pd to have impeded and prevented 
fucccfs. 

The udmiral had re-vi£luaUed and equipped his fleet by 
the end .of January ; and he himfelf Is charged, jboth by 
Campbell and other hiftorians, with a wanton delay in 
that buAn^fs: jt being however accompliflied, the 
fu'mament at length put to fea. A fecond charge now 
arlles againft the admiral, who is faid to have wilfully dc* 
tercnined to heat up along the ooaft of Hiipaoiola indead 
pf d^eringfor thcri^Vdnn^h, whiv:h he might have reached 

% 3 ili 
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in three days, and where he might have aiTured hirnfelf 
immediate fuccefs, as that city, though the mod conic- 
qliential of all the Spanifh fettlements in that part of the 
world, was by no means provided with the means of 
withftanding fo formidable an attack. In a council of 
•wsa, held off Hifpaniola, it was determined td attack 
Carthagena, for which port the fleet accordingly fleered 
and came to an anchor, in the bay of Playa Granda near 
that place, on the 4th of March*. The fleet continued 
there, and for what reafon is not known, totally ina&ive, 
till the 9th ; when the admiral, with his own divifion and 
that of fir Chaloner Ogle, got under weigh, followed by 
all the tranfports, and brought-to oflT the fort of Bocca 
Chica^ which defended the entrance of the harbour. 
The troops, together with 9 proper quantity of cannon 
and ftores, were landed, and the attack of the fort juft 
mentioned, appeared to be commenced in earned. A 
variety of miliakes, are faid to have been committed'by the 
general, which the admiral certainly on his part laboured 
with the utmoft diligence, on every occafion, to repair and 
remedy t. The caftle of Bocca Chica being abandoned by 
the enemy, it fell into the hands of the aifailants on the 
25th, as did another fort alfo, called St. Jofeph, which the 
garrifon deferted, as it were in a kind ot fympathetic 
terror. 



* On the 12th of that month he was promoted to be vice-admiral 
of the white. 

t The foldiers being terribly incommoded by the fire of a fafcine 
battery on the ifland of Vara, which enfiladed the whole camp. The 
admiral ordered a confiderable dctachmetit of feamen, under the com- 
mand of capuin Bofcawen, to (lorm the battery in queftion. This 
they immediately carried into c(Fe£l notwithfiandiog it mounted 
twenty twenty-four pounderi, all which they fpiked and rendered as 
unfit for fervice as they were capable of doing. The admiral after- 
wards fent commodore Leflock with five (hips of the line to canno- 
nade the fea-front of the Bocca Chica cafileon the.ssd, and 
tgain on th« e4th, a meafure which, by making a moft powerful di- 
Tcrfion, much facilitated the attack from the land fide. The Spa- 
oairds having in fome degree repaired their fafcine battery, it was a 
fecond time ruined by a detachmeni of failors. And, laftly, when it 
was determined to ftorm the caftle, captain Knowlcs, with the boats of 
the fleet manned and armed, was ordered to menace an attack from 
fhe Ctaward, in order to divide and diflraQ the i^ttcotion of the enemy. 

The 
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The latter was taken pofleflion of folely by the failors; 
and the adnniral refolving^to purfue his good fortune, on 
perceiving the enemy "were preparing to iink a number of 
their (hips of ;war which were moored to defend the en** 
trance of the harbour, ordered the feamen to board and 
take pofleflion of as many as they could. This<:ould not 
be carried into execution fo quickly but that the enemy 
had time to fink two of them, and burn a third ; the 
Gallicia only, which was the admiral's fliip and mounted 
fixty guns, falling into the hands of the Britiih. The 
failors next proceeded to cut a boom which was moored 
acrofs the channel, and without much difficulty fucceeded 
afterward in opening a paflage through the funk Ihips, fo 
that the fleet was enabled to pafs into the inner harbour. 
So highly did fortune and the fears of the enemy fecond 
and promote the bold attempts of the aflailantSy that the 
Spaniards abandoned a formidable fort. Called Caflillo 
Grande, which mounted iifty-nine guns, and, had it 
been properly and fpiritedly defended, would have ren* 
dered the approach of the tlnglifli fliips to the town ex-< 
tremely difiicult, as it completely flanked the entrance jult 
mentioned. 

Thus far fuccefs had fo rapidly followed every motion 
made both bv the fleet apd army, that to have doubted of 
the entire reaudion of the city would have been«deemed 
one of thofe vifionary paroxyfmsof infidelity and political 
icepticifm which burft forth even in the hour of conqueft 
and glory, in deterioration of the honour and confequence 
of the mofl brilliant victories. SofuredidMr. Vernon think 
himfelf of acquiring a fecond wreath in addition to that 
beftowed fo munificently on him by the public for his con* 

Juefl at Porto Bello, that he difpatched an exprefs to 
England, by which he announced his good fortune in terms 
fo fanguine, that it was received bv the whole nation with 
ajoy almoft exceedingthat on the former occafion, and con- 
fidered \>y all as the certain forerunner of complete fuccefs. 
Here, however, the tide of conqueft turned againft this 
hitherto fortunate man, fort St. Lazar, the Citadel of 
Cartbagena, and th^ moft formidable of all its fortifica- 
tions, fli)l remained to be reduced. Mr. Vernon and 
general Wentworth differed in their opinion as to the 
p^operefl mode of attackj and mutual contempt for the abi-

General Wentworth on his part thought it wquld ht 
attended with much hazard, dimpultf, and the 1(^& «f t 
inultiittde of lives to make the attempt by any other me^ni 
than thpfe ufually pradifed in a regular flege. The ad- 
miral on his flde, valuing himfelf, perhaps, highly on hu 
flcill in reducing forts, encouraged l?y his exti^oittinai^ 
fuccefs at Porto Belto, thought no meafures (6 ejlpecfi'*' 
tious and certain as an immediate al&ult. TiHr ^miral 
Hdiiciiled the timidity, ats he was pldafed to tefm thi cau- 
tion of the geneirai; and the Untf complaided of a wabi 
pf due fuppnit from the admiral.

Campbell, on this occafion, qomei 
jBmollet, who, it is well known, was prefiint, and 
whofe teftimony of the proof of the above aflertioti^ ap^ 
pears, to have great wei^ with him. We ihould not^ 
perhaps, be perfeflly niady to place a AiH confidence ift 
what is advanced on this occafion, did the aflertion reft 
on no other evidence than that of Mr* SmoUeti that 
gentlemaii appears, on fome ground or other unknown t6 
us, to have conceived a very (liongdirguft to Mr. Vernon^ 
mid feveral cither naval commanders, having AOt t^tAj 
treated their charaders^ in his capacity of an hi(faMriaA^ 
with all the afperity he wa^ nkafter of, but has evtti.at*- 
tempted, as the ufual dernier refon ojf exafperated wit^ 
to render the fame perfons ridiculom by introducing them 
into, and fatirizing them in his novels. We cannotf 
however, do otherwife than candidly C0|lfefs> the 
failure of the expedition appears tt^ have been in great 
Ineafure owing to a want of proper sxertion, added te the 
want of that due Confidence in eadi ^hef| between the 
two commandefs*in chief, by fea and land, Vhich, per* 
liaps, tends as much to enfure fuccefs as the fpif it an4 
mour of the feamen and foldiers who attend th«n. l^ht 
(ixperience purchafed by this misfortiMie would fi^t b^ 
thought, peihaps, by the nation, too 'dearly bought, prb^- 
fided that experience prevented any fepetition of it in 
iuture.

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forts and batteries^ which had fallen into the hands of the 
firitifliy the fleet returned to Jamaica, where it arrived on 
the 19th of May with the miferable remains of this once 
powenul army. The admiral ufed the utmofl diligence 
in refitting, his ihips; and having received orders 
from England to retam no greater force with him than 
was neceflary for the protedion of that quarter, or to 
cover fuch inferior defultory expeditions as might be un- 
dertaken without any confiderable hazard, he fent home 
commodore Leftock with eleven two-decked (hips and five 
frigates. Others were ordered out to the different (lationsy 
where it was thought they could render the mod eiFedual 
fervice againil the enemy ; and the admiral himfelf, with 
iir Cbaloner Ogle, put to fea on the ift of July with a 
force confifting of eight ihips of the line, one of fifty guns, 
twelve frigates, fireihips, and fmall veflels c^ war, having 
under their convoy a fleet of forty tranfports and ftorefliips. 
It had been previoufly determined in a general council 
of war, held at Jamaica on the a6th of May, to make an 
attack on St. Jago, in the ifland of Cuba, as foon as the 
fleet and army ihould be in a proper condition to under- 
take fuch an expedition. This poft, which was at bed of 
no very great importance though confidered as a prelimi- 
nary ftep to the conqueft of the ifland itfelf, was to be firft 
attempted. But as if fuccefs would have been too certain 
if fought for by the means on ordinary occafions deemed 
neceflary to eniure it, it was, as though determined to put 
as mucn to the hazard 9 poflible, refolved to land the 
troops at a diftance of upwards of fixty miles, over land, 
from St. Jago, inflead ot aflaulting the place itfelf, which 
beine of no very great flrength, would, in all human pro* 
babihty, have fallen an eafy conquefl to the cordially 
united abilities of Mr. Vernon and general Wentworth. 
The troops were landed on the 1 8th, and, as if the admiral 
was himielf thoroughly fatisfied the complete conqiiefl of 
the ifland was as good as efFeded by that fingle citbrt of 
hoftility, he immediately changed the name of the' port 
which he had thus taken pofleflion of, without oppofition, 
from Walthenham to Cumberland harbour. The news 
of this ftep was immediately tranfmitted to Britain, where, 
with that ardent and fanguine enthufiafm fo natural to

Englinimen* it was confidered as the certain forerunner 
of the mod important advantages *• 

A very Ihort time convinced them of the extreme folly 
of this delufion. General Wentworth, after having con- 
tinued on (hore till the 5th of 0£tober totally ina^livCt 
except fending out fmall reconnoitring parties fliould be 
conudered as one of the greateft efforts ot a warlike mind, 
on that day informed Mr. Vernon, that he feared it would 
be impodible for him t« penetrate by land. This opinion 
was confirmed by a council of war, compofed of land 
officers only, held on the 9th ; and after continuing in the 
fame camp for fix i^eeks longer, equally ina£Uve, the 
troops reimbarked on the 20th of November, and returned 
difpiiited, and in a condition very unlike that of conque- 
rors, to the fame port from whence they had failed a few

The reafons given, by Campbell, foe the admiral's conduQ, which 
muft certainly appear extraordinary to all who are not thoroiighlr 
convinced or the propriety of ittcanfe, tend very much to exculpate 
him; and although we do not entirely ^ve our aflent to the trutooC 
his argument, it would be uncandid to fupprefs a lingle (y liable that 
could contribute to raife fo well-known a charader in the public 
efleem.

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months before, vainly flattering themfelves with the ho[>e 
of efFeding a complete conquefl: of ali the Spaniih Weft 
Indies. 

Mr. Vernon, after his return, did every thing in his 
power to render the force under his particular command 
fis (ervtceable as poflible againft the enemy. By his pru- 
dent difpodtion, aided by the adivity of the different 
commanders, a confiderable number of prizes were made 
both of force and value* On the 15th of January a long 
i^xpeded reinforcement of two thoufand marines arriving 
at Jamaica, under convoy of two (hips of fifty guns and a 
frigate, the hopes of obliterating from the memory of their 
countrymen all their former difgraces and difappoint- 
ments, appeared once more to revive in the hearts of the 
few brave furvivors. Before the conclufion of the month 
it was refolved, in a council of war, to land at Porto Bello, 
and, marching acrofs the ifthmus of Darien, to attacl^ 
Panama, a rich town fituated on the South Sea. Two 
months, however, unavoidably elapfed before the fleet was 
in a condition to faih At length, every difficulty being 
ov^come, the admiral put to Tea about the middle of 
March with eight (hips of the line, five fmaller Nxflcls, 
and forty tranlpoTts, having on board a corps confifting 
of three thoufand efFe&ive men, befides a body of five 
hundred negroes raifcd for the expedition by governor 
Trelawney, who himfelf accompanied it. 

This armament anchored in the harbour of Porto Bello 
&n the 118th; and the Spanifti governor having immediately 
on difcovering the fhips, marched for Panama with all the 
troops under his comraaind, which confided of only three 
independent companies of Spaniih tro<9ps and two of 
innlattoes ; the admiral was fanguine enough to think no 
obftacle now remained that could prevent the troops from 
commencing and continuing their march unnK>lefted to 
the defiredn^jeA of attack. 

It appears that Mr, Vernon on this occafion placed 
greater confidence in thepromifesand refolves of a council 
of wat than they truly leem to have deferved. He was 
not yet fuificiently taught by the event of the former ex«s 
pedition to doubt of fuccefs^ wkejne it depended on march* 
W^ a body of troops for fo confiderable ^ dlltance in an 

en(?my> 
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efteiny*s country, a country too remarkably unfavourable^ 
and, indeed^ deftruflivc to european conftitutions. The 
vice •admiral was a man moft undoubtedly poflefled of A 
very ftropg andintrepid kind, of a temper habituated to 
the contempt of difficulties, thinking that no obftacle was 
unfurmountable when oppofed by fpirit and activity ; but 
with the nature of the operations of an army afling at a 
diftance from his fliips^ he certainly could be but little ac* 
quainted,and was, perhaps, too apt to confider a pruden- 
tial attention in the general^ td the lives of his foldiets, ^s 
the efFc6l of timiditv. The ill fuccefs which attended 
every enterprise undertaken during this ill-fated expedi- 
tion, h a convincing and irrefragaible proof, that a want 
of perfed harmony and good underAanding is as deftruc- 
tive to public fervice as any other want that can occur In 
it. . ^ 

The fangutne and eager temper of the admiral received 
a dreadful (hock from the refolution of a fecond council of 
war, compofed of land officers only, held immediately aftef 
thelanding of the troops. Theadvanced feafon,the force of 
the army reduced by ucknefs, and the feparation of fevefat 
of the tranrports with troops, added to a report that the gar« 
rifon of Panama had received a confiderabie reinforcement 
independent of that which had retired from Porto Bello,wertf 
deemed reafons unanfwerable for not purfuing the expedi-^ 
tion any farther. Mr. Vernon was far from fatisfied with tihl 
conclufidn drawn from fu«h premifes, but was relu£kant1]r 
obliged to ffsbmit to an opinion he held in utter contempt* 
The army reimbarkcd and failed from Porto Bello early 
in the month of April, but did not reach Jamaica till tM 
15th of May. After this time we do run find any expedi* 
tion to have been undertaken during the time he continued 
to command on the Jamaica ftation. Miniftry were at 
length convinced of the extreme impropriety of continuing 
two men of fuch jarring tempers any longer in the fatno 
command* An order of recal, which had been often 
folicited in vain on the part of the vice-admiral, was feni 
out, by captain Fowke, in the Gibraltar frigate ; and that 
Veffel arriving at Jamaica on the 23d of September, on tlic 
iStfa of O£bober the vice-admiral failed for England, re-« 
^gi^ing his Gommand to fir Chaloner Ogle.

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by him to Mr. Corbett, who was at that time fecretary to 
the board of admiralty. Whether orno it wasthe immediate 
caufe produdive of the defired .efie6t we cannot pretend to 
determine, but after having two or three times amufed him- 
felf in a fimilar manner by arraigning the condu£l of mini-* 
fterSy as well as by making them the general theme of his 
reprobation in the hoqfe of commons, he was, on the 23d 
of April 1745, promoted to be admiral of the white, and 
appointed to command the fleet ordered to be equipped for 
the north fea, in confequence of the impending mvafion of 
Scotland in favour of the Pretender. It was at one time 
in contemplation to have appointed him prefident of the 
court-martial aflembled for the trial of the admirals 
Mathews, Leftock, and the reft of the officers accufed of 
being concerned in the mifcarriage ofF Toulon ; but this 
idea was prefently abandoned, and we muft confefs, not 
improperly, when we confider the impetuous temper of the 
worthy admiral, which appeared but little calculated for a 
ftation requiring fo much patience, coolnefs, and delibe- 
rate judgement. 

In the month of Auguft he had his flag flying on board 
the St. George in Portimouth harbour ; but his fquadron 
being foon afterwards equipped, he removed into the 
Norwich and failed for the Downs, where he continued, 
the intervals of cruiflng excepted, during the greateft part 
of the enfuing winter. This period of his command was» 

Eerhaps, the moft interefting of his whole life ; and it is 
ut bare juftice to his memory to confefs, no man could 
have been more diligent or more fuccefsful in that parti* 
' cular fervice to which the neceflities of his country called 
him. The prudent difpofition of his cruifers totally 
prevented the introdudion of any confequential fuccour, 
and the ferment as well as fear of that part of the nation^ 
fartheft removed from the fcene of adion, was confider-

of Mr. V^^rnon to be c<>ntent with acquiring honour by the

Elay itfelf in every tranfa6lion of his life^ was, in al| 
graan probability, the bane of that fuecefs which his own

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, The admiral (ailed from the DoWns^ on a cniife^ the 
Kattcr bnd nf December, having his flag on board the 
Monmouth, of feventy guns, with three fhip? of fifty guns, 
fWo of forty, five frigates, and fifteen tenders, the greater 
part of them privateers^ which the admiral had taken upon 
him to fctiiti ih the Tervice; The daemon bf ^pularlty 
Kad itife6led him, and fome very new and extraordinary 
fegulatidni^ which, in confequence of that mania, he had 
taken upon him to make, being difapproved of by the board 
of admiralty^ proauced a remonftrance on their part, ahd 
a'paffionate reply dn that of Mir.

(Houghton) many of them having been of the degree of knights/ and 
itttnmed to different parliaments as reprefentativcs for. the couoty. 
Edward Walpole, the grandfather of Galfridus, was elcded repsafeB* 
tative for the borough of Kings Lynn, in the parliament yrbich be^ao 
at Weflminfter April £5, 1660, and voted the reftoration of king 
Charles the Secona. He himfelf and hts father joined with 'fir Ho* 
fatio Townfhend in fortifying the haven of Kings LytiUy aad raifiag 
lofces Sot hii majefty's reception in cafe be had not been p<:aceably 
' vefiored; for which (ervices he was created one of the knights of th^ 
toh on the 19th of April 1661. Hiis fir fdward was a inai\ moR 
highly efleemeds and the corpofacion of Lynh had fo high a fenfe of 
his integrity that they prefented him with a noble piece of plate,' as a 
leibmony of that good opinion. 

t Robert Walpole, efq. better known as fir Robert Wal|>ole psime 
■ininifier of England, afterwards created earl of Orford^ and Horatia 
'Wiflpplci crcate4 lo^d Walpole oT WoltertQu^ in' ^orfblk . 

A 4 4 agpoiute^ 
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appointed captain of the Lion, of fixty guns. He w^ 
foon afterwards ordered to the Mediterranean, where, it} 
|he month of March 1710-u, he diftiniiui'fhed himfclf 
very rennarkaWy in an aftion with four French fhips of 
war, mounting, as it 15 faic| in the Gazette, No. 4832^ 
j(ixt^ giU^s ea^h. 

Captajn Walpole had been (latFoned by fir J. Norrrs, 
at that tjnnc commander- ip-chief >n the Mediterranean, 
with the J^yoie frigate, and Severn, of fifty gnns, under 
thp Ofders of captain Piulfier, who vopmpande^ the laftter 
(hip, to cruife ofF the bay of Vado, while the main fiect 
loy there at anchor. 

When the enemy's Ihips were firft defcr'red, captaiij 
Walpole and his companions were in fight of the fleet ; 
and on a fignal made by them, fir John Morris detached 
the Naffau and Exeter, and afterwards the Dartmouth 
and Winchclfea, to their afliftancc,* The aftion had, 
however, commenced, and, ind^ed^ ncarjy 6^<fcd, beforf 
even the (hips fird difpatched could get up. The Severi^ 
mvat fo much difaUed as to be obliged to quit the conteft 
and put back into Vado road, attended by the Lymeu 
Captain Walpole, encouraged by the fight of the (h^s 
which the admiral had ordered out to fiippojt him, con- 
tinued the chacc and a£lion notwithi^aqdingihis misfortutie 
and the fuperior force of the enemy. ' His gallamry 
did not, however, meet wjth th«r reward it veryjnitlf 
merited. After a very fplrited CQntefl, in which he himf 
felf w^ unfortunate enough to lofe his rij^t arm, and to 
have upwards of forty of his peopk killed and wounded, 
his ihip was fo much difabled as to prevent him from 
continuing the aftion, whic'h nejther the accWent he had 
pcrfonally fuftained, nor the flaus;hter amoi\g his peoolc^ 
would have been inducement;) f^|S9iQQt \u have niade uiiQ 
defift from*. 

Captain Walpole aftef his recovery continued to com-; 
mand the fame ihip, and remained alfo on the fairie fta*ioc^ 
till the conclufipn of Th^ war, hut without 'mQ^ting witfi 
^y 4^ther 0!CCurreniH5 mftmoradle enough to ho. recorded, 
except haviDg, in the month of January 1 711-12, captured 
a large French privateer, mounting forty-four guns, and

{'oint poftmafter-general, and commiflioncr for the rega- 
ation of the poft office. In this Ration he continued till 
)us death, an event which took place on Augufl 7, 1726, 

WILLIAMS, John,T-cntercd into the navy very foon 
after the revolution ; and, in the year 1^931 was appointed 
fhird lieutenant of the Cornwall, of eighty guns. No- 
fhing farther relative to him has come to our knowledge 
till his appointment, on the 25th of September 1706, to 
}k captam of the Experiment. He was afterwards pro- 
inotea to the Dover, which ihip he commanded, being 
Rationed as a cruifer at the entrance of the Channel in 
the mopth of June 1709; and appears to have been very 
odive and fuccefsful in capturing leveral prizes, though of 
no CQnliderable value and confequepce. lie was after- 
wards madp captain of the Firme, in which ihip he di^ 
on the 6th of November 171 1 . 

WINDAR, or WINDER, Jofeph.— We do not find 
any mention made of this gentleman till his appointment, 
.on the ift of X>ecember 1706, to be captain of the Arun« 
del frigate; iand are again ignorant of any particulars 
concerning him till the year 171 1, when he commanded 
the Kingltpn, of fixty euns, one of th^ fquadron fent, 
under the coihmand or fir Hovenden Walker, on the nn» 
fortunate expedition againil Quebec.

CHILLEY, orCHILLY, John,— was apjiointed 9.

the 1 8th of July 1707, when he was made commander of 
the Mermaid frigate. His name does not again occur is 
die fervice, from which he altogether retired in 1722^ 
being appointed mafter^attendant at Woolwich^ He re- 
tained this office till the time of his death, wUch happened 
on the 27th of September 17.34. 

CLARK, Robert.— No mention is made of this gen- 
^eman previous to his appointment, on the 28th of Majir 
1707, to be captain of the Crown* He was foon after^i 
wards remov^ into, the Adventure, and font to the Weft 
Indies, where he was unhappily ktlkd on th^ }ft of Match 
1^08, gallantly, though fruitlefsly, attempting to defend 
his fhip againit the enemy; which, notwithftandlnghiv 
exertions, aided by thofe of his people^ was compelled to 
luriender foon after he fell> 

• COCKBURN, John, — ^was, on the 14th of Novembdtf 
1707, appointed captain of the Looe. The diflfeiwil 
iervices on which he was for fome yeats employed wero 
fp little didinguifhable, that we find no mention whatever 
made of him till the year 171 19 when he commanded the 
3apphire, of forty guns, one of the ihfps of w|ir emplojwl 
6n the American ftation. Having been ordered to join 
fir Hovenden Walker, off Cape Breton, he attended that 
finfortunite commander into the river. St. Lawrance, and 
lifter the lamentable difafter which befel that fleet, was 
difpatched for Bofton to carry intislligence of the failine, 
He did not afterwards rejoin the f^uadron, being lefir be« 
hind for the prote£^ion of Annapolis, In 17 18 he cotnT 
manded the Saliibury, one of the fquadronfent, under 
fir John Nbrris, to the Baltic ; but no mention is made bf 
Him after this time till the year 1727, when wc ^i him 
captain of the Suffolk, of feventy guhs, one of the fleet fitted 
for the Baltic, and alio put yn^r the comimind of Hrjdht^ 
Norris. 1*1 
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In the yeaf following he was captain of the Yori!, a 
fbvrth rate ; and> in 1728, of the Guernfey^ a (Hip of the 
iaoie force. No naval occurrence, however, worth com- 
metnoraungy took place during; the tinie he heki cither of 
riie above commands. Being, ai 1730, appointed captain , 
of the Lark, of forty guns, and fent to the Weft Indies^ 
jhe died at Barbadoes on the 29th of April 1731. 

DUFFUS, Kenneth Sutherland, Lord, — was the 
ddcft fon of James, .fecond lord CUif{u$, and tbe Ud|| 
Margaret Mackenzie, daughter of Keixneth, thir^ earlof 
Seafoiih K Having attached hinxfe^lf tQ a Maritime lifo^ 
lie was, after having ferved a fufficient time in the fubor^ 
^xnate ranks, promoted, on the 7(h of April 1707, to 
command the rortfmouth. He did not long remain ia 
Ihis ihip, beins afterwacds appointed to the Advice, in- 
which veifel he nad a very fi^nal encounter with a r(piadroiXi 
of French privateers belonging to Dunkirk . I^e particu- 
Ipis of this a£Uon ase related with iomc debtee of pieci-t 
fion in a kttor from that place, dated July the ^, I7(i,.

The lord Daffus was lineally dev;endc^ fco.n\ NicboJtat, fecond fon 
•f KcnQeth| ii)(th earl of SmlierVani^ wh<^i. iathe vear 1360^ Obtairied 
a grant from bit brothet Willianti, (even'tb ear> of SbrKerlah^, oF 
certain lands) wKicK^rant was afte/wardt conftinfed iyschartec 
ibtidtt the great feal from kia^ David Brucr, the (gad, liinds. hciug 
eroded into a free barony. This Nicholaa married Mary, daughteii 
and besrcfs of Reynald it Cheyne, with whom he received the lands 
fod bm»i)y of pufiTat, irhich afterwards beapic the family title. 
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, ** On Wc^nefday morni;ig| the 27th of June^ the Ad* 
yicCf a fmall fourth i^tte of forty-fix guns, ccimmanded b^ 
the lord Duffus, fell in with eight privateers df the enemjr 
bff Yarmouth. Cine of the beft failers came clofe up with 
him, but not thinking it convenient to engage (hortened 
fail till the otliers were up alfo. About half an hour paft 
ten five of them came clofe alongfide and hoifled French 
ccJours. About eleven they engaged, moft of them lyinj 
always upon the quarter^ of the Advice, . relieving eacl 
other while the reft kept aftern, Co that they maintained si 
continual fire. In half an hour the fails of the Advics 
were torn lo pieces, and not a brace or bowling left* Hdr 
inafls were alfo much wounded, and mofl of the fhrouds 
cut: however, lord DufTus continlied the engagement, flHl 
keeping his (hip under way. But tRe enemy plyed their 
guns and (inall (hot fq warmly, and ovferjSoweted him fd 
much by their numbers and (Irength, that he was, afterir 
very vigorous defence, wherein he himfelf received feveral 
wounds, and many of his men were killed and wounded, 

] obliged to furrender." 

Campbell adds to this account, '^ that his lordfhip had 
receivea five balls in his body, and that two thirds of his 

, men were killed and wounded. He was carried witli 

freat triumph into Dunkirk, where the captors moft in* 
umanly ftrjppcd both officers and private men of their 
wearing apparel, and, but for the kindnefs of the inhabi- 
tants, had left them in a manner naked." 

His lordihip does not appear, after his return from 
captivity, to have been re-appointed to any other (hip. In 
all probability he retired into his native country, Scotland, 
where, in the year 1715, he was fo imprudent as to en- 
gage in the rebellion, but made his efcape beyond feas, 
and was attainted by parliament. He was, fhortly 
afterwards, apprehended at' Hambu^, and com- 
mitted prilbner to the Tower. An adf of grace being 
paffed in the following year, his lordfhip was included in it } 
neverthelefs, having by his offence not only forfeited his title 
and eftate, but all hopes and pretentions to any future em- 
ployment in the line of his profeflion, he withdrew im- 
mediately after his releafe to Ruflia. He was received 
there a very welcome vifitor, as might naturally be ek« 
peeled when we confider the enthuliaflic attachment of 
lh<i Czar Peter to his navy, and his eagcrnefs to entertain

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^ jn his fervice all foreigneri^, whofe ju(^ement aod txpe^ 
lience he. deemed likely to pomote ot improve the dar-* 
licig objeft of his reign. He was, filmoft immediately 
after his. arrival, honouried with the rank of a flag-oflicer^ 
and was always held in the higheft efteem. Tne parti- 
culars and time of his death are, on account of his having 
eftra^ed himfelf to his native country, unknown to us. 

Douglas, his countryman, gives us the following ho« 
iK)urahle> and at the fame time (Iridly juft accountof his 
.kmUhip. ** The genius of Kenneth, third lord Duflus^ 
leading him to afe^taring life, he- foot! acauired fuch great 
.ikilLand knowledge in maritime affairs, that her majefty^ 
I queen Anne, gave, him the command of the Advice, a fifty 
.gun (hip of war; in which ftatipn he fo remarkably Siu 
,)iinguifbed himfelf in feveral expedityonsi that he did ho-» 
jiour to himfelf and his country 'oy his conduA, undaunted 
fcounige, and refolution."

In the following 
year he was removed into the Grwdn, Which wks alfc^ a- 
tbiid rate> though mounting only 70 gun6< lii th}^ (h?p he 
accompanied hisforttifer admiral, itr Georgei to the Medlter-* 
fanean, and diftinguiflied hlttfelf vety cbhf^icuoullj In the 
well-known aAion with the Spaniih fleet off Sicily« His 
ftip> together with the Orford, being excellent failors^ led 
the van of the Brlttih fleet into aAion. After havings for 
a confiderable time, engaged die Prince of AfturiaSy of y6 
jgunsy in which (hip was rear-admiral Chacon, difdaining 
to wafle longer time in fecuring a tteflel fo completely dif-

Mr. Corbet, ih his account of 
the expedition to Sicily, concludes his relation of the 
above adion In the following words. ** The ihip that 
fiiflinred moft was the Grafton, which being a good failor, 
her captain engaged feVeral fliips of the enemy, always 
purfuing the headmoft, and leaving thofe (hips he hac(

impotence of the Portuguefe nation flirunk, with prudence^ 
from the conteft ; and a proper as well as immediate conceit 
(Ion faved fir Charles the trouble of ever putting to fea» 
Whether the Torbay was kept in commiwon during the 
whole of the intermediate time^ we have been unable to 
ftfcertain with any degree of precifion; but in tbe Jreat^ 
1^26 we again find Mr. Haddock commanding her* and 
alfo as captain to fir C. Wager, who was admiral of tbe^ 
fleet fent into the Baltic, ifothing, however, in any d<^ 

gee worth relating took place, at lead as far as.Mri. 
addock was concerned** . He continued 'to command- 
the fame fhip after the rettirn of the fleet into port, and^^ 
very early in the year 1727, was ordered to take under 
his command the roole nreihip, and convoy ta Gibralter* 
fifteen tranfports, with two r^ments of troops on board^. 
deflined as a reinforcement for that garrifon. Ilaving, 

^ 'pined fir Charles Wager, who had been difpatched from 
England in the month of December -precedingi smd was^ 
tfien cruifing off Cadiz, he was ordered into Gibradtar* 
with the tranfports. The admiral himiel^ returning 
foon afterward^ into the bay, immediately ihifted his flag, 
into the Torbay, where he continued during the remoin-'t 
der of the expedition; but as every thing meterial that 
' happened in the courfe of it has been already detailed in 
the life of fir Charles Wager, it is needlefs to add more^, 
than' that Mr. Haddock, returning with that admiral, ar<« 
rived at Spithead on the 9th of April 1728. 

The Torbay needine repair was put out of commiC- 
£on, and captain Had^Kzk was appointed to his old ihip^ 
the Grafton, which he had conmianded with fo much 
reputation under fir George Byng« He continued cap- 
tain of this fhip till the year 173a, being always attaphfd 
to the fleets which were, as if by axmualcuftom, coUeAed 
at Spithead ; but which, during the two firft years hehdd 
the command of the Grafton, never went to (ea. In 1731 
lie aocompanied fir Charles Wager to the Mediterranean, 
for the purpofe of accommodating the difference^ between 
the emperor and Spain, and putting the Infant Don Carloi

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in p6flEeflio& of the territory bequeathed him by the duk^ 
oC Parma. Aftdr his return from this fervice the Grafton 
was put out of commiflion» and Mr. Haddock appears . 
to have had no other appointment during the time ho 
continued only a private captain. 

This, however, was of no long continuance, for on the 
4th of May 1734, he viras promoted ta be rear-admiral of 
the blue, and immediately hoifted his flag on board tho 
Namur, of ninety guns, as third in command of the fleet 
cc^Ieded, tulder fir John Noriis,. at Spithead *. During^ 
that year the fleet never proceeded to fea, but in 1735 
failed for Li(1|K>n, in con^<]uence of the Portuguefe na- . 
tron being threatened by the Spaniards^ The very ap- . 
pearance of fo formidabfe a friend was fufficient to avert . 
the impending attack ; its arrival was accordingly cond-- 
dered and treated, both by the fovereign and his people,. ' 
as a kind, of providential interference, and prefervatioa 
from .the moU jmnunent danger. This bufinefs being • 
Jieaceabjy and amicably adjtffted, the fleet returned homo 
ihdivifions, after. remaining fome confiderabfe time in 
the T^us. In IT^^ the depredations of the Spaniards- 
continuing in fpite of every mild and pacific remonfhrance, , 
theBritifh miniflry were induced to require fatisfafiiron for 
itich repeatcdinfultsand injuries; and, in order to give the 
greater weight to fuch an unpleaGmt demand, it was deter<« 
mined to difpatch Mr. Hadaock, on the 27A of May, to' 
the Mediterranean, with a fquadron of nine fliips of .the 
lipet. T|>e appearance of tne Britifli fleet produced the 
fathe e0td on this occafion that it frequently has done 
oa others. The Spaniards immediately profeffed the. . . 
warmcft dtfpofition to negckriate; but their piratical in- 
fnlts lit the diftant parts of the world were not as yet in 
any degree reftrained. It was therefore judged necelTary ^ 
to give (KH greater weight to the juft reprefentations of 
Britain, by ordering out a fquadron of four fhips of war^ 
and three bomb-ketches well provided with (hells and othet^'. 
warlike (lores, to reinforce Mr. Haddock, who, by thele

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al^9 other intiermediate aids, which he had received^ now 
comihanded a fquadron confiding of twenty-one flrips. 

This powerful armament, together with the ptx>fpeft 
of its contihuing during the winter at Port Mahon, as the 
Spaniards were giVen to underftand would be the o^fe, pro- 
duced no rmaR cftfeft upon their counfels. The king of 
Spain mtified trie prelitninary articles of the treaty, but 
had artfirily and (urrejptitioufly added fuch a number of 
rcftridions telative to trade, and the rightof Briti(h Ihips 
to bosrrd or Vifit Spaniih veflels bf any defcription, that 
the people of England, when informed oiF this piece of 
chicatiery, contrived merely for the purpofe of gaining 
time, were unanimoufly clamorous, calling aloud for war - 
a^ the juft, and only means of obtaining true fatisfaAion ' 
from thofe who had aggravatecl infuTt by impofition.* 
This condufi produced u\t well-known convention "with . 
Spain ; which oeing far from fatisfying the minds of the ' 
[>eople, as indeed it was fai^ from affording the rejpiara- ' 
tion they had a right to exptSt, tending rather to inname 
their mmds with a more eager defire for war, than to 
quiet them, or avert their former intention. 
' To this end Mr. Haddock Was amohe other comman- 
ders, in different parts of the world, oraered in the year' 
X739» ^o make reprifals on the Spaniards. In thisJpecie» 
or mrfair which, even confidered in a national poipt of 
view zfk&td them moft ferioufly and fenfibly, he was 
remarkably fortunate. Among his prices were two ibips 
from the Caraccas, fuppofed to^'be worth two millions of 
dollars,' befides feveral others of very great, though inferior 
value to the foregoing, and a conuderable number of 
privateers. In ifaort, it 1$ remarked by many hiftorians, 
that '* no fquadron had for many years been fo fuccefsful.'* 
He continued on the fame ftation, during the year 1740, 
with an uninterrupted repetition of the fame fpecies of 
good fortune. Tne Spaniards, not having' it in thcit* 
power during that time to colled a naval force fufficient 
to meet the Britiih fquadron in £ur conteft, they were 
compelled to confine their larger fhips within the limits 
of their own harbours, and permit the ruin of their com*^ 
merce to pafson unmolcfted and unrerenged; except^ 
Indeed, by the paltrv cafual captures made by their priv»^ 
tee'rs, or feme of tneir finaller ihips of war, .whp wtr^ 
hardy^enoi^ to vennire out.

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Mr. Haddock continued to keep tt>e feai cruifing be; 
tween Cape St. Mafy and Cadizi till the beginning of the 
month of rJovcmbcj- ; whpn the tempeftuous weather com- 
pelled him to put into Gibraltar to refit. Xbe Spaniards 
had c6mpletea the embarkation of their troops at Barce- 
lona, to Jhe number of fifteen thoufand men, into Italy ; 
and on'the a4th of November the fl^uadron, commanded 
by Don* Navarro^ taking aJyantage of the darknefs of the 
flight, put to fea from Cadiz in hopes of getting through 
the ureights of Gibraltar unobferved : in this, however, 
they were (}ifappo{nted ; a ftrong eafterly wind arifing ori 
the morning of {he 25th, drove (hem back in fight of 
itjibraltar, acd detained them two days in that fituation ; 
a favourable breeze then fpringifip; up, eniibled therti to 
efTeft a jmiflion, piFMttaRay with De pdurt's fquadron, 
^From Toulon. •. 

Admiral Haddock was in th^ interim ufing every en- 
deavour to refit his fquadron, which having, by almoft 
incredible exertions, cffefted by,:the feCond of December, 
lie quitted the bay of Gibraltar in queft of the 
eiiemy. ' In a few days he got fight of the combined 
fquadi-ons, vhich were drawn up in a regular line t6 
receive Kim j but, as he was bearing down on the Spa- 
niards, ^nd alnioft oh the point of attacking tfietn, the 
French admiral, De Court," fent a flag of truce, with ^ 
meffage, X6 infofn^ Mr. Haddock, " that as the Spaniards 
and I^engh werfe at that time en^ged in a joint expedi- 
tion, he muft obey his Orders and prote£l his mafter's 
Allies. "^ M^r. Haddock itnmedlately deetned it neceflary, 
on this extraordinajry ^vent, to calf a bbuheil of war, as 
^ell oti account of the nature of his ififtruAibns, and the 
extreme delicacy of (lis fituat/on^ as the great fuj|)erl6rity 
of the combined fquadron',^ which coilfifted of near fift^ 
"veflels of difiefeiit defcriptions, ' while his own force 
amounted not to thirty*.

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)ba{ the Ajuadron (hoqld repair to Mahon, and imit thcue 
for the reinforcement vfUxon was expeded from England^ 
under the command of comdiodoie JLeilock; before, 
however, this could arrive, the French and Spaniih fleets 
had repaired to Barcelona, and, on the 24th of December, 
proceeded frdm thence for Italy, with a lecond embarkft*^ 
tion of troops. 

The vice-admiral was joined by Mr, Leftock on the 
tft of Febr.uary, and made all pomble difpatch in .getting 
leady for fea, in order to fcour the coafh of Italy and pre* 
vent the introdudion of any fupplies, or reinforcements, 
for the Spanifli army under the duke of Montemar. Before, 
however, the fleet was in a condition to fail, the.vice-ad« 
miral was unhappily attacked by fo fevcrean indj^ofitibn, 
that he was, very reluctantly, compelled to reHgo the 
command of the n^et to Mr: Leftock, and return in the 
Roebuck, a forty gun fhip, to England, where he arrived 
pn the 26th of May. Tnis indifpofition of the wortht 
Admiral's is faid to have been of the mod melancholy and 
afibding nature, an extreme deje£lion of fpirits, occafi* 
oned, as fome infift, by mere chagrin at riot haying had it 
in his power to itrike fome fignal blow which migh( 
eventually lead to the termination of the war. He never 
took upon him any command after his return to England, 
but was,' neverthelefs, moft defervedly promoted, on the 
^th of Auguft t743» ^^ ^^ vice-admiral of the white; and, 
on the 7th of I/ecember following, tol)e vice-admiral of 
the red. On the 19th of June 1744, he was farther ad- 
vanced to b^ admiral of the blue. After having attained

one of fixty-fi'x, and one of fifty, firft came up with tho 

Pembroke, which, after a fmart a£li6n in which her coiit-* 

ttiander, captain Itumfey was killed, overpowered and took 

her. The two fmaller Ihips then purfued the iFalcon^ 

"Which cajptaih Conftable did hot content to furrender till 

he himfeif was dangeroufly wounded by a (hot through thie 

ihoulder, and till, as it is (aid, he had no more than uxt^Q 

ijh wounded hieh left out of his whoTe crew. 

Soon after his return from captiyityy j^d recovery from 
Ithe eSe^ of Ws Wound, he was promoted to the Panther, 
and ordered but on i criiife ; in which fervice he met witp 
very remarkable fiiccefs, having, during the month df 
February 1712, captured a French frigate mounting 
thirty guns, and two very lai^e as well as valuable mer* 
chant mips. The peace taking place foon afterwards, n'o 
othdr mention is made of captaiii Conftabte except tnat he 
died ^t Barbadoes fome time m the year 1716, being at 
that time captain of the Roebuck. 

COOK, Ifaac, or, according to (bme, JameSy-^'Wa^ apr 
pointed firft lieutenant* of the Archangel, of forty-etsht 
guns^ in the year 169a. We find no farther mention

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made of him during the reien of king William ; but b«: 
inras, not Ions after the acceliioiv of queen Anne, advanced 
from the rank of lieutenant to that of commander of the 
Terror bomb-ketch. This veffel was unfortunately de- 
firoyed at Gibraltfir by monf. Pointi's fquadron : but the • 
condu^ of captain Cook was fo proper and exemplary, 
that he was moft honouiably acquitted by the court'-mattiai • 
held, for the purpofe of invefcigating the circumftances 
attending the above accident. He was not, however, pro* 
mpted to the rank of captain till the year 1708; when he 
was, on the i8th of Odober, appointed to the Garland. 
Iq 171 1 he comnumded the Leopard,, of fifty-four gims, 
one of the North American fquaoron. Havmg joined (ir 
HoymdMi iWalker, who. commanded the expedition fe^t 
a^in^ (!^ebec, he was fent home to England with the, 
melancholy ne(ws of its failure. No other mention is 
ma^e of h^m, except that he died on the i8th of December 
X 7 1 9. R^ar-admir^l Hardy makes his death to have hap- 
peiied on the 26th of November 1 7 24, but we decidedly be- 
lieve that to be a miftake. 

GOODHAJLL, Jdin, — was, on the a5th of September , 
17089 appointed captain of the Milford. Nothing far- 
ther is kiiown of him except that he died on the coaft of. 
Guinea on the i6th of February 1729, being at that tim^ ^ 
commander of the Feverfham. 

' GUNMAN, James,— was the yoyngeft fon of captain 
Chriftopfaer G«oman *, of Dover in Kent, and Catherine, 

dat^hter of Alderfi^, efq. an eipinent Hamburgh ' 

merchant. Being intended for the Tea fervice by his 
gSillaqt father, whom he had the misfortune to lofk when 
only nine years old, he was, in conformity to that refolu- 
tipn, feat out under the proteAion of captain Pickaidn 
who was, his uncle. His entraace into the fervice Mras 
difaftrousi the Happy RetMrn, the (hip he went on board. 
<^, being foon afterwards taken by the eneihy. Having 
immediately, on being /exchanged, returned to the fervice,' 
he was, in the month of June, promoted to be third lieu-' 
tenant of the Boyne, of eiehty guns, commanded by cap- 
taia Gpp4> being one of the (hips belonging to the roam 
fleet. He remained in the fanle ftation during the wai^ 
and is nojt known to have received any other appointment

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^titl the I ft of Auguft 1703, when he was made third lietr- 
tcnant of the Royal Catherine; from which (hip he was, 
in the month ol September following, removed to the 
fame ftation on board the Royal Sovereign. After having 
remained in that fhip fome confiderable time, he was at * 
laft noticed by fir Cloudefley Shovel, who, when, he failed 
for the Mediterranean, in the year 1706, took him as his 
iirft lieutenant in the Aflbciatioo, and very foon promoted 
him to be commander of the Weazle floop. He returned 
from the Mediterranean, with his admiral, in the month 
of Oftober 1707, and happily efcaped being involved in 
the dreadful difafter that befel him and (bme of the ihip$ 
under his command- 

He continued commander of tfie Weazle during the ] 
cnfuing fummer; and, on December 20, 1708, was very * 
dcfervedly promoted to be captain of the Lyme frigate. 
He remained ijn this fliip for a very confiderable time, wc " 
believe till the conclufion of the war, employed on a 
variety of fervices, unfortunately fo infignificant that they 
afforded him no other opportunity of diilinguifliing himfclf ' 
as a valuable officer, than by that ilri&. attention to his. 
duty, which, though it demands the higheftpraife andvfene- 
Tation, in general pa iTes on difregarded and unrewarded^ 
by the fmalieft attentive hiftorical tribute. We find him, * 
be,lween the time of his appointment and the year 1711, in'* 
the Weft Indies, and in the ^^orih Sea, employed as a 
cruifer, and afterwards fent with an outward bound convoy* 
from Milford I0 Newfoundland. During the lime he * 
continued off the latter ifland, nioft probably for the pro- ^ 
tcftion of the fifhcry, he had the good fortune to capture a 
large French merchant- fliJp, which is the only fucceft 
we have any intelligence of his having met with front^' 
Jiis fijft appointment to a conunahd. From New- 
fpundland he failed for the Mediterranean with fiich mcr- '' 
chant-ftiips as were bound thither ; an#on his arrival there 
put himfelf under the orders of fir John Norris. In the 
month of March foUowii^ he very much diftinguiflied ' 
himfclf in an adion with four French fhips ef war^ and" 
although we already have given fome account of the ^n-', 
gacement, both in the lives of captain Pudner and captain 
Walpole, who were alfo parties in the contcft, we filial! 
venture to infert the following authentic acc6uiit Cf flflT 
fpirited little encounter, 'as extrafted from the journal of 
captain Gunman, himfelf. << MarcJn 
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_ ♦* March 22, 1710-11. At half paft two A'. M. t 
weighed out of Vado road in company with the Severn 
•and Lion. At a quarter pad five we faw four (hips 
iirought to and made a fignai to the admiral. At half 
paft five we gave cbace to them , and at half paft eight 
oame up with and engaged them> they proving to be four 
French (hips of war from lixty to forty guns each*. Wb 
^gaged ^hem at half gun-ihot diftance. At eleven th^ 
made all the fail they could and ran away. We made aU 
tlie fail we could after them. At noon the Severn made 
4 fienal to leave off chace, (he being much difabled in her 
mafts and yards. I had hx men wounded in the aflion, 
three of whom had theit legs (hot off." 

We have to lament, that no other particulars are knowa 
relative to the fervice of this gentleman, exQspt that, ia 
the year 1732, he commanded the Northumberland guard- . 
ihip : he was afterwards, in 1742, appointed treafurer of 
Greenwich-hofpital, an office he held till the year 1754; 
when, having attained the advanced age of feventy^feven, 
he refigned it in favour of fir Charles Saunders, and had ' 
sipenfion of equal value granted^ as a recompenfe for^. 
and proper teftimbny of, his very meritorious condu£l as 
a naval commander : this, however, he unhappily did no(\ 
long enjoy, dying on the 27th of June 1756, being thca * 
in the 70th year of his age. 

HEMMINGTON, James, — was, on the 12th of. 
November 1708, appointed captain of the Experiment. 
Few gentlemen have continued in the ferviq|^tor fuch a, 
feries of years and have been fo little known ; for although 
he muft have enjoyed man^ intermediate appointments we 
do not find any oth^r mention made of him, except that he 
C9mmanded the Princefs Amelia, of eighty guns, one of 
the fleet under fir John Norris in the year 1740; and 
afterwards accompanied fir C. Ogle on the expedition 
s^inft Carthagena. On the 15th of July I747> he was 
promoted to the rank of rear-admiral, and was put on the 
fuperannuated lilt, J^ purfuancc of an order, made by 
his majefty in coui^^n qh the 3d of June preceding. He 
died on the 26th qc npcctnbcr 1757. . 

' HOLLAND, l}C.rd,- was, on the 23d of Julv, 
promoted to tlw N/d^ ^land of the Scarborough. We 
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hear (ipthing farther of.him .till the year 1720, at.wHirctl 
trme he commanded the Gloucefter, a{ fix^gtins, ope of 
the fleet ordered fdr the Baltic under fir Jolm Norrh-» 
He continued in the fame flup, eniploycdon the* fame fcr-r 
vice, and under .the ftme commander-in-chief, during the* 
ft^llowing year. We have no farther particulars concern*- 
ing him, except that he died in England on the a^-th of 
Fcbhiary 1724, 

JOHNSOl^, Sir Robert, — ^was, on the 3 J of February 
r7o8, appointed captain of the Experiment. He wat 
before the conclufion of the year removed into fomc other 
Ihip ; but the fcrviccs on which he was employed vTcre i# 
little confequcntial, that we find no mention msnte of him* 
previous to the. year 1716 ; he then commanded the Aft- 

S^ ifte, one of thfe fleet fent to the Baltic under fir John 
orris. . A violent flrorm arifing on the 9th of Ntovcmber/ 
the Augufte was unfortunately ilranded on the ifland or 
Annout; bur fir Robert, as^well as the officers, and the; 
principal part of the crew, were faved. In 1*719 he com-' 
mandcdafmall fquadron which attacked and aefrroyedthe 
fortlflcatidns of port San Ahthonio, on thecoaft of Spain, 
t^cther with thfee (hips of the line which were on the 
ftoclcs, and an immenfe depot of timber, as well as other 
naval (lores, fufficient to have conftru6ted and fitted five' 
or fix more. ' Captain lohnfon at that time Commanded* 
the Weymouth ; and in the month of September,.fubfequent 
to the foregoing enterprife, attacked, in conjundlion with 
the .Winchcfter, two Spanifh (hips of war in tht harbour 
of Ribadcs near Cape Ortugal ; when, Jiotwithftanding^ 
they were proteAed by a battery, fucceeded in fetting them 
both on fire, and brought ofr a merchant-fliip- of three 
hundred tons wihich lay near thenu For thefe very con- 
fpicuous ads of gallantry he is fuppofed to have received ' 
the honour of knrghthood. He was, after the year 1720^ 
appointed to the £xeter, a (hip of the line, and (ent to the 
Ead Indies under commodore Mathews. Some part of 
his conduS, the parfiailars of which are unknown to us,' 
being difapprovcd of that gentlernan, he difmiffed hiBoi 
from hU command. When on his return to Endand in 
the Aiflabie Eafl India (hip, he was nnfortimately orowne^ 
at the Cape of Good Hope on the 5th of June 1723:

MEADE) Samuel,— entered into the navjr very foo0 
after the revolutto/it and was, as early as the year, 169a, 
appointed fecond lieutenant of the Princf^ of Onmge, o£ 
forty.fix guns. We know nothing farther concerning 
him till his appcnntmeht, on the a#$ of September 190% 
to be captain of the Sweei^akes, a frigate of thiicy^two 
guns. In this fliid he had the misfortune to be capiumll 
in the mootn of A^ril f^og* He is iaid» by Cai:^pbeti. 
tf> have Ballon a pria^ to two very large ^ri vatecrs^ each «t 
which were of fonce far fiijierior to that cotumandod hji 
Mr. Mead, nevcrtfaelefs his conduA was deemed fo re^ 
prebcnfible b^ ^ court-martial^ cooveoid Jor die piir« 
pole of enqiuoag into the above i^cidcnt^ that be wai( 
lente^ed to he oDinifled the iervice.

years. This appears to have been his lafl command ; and 
we fuppofe him, after he quitted it, to have retired from 
the fervicc on a penfion. 

^NICHOLS, George, — was, on Nov. 17, 1708, ap-* 
pointed captain of the Arrogant, a fhip of fixty gurts, t^ken, 
in' 1705, at Gibraltar by the fquadron under fir J. Leake. 
Captain Nichols was not fortunate enough to enjoy his 
promotion, the Arrogant foundering at (ea on the 5th of 
January 1700, the Captain, and we bclievd the whole of 
fhd crew pen fhing with her. 

". 'OGLE, Sir Chaldncr, — was the defcendant of a v^ry 
ancient and r^efpeftablc family long fettled in the courity 
^f Northnmbefiand. This gentleman ^as firft appointed 
i* captain in the navy on the 14th of March 1708, he 
ddngjhen promoted ftom the Wolf floop of^war to the 
Tartar frigate.* Many years pafled on without his having 
Been fortunate cnongn to rtieet with a fingle opportunity 
of diftfnguifhing himfelf; He continued captain of the 
"ftirtar during the remainder of the war, fhuioned prln- 
4^1ly fn the MedrteTitmean, where he had the good for- 
tniie to take one or two very valuable prizes, ty which, 
ff ^fe did not acquire ftme, ne had at leaft the fatfsfaSion 
^f acquiring' wealth. Sometime after the acceffion of 
t^rgt the Firft, he was' appointed to the Worcefter, a 
fourth' rate of fifty .guns, one of the fleet ordered for the 
BSItic in the year ^717 ; hut the cinJuniftancfe which firft 
eftabjifli^d h?s reputation Wal the capture bf Roberts the 
pirate, toother wrttt his ;whdlc' fquadron, in t!ie month of 
April 1722. ' '

- Thefe havul^ in the itifierim r\ghted theif 
Airps, and being deceived by the pbnifible appeatanoe of 
fuccds which Mr. Ogle's decepdoo had Hattered thsso 
with the hope of^ immediately (lood out of the bay, 
thinking to oongratulaieiheii companion onjbis cojQquefti. 
Their joy, however^ wa^ of very ihoil durati9n^ for the 
Swallowj bringing their (hips to adion, captured theiA 
bot^, after a copteft of two hours contihUnnce, in wliicli' 
t^erts^mfelf was killed. The three prizes were car- 
tied into St. Thomas's, and the prifoners to Cape Coaft 
Caftle, wliere they were- tried. Seventy4binr>eceiired 
fcnitence bf deafh^ of ^hich ntimber f!fty*tw^ were 
I^xecute4»4he greater part pf them being afterwards haaged 
in chains along diecoafl, as a terror to ftiture depredators
